Chamber  Endorses  Plan

.4  plan  calling  for  a  mass  tuberculosis 
survey  for  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  proposed  by  the  Public  Health 
Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  has  been  approved  by  the 
Chamber's  Board  of  Directors. 

Such  a  survey,  according  to  Hiram  W. 
Johnson.  III.  chairman  of  the  Chamber's 
Public  Health  committee,  would  be  under- 
taken by  the  Chamber,  the  San  Francisco 
County  Medical  Society.  San  Francisco 
Tuberculosis  Association.  San  Francisco 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  other  in- 
terested groups. 

"The  Chamber's  Public  Health  commit- 
tee will  act  as  liaison  between  these 
groups."  Johnson  said,  "and  coordinate  the 
efforts  of  all  groups  participating  in  the 
survey." 


An  increase  of  5.886  freight  car  loadings 
during  the  first  quarter  of  1950  over  the 
same  period  last  year  for  California,  Nev- 
ada, Arizona  and  the  western  portion  of 
New  Mexico,  is  estimated  by  the  Pacific 
Coast  Transportation  Advisory  Board. 

"This  figure  represents  a  1.7  per  cent  in- 
crease." said  Walter  A.  Rohde,  manager  of 
the  Chamber's  Transportation  Department 
and  member  of  the  executive  committee  of 
the  Pacific  Coast  Transportation  Advisory 
Board. 

Oranges  and  grapefruit  show  the  great- 
est increase  over  last  year's  first  quarter 
with  3.378  (62.3  per  cent)  more  carloadings 
estimated  for  January-March.  1950,  the  re- 
port shows. 

Among  other  commodities  estimated  to 
show  an  increase  during  the  first  three 
months  of  this  year  are:  Cotton,  up  31.1 
per  cent;  Automobiles  and  trucks,  up  18.2 
per  cent:  Paper,  pasteboard  and  prepared 
roofing,  up  17.1  per  cent:  Iron  and  Steel, 
up  14.2  per  cent;  and  Lumber  and  Forest 
Products,  up  14.2  per  cent. 
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AGRICULTURE 

The  State  and  Agriculture  Departments  of  the  U.  S. 
Government  are  reported  to  be  evolving  a  large 
scheme  to  get  rid  of  America's  mounting  farm  surplus 
by  shipping  it  abroad  at  a  loss.  This  program  would 
be  sold  as  a  new  type  of  foreign  aid.  OfRcials  think 
now  the  program  will  mean  exporting  at  less  than 
cost — one  to  two  million  tons  a  year  of  grains,  fruits, 
cotton  and  tobacco. 
HOUSING 

The  Area  Office  of  the  Housing  Expediter  recentlj 
reported  that  under  the  new  Rent  Control  law  nearly 
three-fourths  of  the  1,686  San  Francisco  landlords* 
applications  for  increased  rent  examined  during  the 
first  six  months  of  1949  have  been  authorized  an  in- 
crease which  averaged  23%. 

Another  1,244  petitions  filed  during  the  period  have 
not  yet  been  oflRcially  considered.  Of  1.439  eviction 
notices  filed  by  landlords,  95%  were  proper  and  ot 
1,289  applications  for  eviction  certificates  processed, 
66%  were  granted. 
FINANCE 

The  Bank  of  America.  National  Trust  and  Savings 
Association,  recently  announced  the  formation  of  a 
new  corporation  with  home  office  in  New  York.  The 
new  corporation  will  operate  under  the  name.  Bank 
of  America,  as  the  wholly-owned  subsidiary  of  the 
Bank  of  America  National  Trust  &  Savings  Asso- 
ciation. 
GOVERNMENT 

The  United  States  Government  must  either  increase 
its  revenue  by  a  tremendous  tax  hike  or  reduce  its 
spending  by  an  enormous  economy  program.  The  Na- 
tion's peace  time  deficit  on  June  30  next  was  recently 
estimated  at  about  .fD.500.000,000. 

On  last  January  the  President  was  reported  to 
have  estimated  fiscal  year  revenue  at  $41  billion  and 
the  outgo  at  $41,900,000,000,  but  according  to  latest 
revised  estimates,  the  revenue  will  amount  to  about 
$38  billion  and  expenditures  to  $43,500,000,000.

'Present-Day  China' 
Report  Presented  To 
World  Trade  Group 

George  K.  Jue,  president  of  the  Chinese 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  San  Francisco, 
spoke  on  "present-day  China"  at  a  lunch- 
eon meeting  of  the  World  Trade  Associa- 
tion last  week  at  the  Fairmont  Hotel.  He 
has  recently  returned  from  an  extensive 
trip  through  the  Orient. 

Commenting  that  the  Chinese  people  are 
not  and  cannot  be  expected  to  be  happy 
under  the  Communists,  he  said,  "Many 
Chinese  believe  that  the  Kuomintang  as  a 
whole  is  to  blame  for  the  present  chaotic 
conditions  in  their  country,  and  thought 
they  would  lead  a  better  life  under  the 
Communists;  however,  the  illusion  is  now 
very  much  shattered." 

He  expressed  deep  concern  on  the  For- 
mosa question,  stressing  its  strategic  im- 
portance to  the  United  States  in  line  with 
Pacific  defense. 

He  reported  that  after  the  conquest  of 
Hainan  and  Formosa,  the  Chinese  Com- 
munist army  will  be  completely  reorgan- 
ized and  will  be  called  the  "Eastern 
Forces."  These  forces,  he  said,  will,  in  all 
probability,  be  used  to  spearhead  the  "lib- 
eration" of  the  Far  East — countries  which 
have  not  accepted  the  Soviet  concept  of 
"freedom."

Air  Force  requirements  on  which  the 
Chamber  is  basing  its  campaign  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  Site  must  be  near  a  heavy  popula- 
tion center.  2.  There  must  be  adequate  rail, 
air  and  highway  transportation.  3.  Power, 
water,  sewage  and  drainage  conditions 
must  be  ideal.  4.  Engineering  difficulties 
(grading,  etc.)  must  be  at  a  minimum.  5. 
Labor  and  material  supplies  must  be  good. 

6.  Climatic  conditions  should  be  favorable. 

7.  Housing,  cultural,  recreational  and  edu- 
cational facilities  must  be  first-rate.  8. 
Nine  thou.sand  acres  of  land,  at  low  cost, 
are  required.  9.  Site  for  academy  must  be 
within  reasonable  distance  of  adequate  air- 
field possibilities.

S.  F.  CONVENTIONS:  AFTER  RECORD  YEAR,  BOOKINGS  STILL  PILE   HIGH 


On  the  heels  of  the  greatest  convention 
year  in  San  Francisco's  history — 1949 — the 
Convention  and  Tourist  Bureau  is  now 
heavily  booked  for  1950,  to  the  tune  of  7.5 
separate  conventions  totaling  384,730 
people. 

Eighty-seven  conventions  in  all  have  been 
scheduled  extending  through  February, 
1953,  reports  Walter  Swanson,  Bureau  di- 
rector. 

"Of  course,  many  more  will  be  booked 
as  this  year  and  next  go  on,"  Swanson  said. 
SPORTS     SHOW     WILL    BRING    100,000 

Last  year  a  record-breaking  187,317  visi- 
tors streamed  into  San  Francisco,  deposit- 


ing $22.129.1S'J.  14  in  business  channels  to 
circulate  and  make  profits  and  payrolls 
long  after  the  delegates  had  departed.  This 
was  compared  against  115,450  delegates 
during   1948   and   $13,048,389   in   new  cash. 

Conventions  scheduled  for  the  first  quar- 
ter of  1950  alone  number  23,  representing 
a  total  of  143.930  people.  Largest  of  these 
is  the  San  Francisco  Sports,  Travel  and 
Boat  Show  to  be  held  March  3  to  12,  with 
an  expected  attendance  of  100.000. 

Other  larger  events  for  the  year  are: 
Pacific  Automotive  Show,  February  14  to 
20—25,000;    Grand    National    Junior    Live- 


stock Exposition,  April  1  to  6—50,000; 
American  Medical  Association,  June  26  to 
30—15.000;  Grand  National  Livestock  Ex- 
position, Horse  Show  and  Rodeo,  October 
27  to  November  5—100,000.

Industrial  Developments  in  Northern 
California  and  the  Bay  Area  during  De- 
cember accounted  for  41  projects  to  cost 
$4,163,500,  according  to  tabulations  of  the 
.San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  In- 
dustrial Department. 

Twenty-four  of  the  projects  represent 
expansions  of  existing  industrial  plants  to 
cost  $2,937,000,  while  17  new  industrial 
ventures  were  recorded  with  outlays  to 
total  $l,226,.5O0. 

Bay  Region  developments  accounted  for 
all  24  plant  expansions  recorded  and  for 
16  of  the  new  ventures,  the  latter  to  cost 
$1,198,500. 

San  Francisco  reported  four  new  plants 
costing  .$70,500  and  seven  expansions  call- 
ing  for   expenditure  of  some  $119,000.

Chamber  Suggests  Action 
For  False  Alarm  Hazard 

The  false-alarm  accident  case  in  which 
Battalion  Chief  John  Webb  lost  his  life  and 
Fireman  George  McGraw  was  seriously  in- 
jured last  week  has  stirred  the  Chamber's 
Fire  Safety  Committee  to  special  action,  it 
was  reported  this  week  by  John  B.  Quigley, 
chairman  of  the  committee. 

"Definite  steps  must  be  taken  at  once  to 
reduce  the  appalling  rate  of  false-alarms — 
approximately  12.5  every  month  of  the 
.\ear,"  Quigley  said. 

As  a  first  corrective  step,  he  recom- 
mended immediate  education  of  the  citi- 
zenry in  the  over-all  operation  of  the  city's 
fire  department  be  put  in  motion,  both  at 
school  and  adult  levels. 

"Groups  of  citizens  should  be  alerted  in 
all  of  the  districts  to  assist  in  ridding  the 
city  of  this  terrifying  hazard,"  Quigley 
said,  adding  that  his  committee  recom- 
mends that  the  courts  show  no  leniency 
whatsoever  and  that  violators  be  prose- 
cuted to  the  fullest  extent  of  the  law.

Promoted  Urban-Rural  Relations 

Because  San  Francisco  is  tlie  center  of  a  vast  distribu- 
tion network  for  farm  products,  the  prosperity  of  sur- 
rounding agricultural  areas  is  of  great  importance  to  the 
City. 

It  follows  that  services  to  farmers  mean  prosperity  for 
San  Francisco  and  you.  Every  possible  aid  to  agriculture, 
plus  the  continuous  maintenance  of  areas  of  understand- 
ing between  agriculture,  business  and  industry,  are  there- 
fore the  goals  of  the  Chamber's  Agricultural  Department. 

Members  of  the  Agricultural  Committee,  numbering  73 
— from  21  communities  in  15  counties — represent  almost 
every  major  commodity  group  in  northern  California. 
Last  year  they  travelled  1,916  miles  to  attend  meetings 
held  by  the  parent  committee  and  sub-committees. 

Outstanding  during  1949  was  the  Agricultural-Business 
Conference  in  February  when  76  leaders  from  San  Fran- 
cisco business  and  northern  California  agriculture  met  to 
discuss  mutual  problems  and  to  further  advance  urban- 
rural  relationships. 

Among  the  many  agricultural  problems  studied  and 
submitted  to  the  81st  Congress  by  the  Agricultural  Com- 
mittee was  a  comprehensive  study  and  program-proposal 
for  control  of  the  Oriental  Fruit  Fly.  Joint  action  of  the 
Congress  and  the  State  Legislature  was  asked  for  control 
of  the  pest. 

Another  high  point  of  the  year  was  the  Grand  National 
Livestock  Exposition,  with  this  Committee  taking  the  lead 
in  outlining  the  Chamber's  promotion  of  the  event.  A 
hospitality  booth,  staffed  by  Chamber  personnel,  provided 


a  central  point  at  the  Cow  Palace  where  thousands  of  out- 
of-town  visitors  could  come  for  information. 

"Chamber  of  Commerce  Night"  at  this  Exposition  was 
highlighted  by  presentation  of  a  Jersey  calf  to  an  11-year- 
old  Nevada  farm  boy  whose  own  Jersey  had  been  shot  by 
careless  hunters.  President  Henry  E.  North  presented  a 
halter  for  the  calf  which  was  donated  by  sympathetic  Bay 
Area  citizens  in  answer  to  an  appeal  published  by  the 
"California  Farmer."

The  Aviation  Department  serves  as  the  instrument 
which  coordinates  civic  efforts  toward  making  San  Fran- 
cisco the  "air  terminal  of  the  Pacific"  in  passenger,  mail 
and  freight,  and  the  international  "gateway"  for  air 
traffic. 

Additionally,  it  assists  Chamber  mombors  and  Depart- 


ments, the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  private 
enterprise  and  individuals  with  aviation  problems  and 
acts  as  liaison  between  the  various  aviation  interests  of 
the  Bay  Area  for  advancement  of  the  Aviation  industry. 

The  36  community  leaders  who  were  members  of  the 
Aviation  Committee  in  1949  devoted  considerable  time 
and  energy  to  development  of  an  aviation  policy  and  suc- 
cessfully carried  out  specific  aviation  responsibilities. 

During  1949,  the  Committee  continued  efforts  to  obtain 
a  Master  Airport  Plan  for  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  from  the  City  Planning  Commission  and 
worked  for  revision  of  that  part  of  the  Plan  which  would 
close  some  sections  of  the  San  Mateo  County  airport. 

Suitable  downtown  landing  sites  for  helicopters  were 
sought  by  the  Committee,  and  efforts  were  directed 
toward  meeting  the  needs  of  private  flyers  for  airport  and 
landing  facilities  in  operation  of  private  aircraft. 

Active  participation  in  development  and  promotion  of 
the  $10,000,000  airport  bond  issue  to  complete  moderniza- 
tion of  the  San  Francisco  Airport  was  pi'eceded  by  thor- 
ough studies  and  tours  of  existing  airport  facilities. 

Seventeen  Assembly  and  House  bills  relative  to  Avia- 
tion were  supported  by  the  Committee,  among  them  dis- 
position of  taxes  on  aviation  fuel.

Keeping  close  touch  with  all  phases  of  civic  life  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Civic  Development  Department  which 
throughout  the  year  sought  to  aid  in  the  development  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  by  comprehensive 
studies  and  recommendations  on  municipal  problems. 

This  Department  last  year  initiated  a  study  of  the  pro- 
posed re-zoning  and  land-use  plan  of  the  City  Planning 
Commission,     enthusiastically    endorsed     the     $4,000,000 


Housing   Conference,    February    10  ...  Chamber   Was    Co-Spors. 


Cherry  Valley  project  bond  issue,  encouraged  an  orderly 
development  of  Civic  Center  preceded  by  a  complete 
study  thereof,  and  investigated  municipal  buildings  to  de- 
termine the  extent  of  proper  utilization. 

The  Department's  Fire  Safety  Committee  did  important 
groundwork  toward  an  eventual  reduction  in  fire  insur- 
ance rates  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco  by  searching  out 
certain  of  the  city's  fire  department  operating  deficiencies 
and  working  toward  their  elimination. 

This  Committee  also  studied  the  Engle  Report  on  struc- 
tural conditions  of  firehouses  and  recommended  that  the 
Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  make  a  complete  survey  of 
physical  conditions  in  all  firehouses. 

Work  of  the  Traffic  and  Highways  Committee  was 
highlighted  by  a  thorough  study  of  the  De  Leuw  Report, 
"Transportation  Plan  For  San  Francisco,"  and  the  issu- 
ance of  important  recommendations. 

Presentation  of  the  Hiller  Plan  for  one-way  Bridge  toll 
collections,  and  a  program  of  allocating  State  gasoline  tax 
funds  to  the  County  of  San  Francisco  were  important 
projects  of  the  year. 

The  Regional  Housing  Committee  carried  on  continuous 
studies  of  all  phases  of  San  Francisco's  housing  problem, 
with  special  emphasis  on  the  redevelopment  program.  Its 
principal  objective  was  to  stimulate  action  within  the 
entire  home-building  industry  to  produce  economy  hous- 
ing for  middle  and  low-income  families. 

The  98  members  on  four  committees  staffed  by  the 
Department  held  119  meetings  during  the  year.

This  Department  fosters  wholesale  trade  between  San 
Francisco  manufacturers  and  distributors  and  merchants 
in  other  sections  of  the  country.  Last  year  it  planned  and 
executed  inter-community  trade  development  and  good 
will  visits  to  and  from  11  cities  including  San  Diego,  Las 
Vegas,  Salt  Lake  City,  Bakersfield,  Denver,  Stockton, 
Redwood  City  and  Petaluma. 

In  1949,  the  Department  worked  with  distributors  here 
to  prevent  unfavorable  legislation;  fostered  Hawaiian- 
San  Franciscan  relations;  worked  with  public  officials 
from  Alaska  on  the  Territory's  development  problems. 

Answered  by  the  Department  last  year  were  over  12,000 
inquiries  from  all  parts  of  the  country  requesting  data  on 
wholesale  trading  of  goods.  Approximately  80  per  cent  of 
these  were  from  purchasers  looking  for  San  Francisco 
sources  of  supply. 

The  Department  distributed  to  all  parts  of  the  world 
24,700  directories  listing  names  and  products  of  local 
manufacturers,  and  publicized  225  opportunities  for  rep- 
resentation through  "Domestic  Trade  Tips"  in  Bay  Region 
Business.

One  of  the  prime  functions  of  the  Chamber  is  expansion 
of  industrial  activity.  The  Industrial  Department's  role  in 
this  respect  has  been  to  sell  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay 
Region  as  a  factory  location  through  consultations,  pub- 
licity, and  preparation  of  statistics,  surveys  and  reports. 

Indicative  of  the  Department's  activities  was  the  serv- 
icing of  47  factory  prospects,  representing  12  States  and 
four  countries.  Information  supplied  pointed  up  the  Bay 
Region  as  a  location  for  factories  to  manufacture  elec- 
tronic devices,  chemicals,  wood  products,  recreational 
equipment,  apparel,  automotive  parts,  food  products,  fur- 
niture and  machinery. 

Monthly  reports  which  were  compiled  by  the  Depart- 
ment indicate  a  total  of  245  new  plants  and  the  expansion 
of  213  existing  plants  in  the  Bay  Area  last  year.  In  the 
Bay  Region,  these  developments  during  1949  amounted  to 
$66,312,170;  in  San  Francisco  alone,  $6,076,600,  or  113  proj- 
ects which  created  765  new  jobs. 

Routine  work  volume  in  this  Department  during  the 
year  amounted  to  more  than  5,000  telephone  calls,  1,777 
interviews,  1,747  letters  written  and  170  meetings  at- 
tended by  the  staff. 

The  Mining  Committee  cooperated  with  the  State  Divi- 
tion  of  Mines  in  preparing  a  mineral  resources  and  market 
study,  introducing  in  Congress  the  "San  Francisco  Plan" 
to  salvage  the  western  strategic  metal  mining  industry. 


In  behalf  of  the  Chamber  membership  and  the  commu- 
nity, the  Department  cooperated  in  a  program  to  secure 
establishment  of  a  new  $300,000,000  Army  Air  Force 
Academy  in  the  Bay  Area;  helped  in  efforts  to  establish 
a  heliport  in  San  Francisco  and  worked  with  Small  Indus- 
tries of  Northern  California,  Inc.,  in  a  program  to  increase 
production  in  small  Bay  Area  plants.

Maintaining  and  increasing  membership  strength  and 
financial  income  necessary  for  the  Chamber's  program 
are  the  functions  of  the  Membership  Relations  Depart- 
ment. 


All  Chamber  departments  and  activities  are  involved  in 
this  task  because  the  entire  Chamber  operations  depend 
on  adequate  membership  and  financial  support.  Its  total 
performance  is  closely  related  to  securing  such  support. 

The  Membership  Department's  record  of  accomplish- 
ment during  1949  is  shown  in  the  enrollment  of  236  new 
members  and  increased  financial  support  by  141  regular 
members  without  undue  accent  on  membership  promotion 

The  interest  thus  demonstrated,  together  with  the  con- 
tinued loyal  support  of  the  Chamber's  several  thousand 
other  members,  gives  added  stimulus  to  still  greater  effort 
in  all  phases  of  Chamber  work  during  the  year  ahead. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  Department's  new  Man- 
ager, an  accelerated  membership  program  was  launched 
with  long-range  objectives  to  be  carried  out  through  1950. 

Primary  aims  of  this  program  are:  (1)  Securing  a  large 
number  of  new  members,  (2)  Obtaining  greater  support 
of  the  Chamber's  program  by  present  members,  (3)  Se- 
curing increased  participation  in  activities  by  members, 
and  (4)  More  thorough  information  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  members  and  the  public  of  the  Chamber's  program 
and  its  vital  significance  to  the  prosperity  and  civic  prog- 
ress of  everyone  in  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area.

In  addition  to  managing  the  Speakers'  Panel  which  pro- 
vided qualified  speakers  on  request  for  business  and  trade 
groups  throughout  the  year,  this  Department  handled  14 
luncheons  and  dinners  sponsored  by  the  Chamber.  Out- 
standing guests  during  1949  included  Madame  Pandit, 
General  Mark  Clark,  Prime  Minister  Nehru  of  India  and 
Lt.  General  A.  C.  Wedemeyer. 

The  Military  and  Naval  Affairs  Committee  under  this 
Department  last  year  promoted  Military  Reserve  Vacation 
Leave  for  Employees,  the  Career  Compensation  Act  of 
1949  and  viewed  military  installations  on  conducted  tours 
in  the  area. 

This  Committee  was  responsible  for  concrete  action  on 
the  San  Francisco  Naval  Shipyard  controversy  which  re- 
sulted in  continuing  operation  of  the  Yard  in  the  face  of 
a  threatened  shut-down. 

Another  division,  the  Public  Health  Committee,  com- 
posed of  18  members  active  in  the  medical  profession  and 
local  businessmen  interested  in  Public  Health,  laid  initial 
groundwork  in  setting  up  a  local  Tuberculosis  X-Ray 
survey  and  studied  the  problems  of  alcoholism  and  its 
effect  on  industrial  areas  in  San  Francisco.

Kept  The  Public  Informed 


Gathering,  evaluating  and  releasing  information  on  all 
Chamber  activities,  both  to  the  public  and  to  members, 
are  the  chief  functions  of  the  Publicity  Department.  In 
addition,  it  strives  for  continuing  good  relations  with  the 
press  and  for  increased  public  understanding  and  accept- 
ance of  the  Chamber's  part  in  community  life. 

Within  the  scope  of  this  Department  falls  also  the 
greatest  portion  of  the  Chamber's  constant  job  of  promot- 
ing the  City  as  a  whole,  both  to  residents  and  outsiders. 
The  Department  is  re.sponsible  for  the  Chamber's  publica- 
tions, including  the  weekly  Bay  Region  Business. 

Many  diverse  duties  were  the  outcome  last  year  of  these 
broad  assignments.  They  included  providing  a  full  range 
of  public  relations  services,  with  news  publicity,  promo- 
tion, advertising,  radio,  general  counseling  and  leadership 
in  many  civic  enterprises  as  the  chief  departments  of 
activity.  More  specifically,  they  included  the  answering 
of  hundreds  of  requests  for  material  on  San  Francisco; 
the  writing  of  hundreds  of  news  stories  and  their  dissemi- 
nation to  large  lists  of  publications;  the  production  of 
pamphlets  and  other  mailing  pieces;  and  cooperation  with 
other  agencies  for  promotion  of  special  events. 

During  1949,  the  Publicity  Department  provided  news- 
papers, magazines,  radio  and  other  media  with  412  news 
stories — more  than  one  for  every  day  in  the  year.  It  sup- 
plied individuals  and  publications  with  753  photographs 
and  many  matrices  and  engravings;  it  provided  360  dif- 
ferent correspondents  with  special  information  on  San 
Francisco.  It  published  a  new  membership  folder,  "Your 


Business  Is  Our  Business,"  and  numerous  small  pieces, 
including  a  special  pamphlet  on  the  City's  traffic  quirks. 

Staff  members  made  over  400  personal  contacts  outside 
the  Chamber  which  included  the  handling  of  press  attend- 
ance for  25  luncheons,  attending  press  conferences  and 
interviewing  persons  with  special  requests. 

The  whole  operation  of  this  Department  was  encour- 
aged by  excellent  cooperation  of  all  media,  whose  person- 
nel exhibited  a  deep  interested  in  the  civic  promotion  that 
is  the  mainstay  of  the  Chamber's  activities.

Served  Thousands  With  Facts  And  Figures 


Here  is  a  Departniciit  which  serves  countless  thoiisamis 
from  almost  every  walk  of  business  life — serves  them 
with  facts  and  figures,  surveys  . . .  practically  anything  ni 
the  way  of  technical  information  within  the  world  of 
economics. 

In  addition,  it  maintains  a  Reference  Library  open  to 
the  public,  a  Correspondence  Service,  Organization  Direc- 
tory Service  and  Lists  File,  conducts  general  Chamber 
administrative  research  services — and  still  finds  time  to 
produce  many  special  and  technical  reports,  both  re- 
quested and  voluntary. 

Last  year,  for  example,  the  Department  provided  12 
monthly  Business  Activities  surveys,  the  "1949  Annual 
Economic  Survey  and  Year  Review"  Survey,  and  many 
special  reports  and  studies.  Some  of  the  latter  were  (1) 
"How  to  be  Helpful  as  Information  Givers  concerning  the 
City's  Advantages"  for  the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools; 
(2)  "Retail  Prices  and  Cost  Outlook"  for  the  City  Board 
of  Supervisors;  (3)  Special  report  on  Modus  Operandi  of 
obtaining  the  Olympic  Games  for  San  Francisco;  (4) 
"Historical  Background  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce";  (5)  San  Francisco  Trends — a  17-page  study; 
(6)  "Highlights  of  San  Francisco  Developments — Half 
Century  Mark."  Each  of  these  reports  was  necessarily 
preceded  by  extensive  study. 

The  Department  last  year  answered  20,581  written  re- 
quests and  handled  29,107  counter  and  telephone  inquiries 
— a  combined  total  of  close  to  50,000  individual  services! 
Over  24,000  Chamber  maps  of  the  city  designed  by  the 


Research    Department   were   dispensed — 15,105   over   the 
counter. 

Under  general  research  services,  the  Department  pro- 
vided a  counseling  service,  special  memoranda,  special 
articles  on  current  developments  for  publication  and  ref- 
erence material  on  San  Francisco.  Its  library  included  a 
Standard  Data  and  List  File,  Organizations  File,  City 
Directory  and  Telephone  Directory,  Literature  for  Dis- 
tribution File,  and  Reference  Book  File.  Its  correspon- 
dence service,  a  clearing  house  for  thousands  of  written 
requests,  covered  34  diversified  subjects  pertinent  to  the 
many  resources  of  the  city  and  region.

resentatives  of  various  city  agencies,  district  leaders  and 
Chamber  officials,  contributed  greatly  to  better  commu- 
nity relations.  Corrective  steps  on  problems  discussed  at 
these  meetings  resulted  in  more  stop  signs  and  traffic 
signals  in  many  districts,  better  police  protection,  street 
lighting  and  street  improvements. 

The  distributive  education  program  augmented  by  the 
Retail  Merchants  A.ssociation  under  the  direction  of  Earl 
Thompson,  Retail  Coordinator,  Board  of  Education,  was 
important  in  training  store  management  and  personnel  at 
all  levels  of  retail  store  operation. 

Some  of  the  important  legislation  actively  supported  by 
the  Association  during  the  year  was:  Removal  or  reduc- 
tion of  Excise  Taxes;  limiting  purchases  of  necessities  to 
Army  and  Navy  personnel  in  Post  Exchanges  and  Naval 
Stores;  retention  of  Retail  Exemption  under  the  Fair 
Labor  Standards  Act;  and  a  program  against  Preferential 
Discounts  and  Buying  Clubs. 

This  Department  also  aided  the  Safety  Council.  Com- 
munity Chest,  Red  Cross,  and  many  other  civic  drives; 
distributed  more  than  20,000  sales  tax  cards  listing  com- 
bined state  and  city  tax  schedules;  incorporated  important 
sales  promotional  days  of  the  year  into  a  Calendar  of 
Events;  and  worked  closely  with  City,  State  and  National 
issociations  on  retailers'  problems.

In- 
cluded were  13  rate  studies,  involving 
2550  rates,  to  aid  the  Industrial  De- 
partment in  locating  new  industries 
in  the  Bay  Area;  and  assistance  in  the 
preparation  and  prosecution  of  87  rate 
adjustments   for   Chamber   members. 

The   Department   Manager  submitted  37 


opinions  on  technical  transportation  sub- 
jects. 

This  Department  took  action  on  16  meas- 
ures before  Congress  which  required  writ- 
ing 275  letters  to  committees  in  charge  of 
particular  measures  and  to  individual  Sena- 
tors and  Representatives. 

Additionally,  397  inquiries  from  all  parts 
of  the  nation  were  answered  on  transporta- 
tion services  available  to  and  from  San 
Francisco. 

The  manager  attended  hearings  in  20 
cases  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission and  Public  Utilities  Commission  of 
California.  This  attendance  required  a  total 
of  35  days. 

The  Geneva  Steel  Rate  case,  successfully 
terminated  after  two  and  a  half  years,  was 
among  the  important  cases  in  which  this 
Department  actively  participated.  Last 
year's  favorable  decision  to  reduce  rates  on 
finished  steel  from  the  Geneva  Mill  to  San 
Francisco  and  the  Pacific  Coast,  followed 
by  certain  voluntary  adjustments  by  the 
railroads,  will  in  the  future  contribute  ma- 
teriall.v  to  the  expansion  of  the  steel  pro- 
ducing and  fabrication  industries  on  the 
Pacific  Coast. 


Washington  Office 

AfForded  Capital  Liaison 
And  Served  Exporters 

Direct  contact  with  scores  of  Federal 
agencies  was  provided  during  most  of 
1949  by  the  Chamber's  Washington,  D.C. 
oUice  under  the  able  management  of 
Alexander  H.  von  Hafften. 

The  olfice  was  opened  in  1944  when 
the  government  was  exercising  innumer- 
able controls  over  business,  and  it  gave 
direct  representation  for  Chamber  mem- 
bers in  the  prompt  solution  of  hundreds 
of  problems. 

It  afforded  members  a  Washington 
headquarters  and  became  a  source  of  in- 
formation and  data  about  San  Francisco 
and  the  West  to  members  of  Congress, 
governmental  officials,  practitioners  be- 
fore Federal  agencies,  representatives  of 
the  press  and  others.  Special  services  to 
expedite  e.xport  licenses  helped  build  San 
Francisco's  world  trade. 

The  lifting  of  export  and  other  war- 
time controls  early  in  the  year  reduced 
many  of  the  demands  on  the  office.  As  a 
residt,  its  work  was  tapered  off  begin- 
ning in  July  and  the  office  was  closed  on 
September  1.

Major  projects  of  the  Chamber's  World  Trade  Depart- 
ment for  1949  were  (1)  A  campaign  for  better  packaging 
of  U.  S.  exports  which  involved  an  intensive  educational 
program  pointing  out  to  exporters  damage  which  results 
from  faulty  packing  and  handling,  and  (2)  the  Second  An- 
nual World  Trade  Week  and  Maritime  Exposition  in  May. 

Over-all  objectives  of  the  department  during  the  year  were  to 
publicize  San  Francisco  as  a  world  trade  center  to  increase  world 
trade  for  manufacturers,  exporters  and  importers  here.  In  this 
respect,  literature  and  promotional  material  were  mailed  to  more 
than  800  foreign  Chambers  of  Commerce,  Consular  offices,  and 
commercial  organizations,  designed  to  acquaint  foreign  countries 
with  San  Francisco's  facilities  for  commerce,  finance  and  industry. 

Statistically,  the  Department  accounted  for  10,606  office  callers, 
77  overseas  visitors,  and  14,348  incoming  telephone  calls.  The 
monthly  publication.  International  Bulletin,  published  1,640  For- 
eign Trade  Tips  and  reported  activities  of  specific  interest  to  im- 
porters and  exporters.  Certificates  of  origin,  totalling  9.969,  were 
certified  during  the  year  and  2,892  importers'  and  exporters'  lists 
distributed. 

In  November,  the  World  Trade  Committee  joined  with  the 
Chemical  Industries  Section  of  the  Chamber  to  prepare  basic 
material  for  use  of  panel  members  and  speakers  at  the  Pacific 
Chemical  Exposition. 

Highlight  visits  of  the  year  included  a  conference  in  Tokyo  with 
American  Chamber  and  SCAP  officials:  and  a  luncheon  in  San 
Francisco  honoring  Prime  Minister  Nehru  of  India  when  he  visited 
here  on  a  goodwill  tout  of  the  United  States. 

Protests  to  Philippine  import  and  exchange  controls  by  the 
World  Trade  Department  on  behalf  of  San  Francisco  traders  to 
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officials  in  Manila  brought  about  immediate  modification  of  new 
regulations  which  threatened  to  reduce  U.  S.  trade  with  the 
Philippines  from  $200  to  $300  millions  in  1950. 

A  conference  on  the  ECA  Small  Business  Service,  conducted 
by  this  Department  in  cooperation  with  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce,  resulted  in  15  executives  and  businessmen  volunteering 
their  services  as  counsellors  for  small  businessmen  interested  in 
the  ECA  program. 

And  the  Department  looked  to  the  future  of  promising  young 
world  traders  by  assisting  in  the  establishment  of  the  School  of 
World  Business  at  San  Francisco  State  College  and  in  publicizing 
the  courses.

General  Business  Activity 

Annual  Summary  For  1949 


NATIONAL 

Total  personal  income  in  the  Nation 
during  1949  amounted  to  $211.7  bil- 
lion, only  $0.2  billion  under  1948.  Dis- 
posable income  during  1949  amounted 
to  $192.9  billion  and  exceeded  1948 
total  of  $190.8  billion.  Per  capita  dis- 
posable income  was  the  highest  on 
record  at  $1,309  compared  to  $1,302  in 
1948  and  $981   in  1940,  based  on  the 

1948  dollar.  Actual  total  personal  ex- 
penditures during  1949  amounted  to 
$178.5  billion  compared  to  $178.8  in 
1948. 

Net  personal  savings  amounted  to 
$14.4  billion  compared  to  $12  billion 
in  1948,  and  although  the  amount  of 
savings  was  high  compared  to  any 
previous  standard,  an  estimated  one- 
third  of  the  families  did  not  add  to 
their  savings  but  spent  more  than 
they  earned.  Consumer  credit  rose  to 
$18.7  billion  from  $16.3  billion  in  1948; 
and  installment  credit  to  $10.9  billion 
from  $8.6  billion.  Installment  credit 
on  automobile  sales  amounted  to  $3.2 
billion — up  $1.2  billion  over  previous 
year  and  accounted  for  about  50 ^r  of 
the  total  installment  credit  increase. 

Wholesale  prices  during  1949  aver- 
aged 6.2 ''r  below  previous  year  and 
consumer  prices  averaged  \.2%  below 
but  at  the  end  of  the  year  consumer 
prices  were  2.2%  below  similar  period 
in  1948  and  3.1%  below  the  postwar 
peak.    Farm    prices    received    during 

1949  averaged  12.6%-  below  1948. 
Civilian  employment  in  1949  aver- 
aged 58.710,000  persons  or  668,000 
fewer  than  in  1948  but  more  than  any 
other  year  and  11.2  million  above 
1940.  The  civilian  labor  force  aver- 
aged 62,105,000  or  663,000  above  1948. 
Average  civilian  unemployment 
amounted  to  3,395,000  or  5.5 ^r  of  the 
civilian  labor  force  compared  to 
14.6'r  in  1940  and  17.4%,  the  1935-39 
average. 

New  plant  and  equipment  capital 
expenditures  in  1949  amounted  to 
$14.3  billion  compared  to  $14.9  billion 
in  1948  and  to  anticipated  expendi- 
tures of  $12.4  billion  in  1950.  Private 
domestic  investment  in  1949  was  18% 
below    1948,   due   primarily  to   shifts 


from  inventory  accumulation  to  li- 
quidation. Corporate  undistributed 
profits  amounted  to  $8.3  billion  com- 
pared to  $13.2  billion  in  1948.  Corpo- 
rate liquid  assets  increased  by  $2.5 
billion,  and  short-term  debt  decreased 
by  $4  billion  but  long-term  debt  in- 
creased by  about  the  same  amount. 

The  construction  field  in  1949  spent 
$19.3  billion  exceeding  the  previous 
year  by  3%  in  dollar  volume.  Public 
construction  was  up  25%-  but  private 
declined  4%.  Housing  starts  for  the 
year  exceeded  a  million  compared  to 
941,300  in  1948.  The  1950  construction 
outlook  is  another  year  as  good  as 
1949  with  private  expenditures 
amounting  to  $13.1  billion  or  7%  be- 
low 1949,  and  public  expenditures  at 
$6.15  billion  or  18%  above  1949. 

United  States  merchandise  exports, 

including  re-exports,  amounted  to  $12 
billion  in  1949  compared  to  $12.7  bil- 
lion in  1948.  Export  surp'ws  in  1949 
was  slightly  lower  than  1948,  falling 
sharply  in  the  last  half  of  the  year, 
but  devaluation  of  foreign  currency  is 
reported  to  have  had  little  effect  on 
our  economy. 

Federal,  State  and  local  govern- 
ment fiscal  transactions  amounted  to 
$60.6  billion  in  1949  and  their  calen- 
dar year  cash  payments  were  up  $8 
billion  above  previous  year.  Federal 
payments  accounted  for  $6.2  billion 
of  the  increase. 

The  Federal  government  plans  to 
spend  $43.3  billion  in  fiscal  year  1950 
or  about  the  same  amount  as  in  1949. 
A  few  of  the  major  classifications 
with  amounts  for  1949,  1950  and  1951 
fiscal  years  are  shown  below:

1949  population  was  greater  than  that 
of  35  States,  and  by  mid-1950  may 
reach  3,300,000,  an  increase  of  1,200,- 
000  or  59.7%  above  1940.  The  9-County 
Bay-Area     population     by     mid-year 

1950  may  reach  2,800,000,  an  increase 
of  1,100,000  or  63%.  above  1940. 

Estimated  employment  in  the  San 

Francisco-Oakland  Industrial  Area  (5 
Counties)  at  the  end  of  1949  amount- 
ed to  872,000  of  which  168,000  were 
engaged  in  manufacturing  and  704,000 
in  non-manufacturing,  exclusive  of 
agriculture.  The  service  group  ac- 
counted for  174,000  employed;  retail 
trade  162,000;  transportation,  commu- 
nications and  utilities  109,000;  whole- 
sale trade  81,000;  finance  group  60,000; 
construction  59,000;  and  Government 
58,000.  Anticipated  net  labor  require- 
ments between  January  and  March 
1950  indicate  little  change.  Total  labor 
force  in  November  estimated  at  971,- 
000  by  the  State  Department  of  Em- 
ployment included  882,000  employed 
in  the  non-agriculture  industry;  10,500 
in  agriculture  and  78,500  unemployed. 

New  single-family  dwellings  in  the 

9-County  Bay  Area  connected  with 
utilities  during  1949  reached  26,250 
compared  to  27,900  a  year  previous. 
New  single-family  dwelling  connec- 
tions in  the  Northern  California  terri- 
tory of  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Co. 
were  reported  to  53,463  compared  to 
59,371  the  previous  year.  Reports  for 
San  Francisco,  East  Bay,  North  Bay 
(Continued  on  Page  10,  Column  1) 
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(Continued  from  Page  9) 
and  San  Jose  Divisions — reveal  1,947 
multi-family  dwelling  units  com- 
pleted during  1949;  nearly  three- 
fourths  of  them  were  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Peninsula  Divisions. 

Intercity  vehicular  traffic  over  the 
world's  two  largest  bridges  estab- 
lished new  annual  highs  with  Bay 
Bridge  crossings  at  a  new  high  of 
27,339.680  or  4.3 <:>  above  preceding 
year  and  Golden  Gate  Bridge  cross- 
ings at  a  new  high  of  9,014,972  or  8.5'r 
above  1948. 

Bay  Area  financial  transactions, 
based  on  bank  debits  of  five  reported 
cities,  amounted  to  $35.4  billion  and 
accounted  for  30.5'"^  of  the  Twelfth 
Federal  Reserve  District  total.  Trans- 
actions in  the  Bay  Area  were  off  1.5'^ 
and  the  District  \.6''<  compared  to 
1948. 

Retail  department  store  dollar  sales 
for  1949  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland 
Metropolitan  Area  were  off  2'^!  com- 
pared to  G'^'r  in  both  California  and 
the  Twelfth  District.  Independent  re- 
tail store  dollar  sales  for  the  11 
months  in  San  Francisco  and  Ala- 
meda Counties  were  down  4*"^ . 

Industrial  development  in  the  Bay 
Region  (12  Counties)  in  1949  included 
4.58  projects  with  expenditures  of 
$66,312,170  of  which  213  were  expan- 
sions with  outlays  of  $51,947,070  and 
245  new  plants  with  outlays  of  $14.- 
365,100.  Reports  on  28  other  industrial 
development  projects  in  Northern 
California  reveal  expenditures  of 
$34,102,500  making  a  total  of  486  proj- 
ects with  outlays  of  $100,414,670. 

Production  workers  in  the  manu- 
facturing industries  in  San  Francisco- 
Oakland  Industrial  Area  averaged 
105,200  during  1949  and  earned  $319,- 
200,000  or  an  average  of  $58.35  week- 
ly. Average  weekly  earnings  in  1949 
have  been  exceeded  only  in  1944  and 
1948  and  were  down  4.67'  from  1948; 
payrolls  were  down  6.4''r  ;  and  manu- 
facturing employment  9.4'' . 

Ship  arrivals  attained  a  new  annual 
post-war  record  of  3,731  or  12.3/^ 
above  preceding  year  and  the  regis- 
tered tonnage  of  18.989,385  was  the 
highest  since  1931.  Imports  in  the  San 


Francisco-Oakland  Customs  District, 
based  on  first  10  months,  were  up 
7.3'r.  Freight  car  movements  in  the 

San  Francisco-Oakland  switching  lim- 
its amounting  to  450.962  were  15.9'; 
fewer  than  in  1948. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  DEVELOPMENTS 

1949  was  a  year  of  diversified  trends 
in  San  Francisco  but  the  general  busi- 
ness activity  tied  the  year  previous 
based  on  our  Index.  Some  major  fac- 
tors established  new  highs  while 
others  settled  considerably.  Financial 
transactions  for  the  year  amounted  to 
$28,032,353,000  —  practically  identical 
to  1948.  Construction  permits  value 
established  an  all-time  high  of  $71.- 
985,304— 16.  K;^  above  last  year.  New 
residential  permits  alone  accounted 
for  nearly  $46  million — up  34.6 '/V ,  and 
provided  for  4,082  dwelling  units;  but 
non-residential  permits  value  at  $13,- 
761,823  was  off  13.2''y.  Electrical  en- 
ergy sales  made  a  new  all-time  high — 
7.7'r  above  previous  year.  San  Fran- 
cisco Airport  traffic  rose  to  new  highs. 
Plane  traffic  was  3.2'^^  above  1948: 
passenger  traffic  15.3^^^ ;  air  mail 
poundage  8.99' ;  and  air  freight 
poundage  59. 7""/.  Retail  department 
store  dollar  sales  came  within  1.5 '^  of 
1948's  all-time  high. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  ledger  in 
San  Francisco  —  freight  car  move- 
ments were  down  22. 8' r;  Stock  Ex- 
change number  of  transactions  15.19^  ; 
industrial  and  commercial  gas  sales 
5.7''r ;  real  estate  deeds  recorded 
16.9'';.  number  of  mortgages  11.6'^^; 
commercial  failures  rose  to  112  com- 
pared to  82  the  year  previous. 

Industrial  Relations  in  San  Fran- 
cisco during  1949  continued  to  make 
good  progress  with  the  vast  majority 
of  all  unions  and  employers  enjoying 
peaceful  relations.  During  the  year 
118  collective  labor  agreements  in- 
volving 1,162  industrial  and  business 
firms  were  negotiated  and  only  21 
strikes  called;  nine  of  which  were 
either  interstate  or  intercity  and  only 
3  of  the  21  resulted  in  breakdown 
from  negotiations,  according  to  the 
San  Francisco  Employer^  Council. 

Employment.  —  Number  of  San 
Francisco  workers  filing  for  benefits 


under  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
program  during  1949  averaged  27,000 
monthly  compared  to  18.000  in  1948. 
according  to  the  State  Department  of 
Employment.  Employers  anticipate 
moderate  reduction  in  employment  in 
most  industries  through  March,  but 
the  primary  metals  industry  and  the 
garment  industry  anticipated  .some 
rehiring  of  workers  now  unemployed. 
In  San  Francisco  the  Division  of  Ap- 
prentice Standards  has  listed  4.084 
approved  firms  up  to  January  1.  1950 
with  5.420  approved  apprentices  in  60 
different  trades  under  the  Apprentice 
Training-on-the-Job  Program.  Cali- 
fornia now  has  more  apprentice  pro- 
grams in  more  trades  and  areas  than 
any  other  State  in  the  Nation  and  has 
the  largest  number  of  registered  ap- 
prentices, according  to  the  State  De- 
partment of  Employment. 

Tourists  and  Settlers'  written  in- 
quiries to  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  attained  a  new  postwar 
record  and  were  more  than  one-half 
again  as  many  as  in  1948.  Reports 
from  Northern  California  border 
checking  stations  indicated  509,716 
out-of-state  automobiles  entered  the 
region  and  accounted  for  52.2'f  of 
the  State  total.  These  automobiles 
brought  1,301,248  passengers  into 
northern  California  or  49.5 'r  of  all 
persons  entering  the  State  by  auto- 
mobile. In  addition  427.661  passengers 
entered  northern  California  by  motor 
stage.  The  same  border  stations  re- 
port that  572,579  California  automo- 
biles carrying  1,484,513  passengers 
entered  the  State  during  1949,  which 
indicated  the  California  motorist  also 
gets  around.  Actual  count  reveals 
1,045,076  California  automobiles  car- 
rying 2,777,465  passengers  re-entered 
California  through  all  border  stations 
during  1949. 

Living  costs  in  San  F"rancisco  diu'- 
ing  1949  were  1.0'^  below  1948  based 
on  the  quarterly  average.  Food  costs 
were  down  3.0'">  ;  clothing  4.7' r  ;  and 
house  furnishings  3.0'f  ;  but  rent  in- 
creased 1.57f ;  fuel,  electricity  and  ice 
0.2*^^;  and  miscellaneous  3.6' i.  The 
December  15.  1949  Index  reported  by 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor,  for  all 
items  amounted  to  171.5  compared  to 
176.7  for  December  last  year.

Examiner's  Report  on  Point 
Rotes  Protested  ByChomber 

Formal  exceptions  to  an  Examiner's  pro- 
posed report  in  a  case  involving  reduced 
truck  rates  on  paint  and  paint  material 
from  Los  Angeles  to  Portland,  Tacoma  and 
Seattle,  have  been  filed  with  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  by  Walter  A.  Rohde, 
manager  of  the  Chamber's  Transportation 
Department. 

Reductions  were  made  by  truck  lines  to 
meet  freight  forwarder  competition  from 
Los  Angeles  but  they  did  not  make  corre- 
sponding reductions  in  the  rates  from  San 
Francisco  and  Oakland. 

The  Examiner  held  that  the  rates  were 
not  unreasonable  and  not  unduly  preferen- 
tial of  Los  Angeles  or  prejudicial  to  the 
Bay  Area. 

Mr.  Rohde  excepted  to  the  failure  to  find 
the  L.  A.  rates  unreasonably  low  in  relation 
to  rates  from  San  Francisco:  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  there  would  be  no  undue  disad- 
vantage to  the  Bay  Area  and  that  the  Ba\' 
Area  geographical  advantage  is  not  re- 
duced: and  to  the  failure  to  give  due  weight 
to   evidence   regarding   the   industrial   and

Chamber  Supports  Mining 
Income   tax   Allowance 

Continued  development  of  mineral  re- 
sources and  the  employment  which  it  af- 
fords is  the  object  of  action  announced  this 
week  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  The  organization  favors  per- 
centage depletion  allowances  now  recog- 
nized in  Federal  income  tax  procedures, 
elimination  of  which  has  been  proposed. 

Under  the  tax  laws  supported  by  the 
Chamber,  a  mining  or  oil  company  is  al- 
lowed to  recognize  the  constant  depletion 
of  its  resources  in  filing  income  tax  returns, 
and  thereby  is  not  required  to  pay  tax  on 
capital  value  that  has  been  lost  through 
exhaustion  of  mineral  content  of  lands. 

In  a  telegram  to  Robert  L.  Doughton, 
chairman  of  the  House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  in  Washington,  D.  C,  Paul  A. 
Bissinger,  president  of  the  Chamber,  said: 

"By  action  of  its  Board  of  Directors,  on 
recommendation  of  its  Mining  Committee, 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
is  on  record  in  support  of  the  principle  of 
percentage  depletion  allowances  now  in

A  petition  for  suspension  of  sharp  reduc- 
tions in  the  truck  rates  on  certain  com- 
modities from  Los  Angeles  to  Portland  and 
Seattle  has  been  filed  with  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  by  Walter  A.  Rohde, 
manager  of  the  Chamber's  Transportation 
Department.

effect  under  Federal  income  tax  laws,  and 
urges  your  favorable  consideration  of  con- 
tinued recognition  of  this  principle,  because 
adequate  allowances  are  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  attract  capital  for  development  of 
the  nation's  natural  resources." 

This  action,  initiated  by  the  Chamber's 
Mining  Committee,  which  represents  west- 
ern metal  mining  and  non-metallic  minerals 
industries,  follows  recent  recommendation 
by  President  Truman  for  entire  abolition  of 
certain  allowances. 

"We  believe  that  mineral  producers  are 
in  need  of  at  least  the  incentive  granted 
under  the  present  tax  laws  to  justify  fur- 
ther enterprise  in  advancing  national  eco- 
r.cmic  and  military  security  through  the 
discovery  and  development  of  new  mineral 
resources,"  Bissinger  said. 

"In  the  absence  of  special  price  or  tax 
incentives  such  as  are  enjo.\ed  by  agricul- 
ture, the  natural  resource  industries  are 
without  economic  incentives  to  undertake 
the  hazards  of  prospecting  and  developing 
new  oil  and  metal  deposits — except  for  the 
allowance  which  the  tax  laws  now  make 
for  deduction  of  percentaF;e  depletion,"

gress  with  reference  to  its  ratification. 

Tlip  Charter  lays  down  a  common  code 
of  rules  for  international  commerce,  which 
will  mal<e  possible  an  expansion  of  world 
trade,  thus  contribiitini;  to  increasing  pro- 
duction and  higher  standards  of  living 
throughout  the  world,  according  to  Dewey. 

The  rules  restrict  the  use  of  quotas,  dis- 
criminatory taxes  and  regulations,  burden- 
some customs  requirements,  state  trading 
operations  and  the  practices  of  interna- 
tional cartels. 

An  international  trade  organization  would 
be  set  up  by  the  Charter  through  which 
nations  would  cooperate  under  the  United 
Nations  in  solving  world  trade  problems.

GOAL:    REGAINING    PORT    TRAFFIC 

Meeetings  .such  as  these — and  the  in- 
between  contacts  and  studies — have  been 
going  on  for  more  than  four  months.  The 
goal  is  one  of  San  Francisco's  most  impor- 
tant tasks — regaining  of  port  traffic  lost 
because  of  world  conditions,  disadvantag- 
eous freight  rates  and  other  factors. 

The  Committee  has  been  interviewing 
all  groups  interested  in  and  concerned  with 
port  traffic,  including  the  State  Board  of 
Harbor  Commissioners.

Am.   Enterprise   Centennial 
Proposed   By   Congress 

CHAMBER  URGES  PASSAGE 

Immediate  enactment  of  House  Joint 
Resolution  415  designating  1950  as  an 
"American  Enterprise  Centennial  Year" 
was  urged  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
in  letters  sent  last  week  by  President  Paul 
A.  Bissinger  to  all  members  of  the  House 
Judiciary  Committee. 

Copies  of  the  letter  were  .sent  to  United 
States  Senators  William  F.  Knowland  and 
.Sheridan  Downey,  Congressman  Franck  R. 
Havenner,  and  organizations  which  cooper- 
ated with  the  Chamber  in  its  original  pro- 
posal of  the  observance. 

The  resolution  was  introduced  at  the 
Chamber's  request  February  7  hv  Congress- 
man John  F,  Shelley,  who  said  he  had  done 
ever.vthing  to  effect  its  favorable  reception 
in  Congress. 

Asserting  that  the  year  1950  marks  "100 
years  of  continuous,  successful  operation  of 
the  American  private  enterprise  system," 
the  resolution  proWdes  for  presidential 
proclamation  of  the  year  for  "solemn  re- 
affirmation of  the  sterlinfi:  American  ideals 
and  aocjjmplishments  that  have  marked  the 
operation  of  American  private  enterprise." 

The  Chamber's  letters  urged  enactment 
because  of  a  ".serious  need  at  this  time  to 
dramatize  on  a  national  scale  our  American 
way  of  life." 


Variety  Of  World  Exhibits

San  Francisco's  third  annual  World  Trade 
Fair  will  have  a  variety  of  exhibits  repre- 
sentative of  the  principal  trading  and  vaca- 
tion areas  of  the  world,  based  on  results  of 
the  first  two  weeks  since  space  was  opened 
to  prospective  exhibitors.

FOREIGN  TRADE  ZONE  REPORTS  OVER  $7  MILLION  VOLUME  SINGE  OPENING 


Over  300  products  from  30  foreign  coun- 
tries have  pas.sed  through  San  Francisco's 
Foreign  Trade  Zone  in  its  first  year  and  a 
half  of  operation  ending  December  31,  1949, 
according  to  James  Campbell,  superinten- 
dent of  the  Zone. 

In  this  18-month  period,  773  lots  of  mer- 
chandise with  a  value  of  $7,474,180  and  a 
total  weight  of  14,507  tons  were  handled 
through  this  Zone,  Campbell  said.  Import 
duties  and  Internal  Revenue  tax  totalling 
$674,247  were  paid  on  goods  withdrawn 
from  the  duty-free  Zone  area. 

Instrumental  in  establishing  the  Foreign 
Trade  Zone  in  June  of  1948,  the  San  Fran- 


cisco Chamber  of  Commerce,  working  for 
increased  volume  of  trade  through  the 
Zone's  facilities,  has  since  publicized  its 
advantages  to  hundreds  of  overseas  govern- 
ment and  business  representatives,  accord- 
ing to  Campbell. 

Another  facility  of  the  Foreign  Trade 
Zone  was  recently  made  available  to  im- 
porters from  France.  French  goods  may 
now  remain  in  the  Zone  up  to  one  year 
without  dollar  pajment  being  made  to  the 
exporter  in  France,  with  extensions  beyond 
that  period  if  necessary,  according  to  an 
announcement  received  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco   Chamber    of    Commerce    from    the 


French  Government  through  the  French 
Commercial  Counselor  here. 

Normally,  the  French  Government  re- 
quires that  French  exporters  be  paid  for 
their  goods  within  90  days  of  shipment, 
Alvin  C.  Eichholz,  manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's World  Trade  Department,  pointed  out. 

The  new  ruling,  he  said,  allows  shipment 
to  Pacific  Coast  markets  by  French  ex- 
porters on  a  consignment  basis.  It  permits 
local  importers  to  store  goods  in  the  Zone 
for  inspection,  re-packing  and  preparation 
for  the  American  market,  with  payment 
being  made  to  the  French  shipper  only 
when  the  goods  are  delivered  from  the 
Zone  to  customers.

Doors  to  one  of  the  most  famed  fact- 
finding institutions  in  the  world — Stanford 
Research  Institute — were  opened  wide  last 
Thursday,  Februar.\'  16,  to  35  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  Directors,  staff 
executives  and  San  Francisco  naval  offi- 
cials. The  group  were  guests  of  Dr.  J.  E. 
Hobson,  Director  of  the  Institute,  at  a  spe- 
cial luncheon  and  inspection  tour  of  the  sci- 
entific facilities  which  are  serving  individ- 
uals and  industries  throughout  the  nation, 

"Most  of  us  learned  things  about  the  In- 
stitute that  we  never  dreamed  of,"  said 
Paul  A.  Bissinger,  Chamber  President,  in 
commenting  on  the  visit.  "Moreover,  we 
were  all  delighted  b^■  the  wonderful  hos- 
pitality shown  by  Dr.  Hobson,  Dr.  Cledo 
Brunetti.  Dr.  Weldon  B.  Gibson  and  all 
the  others,  particularly  in  their  courteous 
fitting  of  a  comprehensive  tour  into  the 
rather  'tight'  schedule  necessitated  by  our 
limited  time." 

Dr.  Hobson  described  the  Institute  as  a 
scientific  fact-finding  institution  as  oppo.sed 
to  a  consulting  organization  which  advises 
management.

Industrial  Dept.  Annoynces  Goals  In 
First  Joint  Committee-Section  Meeting 

Continued  expansion  of  San  Francisco  industrial  activity  together  with  an 
increase  in  employment  were  pledged  as  goals  last  Friday  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  when  industry  leaders  comprising  the  Chamber's 
Industrial  Department  committee  and  Section  members  met  jointly  for  the 
first  time.  The  meeting,  held  at  the  Fair- 
mont Hotel,  was  primarily  for  release  of 
the   Department's   Basic   Outline   for   1950. 

The  Chamber's  principal  objectives  are 
to  bring  new  industry  to  the  Bay  Area  and 
to  aid  industry  already  located  here  in  solv- 
ing its  problems,  Paul  A.  Bissinger,  Cham- 
ber president,  told  the  group. 

The  need  for  increased  industrial  activity 
was  outlined  by  G.  L.  Fox,  general  manascr 
of  the  Chamber,  who  said: 

"AlthoiiRh  California  has  gained  25  per 
cent  of  the  nation's  total  population  in- 
crease since  1939,  it  has  gained  only  6.2 
per  cent  of  the  nation's  increase  in  produc- 
tion workers.  With  20,000  people  entering 
our  state  each  month  we  must  find  employ- 
ment for  them  at  the  factory  level." 

Ray  W.  Turnbull,  Industrial  Advisor.v 
Committee  chairman,  told  the  group  that 
each  committee  of  the  Industrial  Depart- 
ment has  listed  specific  objectives  for  the 
year  19.50.  Briefly,  these  are: 

MANITFACTURERS:  1.  To  co-operate 
with  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education 
in  educating  school  children  and  vocational 
trainees  in  appreciation  of  the  American 
free  enterprise  system. 

MINING:  1.  To  campaign  actively  for  a 
more  favorable  national  mineral  taxing  pol- 
icy which  would  aid  the  continued  search 
for  and  development  of  mineral  resources. 

APPAREL  AND  TEXTILES:  1.  To  co- 
operate in  a  market  survey  on  textile  in- 
dustry potentials  of  California  which  is 
being  planned  by  the  California  State 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Stanford  Re- 
search Institute. 

CHEMICAL  INDUSTRIES:  1.  To  study 
deficiencies  here  in  fine  chemical  and  drug 
production. 

ELECTRONICS:  1.  To  revise  the  Cham- 
ber's report  on  the  electronics  industry  and 
give  it  wide  distribution. 

INDliSTRIAL  FINANCE:  1.  To  co-oper- 
ate with  all  other  committees  and  sections 
Ijy  assisting  in  financing  specific  factory 
projects. 

SITES  AND  BUILDINGS:  1.  To  seek 
orderly  removal  of  temporary  housing  on 
valuable  hard,  industrial  land. 

2.  To  co-operate  with  San  Francisco's 
Redevelopment  Agency,  primarily  with  re- 
gard to  mixed  usage  areas  that  are  zoned 
for  industry. 

SPECIAL  PROJECTS:  1.  To  urge  the 
revision  of  San  Francisco's  stringent  build- 
ing codes  and  seek  development  of  indus- 
trial water  resources. 


Chamber  Opposes  Petition 
To  Legalize  Gambling 

The  board  of  directors  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  last  week 
went  on  record  as  opposing  a  proposal 
known  as  the  "State  Pension  and  Welfare 
Funding  Act,"  which  would  legalize  gam- 
bling in  the  State. 

M.  D.  Lack,  acting  chairman  of  the 
Chamber's  Tax  Committee,  declared  the 
Chamber's  recommendation  for  defeat  of 
the  proposal  comes  at  this  time  in  an  eflort 
to  deter  as  many  people  as  possible  from 
signing  petitions,  currently  being  circu- 
lated, so  that  the  time  and  expense  of  seek- 
ing its  defeat  at  the  polls  would  not  be 
incurred  later. 

Main  purpose  stated  in  the  proposal 
would  be  to  "raise  money  to  pay  the  cost 
of  retirement,  pay  old  age  and  blind  pen- 
sions and  welfare,  and  to  relieve  the  tax- 
payer of  all  or  part  of  the  ever  increasing 
burden  thereof  by  licensing,  taxing,  regu- 
lating and  rigidly  controlling  off-track 
book-making  and  gambling." 

All  t.vpes  of  gambling  would  be  legalized 
in  the  State  by  this  proposal  and  an  auton- 
omous commission  would  be  set  up  to  ad- 
minister it.  Lack  said.  Specified  in  one  of 
its  sections  are  the  persons  who  would  be 
the  first  five  commissioners.  Two  commis- 
sioners would  serve  four  years,  the  other 
three  for  six  years;  thereafter,  the  office 
of  commissioner  would  be  elective.  Salaries 
would  be  set  at  $10,000  per  year,  plus 
traveling  expenses. 

"There  is  no  place  in  this  State  for 
legalized  gambling,"  said  Lack,  "and  its 
assuredly  resultant  rackets,  nor  for  articles 
in  the  Constitution  which  name  the  pro- 
moters of  the  proposal  as  its  initial  ad- 
ininistrators." 
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General  Business  Activity 


TREND 

General  business  conditions  in  San  Fran- 
cisco did  not  quite  attain  last  year's  Janu- 
ary level,  but  was  slightly  above  Januar.v 
1948.  On  the  other  hand  there  were  en- 
couraging trends  in  several  fields  including 
construction,  real  estate,  Stock  Exchange 
transactions,  shipping,  and  transbay  motor 
vehicle  traffic,  and  there  were  fewer  com- 
mercial failures.  On  the  downside  were  re- 
tail department  store  sales,  bank  debits, 
postal  receipts  and  freight  car  movements. 
Our  January  Index  at  234.9  was  off  2.4% 
compared  to  last  January  but  was  0.4% 
abo\e  preceding  year. 

CONSTRUCTION 

Building  permits  issued  during  January 
amounted  to  592  valued  at  $5,257,911.  This 
value  was  an  all-time  January  high  with 
the  exception  of  January  1933  when  some 
permits  for  both  "big"  Bridges  were  in- 
cluded. The  number  of  permits  were  up 
11.7%   and  value  99.9%   over  last  January. 

Residential  permits  accounted  for  147 
valued  at  $3,688,385  up  37.4%  and  188.4% 
respectively  and  provided  for  380  dwelling 
units,  of  which  139  were  single-family 
units.  The  number  of  single-family  units 
represented  an  increase  of  54%  above  last 
year.  Average  single-family  dwelling  cost 
in  San  Francisco  in  January,  based  on 
building  permits,  was  $8,379  compared  to 
$9,926  or  15.6%  lower  than  January  a  year 
ago.  Multi-family  unit  permits  numbered 
230  compared  to  21  last  year.  The  North 
Beach  Place,  $2,367,500  public  housing 
project,  accounted  for  226  of  the  multi- 
family  units. 

Non-Residential  permits  numbered  21 
valued  at  $652,714,  an  increase  of  23.5% 
and  11.9%  respectively.  The  three  largest 
included  a  bowling  alley  $153,000:  whole- 
sale establishment  $106,813:  and  a  Police 
station  $121,000.  Addition,  Alterations  and 
Repairs  accounted  for  423  permits  valued 
at  $916,813,  an  increase  of  4.4%  in  number 
and  19.4%  in  amount  compared  to  last 
year. 

San  Francisco  real  estate  deeds  recorded 
during  January  amounted  to  1.661  or  7.2% 
above  last  year  and  marked  the  third  con- 
secutive month  to  exceed  the  .same  month 
a  year  ago.  Number  of  mortgages  were  up 
S.7%  but  the  amount  was  off  5%. 
TRADE 

Department  store  retail  sales  in  San 
Francisco  for  Fiscal  year  ended  January 
31,  1950.  were  down  only  1%  in  relation  to 
year  earlier,  compared  to  4%  in  Oakland. 
9%  in  Downtown  Los  Angeles,  3%  in  San 
Diego,  8%  in  Portland,  3%,  in  Seattle,  and 
6%  In  the  Twelfth  Federal  Reserve  District. 

San  Francisco  department  store  January 
sales  were  off  5%  compared  to  5%  in  Cali- 
fornia and  8%  in  the  Twelfth  Federal  Re- 
serve District.  The  Vallejo-Napa  Area  was 
the  only  .section  in  the  District  where  sales 
were  above  last  January  and  amounted  to 
1%. 

Independent    Retail    Store    sales    in    San 


Francisco  during  1949  were  off  4%  com- 
pared to  previous  year,  according  to  the 
U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  sample  survey. 
Automotive  group  sales  were  up  15%  and 
was  the  only  group  to  report  a  gain  for  the 
.year.  Food  group  sales  were  off  3%  ;  eating 
and  drinking  8% :  general  merchandise 
3%:  apparel  11%:  furniture  14%:  lumber- 
building-hardware  17%  :  drugs  9% :  and 
jewelry  16%.  Undoubtedly  lower  prices 
contributed  some  to  the  lower  dollar  sales 
in  several  of  the  fields. 

Wholesale  Sales  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
during  1949  were  off  9%  compared  to  8% 
in  the  nation,  according  to  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  report.  Declines  were  general  in 
all  major  lines  with  only  three  groups 
showing  better  than  the  year  before — Gro- 
cery (Full  line  affiliated)  up  1%:  beer  2%.; 
electrical  appliance  and  specialties  9%. 
Automotix'e  supply  sales  were  off  14%: 
hardware  19% :  jewelry  19% ;  confections 
6%;  drugs  1%.:  dry  goods  5%:  meat  and 
meat  products  7% :  and  shoes  and  other 
footwear  21%. 

EMPLOYMENT 

Employment  in  San  Francisco  continued 
slightly  downward  for  the  third  consecu- 
tive month,  which  is  usual  during  this  sea- 
son of  the  year.  The  number  of  workers 
unemployed  was  approximately  4%  greater 
than  in  the  same  month  last  year  and  esti- 
mated at  44,000,  according  to  the  Califor- 
nia State  Employment  Service.  During  the 
first  month  of  operation  of  expanded  Dis- 
ability Insurance  Program,  hospital  pay- 
ments in  the  San  Francisco  office  totaled 
$16,969  for  payments  for  2,087  days  with 
average  of  7.1  compensatory  days  per 
claimant. 

The  California  State  Employment  Serv- 
ice placed  1.703  persons  in  January,  of 
which  1.116  were  in  the  non-manufacturin?- 
field,  primarily  in  clerical  and  sales  and 
service:  249  in  manufacturing:  246  in  gov- 
ernment  and  92  in  contract  construction. 

The  Bay  Area  labor  force  in  January 
1950  was  estimated  at  1,000.400  by  the 
California  Department  of  Employment 
Total  employment  amounted  to  904,700 
including  891.000  in  non-agriculture  and 
13.700  in  agriculture.  There  were  95.70') 
unemployed.  The  unemployed  amounted  to 
9.6%  of  the  labor  force  compared  to  8.5% 
in  December  and  8.6%  in  January  last 
year.  Outlook  for  March  net  labor  require- 
ments, based  on  sample  survey  of  that  De- 
partment, is  expected  to  be  about  0.3% 
above  January,  with  May  requirements  uo 
1.2%.  Construction  employment  is  expected 
to  rise  21%t,  by  March  and  37%  by  May 
Some  manufacturing  industries  expect  fair 
Spring  increases  in  employment  includinf; 
food,  lumber  and  furniture,  and  prinriary 
metals  but  most  groups  anticipate  only 
slight  increases. 
INDUSTRY 

Manufacturing  industry  estimated  em- 
ployment in  January  was  177,100  compared 
to    178,900   in   December  and  185,500   last 


January.  In  the  non-manufacturing  indus- 
try and  transportation,  communication  and 
utilities  group  employment  was  estimated 
at  110.000  or  practically  the  same  as  a  year 
ago  while  trade  with  249.100  was  only 
slightly  below  the  250,000  last  year.  The 
financial  group  employed  60.300  compared 
to  60.000  a  year  ago;  and  the  Service  group 
174. .500  compared  to  175,000:  Government 
59,500  compared  to  59,000  a  year  ago.  Only 
the  Finance  and  Government  groups  were 
slight  l.\'  above  last  year. 
FINANCE 

January  financial  transactions  in  San 
Francisco,  based  on  bank  debits,  amounted 
to  $2,273,853,000  and  were  down  1.2%. 
Postal  receipts  of  $1,588.-535  were  off  8.7%.. 
Shares  traded  on  the  San  Francisco  Stock 
Exchange  numbering  1,019.714  with  market 
value  of  !(;19.955.372  were  up  14.1  and 
46.4%  respectively.  There  were  11  com- 
mercial failures  in  January  with  liabilities 
of  $344,018  and  assets  of  $190,468  com- 
pared to  14  last  January  with  liabilities  of 
$544,057  and  assets  of  $218,526. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Freight  car  movements  were  ofT  nearly 
one-fifth  but  ship  arrivals  numbering  316 
during  January  were  up  12.1%  over  last 
Januar.v.  Imports  through  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Customs  District  for  Novem- 
ber (latest  available)  amounted  to  $15,- 
200.000  or  a  gain  of  1.57.6%  above  the  like 
month  last  year.  Fruit  and  vegetable  re- 
cepits  jumped  17.3%  above  last  January, 
which  may  be  largely  due  to  the  contrast 
in  weather  conditions.  Livestock  slaughter 
dropped  5%.  Receipts  of  butter  were  off 
6%  but  eggs  were  up  21%.  Cheese  receipts 
gained  18%. 

UTILITIES 

Electrical  energy  .sales,  excepting  street 
railways  and  street  lighting,  were  up  0.4% 
over  last  year  but  industrial  and  commer- 
cial gas  sales  slumped  2.3%.  Bay  Bridge 
vehicle  crossings  number  2,128,026  or  an 
increase  of  1.2%  :  and  Golden  Gate  Bridge 
vehicle  crossings  amounted  to  622,457  or 
an  increase  of  1.3%  over  last  January. 
Residential  water  consumption  increased 
4.5%  but  commercial  and  industrial  con- 
sumption dropped  1.8%.

The  new  installation  will  be 
on  a  two-acre  site  so  as  to  provide  possible 
later  expansion.

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Coal  Mine  Profits  To  Gov't 
Called  'Nationalization' 

Channeling  of  coal  mine  profits  into  the 
federal  treasury  in  the  event  that  govern- 
ment seizure  and  operation  of  the  mines 
becomes  necessar\'  has  been  forcefullj-  op- 
posed b>'  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  Paul  A.  Bissinger,  Chamber 
president,  last  Thursday  sent  the  following 
telegram  to  United  States  Senators  Wil- 
liam F.  Knowland  and  Sheridan  Downey 
and  to  Representatives  Franck  R.  Haven- 
ner  and  John  F.  Shelley: 

"In  the  e\ent  it  becomes  necessary  for 
the  federal  government  to  seize  and  oper- 
ate coal  mines  because  of  stalemate  in 
operator-union  negotiations,  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce,  as  a  result  of 
action  by  its  Board  of  Directors,  strenu- 
ously opposes  any  legislation  which  would 
channel  profits  from  operations  into  United 
States  Treasur.N'  rather  than  to  owners  to 
whom  the.v  belong.  We  believe  such  legis- 
lation would  be  a  step  toward  nationaliza- 
tion and  contrary  to  all  of  the  principles 
which  have  made  our  democracy  great. 
Your  concurrence  in  our  position  is  respect- 
fully requested."

Of  Federal  Housing  Sites  To  Industry 


Employment  Service  Asks 
Aid  In  Protecting  Fund 

Employer  help  in  protecting  the  Unem- 
ployment Insurance  Trust  Fund  from  un- 
necessary drains  was  requested  this  week  by 
the  California  State  Employment  Service. 

"Experience  has  shown  that  where  an 
emplo.ver  cooperates  with  the  Department 
of  Employment  to  supply  information  about 
ineligible  claimants,  such  action  often  is 
reflected  in  a  lower  tax  rate  for  the  em- 
ployer and,  in  the  long  run.  is  a  reduced 
drain  on  the  trust  fund,"  M.  B.  Pendleton, 
vice  chairman  of  the  State  Advisory  Coun- 
cil, said. 

Cooperation  from  the  employers  was 
asked  in  three  ways.  First,  when  an  em- 
ployer receives  a  notice  that  a  claim  has 
been  filed  by  a  former  employee,  the  em- 
ployer should  return  the  notice  promptly 
with  complete  and  accurate  information. 

Second,  the  Department  asked  employers 
not  to  flood  its  office  wth  cases  on  which 
there  is  no  real  eligibility  issue.  This  cuts 
down  the  attention  that  can  be  given  to 
cases  which  should  be  checked  thoroughly. 

Third,  employers  should  give  the  Depart- 
ment a  chance  to  fill  jobs,  thus  reducing 
claimants  on  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
Trust  Fund. 


Industrial  Health  Course 
Opens  At  U.  C.  Extension 

Health,  Welfare  and  Pension  Plans  and 
their  trends  in  industry  will  be  the  subject 
matter  of  a  series  of  lectures  and  discus- 
sions to  be  presented  b.v  the  Business  Ad- 
ministration Extension  of  the  University  of 
California,  it  was  announced  this  week. 

With  the  fee  set  at  $20,  the  meetings  will 
begin  on  Thursday.  March  9,  and  will  be 
held  once  each  week  from  7  to  9  p.m.  in 
room  204  of  the  140  Montgomery  Street 
Extension  Center  in  San  Francisco. 


In  recognition  of  the  acute  need  for  in- 
dustrial land  in  San  Francisco,  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  last  week  approved  a  recom- 
mendation to  prepare  a  firm  plan  and  time- 
table for  the  Public  Housing  Administra- 
tion which  would  release  key  industrial 
lands  occupied  by  temporary  housing  proj- 
ects and  give  priority  to  prime  hard-ground 
rail-serviced  areas. 

James  Q.  Brett,  chairman  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Sites  and  Buildings  Section,  said.  "It 
is  hoped  such  a  plan  can  be  evolved  by  the 
Mayor's  Disposition  Committee  and  the 
San  Francisco  Housing  Authority." 

"San  Francisco  is  the  only  community 
in  which  the  location  of  Temporary  Federal 
Housing  Projects  has  created  real  hard- 
ships because  of  the  scarcity  of  industrial 
lands,"  Brett  said.  "We  are  losing:  industry 
because  our  industrial  land  is  so  limited." 
POLICY  STATEMENT 

In  a  Policy  Statement  submitted  to  the 
Board  by  the  Sites  and  Buildings  Section, 
industrial  rail-served  lands  on  which  Fed- 
eral War  Housing  Projects  are  located 
vvere  classified  as  hard  and  soft  lands. 

Hard  land  includes  approximately  40 
acres  of  land,  bounded  bj-  Army  Street 
between   Vermont   and  Third,   on  the  west 


side  of  Third  between  Carroll  and  Paul 
Avenues  and  on  the  north  side  of  Paul 
Avenue. 

"This  land  could  furnish  an  estimated 
2,000  new  permanent  jobs  for  San  Fran- 
cisco," Brett  declared,  "and  additionally, 
would  furnish  jobs  on  the  initial  construc- 
tion work  and  be  a  considerable  permanent 
addition  to  city  tax  revenue." 

Soft  land,  Brett  said,  is  needed  for  ulti- 
mate industrial  expansion  and  involves 
considerable  acreage  in  the  area  bounded 
by  Keith  Street,  Thomas  and  Bancroft 
Avenues. 
PHA    INDICATES    COOPERATION 

The  Public  Housing  Administration  has 
indicated  a  general  willingness  to  gradually 
liquidate  these  housing  projects,  Brett 
Dointed  out;  however,  the  San  Francisco 
Housing  Authority  will  be  the  deciding 
factor  becau.se  that  agency  must  endorse 
a  "Certificate  of  Non-Necessity." 

The  Chamber  is  urging  all  agencies  con- 
cerned to  cooperate  in  effecting  an  imme- 
diate plan  for  the  scheduled  removal  of 
temporary  federal  housing  from  key  indus- 
trial land  in  the  forseeable  future  in  order 
that  the  best  interests  of  the  community 
may  be  served  by  the  creation  of  perma- 
nent employment.

Simplified  Tariff  Act 
Endorsed  By  Chamber 

Approval  of  legislation  providing  for  sim- 
plification of  the  administrative  provisions 
of  the  Tariff  Act  of  1930  was  recommended 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  at  its  regular 
meeting  last  week. 

The  recommended  changes  would  bring 
about  a  prompt  removal  of  administrative 
obstacles  to  importing  and  thus  facilitate 
desirable  imports  in  order  to  solve  the 
problem  of  heavy  excess  of  exports  over 
imports  now  being  largely  financed  by  the 
American  taxpayer. 

To  further  simplify  the  administration  of 
the  U.  S.  Customs  Law,  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors asked  that  the  administrative  pro- 
visions be  separated  from  the  tariff  act  and 
incorporated  into  a  new  law  entitled  the 
"Customs  Administrative  Act." 

The  Chami^er  recommendation  states,  "It 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  none  of  these 
provisions  in  any  way  affects  the  provisions 
of  the  Tariff  Act  that  are  concerned  with 
the  rates  of  duty." 

Many  of  the  recommended  changes  would 
affect  rules  and  regulations  which  date 
from  the  earliest  tariff  acts  in  the  histor%' 
of  the  countr.v.  They  are  antiquated  and 
obsolete,  operate  as  unnecessary  trade  bar- 
riers and  have  had  the  effect  of  discourag- 
ing efforts  to  pi'omote  the  import  trade  of 
the  United  States,  according  to  the  Cham- 
ber's Board  of  Directors. 

"The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce has  long  sponsored  a  liberal  tariff 
polic.v  designed  to  foster  greater  two-wa> 
trade  and  to  facilitate  the  orderly  develop 
ment  of  a  larger  volume  of  import  trade. 
The  large  imbalance  of  trade  has  led  to 
the  unsound  and  unwise  policy  of  providing 
large  grants,  gifts  and  loans  to  pa.v  for  the 
increasing  expo"ts  of  a  steadil.v  expandin<; 
agricultural  and  industrial  production.  This 
program  cannot  continue  without  bankrupt- 
ing the  countr\'  and  it  might  I'esult  in  fur- 
ther uneconomic  developments  that  would 
lead  to  dire  consequences  of  an  unbalanced 
economy,"  said  Paul  A.  Bissinger,  Chamber 
president. 

The  recommended  changes  call  for  revi- 
sion of  the  valuation  and  classification  of 
imports,  a  time  limit  on  appraisement  of 
the  merchandise  and  the  establishment  of 
foreign  currency  value  for  duty  clearance 
purposes.  Also  included  are  changes  in  the 
Dumping  law  and  marking  requirements, 
the  assessment  of  countervailing  duties  and 
a  moderation  of  the  penalty  assessments. 
Other  suggestions  call  for  the  elimination 
of  discriminatory  taxes,  extension  of  time 
limits,  simplification  of  invoice  require- 
ments and  other  matters.

Supervisor  Patrick  J.  McMurray  who 
visited  the  Chamber  this  week  to  explain 
a  plan  for  aiding  the  census,  said  that 
Mayor  Elmer  E.  Robinson  has  appointed

An  appeal  to  consignees  to  clean  up 
"dirty"  freight  cars  after  unloading  freight 
has  been  issued  b^  the  San  Francisco  Car 
Efficiencj  Committee  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
Transportation  Board,  according  to  Walter 
A.  Rohde.  Committee  chairman  and  man- 
ager of  the  Transportation  Department, 
San   Francisco   Chamber  of  Commerce. 

"Careless  receivers  who  leave  debris, 
bluckinK,  strapping,  paper  and  otiier  waste 
material  in  freigltt  cars  annually  cost  rail- 
road companies  more  than  $100,000,000," 
Rohde  declared. 

Improperly  cleaned  cars  must  be  switched 
to  the  cleaning  track,  keeping  them  out  of 
service  for  several  days,  he  pointed  out. 

"Not  only  does  this  contribute  to  car 
shortages,"  he  said,  "but  the  expense  in- 
curred by  the  railroad  companies  is  even- 
tually borne  by  the  shippers  since  it  is  a 
cost  that  is  incorporated  into  freight  rates."

a  true  and  complete  census  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco." 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, he  said,  will  be  represented  on  the 
Committee  which  will  meet  for  the  first 
time  Monday,  March  20. 

According  to  the  facts  supplied  the 
Chamber,  it  is  not  likely  that  the  enumer- 
ators who  start  their  tabulations  April  1 
will  miss  any  large  number  of  dwellings. 
The  really  difficult  job  is  finding  someone 
in  each  household  who  is  able  and  willing 
to  give  the  required  information.  Call- 
backs will  be  made,  but  these  greatly  in- 
crease the  expense  of  the  Census  to  the 
taxpayer. 

Enumeration  for  the  census  will  run  from 
two  to  three  weeks  and  will  be  a  com- 
bined population,  housing  and  agricultural 
census.  There  will  be  the  usual  count  of 
persons,  family  by  family,  and  for  every 
five  persons  a  series  of  supplementary 
questions  will  provide  a  so-called  "20  per 
cent  sample"  of  the  population. 

The  housing  questions  relate  to  char- 
acteristics such  as  type,  size,  condition, 
equipment  and  value.  The  agriculture 
census  covers   farm  activity  and   facilities. 

This  year  enumerator  routes  have  been 
worked  out  on  the  basis  of  maps  and  aerial 
photographs  so  that  every  house,  apart- 
ment and  institution  will  be  covered. 
Enumerators  will  frequently  receive  de- 
sired information  concerning  an  entire 
family  from  one  individual  in  the  house- 
hold so  that  everybody  will  not  be  inter- 
viewed personally.

Trade  Week,  the  World  Trade  Fair  will  be 
held  this  year  in  Scottish  Rite  Auditorium. 
It  ii  the  only  international  show  in  the  Bay 
Area  since  the  Treasure  Island  days  of  the 
Golden  Gate  International  Exposition, 
1939-40,  Eichholz  said. 

Purposes  of  the  World  Trade  Fair  are 
to  iicquaint  San  Franciscans  with  the  host 
of  foreign-made  products  which  they  use. 
often  without  realizing  their  origin,  in  their 
daily  living;  to  help  build  new  public  de- 
mand for  products  and  services  offered  by 
local  importers  and  others:  and  to  point 
up  to  local  manufacturers  the  advantages 
of  exporting  their  products.  The  broader 
goal  is  the  promotion  of  imports  for  a  bet- 
ter-rounded balance  of  trade. 

Commenting  on  World  Trade  Week,  Mr. 
Drath,  vice-president  of  the  Bank  of  Amer- 
ica and  chairman  of  World  Trade  Week 
activities,  said:

Bench  Advertising  Proposal 
Disapproved  By  Chamber 

A  proposed  city  ordinance  which  would 
permit  installation  of  street  benches  carry- 
ing advertising  at  bus  stops  in  outlying  dis- 
tricts was  opposed  last  week  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

"In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors." said  J.  W.  Mailliard,  III.  chairman 
of  the  Chamber's  Civic  Uevelopment  Com- 
mittee, "such  benches  would  be  undesir- 
able and  most  unsightly.  Some  limit  must 
hi-  set  on  use  of  City  property  for  adver- 
tising purposes. 

"Further,  revenues  obtained  by  the  City 
would  not  be  sufficient  to  justify  the  objec- 
tionable features  and  San  Francisco  cannot 
afford  to  cheapen  the  distinctive  streets  for 
which  it  is  noted  throughout  the  world,"  he 
added.

Chamber  Opposes  Change 
In  Women's  Prison  Site 

Opposition  to  the  proposed  removal  of 
the  California  Institution  for  Women  from 
its  present  location  at  Tehachapi  to  a  new 
site  near  Chino  was  expressed  last  week  by 
the  Chambers  Board  of  Directors. 

The  recommendation  calling  for  Cham- 
hiT  opposition  til  the  proposal  was  sub- 
mitted l)y  the  Chamber's  Tax  Committee, 
according  to  L.  S.  Hamm,  in  the  interests 
of  .State  governmental  economy. 

"The  cost  of  establishing  a  prison  at  the 
new  location  is  estimated  at  approximately 
$6  000.000."  said  Hamm.  "The  State  now 
owns  more  than  sufficient  property  at  Te- 
hachapi for  the  desired  expansion  which 
could  be  accomplished  at  somewhat  less 
expense  than  would  be  required  to  build  an 
entirely  new  institution." 

The  Chamber's  attitude  was  determined 
after  inspection  of  facilities  at  Tehachapi 
and  a  review  of  findings  of  the  Senate 
Standing  Committee  on  Institutions  which 
was  unanimously  against  removal.

dressed  the  committee  briefly,  outlining  the 
importance  of  the  1950  census  to  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

"This  committee,"  the  Mayor  said,  "is 
the  most  important  committee  I  have  ap- 
pointed since  I  took  office.  A  true  census 
is  important  to  every  man,  woman  and 
child,  and  as  Mayor  of  all  the  people  of 
San  Francisco  I  call  upon  you  to  I'equost 
the  fullest  cooperation  of  your  groups. 
What  jou  do  now  towards  facilitating  a 
true  census  will  be  responsible  for  the  pic- 
ture of  San  Francisco  which  all  the  world 
will  have  for  the  next  ten  .years." 

Mr.  Bissinjjer,  in  accepting  chairniansliip 
vf  the  committee,  pledged  the  resources  of 
the  San  Francisco  Cliamber  of  Commerce 
to  "fullest  cooperation  and  leadership  in 
mnliing  our  citizens  aware  of  the  impor- 
tance and  value  to  .San  Francisco  of  an 
accurate  and  true  1950  census  count." 

"The  1950  Census  is  important  to  us  in 
many  ways,"  said  Bissinger.  "It  can,  among 
other  things,  affect  our  state  and  national 
legislative  representation,  appropriations 
for  educational  funds,  and  the  way  in  which 
manufacturers  from  other  parts  of  the 
country  look  upon  San  Francisco  as  a  likely 
factory  location.  Therefore,  we  shall  cer- 
tainly do  everything  within  our  power  to 
effect  a  census  which  will  truly  reflect  our 
city  from  the  population  standpoint." 

Heading  up  the  "technical  committee" 
which  will  coordinate  the  broad  educational 
campaign  between  now  and  the  end  of  the 
census-taking  period  are  Ralph  Koeber. 
manager  of  the  Chamber's  Research  De- 
partment, and  Walter  J.  Brown,  manager 
of  the  Chamber's  Publicity  Department. 
Koeber  and  Brown  are  working  together 
now,  it  is  reported,  on  an  extensive  pro- 
,gram  embodying  (1)  the  compilation  of 
"educational  material" — census  background, 
importance,  value,  mechanics  and  sugges- 
tions to  interviewees — and  (2)  publicizing 
of  this  material  through  newspapers,  radio, 
other  media  and  through  the  public  schools. 

Meanwhile.  Mr.  Bissinger  has  asked  that 
each  Chamber  member  acquaint  the  em- 
ployees of  his  firm — and,  through  them 
their  families — with  the  importance  of 
being  friendly  and  cooperative  with  the 
accredited  census-takers.

"^ration,"  Mrs.  McKinnon  wrote. 

"The  flowers  arrived  fresh  and  beautiful 
and  in  such  abundance  that  they  over- 
whelmed everyone.  A  great  many  people 
came  up  to  volunteer  information  that  the.\ 
had  bought  flowers  on  San  Francisco 
streets  and  that  they  wished  they  were 
back  there  again,"  the  letter  continued.

This  was  the  prennsc  upon  which  Ed  Lipscomb,  public  relations  director

Council,  built  a  provocative  thesis  last 
Thursday,  March  23,  at  the  third  annual 
Agricultural  -  Business  Conference,  spon- 
sored by  the  Agricultural  Department  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Lipscomb  was  principal  speaker  at  the 
luncheon  session  of  the  f  11  day  Conference, 
held  in  the  St.  Francis  Hotel. 

Maintaining  that  rural  and  agricultural 
leaders  must  "fight  side  by  side,"  Lipscomb 
said  these  two  groups  are  being  called  on 
to  perform  one  of  the  biggest  public  rela- 
tions jobs  of  all  time,  that  of  matching 
government  and  labor  in  the  breadth  of 
influence  exerted  upon  public  opinion. 
THE  GOLDEN  GOOSE 

Referring  to  the  job  of  helping  maintain 
and  extend  this  country's  free  economy 
benefits,  Lipscomb  said: 

"  'Big  labor'  could  do  the  job  but  is  un- 
willing. It  is  suffering  under  the  delusion 
that  if  you  want  more  golden  eggs  all  you 
have  to  do  is  squeeze  harder  and  harder  on 
the  goose. 

"  'Big  government'   could  do  it  but   it  is 
apparently    unwilling    also.    It    suffers    the 
delusion  that  if  it  will  eat  the  goose  it  can 
lay  the  golden  eggs  itself."

More  than  100  top  leaders  of  rural  and 
urban  life  attended  the  conference,  accord- 
ing to  C.  P.  Tanner,  manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Agricultural  Department.

General  Business  Activity 


TREND— 

February  general  business  in  San  Fran- 
cisco established  a  new  all-time  Februarj 
high  and  declined  less  than  seasonally  from 
the  January  level.  Based  on  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  Index  at  231.7. 
February  business  surpassed  February  last 
year  b.\'  3.7T  and  carried  the  first  two 
months'  cumulative  0.5"r  above  the  same 
period  last  jear. 

Several  major  activities  came  through 
February  substantialb'  above  last  year. 
They  included  all  construction  up  55.4%; 
real  estate  deeds  recorded  15.4%;  retail 
department  store  sales  3.7% ;  bank  debits 
6.6'~,  ;  market  value  of  San  Francisco  Stock 
Exchange  transactions  54.5% ;  industrial 
and  commercial  gas  sales  5.2%  ;  Bay  Bridge 
vehicle  crossings  6.3% ;  Golden  Gate  Bridge 
vehicle  crossings  13.1%;  fruit  and  vege- 
table receipts  10.3%;  waterborne  com- 
merce departures  9.3% ;  airport  plane  traf- 
fic (January  latest  available)  19.6%  and 
passengers  5.4%. 

Only  a  few  major  activities  failed  to 
reach  last  February  level  and  some  of  them 
missed  only  by  a  narrow  margin.  They  in- 
cluded freight  car  movements  down  14.8%  ; 
postal  receipts  7.7% ;  livestock  receipts 
2.4%;  and  electrical  energy  sales  0.9%. 
CONSTRUCTION— 

February  construction  permits  in  San 
Francisco  numbered  680  valued  at  $5,240,- 
339  and  carried  the  two  months'  cumula- 
tive to  1,272  valued  at  $10,498,250.  Resi- 
dential permits  for  February  accounted  for 
179  valued  at  $3,367,440  and  provided  for 
285  dwelling  units  of  which  160  were  sin- 
gle-family units.  Non-residential  permits 
accounted  for  14  valued  at  $1,011,900.  Ad- 
ditions, alterations  and  repairs  numbered 
487  permits  and  amounted  to  $860,990; 
57%  of  the  amount  was  residential  and 
439;  non-residential. 
REAL  ESTATE— 

Real  estate  deeds  recorded  in  San  Fran- 
cisco in  February  rose  to  1736  compared 
to  1661  in  January  and  1504  last  February. 
Mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust  climbed  to 
1,352  amounting  to  $10,659,092  or  20.5%,  in 
value  over  last  February,  according  to  the 
California  Pacific  Title  Insurance  Co. 

A  study  of  the  classified  sales  of  178  Feb- 
ruary transactions  amounting  to  $1,784,315 
reported  by  the  Multiple  Listing  Service, 
reveal  85.4%  of  the  number  was  homes  and 
14.6%  income  property.  A  breakdown  of 
January  sales  reported  by  this  Service  re- 
veals 90%  of  the  sales  ranged  from  $5,000- 
$26,000,  segregated  as  follows:  25%  $5,000- 
$9,000;  34%  $9,000-$H,000;  18%  $11,000- 
$13,000;  12%  $13,000-$16,000;  7%  $16,000- 
$26,000. 


EMPLOYMENT— 

Februar.N  employment  in  San  Francisco 
made  moderate  decline  from  the  January 
level  in  all  major  industry  groups  except 
construction  and  finance.  Service  indus- 
tries, particularly  large  hotels  and  restau- 
rants, will  increase  employment  in  March 
when  the  toui'ist  and  convention  season 
starts;  contract  construction  will  be  one 
of  the  main  factors  in  contributing  to  an 
early  rise  in  total  employment  this  year, 
according  to  the  California  State  Employ- 
ment Service. 

Claims  for  unemployment  insurance  in 
all  San  Francisco  offices  in  February  were 
down  from  January-  and  averaged  28,800 
per  week  in  February  compared  to  29,200 
in  January.  There  were  1,455  placements 
reported  by  the  C.S.E.S.,  of  which  954  were 
in  the  non-manufacturing  field;  283  in 
manufacturing;  75  in  contract  construc- 
tion; and  143  in  Government  and  other 
fields. 
RETAIL  TRADE— 

.San  Francisco  retail  department  store 
sales  in  Fehruar.v  were  up  3%,  according 
to  the  renort  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank 
of  San  Francisco,  but  the  two  months' 
cumulative  was  off  1%.  Sales  in  the  San 
Francisco-Oakland  area  were  up  2%  in 
Februarv  but  off  2%  for  the  cumulative 
period.  Los  Angeles  sales  were  off  2%  and 
3%  respectively.  California  sales  were  the 
same  in  February  this  year  as  last  year 
but  off  3%  for  the  cumulative  period. 
Twelfth  Federal  Reserve  District  sales 
were  up  2%  in  February  but  off  3%  for 
the  cumulative  period.  San  Diego  was  tops 
in  California  at  11%  increase  in  February 
and  4%  gain  for  the  cumulative  period  but 
Bellingham.  Washington  led  all  cities  in 
the  Twelfth  District  with  gains  of  36%  in 
February  and  15^^,  for  the  two  months' 
period. 

Independent  retail  store  sales  in  Janu- 
ary (latest  available)  reported  by  the  Cen- 
sus Bureau  sample  survey,  were  off  2%  in 
.San  Francisco  compared  to  January  last 
year.  Food  group  sales  were  down  1%;  eat- 
ing and  drinking  places  15% ;  general  mer- 
chandise 7%  ;  apparel  23%, ;  lumber  7%  ; 
drug  stores  12%  and  jewelry  6%.  Groceries 
were  up  2% ;  furnitures  stores  7%  and 
automotive  group  up  32%  . 
FINANCE— 

Financial  transactions,  measured  b.\'  San 
Francisco  bank  debits,  amounted  to  $2,214.- 
790.000,  up  $137  million  or  6.6%  from  Feb- 
ruary a  year  ago,  and  the  two  months' 
cumulative  of  $4,488,643,000  rose  2.5%. 
Postal  receipts  amounted  to  $1..563,876  in 
February,  down  7%  from  last  February 
pnd  represented  the  third  consecutive 
month  in  which  receipts  were  below  cor- 
responding period  a  year  ago.  February 
Stock    Exchange    transactions    of    867.606 


shares  with  market  value  of  $17,042,134 
showed  a  gain  of  7.4%  in  number  and 
54.5%.  in  amount. 

During  February,  14  commercial  failures 
were  reported  in  San  Francisco  by  Dun 
and  Bradstreet,  with  liabilities  of  $316,519 
and  assets  of  $165,549,  carrying  the  two 
months'  cumulative  to  25  failures  with  lia- 
bilities of  $660..537  and  assets  of  $356,017 
compared  to  16  failures  with  liabilities  of 
.$614,124  and  assets  of  $281,157  a  year  ago. 

TRANSPORTATION— 

February  freight  car  movements  in  San 
Francisco  amounted  to  12.546  compared  to 
12,170  in  January  and  15,180  last  February, 
and  the  two  months'  cumulative  was  off 
17.4%.  .San  Francisco  Airport  traffic  dur- 
ing January  (latest  available)  was  up 
19.6%  in  planes;  5.4%  in  passenger  traffic; 
7.1%  in  air  mail  and  8.9%  in  air  freight. 
Ship  arrivals  in  February  numbered  278 
compared  to  316  in  January  and  287  last 
February.  The  two  months'  cumulative 
arrivals  of  594  were  up  4.4%  over  last  year. 

Bay  Bridge  vehicle  crossings  amounted 
to  2.087.124  in  February,  up  6.3%  with  the 
cumulative  up  3.7%.  Golden  Gate  vehicle 
crossings  of  627,586  in  February  were  up 
13.1%   with  the  cumulative  up  6.9%. 

Entering  Northern  California  gateways 
via  highway  in  February  were  125,578  pas- 
sengers. Of  these,  20,937  were  carried  in 
stages,  .59.751  in  out-of-state  cars,  and 
44.890  in  California  cars  returning  home. 
LIVING  COSTS— 

The  trend  of  Cost  of  Goods  purchased  in 
San  Francisco  and  the  nation,  based  on 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor  Indexes  for 
All  Items,  moved  closely  in  the  same  direc- 
tion during  1949  with  December  costs  in 
San  Francisco  down  2.9%  from  December 
1948.  compared  to  2.3%  in  the  nation  for 
the  same  period.  The  Index  for  the  nation 
moved  down  0.4';;  between  December  15. 
1949  and  January  15.  1950  (latest  avail- 
able), thus  indicating  that  there  is  still  a 
slight  downward  trend  in  price  levels.  The 
Quarterly  Index  for  March  for  San  Fran- 
cisco will  not  bo  available  until  late  in 
April.

VALUE  OF  CENSUS  CITED 

"All  personal  information  you  give  the 
census  taker  is  as  confidential  as  the  vote 
you  cast,"  said  B.  L.  Branson,  local  admin- 
istrative officer  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Cen- 
sus. "Information  is  released  only  in  the 
form  of  over-all  statistics,  and  none  of 
that  is  available  in  individual  detail  to 
any  governmental  department  or  anyone 
else,"  he  added. 

Noting  that  the  census  has  the  support 
of  business,  labor,  educational  and  civic 
groups.  R.  W.  Weis,  Jr.,  and  John  F.  Mc- 
Closkcv,  supervisors  of  the  Fourth  and 
Fifth  congressional  districts  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, pointed  out  that  through  data  the 
census  collects,  advertising  and  business 
can  estimate  market  pussibiliiies,  analyze 
social  changes,  and  sell  and  distribute  mer- 
chandise with  maximum  efficiency. 

Further  advantages  of  a  true  census, 
they  declared,  are  in  helping  to  plan  for 
local  schools,  hospitals,  playgrounds  and 
better  housing,  and  in  effecting  state  and 
national  legislative  representation. 
HOW    TO   RECEIVE    CENSUS    TAKER 

Four  suggestions  to  be  featured  in  the 
educational  program  under  the  heading 
"What  To  Do  When  the  Census  Taker 
Comes,"  are  as  follows: 

1.  Ask  him  to  show  his  official  identifica- 
tion card. 

2.  Be  friendly,  invite  him  in.  He'll  only 
stay  a  few  minutes. 

3.  In  non-English  speaking  homes,  have 
an  adult  or  older  child  ready  to  translate. 

4.  Answer  all  questions  accurately  and 
honestly.  Remember,  the  information  you 
give  is  strictly  confidential  and  is  of  the 
utmost  importance  to  your  city  and  nation. 

The  census  taking  begins  Saturday, 
April  1.  It  is  expected  that  enumerations 
will  be  completed  in  all  districts  within 
three  weeks  after  that  date.

San  Francisco  Census  Count  Swings  Into  Full  Gear 


More  than  650  men  and  women  armed 
with  sharpened  pencils  and  government 
forms  are  ranging  the  streets  and  by-ways 
of  San  Francisco  this  week  for  Uncle  Sam 
as  the  greatest  census  tabulation  in  the 
history  of  the  nation  swings  into  full  gear. 

The  important  thing  to  remember,  ac- 
cording to  Chamber  President  Paul  A.  Bis- 
singer, chairman  of  the  Citizens  Committee 
for  1950  Census  Cooperation,  is  that  far 
from  "snooping,"  these  government  repre- 
sentatives are  attempting  to  unearth  vital 
statistics  which  will  affect  San  Francisco's 
planning  for  the  next  ten  years. 

"Our  fullest  cooperation  is  essential,"  he 
said,  "and  I  hope  that  every  Chamber 
member  will  do  his  part  to  effect  a  true 
count  in  San  Francisco  by  advising  his 
employees  and  his  family  to  follow  six 
simple  rules."  These  are: 


1.  Remember  that  all  personal  informa- 
tion you  give  the  census  taker  is,  by  law, 
strictly  confidential. 

2.  If  you  happen  to  be  the  fifth  person 
who  is  asked  a  question  about  earnings, 
don't  refuse  on  the  basis  of  reticence  to 
answer  verbally,  you  may  answer  on  a  card 
form  which  is  stamped  and  addressed  to 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census  office. 

3.  Ask  the  census  taker  to  show  his 
official  identification  card;  don't  talk  to 
anyone   who   cannot   produce   such  a   card. 

4.  Be  friendly,  invite  him  in.  He'll  only 
stay  a  few  minutes. 

5.  In  non-English  speaking  homes,  have 
an  adult  or  older  child  ready  to  translate. 

6.  Answer  all  questions  accurately  and 
honestly.  Remember,  the  information  you 
give  is  completely  confidential  and  ex- 
tremely important  to  your  community.

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Chamber   Protests 

Shipping    Proviso 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce has  strongly  protested  a  proviso 
written  into  the  omnibus  appropriation  bill 
by  the  House  Appropriations  Committee, 
according  to  Walter  A.  Rohde,  manager  of 
•the  Chamber's  Transportation  Department. 
This  proviso  would  limit  operating  differ- 
ential subsidies  for  vessels  in  foreign  trade, 
he  said. 

The  Chamber  has  called  for  deletion  of 
the  proviso  in  letters  and  teleRrams  sent 
to  Representatives  Havenner  and  Shelley, 
the  Senate  Appropriations  Committee  and 
the  entire  California  deleK;ation  in  both 
houses. 

The  proviso  reads  that  no  part  of  the 
appropriation  shall  be  bound  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  such  subsidy  for  any  number 
of  ships  in  excess  of  those  receiving  a  sub- 
sidy as  of  January  ] ,  1950. 

"Because  of  the  fact  that  no  payments 
were  actually  made  as  of  that  date,  not- 
withstandins  that  some  235  vessels  were 
covered  by  subsidy  contracts,  the  proviso 
has  the  effect  of  cancelling  all  subsidies," 
Kohde  declared. 

"It  has  the  strange  result  of  barring 
operating  differential  subsidies  for  vessels 
now  being  built  under  construction  differ- 
ential subsidy,"  he  continued. 

These  include  three  for  American  Presi- 
dent Lines,  two  for  American  Export  Lines 
and  the  super-liner  for  United  States  Lines, 
Rohde  reported. 

Further,  he  stated,  two  San  Francisco 
companies  which  applied  for  subsidy  last 
year  and  spent  many  thousands  of  dollars 
in  preparing  and  presenting  their  cases  be- 
fore the  Maritime  Commission,  find  them- 
selves barred  if  the  proviso  remains  in  the 
bill. 

Another  San  Francisco  company  which 
obtained  a  subsidy  contract  yast  year,  but 
has  not  received  any  actual  payments, 
would  be  in  the  same  position,  he  added. 


C  of  C  Favors  New  Budget 
Of  Redevelopment  Agency 


The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  has  announced 
its  support  of  certain  1950-.51  budget  items 
and  objectives  of  the  Urban  Redevelopment 
Agency  in  commercial  and  industrial  rede- 
velopment work,  according  to  James  Q. 
Brett,  chairman  of  the  Chamber's  Sites  and 
Buildings  section  of  the  Industrial  Develop- 
ment Committee. 

A  .$28,000  program  would  be  broken  down 
to  provide  $10,000  for  a  factual  study  of  the 
city's  building  and  sites  needs  for  commer- 
cial institutions  in  relation  to  redevelop- 
ment and  another  $18,000  for  industrial 
area  project  plans. 

James  E.  Lash,  director  of  the  Rede- 
velopment Agency,  reported  the  latter  in- 
vestigation will  be  conducted  in  blighted 
industrial  areas  containing  intermixed  old 
dwellings,  particularly  in  the  district  south 
of  Market  Street. 

Necessary  studies  will  be  made  for  one 
or  more  small  redevelopment  areas,  for  re- 
location of  occupants,  for  project  plans  and 
for  financing,  he  said.

The  Trade  Zone,  Campbell  said,  Is  an  Isolated,  e,-,closed,  policed  area,  under  the  supervision 
of  a  designated  board  of  federal  officials,  and  operated  as  a  public  utility  by  a  corporation, 
in  or  adjacent  to  a  port  of  entry. 

It  Is  without  resident  population  but  is  furnished  with  the  necessary  facilities  for  lading  and 
unlading,  for  storing  goods  and  for  reshlpping  them  by  land  and  water.  Goods  may  be  brought 
into,    stored    and    subjected    to   certain    specified    manipulation   operations   In   such   an   area. 

If  reshipped  to  foreign  points,  the  goods  may  leave  the  restricted  zone  area  without  payment 
of  duties  and  without  intervention  of  customs  officials,  except  under  certain  conditions.  Such 
products,  cannot,  of  course,  leave  the  trade  zone  for  domestic  use  or  consumption  without  full 
compliance  with  existing  customs  laws. 

The  area  Is  subject  equally  with  adjacent  regions  to  all  the  laws  relating  to  public  health, 
vessel  Inspection,  postal  service,  immigration  and  to  the  supervision  of  federal  agencies  having 
jurisdiction  In  ports  of  entry,  including  customs  to  a  limited  extent. 

Twin  Peaks  Subdivision  Opposed  By  Chamber 


The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce through  its  Board  of  Directors  last 
week  passed  a  resolution  disapproving  ac- 
tion of  the  City  Planning  Commission  which 
has  approved  the  subdivision  of  Twin  Peaks 
property  on  the  basis  of  25-foot  lots  in- 
stead of  the  prescribed  33-foot  lots. 

J.  W.  Mailliard,  III,  chairman  of  the 
Chamber's  Ci\ic  Development  Committee, 
who  submitted  the  resolution,  said,  "This 
would  fail  to  meet  the  minimum  lot  size 
ordinance  requirements  which  call  for  a 
width  of  at  least  33  feet  where  a  neighbor- 
hood pattern,  as  determined  by  the  City 
Planning  Commission,  does  not  exist." 

The  City  Planning  Commission  at  a 
hearing  on  January  6,  1950,  approved  the 
subdivision  on  the  basis  of  a  neighborhood 
pattern  having  already  been  established  in 
the  area  ad,iacent  to  and  west  of  O'Shaugh- 
ne.s.sy  Boulevard,  he  pointed  out. 

"The  Civic  Development  Committee  feels 
that  this  ordinance  was  passed  by  a  former 
Planning  Commission  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  prevent  the  continuation  of 


the  small  row  type  of  dwelling  which,  at 
the  present  time,  is  too  prevalent  in  San 
Francisco,"  said  Mailliard. 

"To  permit  a  development  of  this  type 
now  is  merely  to  circumvent  the  intent  of 
the  ordinance  and  to  continue  what  a  for- 
mer Commission  and  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors have  tried  to  prevent,"  he  added. 

Protest  of  this  subdivision  has  also  been 
filed  by  the  San  Francisco  Planning  and 
Housing  Association  on  w'hich  there  has 
been  no  action  to  date. 

Paul  Opperman.  director  of  Planning,  in 
his  official  report,  stated  that  the  topogra- 
phy of  the  area  is  irregular  and  steep  which 
would  require  considerable  grading  to  per- 
mit the  small  lot  development.  He  also 
pointed  out  that  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  the  Fire  Department  have  not 
studied  nor  approved  the  street  layout. 

The  Civic  Development  Committee  of  the 
Chamber  will  continue  in  close  contact 
with  the  situation  and  will  appear  before 
the  Board  of  Super\isors  to  express  opin- 
ions of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce.

Ciiamber  of  Commerce 
Opposes  Cigarette  Tax. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce last  week  went  on  record  in  opposi- 
tion to  the  so-called  "cigarette  tax,"  ac- 
cording to  L.  S.  Hamm,  chairman  of  the 
Chamber's  Tax  Committee. 

Paul  A.  Bissing:er,  Chamber  president,  in 
a  letter  to  State  Senator  Chris  N.  Jpsper- 
sen  (R-San  Luis  Obispo),  urged  opposition 
to  the  cigarette  and  tobacco  products  tax 
proposal  on  the  basis  th:it  they  would  have 
a  discriminatory  effect  and  would  set  a 
poor  precedent. 

The  Chamber  also  feels  that  the  electo- 
rate has  not  had  an  adequate  opportunity 
to  judge  the  proposal  and  to  express  opin- 
ions on  it,  according  to  the  Bissinger  letter. 

"The  levies  would  fall  upon  a  large  num- 
ber of  citizens  of  the  State  and  we  are  not 
sympathetic  with  the  approach  of  setting 
a  tax  on  a  specific  commodity  for  the 
financing  of  one  kind  of  government  serv- 
ice," the  letter  continued. 

Jespersen,  in  his  capacity  as  chairman  of 
the  State  Senate  Committee  on  Education, 
was  asked  to  express  the  opinion  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  to  his  committee. 
CH.4MBER   OPPOSES   SENATE  BILL  42 

A  resolution  opposing  State  Senate  Bill 
42  was  also  passed  by  the  Chamber  Board. 
The  bill  empowers  Boards  of  Supervisors 
in  counties  to  enact  forms  of  taxation  not 
now  available  to  them. 

"Probable  effects  of  such  legislation 
would  be  far  reaching  since  it  gives  Boards 
of  Supervisors  practically  blanket  authority 
to  institute  any  type  of  tax  they  desire,  in 
distinction  to  the  present  situation  where 
such  levies  are  restricted,"  Bissinger  de- 
clared.

A  new  century  was  born  last  week — a 
Second  Century  of  Progress  and  Achieve- 
ment for  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  oldest  Chamber  in  the  western 
United  States. 

It  unfolded  gradually,  almost  impercep- 
tibly, as  the  impressive  last  days  of  a  First 
Century  were  ushered  out  with  gala  acclaim 
which  both  saluted  notable  accomplish- 
ments of  the  past  and  heralded  coming 
days  of  greater  achievement. 


Chamber,  City,  State  and  Nation  joined 
in  tribute  which  was  at  once  gay  and  sol- 
emn, nostalgic  and  prideful,  and  the  com- 
memoration of  100  years  of  American  dem- 
ocratic accomplishment  filled  the  pages  of 
a  week's  memory  book  to  overflowing. 

There  were  luncheons,  dinners,  speeches, 
reunions,  and  through  it  all  ran  the  thread 
of  pride  that  comes  once  in  a  lifetime — at 
the  end  of  an  organization's  first  full  cen- 


tur.v  of  honor. 

But  this  week  a  host  of  feet  are  once 
more  on  the  firm  ground  of  the  present — 
eyes,  turned  to  the  future.  In  the  pages  that 
follow,  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  presents  a  last  glimpse  of  the 
First  Century  and  of  the  acclaim  with

—and  SALUTES,  this  week,  the  start  of  its 
SECOND   CENTURY  OF  PROGRESS. 


ONE  HUNDRED  YEARS  OF  ACHIEVEMENT 


1950 
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The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  became  the  first  chamber 
in  the  western  United  States  to  reach 
the  age  of  100  years  last  week,  and  on 
the  night  of  April  21,  more  than  650 
San  Franciscans  joined  in  a  colorful 
community-wide  birthday  party  com- 
memorating this  important  milestone 
in  the  Chamber's  career  of  achieve- 
ment. 

W.  Stuart  SyminKton,  Chairman  of  the 
National  Security  Resources  Board;  Gov- 
ernor Earl  Warren  of  California,  and  Mayor 
Elmer  E.  Robinson  of  San  Francisco  were 
^ests  of  honor  at  the  birthday  dinner. 

Festivities  were  highlighted  by  a  special 
telegram  from  President  Harry  S.  Truman 
in  which  he  congratulated  the  Chamber  as 
follows: 

President  Truman's  Message 

"To  the  city  of  San  Francisco  and  its 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  congratulations  on 
the  occasion  of  your  one  hundredth  anni- 
versary of  progress.  May  this  event  prove 
to  be  a  milestone  in  successive  centuries  of 
enlightened  and  progressive  achievement. 
Signed,  Harry  S.  Truman." 

A  huge  birthday  cake  with  100  brightly- 
burning  candles  was  presented  by  Leland 
W.  Cutler,  Chairman  of  the  World  Trade 
Center  Authority  and  past  president  of  the 
Chamber,  with  a  warm  message  of  con- 
gratulation. 

Many  of  the  Chamber's  19  living  past 
presidents  were  seated  at  special  tables 
and  thought  of  the  days  both  near  and 
"long  ago"  when  they  contributed  to  the 
growth  and  progress  of  the  organization 
which  now  had  reached  its  century  mile- 
stone. Oldest  of  these  past  presidents  was 
Frederick  J.  Koster.  81  years  of  age,  presi- 
dent of  the  California  Barrel  Company, 
who  served  as  Chamber  president  in  1916, 
1917  and  1918. 

The  Garden  Court  of  the  Palace,  scene 
of  the  banquet,  was  beautifully  decorated 
with  flowers  by  Podesta  and  Baldocchi. 
Walt  Nobriga  and  his  "Palace  Corner  Or- 
chestra" furnished  music  and  Uda  Waldrop 
with  his  "Neapolitan  Trio"  provided  further 
entertainment. 

Mr.  Symington,  who  flew  from  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  especially  to  .ittond  the  Cham- 
ber's   anniversary     diniirr.     spolir     on     tlic  ■ 
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necessity  for  military  preparedness  by  this 
country. 

Referring  to  the  Chamber's  "Second  Cen- 
tury of  Progress"  program  of  expanded 
activities  and  goals,  Symington  said: 

"I  am  much  impressed  by  the  underlying 
theme  of  this  celebration — looking  ahead  to 
what  the  next  century  is  likely  to  hold.  ,  .  ." 
Freedom  Threatened 

But,  he  said,  we  must  not  overlook  the 
fact  that  the  freedoms  for  which  our  fore- 
fathers came  to  this  country  are  being 
threatened  "on  many  front  by  the  rapidly 
rising  menace  of  a  new  totalitarian  aggres- 
sor." He  said  that  military  preparedness  is 
now  the  price  of  survival  and  that  economy 
considerations  must  take  second  place  to 
security  considerations. 

Preceding  Mr.  S.ymington.  Governor  War- 
ren congratulated  the  Chamber  on  its  cen- 
tur.\    of   growth   and  s('r\  ice.   "There  is   no 


greater  opportunity  in  the  world,"  he  said, 
"for  people  to  develop — and  no  better,  finer 
place — than  in  this  beautiful,  brave  city  of 
San  Francisco." 

Mayor  Robinson  paid  tribute  to  the 
Chamber  in  a  talk  that  dealt  with  the 
growth  of  San  Francisco  and  its  rebuilding 
since  the  1906  fire  and  earthquake  "just 
forty-four  years  ago  today." 

"Whenever  you  look  at  the  San  Fran- 
cisco story  of  the  past  hundred  years,  you 
will  find  that  San  Francisco's  Chamber  of 
Commerce  comprised  men  of  vision,  men 
of  courage  and  men  of  faith  in  this  city," 
he  said. 

"The  Chamber  of  Commerce  from  its 
modest  beginnings  has  suffered  and  has  tri- 
umphed with  the  City;  it  has  grown  «ith 
the  City,  and  today  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce enjoys  the  uell-earned  respect  and 
esteem  of  our  people."

In  a  unique  gathering  pointing  up 
San  Francisco's  notable  record  in 
business  fields,  the  oldest  advertising 
club  in  the  West  and  the  oldest  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  in  the  West — both 
San  Francisco's — met  jointly  Wednes- 
day noon,  April  19,  in  celebration  of 
the  Chamber's  100th  anniversary. 

W.  A.  Patterson,  president  of  the  air 
transport  company  that  has  flown  more 
miles  than  any  other  in  the  world — United 
Air  Lines,  Inc. — was  guest  of  honor  and 
principal  speaker. 

Close  to  five  hundred  members  of  the 
City's  advertising  fraternity  and  business 
groups  attended  the  luncheon  which  was 
held  in  the  Gold  Ball  Room  of  the  Palace 
Hotel. 

Chairman  of  the  meeting  was  Everett  M. 
Runyon,  vice  president  of  the  Advertising 
Club.  Mr.  Runyon,  substituting  for  Presi- 
dent Thor  M.  Smith  who  was  called  sud- 
denly for  active  military  duty,  presented 
Paul  A.  Bissinger,  Chamber  president,  with 
a  beautiful  birthday  cake,  together  with  a 
resolution  by  the  Club's  board  of  directors 
congratulating  the  Chamber  on  its  first  100 
years  of  service. 

Mr.  Patterson,  speaking  on  "The  Stand- 
ing of  Management  With  Its  Employees," 
warned  that  in  America  today  there  is  too 
little  common  understanding  between  com- 
pany heads  and  their  employees.  He  said 
that  management  must  learn  to  sell  itself 
and  its  philosophies  to  its  workers.

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Chamber  Founded  100 
Years  Ago   Last  Week 

One  hundred  years  ago  last  week,  a  group 
of  progressive  San  Francisco  businessmen 
who  had  come  to  this  City  to  build  their 
futures  decided  one  of  the  best  ways  to  do 
this  was  to  form  themselves  into  a  commer- 
cial organization  devoted  to  their  mutual 
welfare  and  to  the  general  business  inter- 
ests of  San  Francisco. 

This  feeling  was  the  start  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Even  before  April,  1850,  however,  the 
idea  of  a  Chamber  had  been  proposed.  The 
first  recorded  interest  in  its  formation  by 
citizens  and  merchants  of  San  Francisco 
"ame  in  the  form  of  a  notice  dated  August 
fi  1849.  published  in  the  ALTA  CALIFOR- 
NIA first  on  August  23,  1849  and  twice 
more  in  the  following  three  weeks.  The 
notice  declaring  an  interest  in  the  forma- 
tion of  a  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  signed 
by  19  business  people,  did  not  inspire  the 
necessary  action,  however;  it  was  not  until 
the  Spring  of  18.50  that  the  pressing  need 
for  a   Chamber  became  really  apparent. 

On  the  afternoon  of  April  10,  1850,  this 
need  blossomed  into  action;  a  meeting  of 
merchants  was  held  and  the  following  reso- 
lution tendered: 

"Resolved,  that  twelve  merchants. .  .shall 
be  chosen  .  .  .  and  declared  as  a  committee 
for  the  following  purposes: 

"To  draft  a  constitution  and  by-laws  for 
the    organization    of    a    Chamber   of   Com-

merce;  to  appoint  their  Chairman;  to  be 
requested  to  report  as  soon  as  practicable; 
to  submit  said  constitution  and  by-laws  to 
members  of  this  Exchange  for  ratification." 

The  resolution  was  adopted  and  the  fol- 
lowing men  were  chosen  as  the  committee: 
Talbot  H.  Green.  William  Hooper  (subse- 
quently chosen  as  first  president).  Captain 
Macondray.  G.  B.  Post.  B.  Davidson.  J.  W. 
Osborn.  Mr.  Morse.  Mr.  Ryder,  J.  J.  Chau- 
viteau.  Mr.  Starkey,  J.  C.  Ward,  and  Gilmor 
Meredith. 

Subsequently,  five  meetings  were  held 
between  April  10  and  May  9  for  the  pur- 
pose of  organizing  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  On  May  9 — just 
one  day  less  than  a  month  after  the  initial 
meeting — the  final  organizational  meeting 
was  held  and  officers  were  elected. 

Thus,  the  organization  of  the  San  Fran- 
c.'soo  Chamber  of  CtHnmerce  was  instituted 
prior  to  statehood  and  state  corporation 
laws.  For  one  hundred  years  it  has  fulfilled 
an  urgent,  continuing  and  orderly  purpose. 
This  purpose  has  grown  in  stature  and  re- 
sponsibility «ith  the  development  of  the 
business  and  conimunities  in  the  West, 
which  it  has  served  through  these  many 
years  with  a  long  and  creditable  record.  The 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  has 
had  to  face  great  problems  with  common 
sense  and  intelligence  and  be  instantly  re- 
sponsive to  critical  situations  as  they  arose.

The  first  meeting  to  organize  a  San  Fran- 
cisco Ciiamber  ot  Commerce,  senior  com- 
mercial body  ot  ttie  Pacific  Coast,  was  held 
in  the  "Merchants  Reading  Room"  at  Mont- 
gomery and  Washington  Streets  on  April 
10, 1850. 

City  Directories  from  1852  to  1855  report 
Chamber  meetings  held  in  a  room  of  the 
Merchants  E.\change,  then  at  121-123  Sac- 
ramento Street. 

The  Chamber  was  located  at  135  Clay 
Street  from  1856  to  1862;  between  1863  and 
1866.  its  quarters  were  at  .521  Clay  Street. 

The  next  location,  at  the  corner  of  Cali- 
fornia and  Leidesdorff  Streets,  was  to  be 
the  Chamber's  headquarters  for  71  years 
from  1867  to  1937,  inclusive. 

In  1938,  the  offices  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  were  established  at  its  present 
location  at  333  Pine  Street,  excepting  the 
Chamber's  Grain  Department  which  is  still 
located  in  the  Merchants'  Exchange  Build- 
ing. 
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Second  Century  of  Progress'  Program 


Completion  of  one  hundred  years  of  com- 
munity service  is  the  springboard  on  whicli 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
is  launching  a  broad  new  program  of  ex- 
panded objectives  and  activities  under  its 
"Second    Century    of    Progress"    Program. 

Carefully  planned  to  expand  the  Cham- 
ber's capacity  to  help  San  Francisco  and 
the  Bay  Area  "meet  the  challenge  of  the 
future  "and  go  forward  to  greater  achieve- 
ment," the  new  program  began  even  before 
the  Chamber's  100th  Anniversary  Week, 
with  two  luncheon  conferences  of  retail 
merchants. 

R.  S.  McConnell,  chairman  of  the  retail 
group,  section  A,  presided  at  a  luncheon 
session  of  retailers  Wednesday  noon.  April 
12.  Paul  Elder.  Jr..  chairman  of  the  retail 
group,  section  B.  presided  at  the  retailers' 
luncheon  Friday  noon,  April  14.  Both  meet- 
ings were  at  the  Sir  Francis  Drake  Hotel. 

The  Chamber's  objectives  and  activitie-, 
were  outlined,  and  the  retailers  submitted 
suggestions  to  be  studied  by  Chamber  offi- 
cials as  to  new  activities  which  might  be 
undertaken. 


Tlnese  have  been  the  first  in  a  series  of

Holland  Completes 
Eastern  Factory  Tour 

The  "key"  to  development  of  a  cotton 
textile  mill  industry  in  northern  California 
is  the  engaging  of  an  experienced  eastern 
cotton  textile  engineering  firm  to  formu- 
late the  project,  aided  by  financial  and 
other  stimuli  from  this  region,  Lewis  M. 
Holland,  Industrial  Department  manager  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
said  this  week. 

Holland  returned  Monday  from  a  three- 
week  industrial-procurement  tour  of  east- 
ern cities  and  reported  that  ways  and 
means  to  develop  a  California  cotton  textile 
industry  were  major  considerations  in  his 
contacts. 

"There  are  many  advantages,  not  only  to 
us  but  to  the  firms  themselves,  of  locating 
cotton  textile  mill  projects  in  northern 
California,"  Holland  said.  "Our  job  is  to 
make  these  advantages  known  to  eastern 
firms:  then  engage  a  competent  eastern 
engineering  firm  to  formulate  the  project, 
and  offer  it  financial  aid." 

New  York,  Chicago  and  Detroit  received 
Holland's  greatest  attention  during  his 
eastern  tour  devoted  to  "selling  San  Fran- 
cisco" as  a  factory  location.  In  more  than 
a  score  of  personal  contacts  with  eastern 
manufacturers  of  many  types,  he  cited  rea- 
sons why  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Re- 
gion are  suitable  for  the  entire  range  of 
industrial  production. 

Holland  said  he  had  secured  "several" 
specific  commitments  by  manufacturers 
that  they  would  soon  establish  branch 
plants  in  the  Bay  Area. 

He  reported  that  many  executives  prom- 
ised they  would  soon  visit  the  Bay  Area  to 
see  its  advantages  for  themselves. 

Holland  said  there  is  "recognition  and 
great  interest"  in  the  east  regarding  the 
growing  migration  of  industry  to  the  west. 
Two  factors  which  will  eventually  swing 
more  eastern  industry  here,  he  said,  are 
ever -rising  cross-country  transportation 
rates  and  the  steady  increase  of  this  re- 
gion's market.

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General  Business  Activity 


Report  by  the  Research  Department 


TREND— 

March  general  business  activity  in  San 
Francisco  turned  up  sharply  from  Febru- 
ary, attaining  a  new  March  high.  The  first 
quarter  average  was  above  that  of  last 
year.  Our  March  Index  at  261.4  surpassed 
the  previous  month  by  12.8%  and  a  year 
ago  by  0.67ci.  The  first  quarter  average  at 
242.7  was  up  0.6%  compared  to  last  year. 

A  decided  increase  over  last  year  for 
both  March  and  the  first  quarter  developed 
in  several  construction  groups,  retail  trade, 
real  estate  sales,  some  areas  of  employ- 
ment, financial  transactions.  Stock  Ex- 
change activity.  Airport  traffic,  Bridge 
vehicular  traffic,  fruit  and  vegetable  re- 
cepits  and  water  consumption. 

CONSTRUCTION    AND    REAL   ESTATE— 

During  March  1,013  permits  valued  at 
$5,799,521  were  issued  in  San  Francisco. 
New  residential  permits  accounted  for  308 
valued  at  $3,184,162  and  provided  for  401 
dwelling  units  of  which  280  wore  single- 
family,  38  two-family,  and  83  multi-family 
units.  The  new  non-residential  permits 
numbered  23  valued  at  $1,034,830;  addi- 
tions, alterations  and  repairs  accounted  for 
682  permits  amounting  to  $1,580,529.  The 
total  number  was  in  close  proximity  to  the 
highest  month  on  record  but  the  total 
amount  was  considerably  below  last  March 
which  included  permits  for  the  extensive 
Stonestown  residential  development.  The 
number  of  single-family  units  authorized 
in  March,  however,  wei'e  nearly  three  times 
that  of  last  March  and  the  non-residential 
construction,  and  additions,  alterations  and 
repairs  almost  doubled  the  amount  of  a 
year  ago. 

The  first  quarter  permits  amounted  to 
2,285  valued  at  $16,297,771,  and  residential 
permits  accounted  for  almost  two-thirds 
and  provided  for  840  dwelling  units.  The 
balance  was  divided  about  equally  between 
new  non-residential  permits  and  additions, 
alterations  and  repairs. 

Latest  reports  from  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor 
reveal  that  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland 
metropolitan  area  during  February  1,910 
dwelling  units  were  started  at  an  average 
cost  of  $8,800  compared  to  1,450  a  year 
earlier  averaging  $9,400:  single-family  units 
accounted  for  1,560  at  average  reported 
cost  of  $9,100  compared  to  last  February 
starts  of  880  at  average  cost  of  $10,200. 
Similar  reports  for  Los  Angeles  metropoli- 
tan area  reveal  in  February  there  were 
4,990  single-family  unit  starts  at  average 
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cost  of  $6,900  compared  to  3,440  with  aver- 
age cost  of  $7,700  a  year  ago. 

Real  estate  deeds  recorded  during  March 
numbered  2,207,  up  22.2%  over  last  March. 
Mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust  numbering 
1,695  and  amounting  to  $13,360,474  were 
up  17.27o  in  number  but  off  5.3%  in  amount. 

During  the  first  quarter  5,604  deeds  were 
recorded,  an  increase  of  15.3%,  and  4,366 
mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust  amounting  to 
$33,961,097,  an  increase  of  8.8%  in  number 
and  1.6%  in  amount. 

A  study  of  some  185  real  estate  transac- 
tions during  March  valued  at  $2,071,651 
reported  by  the  Multiple  Listing  Service 
reveal  144  transactions  were  homes,  37 
income  property,  and  4  vacant  lots.  Half 
of  the  sales  during  the  month  were  in  the 
$9,000-$13,000  group  and  21%  in  the 
$13,000-$21,000  group.  The  Outer  Mission 
District  led  with  greatest  activity,  followed 
by  Sunset,  Ocean  Avenue  and  Inner  Mis- 
sion Districts. 
EMPLOYMENT— 

Total  employment  in  San  Francisco  dur- 
ing March,  according  to  the  C.S.E.S.,  rose 
0.4%  from  February.  Contributing  to  this 
increase  were  gains  in  the  construction, 
apparel,  food  and  beverage  industries. 

Persons  filing  claims  for  unemployment 
benefits  in  April  averaged  26,600  compared 
to  28,800  in  February.  The  number  of  ini- 
tial claims  were  the  least  for  the  last  four 
months.  Placements  during  March  in  San 
Francisco  were  reported  at  1,704,  of  which 
656  were  in  the  clerical  and  sales  field;  360 
in  service;  203  in  the  semi-skilled;  142  in 
skilled;  46  in  the  professional;  and  297  in 
the  unskilled  group.  Preponderance  of  the 
placements — 1,100 — were  in  the  non-manu- 
facting  field  while  all  manufacturing  ac- 
counted for  431;  contract  construction  for 
81;  and  Government,  n.e.c.  for  92. 

Total  compensable  days  paid  to  hospital 
claimants  in  March  numbered  7,665  com- 
pared to  4,785  in  February  and  2,087  in 
January,  the  month  the  new  Disability  In- 
surance became  effective. 

In  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  total 
estimated  emplo^inent  amounted  to  878,000 
in  March  compared  to  874.000  in  February. 
All  large  industry  groups  experienced  some 
gains  except  transportation,  communica- 
tions, and  utilities.  Reports  to  the  C.S.E.S. 
from  628  representative  establishments  em- 
ploying 249,300  workers  throughout  the 
Bay  Area  indicate  that  a  gain  of  3,000 
workers  is  expected  by  May,  and  10,000 
by  July,  in  relation  to  the  March  employ- 
ment. 

ONE  HUNDRED  YEARS  OF  ACHIEVEMENT 
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FINANCE— 

Financial  transactions  in  San  Francisco 
in  March,  as  measured  by  bank  debits, 
established  a  new  all-time  monthly  high 
of  $2,661,615,000  and  carried  the  cumula- 
tive for  the  first  quarter  to  $7,150,258,000 
or  2.6%  above  a  year  ago.  Shares  traded 
on  the  San  Francisco  Stock  Exchange  dur- 
ing March  amounted  to  1.863,901  with  mar- 
ket value  of  $21,955,695  and  were  up  74.5% 
in  number  and  85%  in  market  value  and 
with  the  first  quarter  cumulative  up  3.5.5% 
in  number  and  61.7%  in  amount.  March 
postal  receipts  of  $2,021,231  were  10.4% 
under  March  a  year  ago  and  the  first  quar- 
ter cumulative  of  $5,173,642  was  off  8.9%. 
During  March  there  were  14  commercial 
failures  with  liabilities  of  $247,687  and 
assets  of  $142,760,  bringing  the  first  quar- 
ter cumulative  to  39  failures  with  liabilities 
of  $908,226  and  assets  of  $498,777— com- 
pared to  20  failures  with  liabilities  of 
.$983,993  and  assets  of  $604,651  a  year  ago. 
INDUSTRY— 

Production  workers  in  the  manufacturing 
industries  in  the  Bay  Area  in  March,  re- 
ported by  the  State  Division  of  Labor 
Statistics  and  Research,  numbered  97,500 
or  6%  below  last  March.  The  durable  group 
accounted  for  45,800  and  the  non-durable 
for  51,700.  March  payrolls  were  down  3.4% 
from  a  year  ago.  Average  weekly  earnings 
amounted  to  $65.05  and  average  hours 
worked  per  week  to  38.7  compared  to 
$63.03  and  38.2  last  March.  Payrolls  in  the 
non-manufacturing  industries  in  the  Bay 
Area  in  relation  to  a  year  ago  show  laun- 
dry, cleaning  and  dyeing  group  off  8.9% ;

TRADE— 

San  Francisco  retail  department  store 
sales  in  March  were  up  5%  compared  to 
last  March  and  1%  for  the  tirst  quarter. 
In  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Area  they 
were  up  4%  in  March  with  no  gain  for  the 
cumulative  period.  In  the  Los  Angeles  Area 
sales  were  off  1%  and  2%  respectively;  in 
California  .sales  were  up  1%  in  March  and 
off  1<;^  for  the  first  quarter.  Bright  spots 
in  California's  retail  trade  during  March 
were  Stockton  with  sales  up  11%:  Sacra- 
mento 7%  ;  Fresno  STc ;  and  San  Diego  up 
6%.  The  T\velfth  Federal  Reserve  District 
sales  in  March  were  up  ITt  but  off  1%  for 
the  cumulative  period.  The  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  reported  that  during 
the  first  quarter  of  19.50  $1.50.000.000  had 
heen  paid  in  Veterans  Insurance  refunds  in 
California  with  an  additional  $50,000,000 
to  come.  Undoubtedly  the  retail  market  has 
benefited  by  this  new  stream  of  consumer 
income. 

Independent  retail  store  sales  during  the 
first  two  months,  according  to  the  latest 
Census  reports  available,  show  San  Fran- 
cisco total  sales  up  3%  with  the  food  group 
sales  up  2%  ;  lumber  -  building  -  hardware 
4%:  automotive  29%:  furniture  group  5%; 
household  group  2%;  and  liquor  1%.  On 
the  other  side  of  the  ledger,  eating  and 
drinking  places  were  off  4%:  apparel  13%: 
drug  stores  10% ;  and  jewelry  group  off 
2%. 

Taxable  retail  sales  in  San  Francisco  for 
the  calendar  year  1949  amounted  to 
$1,274,3.56,000,  according  to  the  State  Board 
of  Equalization,  which  also  showed  that 
total  tax  levies  on  these  sales  amounted  to 
$35,050,287  or  11.737c  of  the  State  total. 

Wholesale  trade  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
during  February  (latest  available)  began 
to  show  strength  in  some  lines  compared 
to  a  year  ago  but  over-all  sales  were  down 
17;.,  the  same  as  sales  in  the  nation.  Auto- 
motive supplies  sales  were  up  5%. :  electri- 
cal group  77c ;  furniture  and  house  furnish- 
ings 157c  :  dry  goods  97c  :  groceries  7%  ; 
and  paper  products  6%.  A  few  lines  also 
reported  inventory  gains  in  February  com- 
pared to  a  year  ago  including  lumber  and 
building  materials:  drugs  and  sundries: 
specialt>'  lines:  meat  products:  and  wines 
and  spirits. 

TRANSPORTATION— 

San  Francisco  Airport  traffic  in  March — 
planes  in  and  out — reached  6,409  or  an  in- 
crease of  12.5% ;  passengers  on  and  off 
amounted  to  81.357  or  10.8%  increase,  and 
brought  the  first  quarter  to  220,139  or 
8.7%  above  last  >ear.  March  air  express 
amounted  to  540,568  lbs.,  up  13%  with  the 
first  quarter  up  1.6%.  Air  freight  amounted 
to  2,257,489  lbs.  in  March— 11.17c  under  a 
year  ago  but  the  3  months  cumulative  was

up  1.1%.  March  ship  arrivals  of  306  were 
3.2%  lower  but  the  3  months  cumulative 
of  900  was  up  1.77o  compared  to  last 
March.  Freight  car  movements  in  San 
Francisco  in  March  amounted  to  15,233  or 
13.87c  under  a  year  ago  and  the  cumulative 
of  39,949  was  off  16%.  Vehicular  crossings 
over  the  Bay  Bridge  in  March  amounting 
to  2,336,539  were  37c  above  last  March  and 
the  first  quarter  crossings  were  up  3.4%. 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  vehicle  crossings  in 
March  amounting  to  701,604  were  9.7% 
above  last  March  and  the  first  quarter 
crossings  up  7.9%. 

Passengers  entering  Northern  California 
gateways  via  highwa\s  in  March  amounted 
to  161,256  compared  to  125,578  in  February. 
Of  the  March  total  74,632  were  passengers 
in  "Out-of-State"  cars  and  24.261  in  stages 
and  62,363  in  California  cars  returning 
home.  There  were  nearly  one-quarter  more 
passengers  in  out-of-state  cars  than  during 
the  previous  month. 

UTILITIES— 

Electrical  energy  sales  in  San  Francisco 
during  March  were  6.3%  below  a  year  ago. 
and  first  quarter  sales  were  down  2.67c. 
Commercial  and  industrial  gas  sales  were 
off  2.57c  for  March  but  practically  identical 
for  the  first  quarter.  Industrial  and  com- 
mercial water  consumption  was  off  0.4% 
in  March  and  1.5%  for  the  first  quarter 
while  residential  consumption  gained  4.2% 
in   March   and  4.4%,    for  the   first  quarter.

Chamber  Sends  Delegates 
To  New  Orleans  Congress 

A  delegation  of  San  Francisco  ci\ic  and 
business  leaders  headed  by  Mayor  Elmer  E. 
Robinson  and  Chamber  President  Paul  A. 
Bissinger  represented  this  City  at  the  third 
Inter-American  Congress  of  Municipalities 
held  in  New  Orleans,  May  2  to  5. 

The  Congress,  an  annual  affair  since 
1947,  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  studying 
municipal  problems  common  to  cities  of 
the  Americas,  to  increase  mutual  under- 
standing of  each  country's  problems  and 
to  strengthen  civic,  cultural  and  commer- 
cial ties  between  the  United  States  and 
Latin  America. 

San  Francisco's  delegation,  which  in- 
cluded several  Chamber  leaders,  attended 
the  Congress  to  strengthen  this  City's  tra- 
ditionally close  ties  with  Latin  America  and 
to  study  possible  application  to  San  Fran- 
cisco's port  of  successful  promotion  meth- 
ods used  by  the  port  of  New  Orleans. 

The  group  met  with  directors  of  the  New 
Orleans  Traffic  and  Transportation  Bureau 
and  made  complete  tours  of  docks.

Japanese  Trade  Agency  Established  Here 


Culminating  more  than  two  years'  effort 
by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce to  secure  trade  representation  here 
by  Japanese  officials,  a  four-person  group 
arrived  here  Thursday,  May  4  to  set  up  a 
Japanese  Overseas  Agency. 

According  to  Alvin  C.  Eichholz,  manager 
of  the  Chamber's  World  Trade  Department, 
this  is  Japan's  first  governmental  repre- 
sentation in  the  United  States  since  Pearl 
Harbor. 

Its  purposes  will  be  to  promote  trade  be- 
tween Japan  and  the  United  .States  and  to 
handle  citizenship  and  property  problems 
relating  to  Japanese  nationals  residing  in 
this  country.

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Chamber  Approves  1950-51   Fire  Department  Budget 


Another  step  in  the  drive  to  reduce  fire 
insurance  rates  for  San  Francisco  prop- 
erty-owners has  been  taken  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

John  B.  Quigley,  chairman  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Fire  Safety  Committee,  announced 
Chamber  endorsement  of  specific  items  to- 
taling $658,000  in  the  1950-51  Fire  Depart- 
ment budget. 

If  appropriated,  these  funds  would  be 
used  to  eliminate  a  substantial  number  of 
deficiency  points  shown  in  a  survey  made 
by  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwrit- 
ers in  October,  1948.  This  would  ultimately 
change  San  Francisco's  rating  with  a  great 


saving  in  fire  insurance  premiums,  Quigley 
stated. 

Additionally,  the  Chamber  has  requested 
Fire  Chief  Edward  P.  Walsh  and  the  Fire 
Commission  to  have  the  National  Board 
of  Fire  Underwriters  immediately  make  a 
firehouse  location  survey  to  establish  a 
master  plan  by  which  the  Fire  Department 
may  be  able  to  eliminate  unsatisfactory 
houses  and  spread  present  companies  to 
protect  present  areas  while  providing  for 
new  districts. 

"If  the  survey  shows  that  existing  com- 
panies can  provide  all  or  part  of  the  maxi- 
mum forseeable  recommendations,  this 
would  also  be  a  beneficial  personnel  factor," 
Quigley  said.

expansion 


March,  1950 

Total  industrial  development  for  North- 
ern California  in  March,  1950,  showed  an 
increase  of  16.5%  over  February  of  this 
year,  according  to  surveys  of  the  Industrial 
Department  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

San  Francisco  accounted  for  3  new  plants 
and  13  expansions  totaling  $941,600  in  capi- 
tal investment.  This  represented  a  substan- 
tial increase  o\er  comparable  periods  in 
1948  and  1949  when  capital  invested  in  in- 
dustrial development  was  limited  to 
$453,500  and  $226,000  respectivel>'. 

In  the  12-county  Bay  Region,  12  new 
enterprises  were  undertaken  representing 
new  capital  totaling  $382,400,  and  38  estab- 
lished manufacturing  firms  expanded  their 
facilities  in  the  amount  of  $2,553,600. 

The  survey  indicated  that  industrial  de- 
velopment in  Northern  California,  with  53 
new  plants  and  expansions  totaling  $3,986,- 
000,  was  well  ahead  of  February's  figure 
but  lagging  behind  the  6-million  dollar  in- 
vestment in  new  capital  shown  for  January 
of  this  year.  This  apparent  decline  will 
probably  be  largely  offset  by  contemplated 
expansions  which  are  still  in  the  formative 
stages  and  for  which  no  investment  figure 
can  ^■et  be  obtained.

The  Panco  Manufacturing  Co.  will 
shortly  begin  operations  of  its  new  plant 
in  Santa  Clara  where  new  cosmetics  and 
polishes  will  be  manufactured  for  national 
distribution. 

The  Premium  Frozen  Food  Co.  of  San 
Francisco  has  leased  premises  on  South 
Van  Ness  and  installed  new  equipment  for 
the  processing  of  frozen  meat.  "The  Com- 
pany plans  to  extend  its  sales  area  to  in- 
clude all  of  California. 

The  Sego  Milk  Products  Co.,  western 
operating  Division  of  Pet  Milk  Co.,  has  pur- 
chased a  plant  from  Golden  State  Ltd.  at 
Orland  in  Glenn  County  and  converted  for 
the  production  of  evaporated  milk.  Pur- 
chase of  the  plant  was  made  last  year.  The 
conversion  has  been  completed  and  the 
plant  is  now  in  operation.

S.   F.   Port  Equalizes 
Wharfage  Cost  to  Shippers 

San  Francisco's  determination  to  expand 
business  througli  its  harbor  is  reflected  in 
an  announcement  made  this  week  by  the 
Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners  for 
San  Francisco  Harbor.  Action  by  the  Board 
to  equalize  wharfage  rates  marks  another 
step  in  a  comprehensive  program  to  build 
port  tonnage,  according  to  Chamber  work- 
ers concerned  with  harbor  progress. 

Specifically,  the  Board  of  State  Harbor 
Commissioners  for  San  Francisco  Harbor 
has  published,  effective  May  8,  equalizing 
clauses  in  its  tariff  to  make  the  wharfage 
cost  to  the  shipper  located  at  Utah  com- 
mon points,  or  east  thereof,  no  greater  than 
that  at  any  other  port  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Robert  H.  Wylie,  Port  Manager,  empha- 
sizes that  the  wharfage  rate  has  not  been 
reduced,  but  that  the  cost  for  wharfage  has 
been  equalized. 

Paul  A.  Bissinger,  Chamber  President, 
hailed  the  Board's  action  as  a  constructive 
step  which  will  redound  to  the  benefit  of 
the  Port.  One  of  the  factors  contributing  to 
the  Board's  decision  was  a  forthright  letter 
from  a  large  Detroit  shipper  setting  forth 
his  reasons  for  discontinuing  shipping  via 
San  Francisco,  which  Mr.  Bissinger  made 
available  to  the  Board.

El  Salvador  Invites  Bids 
For  Huge  Power  Plant 

Bids  for  construction  of  a  multi-million- 
dollar  hydroelectric  power  project  in  El 
Salvador  have  been  invited  from  San  Fran- 
cisco firms  through  the  'World  Trade  De- 
partment of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

In  a  letter  requesting  the  Chamber  to 
bring  the  pro,ject  to  the  attention  of  inter- 
ested firms,  Salvador  Cre.spo,  El  Salvador's 
consul  general  in  San  Francisco,  announced 
his  government  would  soon  undertake  con- 
struction of  a  30,000-kilowatt  hydroelectric 
power  plant  at  Chorrera  del  Gujabo. 

Six  contracts  will  be  awarded,  to  include: 
(1)  construction  of  a  dam  and  underground 
powerhouse,  (2)  turbines,  (3)  generators, 
(4)  mechanical  equipment,  (5)  electrical 
equipment   and   (6 1   transmission  lines. 

Contracts  will  be  awarded  through  world- 
wide bidding,  but  restricted  to  the  "most 
experienced  and  responsible  firms,"  accord- 
ing to  the  announcement. 

Questionnaires,  specifications  and  other 
data  will  be  available  soon  at  the  Consulate 
General  of  El  Salvador,   235  Montgomery.

Bradley  Charts  Peace  Route 
In  Armed  Forces  Day  Talk 

Paramount  in  the  world's  drive  for  peace 
should  be  the  permanent  extension  of  free- 
dom and  not  just  the  temporary  contain- 
ment of  Communism,  General  Omar  N. 
Bradley  declared  in  an  Armed  Forces  Day 
luncheon  address  at  the  San  Francisco 
Commercial  Club,  Friday,  May  19. 

The  luncheon,  sponsored  jointly  by  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
the  Commercial  Club,  was  one  of  the  high- 
lights of  activities  pointing  towards  San 
Francisco's  participation  this  week  in  Na- 
tional World  Trade  Week. 

Before  a  capacity  crowd,  the  chairman. 
Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff  of  the  United  States 
Armed  Forces,  made  clear  his  position  on 
the  world's  approach  to  permanent  peace.

Chamber   Approves 
Port  Charge  Absorption 

The  recent  announcement  of  a  simplified 
freight  rate  structure  on  transcontinental 
export  and  import  traffic  has  been  hailed 
by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce as  the  most  constructive  step  taken 
in  years  to  return  business  to  San  Fran- 
cisco and  other  Pacific  Coast  ports. 

Tran.scontinental  railroad  lines  and  trans-

ICC   Reorganization 

Plan  Opposed 

Senate  Resolution  253  disapproving  the 
President's  Reorganization  Plan  Number 
Seven  for  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission, endorsed  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  was  adopted  May 
18,  by  a  vote  of  66  to  13. 

The  f 'lianiber  had  sent  teleRrams  to  Sen- 
ators Knowland  and  Downey  approving  the 
Resolution  and  reiterating  its  long-standing 
policy  that  the  Commission  must  remain 
absolutely  independent  and  free  from  any 
degree  of  executive  control. 

Walter  A.  Rohde,  Manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Transportation  Department,  pointed 
out  that  the  plan  would  have  centered  the 
administrative  and  executive  functions  of 
the  Commission  in  the  office  of  the  Chair- 
man, appointed  by  the  President. 

"The  Commission  is  an  agency  of  Con- 
gress," he  said,  "but  under  the  Reorgan- 
ization Plan,  the  Chairman  would  have 
considerable  control  and  influence  on  the 
functions  of  the  Commission  in  general. 

"As  a  direct  appointee  of  the  President, 
this  would  result  in  some  executive  influ- 
ence on  the  Commission's  functions."

State  Seeks  Aid  In 

Rehabilitating  Parolees 

The  Department  of  Corrections  has  in 
its  several  institutions  and  camps  more 
than  150  men  overdue  for  release  on  pa- 
role, according  to  Fred  Finsley,  Chief  State 
Parole  Officer. 

No  man  may  be  paroled  until  a  bona-fide 
job  offer  has  been  approved,  he  stated,  and 
in  lecent  months  it  has  become  increasingly 
difficult  for  inmates  to  obtain  their  own  jobs 
or  for  the  parole  staff  to  find  sufficient  job 
opportunities  to  supplement  their  efforts. 
This  situation,  he  reported,  further  in- 
creases the  extremely  overcrowded  condi- 
tions of  institutions,  with  attendant  tax 
burdens  which  do  not  take  into  account 
the  many  dependents  who  receive  public 
assistance. 

The  Adult  Authority  Bureau  of  Paroles, 
according  to  Finsley,  is  constantly  working 
to  place  parolees  in  job  opportunities.  Pros- 
pective employers  are  given  all  pertinent 
information  including  the  circumstances  of 
the  offense,  training,  skills,  work  habits 
and  attitude  of  the  inmate. 

No  employer  is  obligated  to  retain  the 
services  of  the  parolee  if  his  work  is  un- 
satisfactory or  his  services  are  no  longer 
required. 

The  paramount  issue,  Finsley  declared,  is 
to  offer  an  opportunity  to  take  the  parolee 
through  the  first  few  crucial  weeks  or 
months  of  adapting  himself  to  a  new  en- 
vironment. 

Men  whose  cases  Finsley  cited  included 
office  workers,  journeymen  construction 
workers,  warehousemen,  kitchen  and  utility 
workers  as  well  as  those  trained  in  other 
trades  and  skills.  Many  have  union  affilia- 
tions, he  said. 

Finsley  urges  San  Francisco  business- 
men, who  are  interested  in  this  "very  real 
social  problem,"  to  help  by  providing  one 
or  more  job  opportunities  or  by  informing 
other  potential  employers  of  this  situation. 
Contacts  with  the  Adult  Authority  may 
be  made,  he  said,  through  his  office — Room 
407,  State  Office  Building  No.  1  in  Sacra- 
mento— or  with  George  W.  Kaveney,  State 
Parole  Officer,  San  Francisco  District  office 
of  the  Bureau  of  Paroles,  in  Room  33  of  the 
Ferry  Building. 


Chamber  Approves 
Building  Plan  For 
Dept.  of  Employment 


Approval  of  construction  of  a  proposed 
new  building  to  house  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Employment  here  has  been  an- 
nounced by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

In  a  letter  sent  last  week  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Employment,  signed  by  Chamber 
General  Manager  G.  L.  Fox,  sites  for  the 
building  were  suggested  on  the  fringe  of 
the  Civic  Center  or  in  the  area  bound  by 
California  Street  north  to  Jackson  and 
from  Kearn.v  oast  to  Market  Street.

Resolution  on  Voluntary  Fair  Employment  Practices 

(No.  9510  of  Series  1939) 

WHEREAS,  The  goal  of  those  who  support  the  enact- 
ment of  a  local  FEPC  ordinance  is  to  prevent  discrimina- 
tion in  employment  and  to  increase  employment  oppor- 
tunities for  members  of  racial  and  religious  minorities; 
and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Board  of  Super- 
visors that  because  of  San  Francisco's  traditional  toler-

RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  of  Supervisors  does 
hereby  urge  execution  of  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  San  Francisco  Employers  Council,  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  Retail  Dry  Goods  Association,  Retail 
Merchants  Association,  Hotel  Employers  Association, 
Hotel  Association,  Downtown  Association,  Building  and 
Managers  Association  and  other  trade  associations 
strongly  recommend  that  all  San  Francisco  employers 
delete  references  to  race,  creed,  color,  national  origin  or 
ancestry  from  all  employment  applications,  personnel 
records,  employment  interviews,  job  orders  and  help 
wanted  advertisements  and  report  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors within  90  days  as  to  steps  taken  in  this  connection. 

2.  That  the  aforementioned  organizations  urge  that 
employers  make  a  sincere  effort  to  hire  qualified  mem- 
bers of  minority  groups,  as  vacancies  occur,  without 
regard  to  race,  creed,  color  or  national  origin  and  that  a 
report  be  rendered  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  within 
180  days  as  to  the  progress  of  this  program. 

3.  That  the  employer  groups  and  trade  associations 
engage  in  a  constructive  educational  campaign  among 
employees  and  the  general  public  to  increase  under- 
standing and  general  acceptance  of  the  principle  of  equal 
employment  opportunity.  Schools,  churches,  unions,  social 
agencies  and  clubs  are  requested  to  join  with  press  and 
radio  in  contributing  to  a  more  favorable  community 
atmosphere. 

4.  Employment  agencies  are  urged  to  refrain  from 
making  inquiries  or  references  to  race,  color,  creed,  na- 
tional origin  or  ancestry  in  employment  applications, 
interviews  or  job  referrals.  They  are  further  urged  to 
notify  their  clients  that  referrals  will  be  made  only  on 
the  basis  of  individual  qualification,  without  regard  to 
race,  creed,  color  or  national  origin.  Each  agency  is  asked 
to  notify  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  to  its  action  in  this 
matter. 

5.  In  view  of  the  strong  statements  made  to  the  com- 
mittee by  local  AFL  and  CIO  leaders  on  behalf  of  their 


memberships  in  support  of  equal  employment  opportu- 
nity, labor  unions  of  San  Francisco  are  requested  to 
review  their  membership  admission  policies  and  job  re- 
ferral procedures  with  a  view  to  eliminating  any  prac- 
tices which  may  be  suggestive  of  discrimination  as  to 
race,  creed,  color  or  national  origin.  Each  individual 
union  is  requested  to  pass  a  resolution  declaring  its 
intention  to  comply. 

6.  Because  of  alleged  acts  of  employment  discrimina- 
tion by  officials  and  in  departments  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  the  Mayor's  Committee  on 
Human  Relations  is  requested  to  commence  at  once  an 
investigation  of  these  charges  and  present  a  report  and 
recommendation  on  these  allegations  to  the  Mayor  and 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Employers  Coun- 
cil urge  its  members  to  cooperate  with  and  carry  out  the 
voluntary  Fair  Employment  Practices  program  recom- 
mended by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  and  that  it  request  its  members 
to  undertake  the  following  specific  measures  as  soon  as 
possible; 

1.  Delete  any  references  to  race,  creed,  color  or  na- 
tional origin  from  all  employment  applications,  person- 
nel records,  employment  interviews,  job  orders  and  help- 
wanted  advertisements. 

2.  Advise  the  San  Francisco  Employers  Council  that 
the  above  action  has  been  taken,  or  that  forms  currently 
used  do  not  contain  any  such  references,  in  order  that  a 
comprehensive  report  may  be  made  by  the  Council  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

3.  Make  a  sincere  effort  to  hire  employees  as  vacan- 
cies occur  on  the  basis  of  qualification  and  fitness  for  the 
job,  without  discrimination  on  account  of  race,  creed, 
color  or  national  origin.

Test    borings    for    the    first    unit    of    the 
World  Trade  Center  were  started  at  11:001 
a.m..  last  Thursday,  May  18,  at  the  Ferry  : 
Building. 

Leiand  W.  Cutler,  chairman  of  the  San  ( 
Francisco  World  Trade  Center  Authority, 
officiated  at  the  informal  ceremonies  which 
marltcd  the  physical  beginning  of  an  idea 
proposed  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century 
ago. 

The  Chamber  of  ('i)mmcree  has  played  a. 
leading  role  in  realization  of  the  World  < 
Trade  Center,  dating  hack  to  1921  when 
Captain  Robert  Dollar  and  Wallace  M. 
Alexander,  then  president  of  the  Chamber, 
were  originators  of  the  idea   for  a  Center. 

The  Chamber  selected  the  first  trustees 
for  World  Trade  Center.  Inc.,  a  non-profit 
organization  which  is  now  headed  by  O.  C.

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General  Business  Activity 


TREND— 

General  business  conditions  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, after  establishing  a  new  March  high. 
followed  the  usual  seasonal  trend  and 
turned  downward  during  April  but  settled 
to  a  level  below  last  year.  Our  April  Inde.x 
at  234.0  was  10.57c  below  March  and  4.6% 
below  April  last  year.  The  4  months  cumu- 
lative activity  in  a  few  fields  was  above 
last  year,  but  in  general  finished  up  the 
period  practically  at  the  same  level  as  a 
year  ago. 
CONSTRUCTION  AND   REAL  ESTATE— 

April  building  permits  totaled  854  valued 
at  $5,412,549.  New  residential  permits  ac- 
counted for  177  valued  at  $2,626,618  and 
provided  for  291  dwelling  units,  including 
141  single-family  units,  22  two-family,  and 
106  units  in  multi-family  structures.  There 
were  15  new  non-residential  permits  valued 
at  $1,609,489.  Additions,  alterations  and  re- 
pairs accounted  for  662  permits  valued  at 
$1,176,442;  almost  two-thirds  of  this  was 
non-residential  and  one-third  residential. 

During  the  first  four  months  starts  of 
the  single-family  dwelling  units  more  than 
doubled  last  year,  but  due  to  the  influence 
of  a  large  private  housing  project  with 
permits  for  $24,228,444  providing  for  1,683 
dwelling  units  in  March  last  year,  the  four 
months  cumulative  for  all  residential  this 
year  was  56%  under  the  same  period  last 
year. 

A  survey  of  some  4.000  housing  starts  in 
the  San  Francisco  Metropolitan  Bay  Area 
during  the  first  quarter  of  1950  by  the  U.  S. 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  revealed  that 
the  typical  house  started  during  this  period 
was  1-story  detached  frame  construction 
with  wood  or  stucco  exterior,  5-room.  ap- 
proximately 1.000  sq.  ft.  of  floor  space,  one 
bath,  1-car  garage,  one  fireplace,  and  no 
basement  nor  utility  room.  The  average 
price  of  the  single-family  permits  issued  in 
January  was  $8,900:  in  February  $9,100, 
and  March  $9,300. 

Real  Estate  deeds  recorded  in  San  Fran- 
cisco in  April  numbered  1.770  and  although 
fewer  than  in  March  were  13%  above  last 
April.  The  four  months  cumulative  of  7,374 
deeds  was  up  24.8%.  Based  on  a  sample 
survey  of  165  real  estate  sales  amounting 
to  practically  $2,000,000  reported  by  the 
Multiple  Listing  Service  for  April,  homes 
accounted  for  75%  of  the  total  sales;  in- 
come property  for  21%,  and  vacant  lots 
and  miscellaneous  for  the  balance. 
EMPLOYMENT— 

Several  conditions  combined  during  April 
to  produce  a  rise  in  total  employment  in 
the  San  Francisco  Labor  Market  and  with 
the  exception  of  minor  setbacks,  additional 
employment  gains  are  expected  until  the 
seasonal  peak  is  reached  in  the  Fall  months, 
according  to  the  C.S.E.S.  Although  employ- 
ment in  durable  goods  and  transportation 
industries  appear  to  have  stabilized,  con- 
struction and  manufacturers  of  buildinsr 
materials  have  stepped  up  production,  and 
slight  gains  were  reported  for  finance,  serv- 
ice, and  certain  segments  of  retail  trade. 


Moderate  increases  in  employment  approxi- 
mating 1%  during  the  next  60  days  is  an- 
ticipated by  277  local  employers  who  re- 
ported to  the  C.S.E.S.  April  unemployment 
in  San  Francisco  dropped  to  39,200  from 
41,700  in  March  and  45,600  last  April. 

San  Francisco  Bay  Area  total  employ- 
ment continued  to  rise  during  April  and  b.\ 
mid-month  an  estimated  886,700  persons 
were  at  work  or  7,900  more  than  in  March. 
All  industries  contributed  to  the  increase 
with  the  most  substantial  gains  in  agricul- 
ture, manufacturing  and  government,  ac- 
cording to  the  C.S.E.S. 
TRADE— 

April  department  store  sales,  based  on 
the  unadjusted  index,  were  0.7%  below  last 
year  but  the  4  months  cumulative  was  up 
0.8% . 

Reports  for  Independent  retail  store  sales 
in  San  Francisco  for  the  first  quarter  were 
up  4%,  according  to  a  sample  survey  b.s' 
the  U.  S.  Census  Bureau.  Food  store  group 
sales  w^ere  up  3%;  lumber-building-hard- 
ware 13%  ;  automotive  group  29% ;  gas. 
service  stations  3% ;  furniture-houschold- 
radio  group  identical  to  same  period  last 
.\ear.  Eating  and  drinking  places  reported 
a  drop  of  10%;  apparel  8%;  drug  stores 
9%;  and  jewelry  5%. 

Wholesale  sales  during  the  first  quarter 
on  the  Pacific  Coast  were  reported  identical 
to  the  same  period  last  year,  compared  to 
a  loss  of  1%  in  the  nation  as  a  whole.  The 
electrical  group  sales  were  up  4%  for  the 
first  quarter;  furniture-house  furnishings 
21%;  lumber-building  materials  19%.;  com- 
mercial refrigeration  equipment  6%  ;  beer 
97r ;  dry  goods  6%  ;  groceries  2%  ;  meat  and 
meat  products  3%;  miscellaneous  6%. 
Paper  and  its  products  were  identical  to  a 
year  ago.  On  the  other  side  of  the  lodger 
were  hardware  off  8%  ;  industrial  supplies 
4%;  jewelry  19%;  plumbing  and  heating 
supplies  29% :  fresh  fruit  and  vegetables 
14% ;  leather  and  shoe  findings  5% ;  and 
tobacco  off  4%. 
FINANCE— 

San  Francisco  bank  debits,  after  estab- 
lishing a  new  all-time  monthly  high  of 
$2,661,615,000  in  March,  dropped  to  $2,240,- 
453.000  in  April  or  5.8%  below  last  year. 
The  4  months  cumulative  of  $9,390,711,000 
was  up  0.4%  compared  to  a  year  ago.  Bank 
clearings  of  $1694.068,000  in  April  were 
5%  above  last  year  with  the  cumulative  up 
3.5% .  April  postal  receipts  amounted  to 
$1,795,166  or  10.1%  above  April  a  year  ago; 
the  four  months  cumulative  however  of 
$6.968  808  was  4.6%  below  last  year.  San 
Francisco  Stock  Exchange  April  transac- 
tions amounting  to  1.373,.564  shares  and 
valued  at  $20,884,643  were  almost  double 
last  year  in  value  and  at  the  highest  level 
since  Mav  1948.  Commercial  failures  in 
Ap-il  totaled  15  with  liabilities  of  $948,458 
and  assets  of  $791,176  bringing  the  4 
months  cumulative  to  54  failures  with  lia- 
bilities of  $1,856,684  and  assets  of  $1,289,-

With  $1,842,000  new  capital  invested  in 
industrial  developments  underway  in  April, 
San  Francisco  continued  its  upward  trend 
with  a  9.5  per  cent  gain  over  March  of  this 
year,  according  to  surveys  by  the  Indus- 
trial Department  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  Included  in  the 
investment  figure  are  costs  for  land,  build- 
ings, remodeling  and  new  capital  equip- 
ment. Figures  released  for  April  reflect 
those  developments  recently  announced  as 
well  as  those  under  construction  where 
cost  estimates  have  just  been  released. 

The  12-county  Bay  Region,  excluding  San 
Francisco,  accounted  for  5  new  develop- 
ments representing  a  capital  outlay  of 
$98.5.000,  and  4  expansions  involving 
$420,000. 

Total  industrial  development  for  North- 
ern California  for  April  was  $3,372,000, 
representing  a  9  per  cent  increase  over 
April  of  1949.

ABOVE  is  an  air  view  of  the  new  San  Joaquin  Division  of  Fibreboard  Products, 
Inc.,  located  near  Antioch.  This  plant,  Fibreboard's  fifteenth  on  the  Pacific  Coast, 
will  add  250  tons  daily  capacity  to  the  company's  present  daily  output  of  over 
750  tons  of  paperboard  for  packaging  purposes.  It  will  provide  employment  for 
700  people. 

In  the  foreground  are  huge  piles  of  chips  from  wood  formerly  burned  as  waste 
by  logging,  lumbering,  and  box-making  Industries — salvaged  by  Fibreboard  to 
produce  valuable  packaging  materials  for  western  industry.  The  plant  has  two 
paperboard  machines — one  making  Tuf-Flr,  a  nine-point  corrugating  material 
(the  middle  wall  in  corrugated  shipping  cases),  the  other  producing  bleached 
kraft  for  making  food  cartons  of  many  types.

Most  important  area  in  the  port's  trade 
continued  to  be  the  Far  East  Asia  and  I

of  1948.  Fort\-eight  per  cent  of  foreign 
trade  by  \olumc  and  55%  by  value  was 
with  the  Far  East, 

Trade  with  the  mainland  of  China,  how- 
ever, dropped  from  166.000  tons  valued  at 
$44,600,000  in  1948  to  46,800  tons  valued  at 
$17,750,000  in  1949. 

Latin  America  is  the  second  most  impor- 
tant area  in  San  Francisco's  foreign  jrade. 
the  report  shows,  accounting  for  22.7%  of 
Uic  volume  and  25.7%  of  its  value.  Tonnage 
and  value  in  1949  both  exceeded  the  pre- 
vious  year.  Moreover,  Latin  American  trade 
in  1948  and  1949  had  nearly  twice  as  large 
a  share  of  San  Francisco's  total  trade  as  it 
did  a  decade  earlier  when  it  was  12.3%  and 
11.9%  by  weight  in  1938  and  1939  respec- 
1  ively. 

Europe  Value  Increases 
Tonnage  to  Europe  axeraged  just  under 
10%  of  the  total  port  traffic  for  1948  and 
1949.  In  1949  it  decreased  slightly  in  vol- 
ume from  284,000  tons  the  previous  year  to 
275,000  tons  last  year,  hut  the  total  value 
increased  from  $64,800,000  to  $68,300,000. 
The  annual  report,  printed  as  a  public 
service  by  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Com- 
missioners, is  available  at  the  Board's  office 
in  the  Ferrv  Building,  and  also  from  the 
Chamber's  World  Trade  Department.

Favorable  conclusion  of  a  two-year  rate 
controversy  was  indicated  this  month  when 
Examiner  Witters  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  sustained  a  contention  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
on  behalf  of  California  ports  and  cities. 

The  railroads  attempted  to  apply  a  22>i 
per  cent  increase  between  California  and 
points  on  the  western  border  of  Zone  1. 
Bet\K'iMi  California  and  the  eastern  7.one 
border,  they  contended  for  a  25%  increase. 
Increases  betueen  Oregon  and  Washington 
and  the  border  points  were  held  to  20  and 
22' 2  per  cent,  or  2ii  per  cent  lower  than 
California  because  the  traffic  allegedly  did 
not    move    through    higher    rated    territory. 

The  Chamber  contended  that  the  Cali- 
fornia increases  should  likewise  be  20  and 
22 '2   per  cent.  The  Examiner  agreed. 

Walter  A.  Rohde,  Manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Ti-ansportation  Department,  disputed 
these  contentions  and  filed  suspension  peti- 
tions with  the  I.C.C.  charging  misinterpre- 
tation and  prejudice  against  California 
ports  and  cities. 

"After  two  years  of  argumentation  with 
the  carriers  and  before  the  Commission,  it 
is  gratifying  to  have  the  Examiner's  find- 
ing that  the  increa.ses  in  question  should  bo 
limited  to  20  and  22V2  per  cent,"  Rohde 
said.  "If  this  contention  is  sustained --and 
I  am  certain  it  will  be— California  shippers 
will  not  only  benefit,  but  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco  will  undoubtedly  attract  addi- 
tional business."

Unskilled  Workers   Not 
Needed  in  Alaska 

Workers,  particularly  those  who  are  un- 
skilled, are  being  advised  against  seeking 
employment  in  Alaska  by  the  Alaskan  Af- 
fairs Section  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

Carroll  A.  Snyker,  Manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Domestic  Trade  Department,  said  this 
week  that  officials  in  the  Territory  report 
a  number  of  unemployed  already  there. 
Jobs  generated  by  large  construction  proj- 
ects will  be  filled  first  by  those  persons  who 
live  in  Alaska. 

"Stories  presently  originating  in  Wash- 
ington concerning  large  amounts  of  con- 
struction refer  entirely  to  projects  which 
may  or  may  not  be  included  in  the  Federal 
Budget,"  Snyker  said.  "There  is  consider- 
able time-lag  between  debate  on  Budget 
items   and   actual   construction   work." 

As  weather  improves,  he  pointed  out,  it 
is  likely  that  persons  with  skills  (particu- 
larly in  the  construction  field)  will  be 
needed  in  Alaska. 

However,  San  Franciscans  interested  in 
such  work  are  urged  to  communicate  first 
with  the  Territorial  Employment  Service  at 
Juneau  before  traveling  to  the  Territory.

Tabor -Jensen  Amendment 
Opposed  By  Chamber 

The  Tabor-Jensen  Amendment  to  the 
Omnibus  Appropriation  Bill  now  pending 
before  the  House  of  Representatives  has 
been  opposed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

This  amendment  would  limit  replacement 
or  re-hiring  of  employees  to  ten  per  cent 
in  any  government  compensated  agency 
where  vacancies  have  been  created  during 
the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1950. 

"The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce is  strongly  in  favor  of  governmental 
economy,"  declared  Warren  Burke.  Chair- 
man of  the  Chamber's  Armed  Forces  Com- 
mittee, "but  this  amendment,  if  adopted, 
would  seriously  hamper  production  in  Navy 
yards  and  other  industrial  defense  estab- 
lishments. 

"The  Amendment,  to  be  workable,  must 
be  fiexible  enough  to  allow  for  replacement 
of  large  percentages  of  part-time  personnel 
employed  in  specific  and  technical  cate- 
gories to  complete  assigned  work,"  he  said.

Chamber  Opposes 
Federal   Development 
Of  Kings   River  Project 

Acting  in  the  interests  of  long-range  de- 
velopment of  California's  water  power  and 
water  resources,  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
has  announced  opposition  to  House  Resolu- 
tions 5264  and  6919. 

These  bills  would  authorize  North  Fork 
Kings  River  development  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  Central  Valley  Project. 

Chamber  opposition  to  this  proposed  de- 
velopment follows  its  long-established  polic\ 
of  opposing  "federal  authorities"  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  State's  natural  resources. 

"The   pending   bills  would  authorize  the 
Bureau    of    Reclamation    to    construct    a 
purely  commercial  project,  not  a  reclama-    i 
tion   development,"   declared   Glen   Ireland,    j 
Chairman   of  the  Chamber's  Special   Proj-    I 
ects   Section.    "It   would   also  result    in   a    j 
heavy  financial  burden  on  water  users  and 
federal  taxpayers." 

Further,  he  pointed  out,  these  bills  are  a 
departure  from  Congressional  policy  of  en- 
couraging development  of  the  Nation's 
water  powers  by  local  agencies,  public  and 
private,  as  specified  in  the  Federal  Power 
Act. 

This  proposed  development,  Ireland  said, 
is  also  opposed  by  The  Kings  River  Water 
Association,  Fresno  County  Chamber  of 
Commerce  (upon  recommendation  of  its 
Agricultural  Committee),  The  California 
State  Chamber  of  Commerce,  The  Cali- 
fornia Farm  Bureau  Federation,  The  Cali- 
fornia Irrigation  District  Association,  The 
Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  and  most 
of  the  chambers  of  commerce  throughout 
the  San  Joaquin  Valley.

The  PRESS,  located  at  837  Sutter  Street 
and  published  since  1940  by  Charles  L. 
Leong,  is  now  owned  and  operated  by  the 
newly  incorporated  Chinese  Press  Publish- 
ing Company.  Mr.  Leong  will  continue  as 
publisher  and  under  the  editorial  direction 
of  Mr.  Kao,  wider  news  coverage  and  many 
special  features  will  be  inaugurated. 

Mr.  Kao  is  a  graduate  of  Yenching  Uni- 
versity in  Peiping,  China.  He  later  studied 
at  the  Missouri  School  of  Journalism  and 
at  Columbia  University.  He  was  New  York 
correspondent  for  the  China  Press  and  the 
China  Weekly  Review  in  1937-39  and  a 
contributor  for  many  years  to  other  pub- 
lications in  China. 

During  the  war,  he  was  with  the  Chinese 
New  Service  as  editor  and  chief  of  its  press 
and  publications  department  in  New  York.

June  24  hearing  of  the  President's  Water

and  development  of  natural  resources 
through  coordination  of  adequate  programs 
by  existing  Federal,  State,  local  and  private 
agencies.

Recent  passage  of  a  federal  bill  liberalizing  Foreign  Trade  Zone  regulations 
has  been  hailed  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  as  another  im- 
portant step  toward  expanding  facilities  of  the  six  foreign  trade  zones  now 

operating  in  the  United  States, 
including  San  Francisco's  For- 
eign Trade  Zone  Number 
Three. 

The  bill,  H  R  5332  permits 
manufacturing  and  exhibiting 
in  the  Zone  areas. 

G.  L.  Fox,  Chamber  General 
Manager,  pointed  out  that 
under  the  original  law  cre- 
ating the  Zones,  formal  ex- 
hibition of  imported  products 
to  prospective  customers  was 
not  allowed;  and  although 
various  manipulating  and  pro- 
cessing operations  were  pos- 
sible, actual  manufacturing  in 
the  Zones  was  prohibited. 

James  Campbell,  Superin- 
tendent of  San  Francisco's 
I'oreign  Trade  Zone,  reported 
tliat  prior  to  passage  of  this 
bill,  there  were  often  cases  of 
uncertainty  in  distinguishing 
"manipulation"  from  "manu- 
facture" resulting  in  delays 
when  doubtful  cases  had  to  be 
leferred  to  Washington  for 
clearance. 

"Now,  manufacturing  in  the 

Zones   is   clearly  defined  as  a 

permissible  operation  with  the  exception  of 
a  few  miscellaneous  items,"  he  said. 

"The  new  privilege,"  he  declared,  "will 
undoubtedly  attract  new  customers  and  re- 
sult in  increased  use  of  the  Zone.  It  will 
also  mean  increased  use  of  United  States 
products  which  can  now  be  brought  into 
the  area  and  combined  with  imported  goods 
or  equipment  to  be  later  formally  imported 
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The  preliminary  population  census  for 
San  Francisco  of  760,381 — while  a  definite 
■drop  from  the  war-swollen  1945  census 
figure — shows  an  exceedingly  strong  gain 
over  the  1940  census  and  places  San  Fran- 
cisco among  the  leading  cities  of  the  na- 
tion from  the  standpoint  of  numerical  in- 
creases in  the  last  ten  years. 

This  was  shown  by  a  study  made  this 
week  by  the  Chamber's  Research  Depart- 
ment, which  pointed  out  that  San  Fran- 
cisco's 194.5  census  figure  of  827,400  in- 
cluded over  100,000  persons  attached  to  the 
city  because  of  war  conditions.  Compared 
to  the  pre-war  1940  census  figure  of 
634,536,  however,  San  Francisco  has  gained

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General  Business  Activity 


Report  by  the  Research  Department 


TREND— 

General  business  activity  in  San  Francisco 
turned  up  from  the  level  of  the  previous 
month  and  established  a  new  all-time  May 
high,  and  carried  the  5  months  cumulative 
to  a  level  equal  to  a  year  ago.  Our  May 
Index  at  239.3  represented  a  gain  of  2.3% 
over  April  and  2.4%  over  May  last  year. 
The  5  months  cumulative  at  240.3  was  prac- 
tically identical  to  a  year  ago  at  240.5. 
CONSTRUCTION  AND   REAL  ESTATE— 

San  Francisco  May  building  permits  to- 
taled 950  and  were  valued  at  $4,420,738, 
and  included  285  new  residential  permits 
valued  at  $2,557,517  and  provided  for  318 
dwelling  units,  of  which  267  were  single- 
family;  26  two-family;  and  25  multi-family 
units.  The  total  dwelling  units  provided 
were  over  three  times  that  of  a  year  ago. 
New  non-residential  permits  numbered  19 
and  amounted  to  $888,783.  Alterations,  ad- 
ditions and  repairs  numbered  646  permits 
amounting  to  $974,438. 

The  5  months  cumulative  building  permits 
amounted  to  4,089  valued  at  $26,131,058. 
Residential  accounted  for  1,096  valued  at 
$15,424,422  and  provided  for  1.449  dwelling 
units,  of  which  988  were  single-family.  Non- 
residential accounted  for  83  permits  valued 
at  $5,174,785.  Additions,  alterations  and  re- 
pairs numbered  2,706  valued  at  $4,789,689. 

Real  estate  deeds  recorded  in  San  Fran- 
cisco in  May  amounting  to  1,824  were  18% 
above  a  year  ago  and  carried  the  5  months 
cumulative  to  9,198  or  15.5%  above  the 
same  period  last  year.  There  were  1,729 
mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust  amounting 
to  $14,053,613  in  May.  Based  on  a  study 
of  205  real  estate  sales  amounting  to  $2,- 
198,764  reported  by  the  Multiple  Listing 
Service  for  May,  homes  accounted  for  82%. 
of  the  number  of  sales;  income  property  for 
16%  ;  and  vacant  lots  for  2%.  Of  these  sales 
92%  were  accounted  for  in  four  brackets: 
51— $5,000-$9,000;  59— $9,000-$11,000;  52— 
$11,000-$13,000;  and  27— $13,000-$16,000. 
EMPLOYMENT— 

Emplo.\ment  in  San  Francisco  increased 
slightly  during  May.  Contract  construction, 
manufacturing,  wholesale  and  retail  trade 
were  responsible  for  the  major  portion  of 
the  gain.  Further  moderate  increases  are 
anticipated  during  the  next  60  days  period 
in  manufacturing,  trade,  finance  and  gov- 
ernment fields,  according  to  a  survey  by 
the  C.S.E.S.  Applications  for  work  during 
May  increased  11%  over  April.  Workers 
placed  on  jobs  by  the  San  Francisco  offices 
of  the  C.S.E.S.  remained  substantially  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  month.  Total 
placements  amounted  to  1,868. 

A  survey  of  the  San  Francisco  public 
high  schools  by  the  California  Department 
of  Employment  indicate  that  2,287  expected 
to  graduate  and  of  these  1.368  plan  to  con- 
tinue their  education:  no  plans  for  further 
education  were  reported  by  792;  and  plans 
were  uncertain  for  88.  Of  the  total,  145 
already  had  jobs  and  628  were  wanting 
jobs. 

Gains  were  also  registered  in  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  in  May  and  total  em- 
ployment was  estimated  at  894,000,  an  in- 
crease over  the  886,700  in  April.  Manu- 
facturing industries  employment  continued 


to  rise  sharply  as  gains  were  reported  in 
every  major  industry  except  shipbuilding. 
Non-manufacturing  employment  increased 
despite  losses  in  government,  finance  and 
service  groups,  according  to  the  C.S.E.S. 
TRADE— 

May  department  store  sales  in  San  Fran- 
cisco were  up  7%  with  the  5  months  cumu- 
lative sales  up  1%.  Sales  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Bay  Area  were  up  4%,  but 
the  cumulative  was  identical  to  a  year  ago. 
Northern  California  experienced  a  similar 
trend.  Southern  California  May  sales  were 
up  2%  but  the  cumulative  was  off  2%.  In 
California  May  sales  were  up  3%  but  the 
cumulative  off  2%;  and  the  Twelfth  Fed- 
eral Reserve  District  sales  were  identical 
to  those  in  California,  according  to  the  Fed- 
eral Reserve  Bank  of  San  Francisco. 

Independent  retail  store  sales  in  San 
Francisco  for  the  first  4  months  were  up 
3'%  over  similar  period  last  year,  according 
to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  sample  survey. 
Food  group  sales  were  up  4%.;  furniture- 
household-radio  2'7r. ;  lumber-building-hard- 
ware 18%  ;  automotive  group  25% :  service 
stations  3% ;  while  eating  and  drinking 
places  for  the  4  months  were  off  9%  ;  ap- 
parel group  sales  were  off  10%. 

FINANCE— 

San  Francisco  financial  transactions  dur- 
ing May.  based  on  bank  debits,  amounted  to 
$2,324,413,000,  an  increase  of  1.4%  above 
last  year  and  carried  the  5  months  cumu- 
lative 0.6%  above  the  same  period  last 
year.  Bank  clearings  amounted  to  $1,- 
647,976,000,  up  5.5%  with  the  cumulative 
period  up  3.9%..  May  postal  receipts  in 
San  Francisco  amounted  to  $2,270,648  or 
20.4%  above  May  last  year,  and  the  5 
months  cumulative  of  $9,239,4.56  was  0.5% 
above  last  year.  San  Francisco  Stock  Ex- 
change transactions  in  May  reached  1,144.- 
350  shares  with  market  value  of  $23,210,770, 
attaining  one  of  the  highest  monthly  levels 
since  the  Spring  of  1946.  and  119.2%  above 
last  May.  The  5  months  cumulative  of 
6.269,135"  shares  with  market  value  of  $103,- 
048.605  was  up  44.9%  in  number  and  77.6% 
in  \alue  over  last  >ear.  There  were  13 
commercial  failures  compared  to  10  last 
May,  bringing  the  5  months  cumulative  to 
67  compared  to  46  a  year  ago. 
TRANSPORTATION— 

Ship  arrivals  during  May  in  San  Fran- 
cisco numbered  332  compared  to  317  last 
May  and  brought  the  5  months  cumulative 
to  1,537  compared  to  1,528  a  ,vear  ago.  May 
freight  car  movements  in  San  Francisco 
amounted  to  15,590  and  were  2.1%  below 
last  May  and  the  5  months  cumulative  of 
69,813  was  5%  under  a  year  ago. 

Ba\'  Bridge  vehicle  crossings  in  May  es- 
tablished a  new  all-time  high  of  2,471,634 
or  6.9%  abo\-e  May  last  year,  and  the 
cumulative  of  11,372.351  cro.ssings  were  up 
3.9%  over  last  year.

May,  1950 

Industrial  development  in  the  12-County 
Bay  Region  continued  its  upward  trend  in 
May,  according  to  the  latest  survey  re- 
leased by  the  Industrial  Department  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

With  a  total  of  34  projects  representing 
capital  outlay  of  $6,426,000,  expansion  in 
the  Bay  Region  was  the  highest  recorded 
yet  this  year,  exceeding  by  25.3  per  cent 
"the  previous  high  of  $4,803,470  reported  in 
January.  $1.74.5,000  of  this  total  was  con- 
tributed by  developments  in  San  Francisco. 
Total  industrial  expansion  for  Northern 
California  for  the  month  of  May  was  $7.- 
753,000  representing  8  new  plants  and  33 
expansions.

125,845  people — one  of  the  largest  numeri- 
cal city  gains  in  the  country. 

This  study  also  pointed  out  that  this 
year's  tabulation  omitted  many  thou.sands 
of  persons  who  would  have  been  counted 
according  to  the  1945  census  criteria — 
namely,  hotel  guests  here  for  more  than  30 
days  and  San  Franciscans  who  live  out  of 
town  while  attending  colleges.  (This  year, 
hotel  guests  are  credited  to  the  towns  in 
which  they  usually  reside,  and  college  stu- 
dents are  credited  to  the  cities  in  w'hich 
they  live  while  attending  school.) 

San  Francisco's  1950  census  included  the 
following  categories:  home  owner  residents; 
tenant  residents  living  in  homes,  apart- 
ments, rooms  and  institutions;  militar\ 
residents;  hotel  residents;  college  students 
and  graduates  seeking  higher  degrees  at- 
tending local  institutions  and  living  here; 
crews  of  ships  registered  to  San  Francisco; 
San  Francisco  residents  who  are  away  from 
home;  and  San  Francisco  residents  who  are 
overseas  with  armed  forces. 

The  last  three  classifications  are  not  in- 
cluded in  the  preliminary  census  figure,  the 
Chamber  pointed  out,  but  will  be  added  in 
Washington  to  make  up  the  final  census 
figure  which  is  scheduled  for  release  in 
November  or  December.

Science  Writer  Discusses 
H-Bomb  At  Chamber  Meet 


Chamber  members  last  week  heard  Wil- 
liam L.  Laurence,  famous  New  York  Times 
science  writer  and  one  of  the  country's 
foremost  authorities  on  atomic  fission,  dis- 
cuss technical  attributes  and  moral  issues 
of  the  world's  most  dreaded  weapons — the 
atomic  and  the  hydrogen  bombs. 

Speaking  at  a  joint  Chamber-Commercial 
Club  luncheon  held  at  the  Club  Thursday, 
June  29,  Laurence  described  in  layman's 
language  the  essentials  of  atomic  bomb 
construction  and  potency,  and  said  that  the 
United  States  is  well  on  its  way  toward  at- 
taining the  weapon  which  is  "a  thousand 
times   more   powerful" — the   H-Bomb. 

"All  the  inRredients  are  here  and  we  have 
the  plants  to  turn  it  out,"  said  Laurence, 
itddiiig  that  in  view  of  "recent  develop- 
ments" he  estimated  this  country,  under 
pressure,  could  produce  the  first  H-Bomb 
within  a  year's  time. 

Speaking  of  earlier  development  of  the 
atomic  bomb,  Laurence  said  the  United 
States  attained  a  modern  miracle  which 
creates  a  temperature  greater  than  the 
sun's  interior  "in  a  free  atmosphere  of  in-

Headed  by  Graham  Holabird,  trip  chair- 
man and  district  manager  of  National  Elec- 
tric Products  Company,  the  group  of  37 
Chamber  members  flew  to  Eureka  in  two 
chartered  Southwest  Airlines  DC-3  planes. 
They  were  taken  on  tours  of  California 
Barrel  Company  plant  in  Areata,  the  Eu- 
reka Plywood  Company,  and  the  Ham- 
mond Lumber  Company,  and  were  guests 
of  the  Eureka  Chamber  of  Commerce  at 
a  reception  and  luncheon. 

Holabird  reported  that  the  lumber  in- 
dustry in  the  Eureka  area,  still  the  domi- 
nant industry,  showed  increasing  growth. 
There  are  now  over  200  lumber  mills  in 
the  area  as  compared  to  "^4  before  the  War, 
he  said.  He  added  that  Eureka  has  put  into 
operation  three  large  plywood  mills  since 
the  end  of  the  War  and  that  the  develop- 
ment of  all  redwood  ply  has  proved  im- 
portant to  Eureka  in  its  trade  with  the 
Orient.

of  Kalamazoo.  Michigan,  decided  to  build 
its  new  100,000  square  foot  West  Coast 
plant  in  Santa  Clara.  The  new  Peninsula 
plant,  located  on  the  Pacetta  Tract,  will 
employ  approximately  100  people  and  will 
manufacture  paper  products  for  western 
dislribution. 

The  Ferry-Morse  Seed  Co.  has  announced 
plans  for  construction  of  a  $1,2.50,000  seed 
plant  containing  three  buildings  on  its  14- 
acre  site  in  Mountain  View.  The  new  plant 
will  consolidate  and  replace  the  operations 
of  the  firm's  present  two  plants.

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Austrian  Chamber  Expands   ''How  a  Factory  Helps  a  Community'' - 
Trade  Service  In  u.  s,     Chamber  Study  Reveals  Surprising  Facts 


Consulate  Active  Here 


Karl  Christian  Weber,  Consul  of  Austria 
in  San  Francisco,  announced  tliis  week  tliat 
the  Austrian  Federal  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce in  Vienna  has  established  an  ex- 
panded trade  service  in  New  York  and  has 
appointed  George  E.  Fuerstenberg  as  Aus- 
trian Trade  Delegate  to  the  United  States. 

Purpose  of  the  special  trade  office  is  to 
promote  business  relations  between  this 
country  and  Austria,  Weber  said.  The  new 
office,  located  at  25  Broad  Street  in  New 
York,  will  exhibit  samples  of  Austrian 
products  and  will  supply  American  inquir- 
ers with  lists  of  Austrian  manufacturers. 
It  will  also  furnish  business  information  to 
American  firms  wishing  to  export  to  Austria. 

Weber  said  this  is  anotlier  move  by  liis 
country  in  line  with  his  own  efforts  in 
Northern  California  and  Northern  Nevada 
throuf^h  his  San  Francisco  office.  Re-estab- 
lished in  October  of  1949  for  the  first  time 
since  the  closing;  of  the  "monarchy"  consu- 
late in  1914,  the  San  Francisco  Austrian 
consulate  is  doing;  everything  to  promote 
Austrian  imports  by  this  country  and  to 
bring  West  Coast  and  Austrian  business- 
men together,  he  pointed  out. 

Through  Weber's  efforts,  Austria  exhib- 
ited at  the  recent  World  Trade  Fair  in  San 
Fivnicisco  and  will  have  a  booth  at  the 
coming  State  Fair  in  Sacramento  which 
will  display  dominant  Austrian  exports  to 
the  United  States — clocks,  leather  goods, 
luxur,\'  articles,  textiles  and  knit  goods.

What  does  a  new  factory  mean  to  a  community? 

Obviously,  according  to  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  it  means 
new  activity,  new  jobs,  payrolls. 

But  what  more  does  a  new  factory  mean?  Why  is  new  industry  so  ear- 
nestly sought  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  other  groups  interested  in  the  general 
welfare  of  an  entire  community? 

Answers  to  these  questions  were  pub- 
lished this  week  by  the  Industrial  Depart- 
ment of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  from 
a  study  course  given  by  G.  L.  Fox,  Chamber 
General  Manager,  at  the  recent  Western 
Institute  of  Commercial  and  Trade  Execu- 
tives held  at  the  University  of  Nevada  in 
Reno. 

The  Chamber's  study  upon  which  Fox's 
talks  were  based  shows  that  a  typical  fac- 
tory employing  150  persons  provides  an 
annual  payroll  in  excess  of  $400,000. 

But  in  addition,  the  study  shows,  the 
same  factory  supports  a  total  of  1,000  per- 
sons, provides  for  393  occupied  homes  and 
causes  the  sale  of  320  automobiles. 

Fantastic?  Not  at  all,  according  to  Fox 
and  L.  M.  Holland,  manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Industrial  Department.  It's  all  in  the 
"healthy,  natural  circulation  of  money  and 
the  interplay  of  economic  forces  started  by 
the  factory  payrolls." 

It's  no  airy  economic  theory,  either,  but 
hard  facts,  says  Holland,  pointing  out  that 
in  addition  to  supporting  and  providing  for 
the  thousand  people  and  the  hundreds  of 
homes  and  automobiles,  the  typical  factory 
mentioned  also  has  been  proved  to  support 
24  professional  men. 

Furthermore,  he  said,  the  same  factory 
supports  22  school  rooms  and  33  retail 
stores. 

And  finally,  according  to  the  Chamber's

Industry  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area 
is  not  making  any  new  or  special  plans 
based  upon  the  Korean  situation,  it  vvas 
indicated  last  week  through  a  survey  made 
by  Bay  Region  Business. 

In  response  to  a  query  by  Time  Magazine 
as  to  possible  expansion  plans  b.v  West 
Coast  industry  as  a  result  of  the  latest  far- 
eastern  crisis,  this  publication  consulted 
the  Chamber's  Industrial  Department  and 
made  a  telephone  survey  of  several  of  the 
area's  largest  manufacturing  and  supply 
industries. 

The  answer  was  uniform:  "No  new  plans 
because  of  the  Korean  war." 

Henry  J.  Kaiser,  in  an  exclusive  inter- 
view with  Bay  Region  Business,  said,  "The 
Kaiser  Company  has  not  made  any  new  or 
special  plans  as  a  result  of  the  Korean 
situation." 

He  explained  that  the  Kaiser  industries 
on  the  West  Coast  have  all  been  expanding 
"steadily  and  substantially"  and  that,  con- 
sequently, any  emergency  that  might  arise 
from  the  situation  in  Korea  "or  any  other 
trouble  spot"  would  find  the  Kaiser  basic 
industries  well  prepared  for  whatever 
might  be  required  of  them. 

At  the  same  time,  it  was  pointed  out  this 
week  by  L.  M.  Holland,  Manager  of  the 
Chamber's  Industrial  Department,  that  the 
Korean  war  may  possibly  bring  new  indus- 
try to  this  area. 

"Present  indications,"  said  Holland,  "are 
that  certain  eastern  companies  that  have 
loUK  contemplated  establishment  of  west- 
ern branches  may  be  spurred  by  the  sudden 
Korean  development  to  actively  considering 
such  ino\es  in  the  near  future."

In  July  15  Collier's 

The  work-a-day  history  of  one  of  Cali- 
fornia's most  important  and  far-reaching 
industries — Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Com- 
pany— has  been  singled  out  for  national  at- 
tention in  a  feature  article  appearing  in 
the  July  15  issue  of  Collier's  magazine.

The  article  vividly  describes  "the  com- 
pany (that)  has  woven  a  network  of  gas 
and  electric  lines  that  would  circle  the 
globe  almost  three  times,  plus  an  extra  gas 
line,  the  'Super  Inch'  which  in  1951  will 
suck  natural  gas  from  Texas  and  New 
Mexico,  some  1,600  miles  away." 

P.  G.  &  E.'s  part  in  the  economy  of  the 
state  and  the  nation,  the  article  points  out, 
is  evidenced  by  its  33-year  record  without 
a  complete  power  shut-down  in  any  of  the 
major  cities  which  it  serves  and  by  the 
$328,000,000  in  taxes  the  company  has 
poured   into   state   and   Federal   treasuries. 

Personal  relations  between  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Company  employees  and  cus- 
tomers are  cited  by  Collier's  as  "links  that 
are  fraught  with  laughter,  sadness,  danger 
and  mercy,"  pointing  up  the  company's  pio- 
neering of  dozens  of  modern  conveniences 
as  well  as  its  many  public  services.

"It 
has  shown  our  friends  abroad  that  we  here 
in  America  have  been  able  to  retain  a  sys- 
tem of  government  that  allows  us  to  keep 
our  basic  freedom  while  we  practice  im- 
provements in  economic  conditions  which 
have  given  us  the  highest  standard  of  liv- 
ing of  any  country  in  the  world,"  he  added.

They  were  permitted  to  sit  in  on  parole 
hearings  of  five  pri.son  inmates  by  'Walter 
A.  Gordon,  chairman  of  the  Adult  Author- 
ity; Charles  W.  Dullea,  former  Chief  of  the 
San  Francisco  Police  Department  and  now 
a  member  of  the  Authority,  and  Ervis  W. 
Lester,  a  member  of  the  Authority.  The 
invitation  had  been  extended  by  George  W. 
Kaveney,  State  Parole  Officer  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  the  group's  special  host  at  the 
Prison  was  Associate  Warden  Harley  O. 
Teets  in  the  absence  of  Warden  Clinton 
Duffy. 

Emphasis,  at  the  parole  hearings,  was 
placed  upon  the  prisoner's  ability  to  secure 
cmplo.vment  on  his  release,  and  Chamber 
representatives  were  impressed  with  the 
need  for  San  Francisco  employers  to  pro- 
vide job  opportunities  to  aid  parolees  in 
regaining  a  place  in  society. 

After  the  parole  hearings  the  Chamber 
representatives  were  guests  of  Warden 
Teets  at  luncheon.  There  followed  a  com- 
plete four  of  the  Prison  which  included  the 
cell  blocks,  tailor  shop,  shoe  shop,  print  and 
hook  bindery  shop,  furniture  plant,  tobacco 
pi'occssing  shop,  jute  mill,  and  execution 
chamber.

Chamber   Endorses 
Tree   Farm   Program 


The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  has  announced 
its  approval  and  support  of  a  voluntary 
pro.gram  for  tree  farms  in  the  State.  The 
program,  sponsored  by  the  California  Red- 
wood Association,  is  designed  to  insure 
future  tree  crops  while  maintaining  a  sup- 
ply of  lumber  for  today's  needs,  according 
to  John  Lawler,  chairman  of  the  Chamber's 
Agricultural  Committee. 

The  program  was  launched  in  1941  by 
the  American  Forest  Products  Industries, 
Inc.,  and  today  has  certified  tree  farms  in 
27  states  totaling  more  than  twenty  million 
acres  of  timber.  In  California,  647,255  acres 
have  been  certified  under  the  tree  farm 
program. 

Objectives  of  the  program  are  to  obtain 
a  more  complete  utilization  of  each  tree 
and  each  acre  of  timber  land  harvested:  to 
maintain  a  pei'manent  interest  in  the  cut- 
over  lands  insuring  full  tree  growing  capac- 
ity: and  to  increase  and  insure  the  long- 
range  supply  of  quality  timber  through  the 
ordcrl.y  removal  of  mature  trees  by  selec- 
U\c  cutting  practices  and  the  preservation 
of  the  immature  trees.  Other  aims  of  the 
program  are  to  organize  adequate  protec- 
tion from  fire  and  to  encourage  tree  farms 
in  other  areas. 

Both  small  and  large  timber  owners  may 
enter  the  program  of  perpetuating  Califor- 
nia's timber  resources  through  certification 
by  the  California  Redwood  Association, 
Lawler  stated.  This  As.sociation,  while  hav- 
ing the  direct  responsibility  of  encouraging 
and  certifying  tree  farms,  will  work  closely 
with  the  State  Division  of  Forestry,  aca- 
demic and  other  research  agencies  inter- 
ested in  the  better  protection  and  utiliza- 
tion of  the  State's  forest  resources. 


Tax   Exemption   Measure 
Opposed   By   Chamber 


state  Proposition  Number  One,  exemp- 
tion of  personal  property  from  taxation,  is 
opposed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce.  The 
measure  is  also  disapproved  by  the  Munici- 
pal Conference. 

Board  members  agree  that  although 
this  specific  measure  is  opposed,  the  prin- 
ciple of  reducing  or  readjusting  the  present 
tax  program  is  favored,  according  to  L.  S. 
Hamm,  Chairman  of  the  Chamber's  Tax 
Committee. 

"In  the  case  of  this  measure,"  Hamm 
declared,  "the  disadvanta{jes  of  such  a  shift 
of  the  tax  lev.v  greatly  outweigh  the  limited 
benefits,  particularly  for  small  taxpayers." 

Certain  taxpayers  may  have  a  potential 
opportunity  to  benefit  at  first,  but  others 
must  make  up  the  resulting  loss  of  revenue 
and  the  substitute  forms  of  taxation  are 
unknown,  he  pointed  out. 

A  careful  study  of  the  measure  by  the 
Chamber's  Tax  Committee  shows  that  an 
estimated  $200,000,000  would  be  lost  in  tax 
revenue  throughout  the  State.  In  San  Fran- 
cisco, passage  of  the  proposition  would  re- 
quire an  estimated  $1.75  raise  in  the  tax 
rate  if  the  tax  shift  falls  entirely  on  real 
property. 

It  would  also  seriously  affect  the  City 
and  County  bond  limitation  since  it  would 
constrict  the  taxable  property  upon  which 
the  limitation  is  based,  Hamm  declared.

MANIFACTIRERS  COMMITTEE 
W.  P.  Fuller  HI— Chairman 

Chief  emphasis  has  been  given  by  this 
Committee  this  year  to  a  program  in  coop- 
eration with  the  public  schools  in  further- 
ing the  American  free  enterprise  system. 
Speakers  from  the  National  Association  of 
Manufactui-ers.  Junior  Achievements  Inc., 
and  other  groups  have  explained  their  ac- 
tivities to  the  Committee,  which  is  seeking 
coordination  with  other  San  Francisco 
groups  working  on  the  program. 

A  subcommittee  has  been  appointed  to 
work  out  specific  recommendations  which 
will  later  be  submitted  to  the  Chamber's 
Board  of  Directors  with  regard  to  a  long- 
range  program  with  the  public  schools. 

The  Committee  has  also  studied  broad 
labor-management  problems  and  is  pres- 
ently considering  initiating  a  survey  to 
develop  data  which  will  reflect  a  more 
favorable  labor  relations  picture  for  the 
San  FrancLsco  Bay  Area. 

MINING    COMMITTEE 
Phil   R.  Bradley,  Jr.— Chairman 

This  Committee's  members  are  represen- 
tatives of  practically  all  the  important 
mining  groups  in  the  country.  Activities 
are  primarily  concerned  with  Western  min- 
ing, although  problems  facing  the  industry 
are  mainly  national,  having  to  do  with  tax- 
ation, legislation,  the  price  of  gold,  and 
other  broad  matters.  Since  virtually  no 
gold  is  being  mined  today,  the  Committee 
is  seeking  a  remedy  for  this  "deplorable" 
situation.  It  is  cooperating  with  various 
mining  associations  throughout  the  West- 
ern States  and  is  seeking  agreement  among 
the  mining  industry  on  legislation  that  has 
been  or  should  be  introduced. 

One  of  the  most  active  and  effective 
mining  groups  in  the  country,  the  Cham- 
ber's Mining  Committee  has  been  concerned 
most  recently  with  tariffs,  mining  taxation 
and  strategic  metals  incentives.  The  Com- 
mittee is  ready  to  cooperate  with  other 
Chamber  Committees  in  efforts  directed 
toward  revising  the  present  tax  program 
which  is  not  conducive  to  securing  venture 
capital  for  the  mining  or  any  other  industry. 

INDUSTRIAL  FINANCE  SECTION 
Marco  Hellman — Chairman 

Organized  early  this  year  and  composed 
of  representatives  of  banks,  leading  invest- 
ment bankers  and  the  Reconstruction  Fi- 
nance Corporation,  this  Section  acts  in  an 
advisory  capacity  and  as  a  screening  group 
for  new  ventures  seeking  financial  a.ssist- 
ance.  In  this  respect,  the  section  is  cur- 
rently considering  financial  aspects  of  a 
proposed  cotton  textile  mill  and  wool  proc- 
essing plant,  referred  to  it  by  the  Apparel 
and  Textiles  Section. 

CHEMICAL   INDUSTRIES   SECTION 
E.  W.  Baci^alupi — Chairman 

Current  and  long-range  problems  of  the 
Bay  Area  chemical  industry  and  their  solu- 
tions have  been  discus.sed  in  individual 
talks  by  members  of  the  Section.  It  has 
devoted  considerable  attention  to  the  air 
pollution  problem  and  recently  has  resolved 


to  support  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Western 
Chemical  Market  Research  Group  and  the 
American  Marketing  Association. 

A  proposed  project,  not  as  yet  fully  con- 
sidered, calls  for  an  information  service  for 
Bay  Area  industries  in  regard  to  opportu- 
nities for  contract  sales  of  chemicals  that 
are  or  can  be  manufactured  here. 

APPAREL  AND  TEXTILES  SECTION 

Harold  Gtulnason — Chairman 

This  Section  has  recentl>'  been  reacti- 
vated and  is  currently  giving  full  coopera- 
tion to  the  California  State  Chamber  of 
Commerce  in  developing  data  for  a  textile 
market  survey.  One  of  the  long-range  ac- 
tivities of  the  group  is  promotion  of  the 
purchase  of  local.  Bay  Area  and  California- 
made  apparel  and  textile  products.  It  is  the 
concensus  of  this  Section  that  this  type  of 
program  could  be  utilized  by  other  indus- 
tries in  the  region. 

In  the  past,  the  Section  has  lent  its  sup- 
port and  cooperation  to  the  San  Francisco 
Style  Centennial  during  which  time  local 
and  Bay  Area  stores  featured  apparel  made 
in  this  region.  The  Section  has  recently 
considered  and  endorsed  a  California  cot- 
ton mill  project.

Donald  V.  Doub — Chairman 

The  electronics  industry  in  the  Bay  Area 
has  been  responsible  for  man.v  new  elec- 
tronic developments  and  is  of  vital  impor- 
tance to  the  armed  forces  in  time  of  emer- 
gency. In  order  to  keep  this  group  active 
during  peacetime,  the  Section  has  been 
instrumental  in  promoting  greater  develop- 
ment of  electronic  production. 

At  present,  the  industry  is  in  a  unique 
situation,  because  of  the  scarcity  of  produc- 
tion line  manufacture.  One  of  the  imme- 
diate objectives  of  the  Electronics  Section 
is  to  stimulate  development  of  additional 
electi'onics  firms  in  this  area  for  this  kind 
of  manufacturing. 

Inquiries  of  a  highly  technical  nature 
received  by  the  Chamber  are  processed  by 
this  group.  It  has  also  been  instrumental  in 
creating  a  more  favorable  situation  for  the 
television  industry  here  and  was  one  of  the 
main  factors  in  establishing  a  television 
course  at  Golden  Gate  College. 

Currently,  the  group  is  working  on  revi- 
sion of  the  Chamber's  electronic  directory 
and  survey  and  is  assisting  on  bids  being 
called  for  electronic  equipment.  To  famil- 
iarize members  of  the  section  with  manu- 
facturing in  the  area,  the  group  has  ar- 
ranged for  plant  visits  which  have  included 
communication  installations,  naval  centers, 
university  and  governmental  research  lab- 
oratories. Qualified  speakers  on  various 
phases  of  communication  and  new  products 
adaptable  to  electronic  manufacturing  have 
kept  this  group  informed  on  up-to-date 
developments  in  the  field. 

SPECIAL    PROJECTS    SECTIO.N 
Glen  Ireland — Chairman 

Primarily,  this  group  is  concerned  with 
engineering  problems.  Considerable  study 
has  been  given  to  the  proposed  revision  in 


the  San  Francisco  Building  Code  to  estab- 
lish less  restrictive  and  more  economical 
design  requirements  for  buildings  in  the  city. 

To  this  end,  the  Section  recommended 
Chamber  support  of  the  findings  of  the 
joint  committee  of  lateral  forces  of  the 
American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers  and 
the  .Structural  Engineers  As.sociation  of 
Northern  California. 

It  has  closely  followed  various  water 
problems,  including  water  resource  devel- 
opment in  the  State,  and  has  endorsed  the 
principle  of  free  enterprise  as  against  fed- 
eral control.  It  was  this  Section  which 
recently  recommended  Chamber  opposition 
to  enactment  of  bills  which  would  author- 
ize the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  under- 
take the  North  Fork  Kings  River  develop- 
ment as  an  integral  part  of  the  Central 
Valley  Project. 

Additionally,  it  has  carefully  studied 
waste  disposal  and  pollution  problems,  hav- 
ing recommended  action  which  resulted  in 
passage  of  waste  dispo.sal  legislation  last 
year.  The  Section  has  offered  assistance  to 
a  special  committee  established  by  the  Bay 
Area  Council  to  study  the  smog  problem. 

SITES    AND    BUILDINGS    SECTION 
James  Q.  Brett — Chairman 

Organized  primarily  to  assist  in  furnish- 
ing data  on  sites  for  proposed  industry  and 
to  develop  a  long-range  program  to  secure 
more  industrial  land  in  .San  Francisco,  this 
.Section  has  been  active  in  promoting  re- 
moval of  temporar>-  war  housing  from  in- 
dustrial  land  to  make  more  sites  available 
for  industry. 

For  more  than  a  year  and  a  half,  a  sub- 
committee appointed  on  this  project  has 
been  conducting  a  survey  of  available  sites 
for  industry  which  showed  that  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  not  more 
than  12  acres  of  hard  ground  and  perhaps 
20  acres  of  soft  ground  are  available  for 
industrial  use.  Their  survey  further  showed 
that  the  disposition  of  temporary  war  hous- 
ing projects  would  place  the  city  in  a  much 
more  favorable  position  with  other  areas  to 
compete  for  new  industry. 

As  a  direct  result  of  the.se  findings.  Mayor 
Robinson  appointed  a  Disposition  Commit- 
tee which  included  three  members  of  this 
Section — one  as  chairman  and  two  as  tech- 
nical advisors. 

Additionally,  this  Section  has  cooperated 
with  the  Urban  Redevelopment  Agency  to 
recure  state  or  federal  funds  to  permit 
further  studies  regarding  the  redevelop- 
ment of  commercial  and  industrial  areas. 
It  has  also  made  recommendations  on  the 
propo.sed  ncv.'  zoning  ordinance  for  ,San 
Francisco. 

This  latter  will  be  taken  up  with  the 
Real  Estate  Board  and  other  interested 
groups  for  .?  balanced  recommendation  be- 
fore presentation  to  the  Chamber's  Board 
of  Directors  for  approval  and  recommenda- 
tion to  the  City  Planning  Commission. 

The  Section  is  composed  of  industrial 
realtors,  industrial  agents  of  railroads,  rep- 
resentatives of  construction  companies,  the 
Director  and  City  Planner  of  the  City 
Planning  Commission. 
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U.  S.  Chamber  Chooses 
S.F.  For  1951  Conference 


The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  the  Oakland  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce will  be  co-sponsoring  hosts  for  the 
1951  United  States  Chamber  of  Commerce 
National  Marketing  Conference  to  be  held 
in  San  Francisco  March  6  and  7.  it  was 
announced  this  week  by  Dunlap  C.  Clark, 
chairman  of  the  Bay  Area  Sponsoring  Com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Dunlap,  president  of  the  Central 
Bank  of  Oakland  and  a  director  of  the 
United  States  Chamber  of  Commerce,  said 
the  Conference  will  be  "one  of  the  most 
important  nation-wide  business  conferences 
to  be  held  in  1951." 

Pointing  out  that  the  Conference  will  be 
a  salute  to  distribution,  Mr.  Clark  said: 

"The  distributors  of  tliis  country  are  con- 
stantly striving  to  provide  more  numerous 
services  to  the  consumers  at  increasingly 
lower  unit  costs.

Chamber  Urges   Revision 
Of  S.  F.   Building   Code 

By  recommendation  of  the  Sites  and 
Buildings  Section  of  the  Chamber's  Indus- 
trial Development  Committee,  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  went  on  record  this  week  in 
favor  of  correcting  "certain  inequities"  in 
the  San  Francisco  Building  Code  pertaining 
to  maximum  floor  areas. 

With  approval  of  the  city's  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  Department  of  Public  Works,  the 
Chamber  recommends  that  maximum  floor 
areas  allowable  under  the  Code  for  "Type 
2"  and  "Type  3"  one-story  and  mezzanine 
buildings  be  raised  to  10.000  square  feet  for 
one  street,  15.000  square  feet  for  two 
streets  and  20,000  square  feet  for  three 
streets.  Present  maximum  areas  are  7,500, 
10,000,  and  12,500  square  feet  respectively. 

This  action,  according  to  James  Q.  Brett, 
chairman  of  the  Sites  and  Buildings  Sec- 
tion, would  place  San  Francisco  on  a  more 
competitive  basis  with  other  Bay  Area 
communities.  Present  area  limitations,  he 
said,  work  unnecessary  hardships  on  busi- 
nesses using  the  prevalent  type  of  one-story 
and  mezzanine  warehouse  and  storage 
building. 

A  further  recommendation  was  made 
that  "Type  4"  buildings  (light,  incombus- 
tible, frame  construction)  for  non-hazard- 
ous use  shall  also  conform  to  the  suggested 
area  increases.

San   Francisco,  Valley 
Important  To  Each  Other 

San  Francisco  and  the  San  Joaquin  Val- 
ley are  inseparable  neighbors — economically 
as  well  as  geographically — with  the  prom- 
ise of  a  richer  future  for  both  areas  through 
further  development  of  trade  relations. 

This  is  one  of  the  salient  implications  of 
the  meeting  between  Valley  and  San  Fran- 
cisco business  leaders  scheduled  for  next 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  according  to  G.  L.

San  Francisco  is  basically  interested  in 
and  important  to  California  agriculture  be- 
cause nearly  five  million  acres  of  farm  land 
are  required  to  supply  the  food  consumed 
by  its  people  and  the  raw  materials  used  in 
its  industry.

General  Business  Activity 


Report  by  the  Beaearch  Pepartment 


TREND 

San  Francisco  business  moved  into  new 
iiigh  areas  of  activity  during  June — 7.6% 
above  last  year,  and  the  first  half  of  1950 
was  up  1.2%  above  similar  period  a  year 
ago.  Our  June  Index  reached  258.5,  and  the 
six  months  average  was  243.3.  Building, 
real  estate,  financial  transactions,  manu- 
facturing industries,  rail  freight  car  move- 
ments, electrical  energy  gas  sales,  and  most 
major  fields  of  activity  showed  good  gains 
during  June  over  a  year  ago,  and  the  six 
months  cumulatives  were  up  in  many  fields. 

CONSTRUCTION   AND   REAL   ESTATE 

June  construction  starts  continued  at  the 
substantial  level  of  previous  months  and 
the  number  of  dwelling  units  were  consid- 
erably above  the  monthly  average  of  the 
postwar  period.  During  June,  887  permits 
were  issued  valued  at  $5,625,246.  Residen- 
tial permits  accounted  for  75%  of  the  vol- 
ume and  amounted  to  $4,227,955  and  pro- 
vided for  454  dwelling  units.  Single-family 
structures  accounted  for  252;  2-family 
structures  for  24;  and  multi-family  struc- 
tures for  178.  New  non-residential  permits 
amounted  to  19  valued  at  $465,100;  and 
additions,  alterations  and  repairs  accounted 
for  589  permits  valued  at  $932,191. 

Total  permits  for  the  6  months  cumula- 
tive period  numbered  4,976  and  were  valued 
at  $31,756,304:  residential  permits  amounted 
to  $19,652,357  and  accounted  for  62%  of 
the  total  and  provided  for  1,903  dwelling 
units.  There  were  102  non-residential  per- 
mits amounting  to  $5,639,885,  and  3,295 
permits  for  additions,  alterations  and  re- 
pairs amounted  to  $5,721,880. 

June  real  estate  transactions  rose  to  the 
level  of  the  early  months  of  1948.  Deeds 
recorded  amounted  to  1,984 — more  than 
one-quarter  above  same  month  last  year 
and  carried  the  6  months  total  to  11,182  or 
17.8%  above  a  year  ago.  June  mortgages 
and  deeds  of  trust  numbered  1,658  and 
amounted  to  $14,011,253  and  were  22%  and 
47%  respectively  above  a  year  ago;  the  six 
months  cumulative  was  up  15.6%  in  num- 
ber and  9.4%  in  amount  from  the  like  pe- 
riod last  year. 

EMPLOYMENT  AND   MANUFACTURING 
TRENDS 

June  San  Francisco  employment  gains 
were  registered  in  every  major  field  of 
activity  over  the  previous  month,  according 
to  the  California  State  Employment  Serv- 
ice. The  most  significant  rise  occurred  in 
manufacturing  industries,  particularly  in 
the  fabricated  metals,  machinery,  food 
products,  apparel  and  chemicals  groups. 
Higher  employment  levels  are  anticipated 
in  all  major  activities  by  August  and  size- 
able employment  increases  are  expected  in 
the  next  60  days  as  a  direct  result  of  the 
Korean  situation.  Government  installations 
in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  will  expand 
to  provide  services  and  materials  necessary 
for  military  operations. 

There  were  2.111  placements  in  San 
Francisco  in  June.  Non-manufacturing  ac- 
counted for  1.502;  all  manufacturing  for 
403;  Government  130;  and  contract  con- 
struction for  76.  Unemployment  in  San 
Francisco  in  June  amounted  to  33,800  or 
21.5%  below  last  June. 


In  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  emplo.\- 
nient  increased  to  903,500  in  June  from 
894,000  in  May.  Manufacturing  employment 
increases  were  due  primarily  to  the  gains 
in  the  food  products  industry  and  recall  of 
workers    in   the    apparel    industry. 

TRADE 

June  department  store  sales  in  San  Fran- 
cisco were  identical  to  June  last  year  with 
the  6  months  cumulative  up  1%,  according 
to  the  San  Francisco  Federal  Reserve 
Bank.  Sales  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland 
Bay  Area  were  reported  identical  for  both 
June  and  the  6  months  period  compared  to 
last  year.  Northern  California  June  sales 
were  up  1%  but  the  6  months  sales  were 
identical  to  a  year  ago;  Southern  California 
sales  were  up  1%  for  June  but  otT  2%  for 
the  6  months  period;  and  the  12th  Federal 
Reserve  District  sales  were  up  3%  for 
June  but  off  1%   for  the  6  month  period. 

Independent  retail  store  sales  in  San 
Francisco  during  the  first  5  months,  ac- 
cording to  the  latest  report  by  the  Bureau 
of   the    Census,    were    up   4%. 

Pacific  Coast  wholesale  dollar  sales  dur- 
ing the  first  5  months,  according  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census  latest  reports,  were 
up  1%  over  last  year  and  identical  to  the 
trend  in  the  nation  as  a  whole, 

FINANCE 

San  Francisco  Jime  bank  debits  estab- 
lished a  new  all-time  monthly  high  of 
$2,669,296,000—10.9%  above  last  June,  and 
carried  the  6  months  cumulative  to  $14,- 
382,420,000  or  2%  above  a  year  ago.  June 
bank  clearings  of  $1,812,171,000  were  up 
13.8%  above  a  year  ago  and  carried  the 
cumulative  to  $10,158,851,000  or  5.5%  above 
same  period  last  jear.  June  San  Francisco 
Stock  Exchange  transactions  attained  one 
of  the  highest  monthly  levels  in  recent 
years  and  amounted  to  1,101,760  shares 
with  market  value  of  $24,095,461  and  car- 
ried the  6  months  cumulative  to  7,370,895 
shares  with  market  value  of  $127,144,066 
or  an  increase  of  48.1%  in  number  and  88% 
in  value  over  last  year.  June  postal  receipts 
amounting  to  $1,740,117  were  off  10.9% 
compared  to  last  June;  and  the  6  months 
cumulative  of  $10,979,573  was  off  1.5%- 
compared  to  a  year  ago.  There  were  8  com- 
mercial failures  reported  during  June  with 
liabilities  of  $152,073  and  assets  of  $47,344 
bringing  the  six  months  cumulative  to  75 
with  liabilities  of  .$2,393,370  and  assets  of 
$1,776,332. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Freight  car  movements  in  San  Francisco 
during  June  climbed  to  15,399  or  9.5';{. 
above  last  June.  The  6  months  cumulative 
of  85,212  cars  was  off  1.6%  from  last  year. 
San  Francisco  Airport  traffic  for  the  5 
months  cumulative — planes  in  and  out — 
was  up  7.7%  as  were  passengers  on  and 
off.  Air  mail  loaded  and  unloaded  was  prac- 
tically the  same  as  last  year.  Air  express 
volume  was  up  4%  and  air  freight  5.1%  for 
the  cumulative  period.  Value  of  imports  in 
the  San  Franci.sco  Customs  District  during 
April  (latest  available)  amounted  to  $15,- 
100,000  compared  to  $15,600,000  a  year  ago; 
and  the  4  months  cumulative  amounted  to 


$67,500,000  compared  to  $71,800,000  last 
year. 

Bay  Bridge  vehicle  crossings  in  June 
established  a  new  all-time  high  of  2,484,577 
and  9%  above  last  June.  During  the  same 
period,  on  June  16th,  Bay  Bridge  crossings 
attained  the  highest  daily  total  on  record 
of  96,079.  This  was  attributed  to  the  fact 
it  was  Friday  and  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia Commencement  exercises  were  held 
early  in  the  afternoon;  there  were  races  at 
the  Albany  racetrack  in  the  afternoon,  and 
baseball  that  evening.  Owing  to  the  dis- 
tribution of  traffic  throughout  the  day  the 
traffic  load  was  handled  without  difficulty, 
according  to  the  report  from  the  Principal 
Bridge  Engineer's  Office.  The  cumulative 
traffic  on  the  Bay  Bridge  for  the  first  6 
months  was  13.856.928  crossings  or  4.7% 
above  a  year  ago.  Golden  Gate  Bridge  ve- 
hicle crossings  in  June  numbered  8.54,338 
or  7.1%  above  last  June  and  the  6  months 
cumulative   of  4,404,217  was  up  7.3%  . 

Passengers  entering  Northern  California 
gateways  via  highways  during  June  totaled 
396,23l' compared  to  259,561  in  May.  Out  of 
128,217  foreign  cars  entering  California  in 
June  67.765  or  52.9%  came  in  through 
Northern  California  gateways. 

UTILITIES 

Sales  of  electrical  energy  during  June 
were  4.7%  above  last  June  but  the  6 
months  cumulative  was  identical  to  the 
same  period  last  year.  Industrial  and  com- 
mercial gas  sales  were  up  8.7%  in  June  but 
the  cumulative  was  off  0.6%.  Residential 
water  consumption  in  San  Francisco  in 
June  dropped  4.8%  but  the  cumulative  was 
only  0.9%  below  same  period  last  year. 
Commercial  and  industrial  water  sales  were 
off  10.4%  in  June  with  the  6  months  cumu- 
lative off  4.4%).

sale    markets    in    1948,   4,96" — almost    one- 
third — came  from  the  San  Joaquin  Valley. 

On  the  other  hand,  Fo.x  said.  Valley  com- 
munities have  consistently  bought  a  large 
share  of  San  Francisco's  wholesale  prod- 
ucts for  use  in  development  of  farming, 
manufacturing,  transportation  and  other 
Valley  industries. 

This  has  helped  San  Francisco's  phenom- 
enal groivth  in  wholesale  business — which 
jumped  from  under  1 '  i  billion  dollars  in 
1939  to  more  than  4  billion  dollars  last 
year.  Fox  said.  San  Francisco's  wholesale 
establishments  employed  over  47,000  per- 
sons last  year  and  were  271  greater  in 
number  than  in  1939  when  only  34,612  peo- 
ple were  employed. 

The  San  Joaquin  Valle.v  with  its  seven 
counties  has  a  population  of  nearly  one 
million  persons,  and  its  last  year's  taxable 
retail  sales  amounted  to  $824,675,000.  This 
vast  market  represents  a  large  potentiality 
for  San  Francisco.  Fox  said — as  San  Fran- 
cisco's capacity  for  distribution  and  con- 
sumption of  Valley  products  offer  great 
potentialities  for  Valley  industries. 

Commenting  this  week  on  the  future  of 
San  Francisco-Valley  trade  relations.

Six  month  totals  for  1950  show  that  the 
12-county  Bay  Region  has  enjoyed  indus- 
trial development  to  the  extent  of  .$29,- 
583,870,  a  62  per  cent  increase  over  the  like 
period  in  1949.  according  to  the  latest 
monthlx'  survey  by  the  Chamber's  Indus- 
trial Department. 

The  tabulations  for  the  month  of  June 
indicated  that  4  new  plants  began  opera- 
tions in  San  Francisco  and  13  existing 
plants  undertook  expansion  programs  with 
total  new  development  representing  capital 
investment  of  $767,600. 


The  Bay  Region,  including  San  Francisco, 
accounted  for  a  total  capital  outlay  of 
$9,127,400  which  reflected  the  investment 
in  11  new  plants  and  49  expansions.  Total 
Northern  California  (48  counties)  industrial 
expansion  for  June  represented  $10,452,400 
invested  in  12  new  plants  and  55  expan- 
sions, the  survey  indicated.

P.  G.  &  E.  Power  Peak  Is 
Recorded  In  July 

The  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company,  in 
the  last  week  of  July,  served  the  greatest 
peak  in  power  demand  in  the  history  of 
Northern  and  Central  California,  according 
to  James  B.  Black,  president  of  the  organi-' 
zation.  The  new  all-time  record  peak  de- 
mand was  more  than  two  and  one-half  mil- 
lion kilowatts  and  will  probably  be  the  peak 
for  1950,  he  said. 

Generating  capacity  still  available  over 
and  above  that  figure  was  476,000  kilowatts, 
a  margin  of  19  per  cent. 

This  did  not  include  capacity  available 
through  inter-connection  with  other  power 
companies.  At  the  time  of  the  peak,  the 
Compan>-  had  104,000  kilowatts  in  old  steam 
plants  shut  down  "cold." 

The  new  peak  represented  an  increase  of 
209.000  kilowatts  over  the  1949  records, 
which  was  established  Jul>-  27,  1949.  It  was 
123  per  cent  greater  than  the  pre-war  peak 
of  ten  years  ago. 

Of  the  total  generating  capacity  available 
in  the  area.  Mr.  Black  pointed  out  that  83 
per  cent  is  in  P.  G.  &  K.  plants  and  17  per 
cent  in  the  plants  of  the  Central  Valley 
Project  and  other  producers,  including  mu- 
nicipalities and  districts. 

In  announcing  the  Company's  achieve- 
ment, Mr.  Black  stated: 

"Our  meeting  this  all-time  peak,  with 
nearly  a  million  kilowatts  in  reserve  shows 
how  much  is  being  accomplished  by  our 
S800  million  post-war  construction  program. 
This  program  has  enabled  us  not  only  to 
keep  pace  with  increases  in  demand  of 
about  200,000  kilowatts  a  year,  but  also  to 
restore  substantial  reserves  which  were  de- 
pleted during  the  war."

Santa  Fe's  Richmond  Wharf 
Construction  Begins 

In  another  step  toward  the  continuing  de- 
velopment of  San  Francisco  Bay's  shipping 
facilities,  construction  of  a  550-foot  covered 
wharf  at  Richmond  for  the  Santa  Fe  Rail- 
way was  started  last  week  by  the  Utah 
Construction  Company  of  San  Francisco. 
Completion  is  expected  by  late  October. 

The  wharf  is  being  built  on  the  site  of 
Ship.x  ard  Number  Four  and  will  be  situated 
on  the  south  side  of  Santa  Fe  Channel,  ac- 
cording to  O.  L.  Gray,  general  manager  of 
Santa  Fe  Coast  Lines. 

Fifty  feet  wide,  the  structure  will  be 
co\ered  by  an  arch  t.\pe  roof  with  a  corru- 
gated metal  siding.  Two  railroad  tracks 
will  run  the  length  of  the  wharf,  connected 
by  a  spur  with  the  Santa  Fe  main  line  in 
the  Richmond  yards.  Tracks  within  the 
wharf  will  have  a  capacit.v  of  22  freight 
cars. 

Scene  of  World  War  II  shipbuilding  ac- 
tivity, the  property  was  returned  to  Santa 
Fe  at  the  conclusion  of  hostilities.  It  com- 
prises 125  acres  suitable  for  light  or  heav\ 
industry,  with  approximately  1,200  feet  of 
deep  water  frontage  on  Santa  Fe  Channel 


Bissinger  Says  S.F.  Must 
Continue  To  "Sell  Itself" 


"Selling"  San  Francisco  as  an  industrial 
and  shipping  center  is  like  selling  anything 
else  —  if  requires  aggressive  action,  even 
when  "business  is  good" — Paul  A.  Bissinger. 
president  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  told  75  members  of  the  San 
Francisco  Sales  Managers  Association  last 
week. 

Mr.  Bissinger  was  principal  speaker  at 
the  organization's  monthly  luncheon  meet- 
ing held  Friday,  August  4.  in  the  Palace 
Hotel  under  chairmanship  of  Clifton  Jacobs 
of  Liberty  Mutual  Company.  President  of 
the  association  is  Harrison  Smith.  District 
manager  of  Automatic  Electric  Sales 
Corporation. 

"For  many  purposes,  San  Francisco  has 
unequalled  industrial  and  shipping  facilities 
and  potentialities,"  Mr.  Bissinger  said. 
"However."  he  emphasized,  "we  must  let 
neople  know  about  them.  There  are  manv 
parts  of  the  country  where  industrialists 
right  now  are  thinking  of  extending  their 
operations  to  the  Bay  Region. 

"Our  job  is  not  to  wait  for  them  to  deoide 
— but  to  step  out  and  do  some  aggressive 
selling,  right  now.  Through  personal  rep- 
resentatives in  the  field  and  through  mass 
mailings  of  promotional  material,  the 
Chamber  is  actively  working  in  this  im- 
portant field,"  he  declared. 

Pointing  out  that  the  present  war  situa- 
tion may  make  many  people  feel  there  is  no 
need  to  continue  promotion  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's industry  and  port.  Mr.  Bissinger  told 
the  sales  managers: 

"Nothing  could  be  further  from  the  truth 
Even  though  the  natural  course  of  events 
immediately  ahead  will  bring  increased  ac- 
tivity to  this  city,  we  must  not  be  compla- 
cent in  regard  to  the  future.  We  must 
continue  our  selling  efforts. 

"Advertising."  he  added,  "should  never 
stop  just  because  business  is  good." 
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Four  Industrial  Expansions 
Reported   In   June  Survey 

A  survey  of  Bay  Region  industrial  ex- 
pansions during  June.  1950,  recently  com- 
piled by  the  Industrial  Department  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
■  shows  the  following  significant  develop- 
ments: 

The  Regal  Amber  Brewing  Corporation 
of  San  Francisco  has  under  construction  a 
new  bottling  plant  at  675  Treat  Avenue  o  i 
(he  site  of  the  company's  former  office.  The 
new  plant  will  increase  the  firm's  output  to 
750,000  barrels  annually. 

The  DeVilbiss  Company,  Toledo,  Ohio, 
manufacturers  of  air  compressors  and  paint 
spraying  equipment,  have  leased  25,000 
square  feet  of  space  on  an  eight-acre  site 
in  Santa  Clara  for  an  assembly  and  distri- 
bution plant.  The  Peninsula  plant  will  serve 
sales  territories  covered  by  branches  in  San 
Francisco.  Los  Angeles  and  Salt  Lake  City. 

The  Rheem  Manufacturing  Company  has 
under  construction  an  addition  to  their 
Richmond  plant  which  will  allow  for  the 
production  of  .55-,£;allon  lithographed  steel 
drums. 

The  Permanente  Cement  Company  of 
Santa  Clara  has  begun  construction  of  a 
fifth  kiln  which  will  increase  their  capacity 
to  seven  million  barrels  a  year.  Completion 
of  the  new  kiln  is  scheduled  for  February, 
1951. 


State  Air  Freight  Clinic 
To  Be  Held  August  15 

Popular  demand  for  an  "inventory  of 
knowledge"  on  airborne  cargo  movements 
will  be  met  August  15  when  the  first  Cali- 
fornia Air  Freight  Clinic  is  held  in  the 
Hotel  Claremont  in  Berkeley. 

According  to  John  P.  Gilchrist,  Manager 
>'l  the  Chamber's  Aviation  Department,  this 
meeting  will  be  a  down-to-earth  discussion 
li,\  expert  and  lay  people  to  formulate 
,1,'reater  benefits  for  users  of  this  type  of 
service.  It  will  also  be  held  in  the  interest 
of  national  defense. 

An  Air  Freight  Fair,  to  be  held  in  con- 
junction with  the  Clinic,  will  be  a  large- 
.scale  exhibition  of  civilian  air  freight  and 
military  airlifts.  It  will  be  held  at  the  Oak- 
land Municipal  Airport,  Sunday,  August  20, 
and  will  be  open  to  the  public  from  12  noon 
to  9  p.  m. 

The  California  Aeronautics  Commission 
and  the  Oakland  Chamber  of  Commerce 
Aviation  Committee  are  sponsors  of  the 
Clinic  which  was  originally  planned  as  a 
statewide  meet  to  devise  ways  and  means 
of  developing  new  markets  for  the  products 
of  California. 

However,  it  has  attracted  world-wide  at- 
tention and  participants  now  include  top 
military  officials  as  well  as  representatives 
of  domestic  and  international  air  carriers, 
air  frame  and  equipment  manufacturers, 
ground  transportation,  packaging  and  allied 
interests.  Displays  will  illustrate  the  indus- 
try's latest  civilian  and  military  develop- 
ments. 

Subjects  for  the  ten  panel  sessions  of  the 
Clinic,  selected  with  the  assistance  of  a 
committee  from  the  Air  Cargo  Institute  of 
California,  will  represent  shipper,  grower, 
manufacturer,  and  retail  trade  interests.

'Defense  Act  Far-Reaching' 
Fox  Tells  Trade  Group 

"Legislation  now  under  consideration  in 
Washington  known  as  the  'Defense  Pro- 
duction Act  of  1950'  is  the  most  far-reach- 
ing ever  considered  under  our  system  of 
government."  G.  L.  Fox,  General  Manager 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, told  a  dinner  meeting  of  the  Junior 
World  Trade  Association  at  the  Union 
League  Club  last  Wednesday,  August  2. 

In  an  address  titled  "Mobilization.  Busi- 
ness and  the  Waterfront."  Fox  reminded 
his  young-executive  audience  that  the  so- 
called  "defense  measures"  now  incorporated 
in  bills  S.  3936  and  H.R.  9176  were  sug- 
gested some  months  back  b.v  the  adminis- 
tration as  anti-inflationary  steps. 

"The  President,  or  his  delegated  author- 
ity," Fox  said,  "can  tell  you  what  to  make 
and  how  much.  If  you  fail  in  the  manu- 
facture of  the  ordered  product  j'ou  are 
subject  to  heavy  fines  or  imprisonment,  or 
both.  This  is  pretty  broad  authority  for 
what  is  still  a  democracy." 

Fox  also  stressed  the  importance  of  San 
Francisco's  Port  in  the  current  Korean  ef- 
fort and  concluded  his  remarks  by  telling 
the  trade  assocition  that  transport  difficul- 
ties encountered  during  World  War  II 
would  not  impede  troop  and  material  move- 
ments this  time  because  of  experience 
gained  by  the  services  and  port  authorities, 
who  have  continued  to  improve  their 
facilities.

KPIX,  pioneer  San  Francisco  television 
station,  is  currently  filming  on-the-spot  cov- 
erage of  the  Korean  War  for  early  release 
to  Bay  Area  TV  audiences.  This  is  the  first 
time  actual  frontline  scenes  have  been  re- 
corded for  television  transmission. 

Two  KPIX  staff  members.  Program  Di- 
rector Sanford  Spillman  and  Production 
Manager  Forrester  Mashbir.  now  in  Korea, 
received  clearance  from  General  Mac- 
Arthur's  headquarters  and  Washington  of- 
ficials early  in  July  for  this  innovation  in 
T'V  coverage.  In  addition  to  filming  war 
scenes,  they  plan  to  film  background  docu- 
mentaries on  Korean  life  and  the  Mac- 
Arthur  Command. 

Film  footage  will  be  flown  to  KPIX,  San 
Francisco,  from  where  it  will  also  be  dis- 
tributed to  other  television  stations 
throughout  the  country.

Chamber  Opposes  Division 
Of  Lawton  Heights  Property 

Support  of  a  recommendation  by  City 
Planning  Director  Paul  Oppermann  to  pro- 
hibit development  of  a  proposed  Lawton 
Heights  .subdivision  into  25-foot  lots  has 
been  announced  by  the  Chamber's  Board  of 
Directors. 

The  report  by  Mr.  Oppermann  shows  that 
the  lot  layout  of  Lawton  Heights  fails  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  minimum  lot 
size  ordinance  which  calls  for  a  width  of  at 
least  33  feet  where  a  neighborhood  pattern 
does  not  exist. 

"This  subdivision  is  located  in  the  unde- 
veloped Sutro  Forest  area."  said  J.  W.  Mail- 
Hard,  III,  Chairman  of  the  Chamber's  Civic 
Development  Committee,  "where  no  sub- 
division activity  has  yet  been  undertaken 
and  consequently  there  is  no  existing  pat- 
tern of  lot  sizes. 

"The  minimum  lot  size  ordinance,  passed 
by  a  former  Planning  Commission  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  prevent  continu- 
ance of  small  row-type  dwellings,  would  be 
circumvented  by  allowing  development  of 
this  area  at  less  than  the  minimum  specifi- 
cations." he  added.

Peach  Growers  Commended 
On  Surplus  Crop  Disposal 

A  resolution,  unanimously  passed  by  the 
Chamber's  Board  of  Directors,  commends 
the  California  cling  peach  growers  for  their 
initiative  and  enterprise  in  advertising  and 
distributing  a  huge  carryover  of  canned 
cling  peaches  last  year. 

"This  carryoNer,"  said  John  Lawler, 
chairman  of  the  Chamber's  Agricultural 
Committee,  who  submitted  the  resolution, 
"if  allowed  to  go  unmarketed,  would  cause 
a  serious  surplus  which  would  affect  ad- 
versely the  economy  of  the  State  as  a  whole. 

"The  California  cling  peach  growers, 
rather  than  seek  aid  from  outside  sources, 
spent  approximately  one  million  dollars  of 
private  funds  to  advertise  and  promote 
California  cling  peaches,"  he  continued. 
"As  a  result  of  this  initiative  in  supplying 
self-help  to  the  problem,  the  carryover  is 
now  being  moved  successfully  through  reg- 
ular channels  of  distribution."

San  Francisco  fashions,  one  of  the  state's 
top  industries,  will  also  be  featured  in  ih' 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  sectini 
of  the  Counties  Building.  Fashions  to  I- 
shown  will  range  from  1849-designed  Le\  j 
(California's  oldest  manufacturer)  to  latc^i 
styles  in  coats,  suits  and  dres.ses.

Columbia  Steel   Expands 
Operations  At  Pittsburg 

Because  of  the  important  role  steel  will 
play  in  the  nation's  defense  program,  Co- 
lumbia Steel  Company  will  increase  sub- 
statially  the  steel-finishing  facilities  of  its 
Pittsburg  plant,  according  to  Alden  G. 
Roach,  president  of  this  West  Coast  sub- 
sidiary of  United  States  Steel. 

The  new  facilities,  when  completed  will 
enable  Columbia  Steel  to  increa.se  its  pro- 
iluition  (if  both  tin  mill  products  and  sheets 
to  an  annual  capacity  of  approximately 
215,000  net  tons  of  sheets  and  tin  plate. 

Work  will  be  started  as  soon  as  possible. 
Roach  stated,  with  completion  expected  by 
late  summer  of  1951.  An  estimated  800 
employees  will  be  added  to  the  working 
forces,  he  said. 

Concurrent  with  this  announcement,  an- 
other U.  S.  Steel  subsidiary— Geneva  Steel 
Company  —  reported  installation  plans  for 
new  facilities  at  its  Geneva.  Utah  plant  for 
the  production  of  an  additional  100.000  net 
tons  of  hot  rolled  steel  sheets  annually. 

When  these  two  programs  are  completed, 
Columbia  Steel  and  Geneva  Steel  will  be 
in  a  better  position  to  help  meet  the  grow- 
ing steel  needs  of  the  West,  company 
spokesmen  said.  The  two  plants  will  have 
a  combined  annual  capacity  for  the  pro- 
duction of  approximately  640,000  tons  of 
sheet  and  tin  plate  products,  as  well  as  a 
large  capacity  for  the  production  of  other 
steel  products  in  demand  on  the  Pacific 
Coast.

New  Topographical  Maps 
Of  Bay  Area  Now  Available 

For  the  first  time  in  almost  a  generation, 
up-to-date  topographical  maps  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  the  balance  of  the  Bay  Area  are 
now  available,  according  to  G.  L.  Fox,  Gen- 
eral Manager  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce.  They  are  the  result  of 
efforts  made  by  the  San  Francisco  Section 
of  the  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers 
and  the  Chamber,  whereby  the  United 
States  Geological  Survey  was  induced  to 
make  a  now  topographic  survey  of  the  en- 
tire Bay  Area. 

The  new  maps  will  replace  obsolete 
small-scale  maps  based  on  surveys  made 
more  than  fifty  years  ago.  They  were  made 
possible  through  cooperation  of  the  State 
of  California  with  the  Federal  government, 
the  project  having  gotten  underway  shortlv 
after  World  War  II. 

The  16  new  quadrangles  on  a  scale  of 
one  inch  to  2.000  feet  are  named  as  follows: 
San  Quentin.  Richmond.  Briones  Valley. 
Walnut  Creek.  San  Francisco  North.  Oak- 
land West.  Oakland  East.  Las  Trampas 
Ridge.  San  Francisco  South.  Avisadero 
Point,  San  Leandro,  Hayw^ard,  Montara 
Mountain,  San  Mateo.  Redwood  Point  and 
Neward. 

The  maps  may  be  obtained  at  twenty 
cents  each  (check  or  money  order  payable 
to  Treasurer  of  the  United  States)  from 
Distribution  Section,  United  States  Geo- 
logical Survey,  Denver  Federal  Center, 
Den\-er,  Colorado,  or  from  local  map  sup- 
ply houses.

similar  to  Section  735  in  the  1943  act  al- 
lowing for  exemptions  for  production  above 
normal  during  any  one  year  on  metals 
otlier  tlian  strategic  (such  as  copper,  lead 
and  zinc),  excess  production  to  be  taxed  at 
the  normal  rate  rather  than  at  excess  profit 
rate. 

4.  That  all  expenditures  incurred  in  ex- 
ploring for  or  developing  strategic  or  criti- 
cal mineral  deposits  shall  be  expensed  or 
capitalized  at  the  option  of  the  taxpayer. 

"Encouragement  of  revitalized  strategic 
metal  mining  is  absolutely  essential  to  this 
country's  current  efforts."  declared  Brad- 
ley and  L.  S.  Hamm,  Chairman  of  the  Tax 
Committee  in  a  joint  statement  last  week. 

"Until  all  hazards  of  aggression  are  re- 
moved, and  so  long  as  the  national  .security 
is  in  jeopardy,"  the  statement  continued, 
"the  armed  forces  will  require  metals  and 
metallic  products  in  quantities  far  in  excess 
of  the  mining  industry's  present  potential 
capacities  to  produce. 

"Wars  cannot  be  waged  if  strategic 
metals  are  not  available.  Hence  the  prob- 
lems of  procuring  adequate  supplies  at  the 
earliest  possible  date  are  matters  of  vital 
Importance  to  the  security  of  the  United 
States  and  everyone  of  its  citizens." 

Announcement  of  the  Chamber's  recom- 
mendations came  on  the  heels  of  a  meeting 
concluded  this  week  in  Washington  between 
government  officials  and  Sam  H.  Williston, 


member  of  the  Chamber's  Mining  Commit- 
tee and  chairman  of  the  Alloy  Metals  Com- 
mittee of  the  National  Minerals  Advisory 
Council. 

Williston,  who  is  vice-president  of  the 
Cordero  Mining  Company  and  a  member  of 
the  Munitions  Board,  reported  this  week 
the  United  States  now  has  "far  less  than 
half"  as  many  underground  mines  operating 
than  in  1940  and  that  there  are  "few  rem- 
nants of  our  strategic  metal  mines  in  op- 
eration today." 

He  said  that  mercury  mining  has  declined 
by  95  percent;  of  manganese,  less  than  ten 
percent  is  produced  in  this  coimtry;  no 
chrome  at  all  is  being  produced  here;  less 
than  one-quarter  of  our  war-time  produc- 
tion of  antimony  is  left;  and  tungsten  pro- 
duction is  still  far  less  than  one-half  of  our 
war-time  production. 

Other  members  of  the  Chamber's  Mining 
Committee  who  made  the  study  upon  which 
the  Chamber  acted  are  Worthen  Bradley, 
president,  Bradley  Mining  Co.;  Ira  Jorale- 
mon.  consulting  mining  engineer;  Donald 
McLaughlin,  president.  Home  Stake  Mining 
Co.:  and  W.  W.  Mein,  Jr.,  vice-president, 
Calaveras  Cement  Co.  .'ill  are  members  of 
the  National  Minerals  Advi.sory  Council. 

The  recommendations  have  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  Washington  officials  and 
the  National  Minerals  Advisory  Council,  the 
Committee  reported.

Burma's  Potentialities  Told 
At  World  Trade  Meet 

Burma,  although  today  economically  un- 
settled, is  potentially  richer  per  capita  than 
the  United  States  and  could  capitalize  on 
this  potentiality  if  badly  needed  U.  S.  dol- 
lars were  directed  to  that  country  in  trade 
and  investments — according  to  Edward  Law 
Yone.  Minister  of  Transport  for  Upper 
Burma  He  was  guest  speaker  at  the 
Chamber's  World  Trade  Association  meet- 
ing Wednesday,  August  9  at  the  Fairmont 
Hotel. 

"Burma  Is  receiving  only  a  trickle  of 
.•\mrrlean  goods  and  has  been  forced  to 
turn  to  other  markets  and  sources  of  sup- 
ply for  cheaper  and  Inferior  products  be- 
cause of  the  failure  of  the  Inlted  States  to 
huy  from  our  country,"  the  Burmese 
Minister  stated. 

Manj  commodities  needed  here  —  lead, 
zinc  concentrates,  gold,  jade,  precious 
stones  and  teak  for  aircraft  carrier  decks 
can  be  supplied  by  Burma,  he  said. 

As  a  step  in  the  right  direction  to  aid 
Burma  and  utilize  her  exportable  products, 
Mr.  Yone  urged  that  the  United  States  re- 
examine its  foreign  policy  toward  his  coun- 
try, modify  its  original  demand  for  payment 
of  three  million  dollars  for  worn-out  surplus 
equipment  left  there  and  allow  re-establish- 
ment of  a  special  rupee  fund  to  finance  ex- 
penses of  exchange  American  students.

Chamber's    'New    Look' 
To  Be  Completed  Sept.  14 


The  tradition  of  "business  as  usual" 
wliich  has  carried  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  through  100  years  of 
service  to  the  community  has  been  stead- 
fastly maintained  even  through  its  current 
"face-lifting"  operations,  started  early  in 
March  of  this  year. 

However,  this  remodeling  and  redecorat- 
iPK  of  the  Chamber's  offices  at  333  Pine 
Street  w  ill  be  completed  and  ready  for  pub- 
lic inspection  September  14,  according  to 
G.  L.  Fox,  Chamber  General  Manager,  who 
this  week  extended  a  cordial  invitation  to 
Chamber  members  and  friends  to  be  shown 
through  the  entire  quarters  of  the  Chamber. 

Throughout  the  Chamber  offices,  the 
decor  has  been  planned  in  subdued  gra.vs 
for  the  walls,  floor,  furniture  and  drapes, 
brightened  by  coral  leather  chairs.  This 
color  is  picked  up  subtly  in  the  marble- 
effect  of  the  inlaid  tile  floors. 

Upon  entering  the  foyer,  one  will  see 
first  the  large  mural,  executed  by  San  Fran- 
cisco artist  George  Harris,  portraying  "A 
Century  of  Progress  in  San  Francisco."  The 
26-foot  mural  is  a  harmonious  blend  of  oil 
colors  in  geometric  designs,  including  flow- 
ing lines,  curves,  angles  and  well  dispersed 
circular  forms  which  unfolds  from  left  to 
right  the  story  of  San  Francisco  during  the 
past  100  years. 

The  metallic  grid  ceiling,  illuminating  the 
mural  without  apparent  light  fixtures,  is 
one  of  the  first  in  San  Francisco. 

As  a  community  service.  Ward  and  BoUes 
are  consulting  architects  on  the  project, 
which  has  been  made  possible  by  the  Mills 
Estate,  Incorporated,  owner  of  the  building.

In  the  course  of  his  work  both  in  Do- 
mestic Trade  and  subsequently  as  Assistant 
General  Manager,  Tanner  became  a  "pio- 
neer" in  urban-rural  relationships.  Early  in 
his  Chamber  career  he  disco\ered  an  apa- 
thy toward  San  Francisco  on  the  part  of 
farmers  in  California's  great  wealthy  agri- 
cultural areas. 

In  1939.  due  to  his  "groundwork,"  the 
Chamber  created  an  Agricultural  Depart- 
ment and  named  Tanner  as  its  head.

"This  Proposition."  he  said,  "will  eliminate 
duplication  of  personnel,  courtrooms  and 
equipment,  avoid  overlapping,  and  elimi- 
nate the  confusion  at  present  existing  in 
communities  that  have  several  types  of 
courts  with  overlapping  jurisdiction."

War  Metals  Supply  Low  . . .

extremely  unhealthy  condition,"  WiUiston 
said.  "Unless  stockpiling  of  antimony  and 
other  metals  is  resumed,  domestic  mine 
production  stimulated  and  potential  sources 
explored,  the  nation's  total  supplies  may 
become  dangerously  low  in  another  war 
emergency."  he  declared. 

Antimony  is  primarily  used  as  an  alloy 
in  the  process  of  hardening  lead.  Its  major 
domestic  use  is  in  storage  batteries  and  for 
defense  as  a  flame  retarder. 

Based  on  World  War  II  requirements,  it 
has  been  estimated  that  40.000  short  tons 
of  antimony  would  be  needed  annually  in 
a  war  emergency,  WiUiston  stated.  During 
1949,  domestic  mine  production  was  only 
1.600  tons,  suffering  from  inadequate  tariff 
protection  and  competition  from  foreign 
imports,  cheaper  because  of  currency  de- 
valuations. 

However,  WiUiston  stated,  foreign  sources 
of  antimony  (China.  Bolivia  and  Mexico) 
may  become  "undependable"  in  an  emer- 
gency due  to  political  and  transportation 
conditions. 

This  one  example  of  the  nation's  fast  de- 
pleting stockpile  of  strategic  war  metals 
brings  into  sharp  focus  the  necessity  for 
immediate  action.  For  this  reason,  the 
Chamber's  Board  of  Directors  last  week 
recommended  a  four-point  program  to  alle- 
viate working  conditions  within  the  indus- 
try and  revitalize  the  over-all  picture.  This 
program  is  currently  being  considered  by 
Washington  officials.

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ONE  HUNDRED  YEARS  OF  ACHIEVEMENT 
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General  Business  Activity 
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TREND 

Stimulated  by  consumer  buying  and  ac- 
tivities related  to  the  war  in  Korea,  busi- 
ness conditions  in  San  Francisco  establislied 
a  new  July  high— 7.9%  above  last  year.  Our 
July  index  amounted  to  245.2.  The  seven 
months  average  of  243.6  was  up  to  2.1%. 
Considerable  gains  over  last  year  were  re- 
ported in  real  estate,  construction,  financial 
transactions,  manufacturing,  freight  car 
movements  and  air-borne  commerce  fields. 

CONSTRUCTION    AND    REAL    ESTATE 

During  July  767  building  permits  were 
issued  amounting  to  $3,131,707.  New  resi- 
dential accounted  for  201  permits,  valued 
at  $1,795,301  and  provided  for  218  dwelling 
units  of  which  194  were  single  family  units, 
6  two-family  units  and  18  multi-family 
units.  There  were  10  non-residential  per- 
mits valued  at  $358,200  and  556  permits  for 
additions,  alterations  and  repairs  amount- 
ing to  $978,206. 

The  7  months  cumulative  of  building 
permits  numbered  5,743  and  amounted  to 
$34,888,011.  New  residentials  accounted  for 
1567  permits  valued  at  $21,447,658  and  pro- 
vided for  2121  dwelling  units;  of  these,  1,434 
were  single  family,  176  two-family  and  511 
multi-family  units.  New  non-residential 
cumulative  amounted  to  112  permits  valued 
at  $6,025,085.  Additions,  alterations  and 
repairs  accounted  for  3,851  permits  valued 
at  $6,700,086. 

July  real  estate  transactions  exceeded 
last  July's  total  by  26.6%i  with  the  deeds 
recorded  numbering  1,732.  Mortgages  and 
deeds  of  trust  numbered  1,461  and  amounted 
to  $15,953,890;  this  was  26%  in  number  and 
93%   in  amount  greater  than  a  year  ago. 

Builders  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland 
Metropolitan  area  reported  to  have  cli- 
maxed the  greatest  month  in  the  local 
house  construction  history  by  commencing 
3,240  new  permanent  non-farm  dwelling 
units  in  June,  carrying  the  total  for  the 
first  half-year  to  15,100  starts  or  more  than 
5,000  units  above  a  similar  period  last  year, 
according  to  the  United  States  Department, 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics. 
EMPLOYMENT  AND  MANUFACTURING 
TRENDS 

The  usual  seasonal  upswing  in  employ- 
ment was  augmented  by  demands  for  addi- 
tional workers  in  local  military  establish- 
ments in  San  Francisco  in  July.  The  num- 
ber of  workers  placed  on  jobs  by  California 
State  Employment  Service  offices  in  San 
Francisco  amounted  to  3,014  in  July,  or 
almost  1,000  greater  than  in  June.  Major 
gains  occurred  in  manufacturing,  especially 
in  shipbuilding  and  repairs,  and  in  the  gar- 
ment industry.  The  wholesale  and  retail 
trade  groups,  as  well  as  government  groups, 
registered  increases  which  help  to  offset 
the  slight  loss  in  contract  construction. 
.Sizeable  employment  increases  are  expected 
to  continue  into  the  next  sixty  days  and 
will  be  directly  identifiable  with  production 
of  military  needs.  Employment  ceilings 
ha\e  been  lifted  in  many  government  in- 
stallations. Hiring  of  skilled  classifications 
are  expected  to  continue  at  an  accelerated 
pace,  according  to  California  State  Em- 
ployment Service.  At  present  hard  to  fill 
openings   are   for  senior  engineers,   drafts- 


men, medical  personnel,  journeymen  ship- 
fitters,  shipwrights,  radar-radio  mechanics, 
steamfitters  and  pipefitters.  Unemployment 
in  San  Francisco  in  July  dropped  to  28,200 
compared  to  33,800  in  the  previous  month 
and  43,200  a  year  ago. 

July  total  employment  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Area  is  estimated  at  918,800.  The 
manufacturing  industries  contributed  sub- 
stantially to  the  overall  gain  with  steady 
advances  in  heavy  goods  industries  and 
sharp  rises  in  the  food  processing  field. 
Persons  placed  in  jobs  by  Bay  Area  local 
offices  of  the  Department  were  up  33% 
during  a  single  month,  with  the  major  gains 
in  manufacturing,  transportation  and  gov- 
ernment. 
FINANCE 

San  Francisco  July  bank  debits  amounted 
to  $2,345,656,000  or  an  increase  of  0.6% 
over  July  last  year.  Bank  clearings 
amounted  to  $1,797,661,000  or  15.9%  above 
a  year  ago.  Postal  receipts  amounted  to 
$2,609,513  or  an  increase  of  72.2%..  Shares 
traded  on  the  San  Francisco  stock  ex- 
change during  July  totaled  1.026,052  with 
a  market  value  of  .$20,785,365.  The  number 
was  up  50.5%  and  the  market  value  128%). 
There  were  6  commercial  failures  in  July 
with  liabilities  amounting  to  $767,028  and 
assets  of  $770,300.  The  seven  months  cumu- 
lative period  compared  to  the  similar  period 
last  year  showed  bank  debits  up  2.1%,  bank 
clearings  7.0%,  postal  receipts  7.3%,  stock 
exchange  transactions  number  48.4%)  and 
market  value  92.7%.

'No  Hotel  Shortage  Here' 
Says   Hotel   Executive 

There  is  no  shortage  of  hotel  rooms  in 
San  Francisco,  according  to  Morris  Edel- 
man,  president  of  the  San  Francisco  Hotel 
Association. 

In  apprising  Mayor  Elmer  E.  Robinson. 
Chamber,  civic  and  other  business  officials 
of  the  situation,  he  said: 

"San  Francisco's  hotel  industry  is  appar- 
ently the  victim  of  the  type  of  'scare  story' 
which  is  causing  buying  sprees  in  the  retail 
field. 

•"Visitors  and  tourists  are  being  discour- 
aged from  coming  to  San  Francisco  by  a 
report  that  military  personnel  is  overflow- 
ing the  hotels  here,"  he  continued.  "How- 
ever, the  average  \acancy  factor  is  about 
20  per  cent  in  most  hotels,  which  means 
that  there  are  12,000  vacant  hotel  rooms 
per  night  in  the  city,"  he  declared. 

There  is  no  prospect  that  a  sudden  in- 
crease in  troop  embarkations  would  absorb 
current  vacancies,  the  Hotel  Association  of- 
ficial pointed  out.  Experience  in  World  War 
II  showed  that  the  demand  for  hotel  space 
came  from  military  personnel  on  leave  from 
training  camps  and  not  from  embarking 
forces  which  were  confined  to  staging  areas 
before  departure.

Revised  Safety  Orders  For 
Industry  Now  In  Effect 

California's  General  Industry  Safety 
Orders,  covering  more  than  90  per  cent  of 
the  hazards  incidental  to  employment,  have 
been  completely  revised,  according  to  in- 
formation received  by  the  Chamber  from 
Cosgrove  &  Company,  Inc.,  insurance  brok- 
ers and  average  adjusters. 

The  new  orders,  much  broader  in  scope 
and  more  exacting  in  their  requirements 
than  those  they  replace,  are  now  in  effect. 

Hazard  groups  covered  in  the  revised 
General  Safety  Orders  are:  General  Haz- 
ards: General  Plant  Equipment  and  Special 
Operations;  General  Mobile  Equipment  and 
Auxiliaries;  Power  Transmission  Equip- 
ment, Prime  Movers,  Machines  and  Machine 
Parts;  Points  of  Operation  of  Dangerous 
Machinery;  Radiation  and  Radioactivity; 
Cranes  and  other  Hoisting  Equipment:  Gas 
Systems  for  Welding  and  Cuttings;  Control 
of  Hazardous  Substances. 

Of  most  immediate  concern  to  employers 
is  the  Points  of  Operation  of  Dangerous 
Machinery  order  which  sets  January  1,  1951 
as  the  deadline  for  meeting  the  new  stand- 
ards established  for  the  guarding  of  power 
presses.  The  new  orders  have  been  extended 
to  include  guarding  of  all  power  presses  and 
hand  presses,  including  blanking,  trimming, 
punching  or  stamping  machines.

Over  two  and  one-half  million  dollars  iti  capital  investment  for  new  plants 
and  nearly  two  million  dollars  in  industrial  expansions  were  reported  during 
July   in   the   latest  survey  of  the   12-county  Bay  Region  by  the  Industrial 

Department  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

New  plants  investments  totaled 
$2,722,500  and  expansions  $1,943,500. 
Of  this  total,  $1,634,000,  representing 
one  new  plant  and  seven  expansions, 
were   reported  for  San   Francisco. 

The  remainder  of  the  industrial 
growth  in  the  Bay  Region  was  ac- 
counted for  by  expenditures  of  $2,712,- 
500  in  ten  new  plants  and  $309,500  in 
fifteen  expansions. 

Among  significant  developments  for 
July  were: 

Announcement  by  the  U.  S.  Pipe  and 
Foundry  Co.  of  construction  of  a  two 
and  a  half  million  dollar  factory  at 
Decoto.  in  Alameda  County.  The  New 
Jersey  firm  has  begun  construction  on 
its  recently  acquired  site  which  com- 
prises 71  acres.  Completion  of  the  new 
plant  is  scheduled  for  mid  1951  when 
production  of  cast  iron  pipe  for  Pacific 
Coast  distribution  will  begin. 

Conversion  by  the  California  Pack- 
ing Corporation  of  the  former  Butler 
Brothers  Building  at  215  Fremont 
Street  into  a  modern  office  building  to 
house  its  San  Francisco  headqu^ters. 
Completion  of  the  modernizatioiv  now 
under  way,  is  scheduled  for  early  1951.

P.  G.  &  E.  Official  Predicts  Brilliant  Future  for  Bay  Area  TV

Television  definitely  has  grown  out  of  its 
swaddling  clothes  here  in  Northern  and 
Central  Cafifornia.  Casual  proof  of  this  is 
available  by  a  drive  in  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  region  residential  areas  and  observing 
the  number  of  television  antennae  sprout- 
ing among  the  house  tops. 

In  the  short  space  of  two  years,  television 
has  begun  to  creep  up  on  the  supremacy  of 
radios  and  radio  phonographs  as  home  en- 
tertainment. How  well  the  public  is  react- 
ing is  reflected  by  sales  of  television  re- 
ceiver sets  as  reported  by  dealers.  At  the 
beginning  of  1949  there  were  29,310  sets  in 
Northern  California  homes.  This  number 
increased  to  74,826  sets  by  August  1,  1950, 
with  the  prediction  that  the  number  of  re- 
ceivers will  reach  95,000  sets  by  the  end  of 
1950.  But  regardless  of  its  early  success, 
television  has  only  begun  to  scratch  the 
surface  of  its  ultimate  public  acceptance 
for  use  in  homes,  schools  and  commercial 
establishments.  Today  there  are  three  com- 
mercially licensed  television  broadcasting 
stations  in  the  entire  northern  half  of  Cali- 
fornia—KRON-TV,  KGO-TV  and  KPIX— 
all  operating  in  San  Francisco.  They  offer 
a  wide  variety  of  features  and  telecast 
every  day  in  the  week. 

The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company  predicts  the  strong  probability  of 
television  service  between  Los  Angeles  and 
San  Francisco  this  month.  A  two-way  net. 
work  project  now  under  way  is  nearing 
completion  and  will  provide  two  TV  chan- 
nels by  the  use  of  a  microwa\e  radio  relay 
system.  This  system  consists  of  two  termi- 
nal stations — one  each  in  Los  Angeles  and 
San  Francisco  —  with  intermediate  relay 
stations  constructed  on  the  high  mountain- 


ous ridges  overlooking  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley  from  the  valley's  west  side. 

An  unobstructed  line  of  sight  is  necessary' 
between  the  relay  stations  since  micro- 
waves travel  like  light  beams  in  a  straight 
line.  As  an  example:  A  video  image  trav- 
elling from  Los  Angeles  to  San  Francisco 
would  start  with  an  on-the-spot  pickup  and 
travel  either  by  microwave  rela>'  or  by  spe- 
cially constructed  underground  cables  to  a 
building  in  Los  Angeles.  From  an  antenna 
on  this  building  the  image  would  be  focused 
to  the  receiving  antenna  on  the  first  relay 
station  where  the  signal  could  be  strength- 
ened and  beamed  to  the  second  relay  point. 
By  this  method  of  successive  steps  the 
image  finally  would  reach  the  receiving  an- 
tenna on  the  penthouse  of  the  telephone 
company's  San  Francisco  building  and  then 
sent  to  the  transmitting  stations.  Cities  and 
towns  of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  can  be 
connected  to  this  relay  system  as  demands 
develop. 

The  extension  of  a  transcontinental  tele- 
vision line  to  San  Francisco  is  expected  by 
the  end  of  1951  under  tentative  plans  of  the 
Bell  System.  This  was  announced  at  a  Fed- 
eral Communications  Commission  hearing 
in  April,  1950. 

Color  tele\'ision  and  phonevision  (charges 
for  special  television  features  added  to  tele- 
phone bill)  are  still  in  the  uncertain  stage. 
The  Federal  Communications  Commission 
has  completed  hearin.gs  on  color  television 
and  witnessed  demonstrations.  Claims  of 
new  developments  in  color  are  constantly 
appearing.  When  the  Commission  will  rule 
on  the  subject  is  not  being  predicted.  The 
Zenith  Radio  Corporation  was  granted  au- 
thority by  the  Commission  to  conduct  ex- 
periments in  phonevision  in  300  homes  of 
the  Chicago  area,  for  a  three-month  period. 
Results  of  these  experiments  are  to  be  used 
as  a  guide  in  phonevision's  national  devel- 
opment.

Refrigeration  Facilities 
To  Be  Installed  At  Zone 

Refrigeration  units  are  being  installed  at 
San  Francisco's  Foreign  Trade  Zone  to 
offer  limited  cold  storage  to  the  cargoes 
moving  through  the  unique  "free  port." 

Two  boxes  with  a  total  storage  capacity 
of  2600  cubic  feet  will  be  available  within 
approximately  ten  days,  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  announced. 

The  facilities  for  cold  storage  are  the 
first  at  any  of  the  five  seaboard  Foreign 
Trade  Zones  in  the  United  States,  accord- 
ing to  James  Campbell.  Zone  superinten- 
dent. The  sixth  Zone,  located  at  the  San 
Antonio  airport,  opened  September  1  with 
limited  refrigeration  :'acilities. 

First  use  of  the  new  cold  boxes  is  ex- 
pected to  be  for  storage  of  hams,  cheese, 
and  other  perishables  imported  from 
Europe.  The  lower,  freezing  temperatures 
also  available  will  be  used  for  frozen  clams, 
frog  legs  and  similar  delicacies.  Such  ship 
stores  as  butter  may  be  brought  to  the 
Zone  by  European  steamship  lines,  kept  re- 
frigerated and  supplied  to  vessels  as  needed.

TV  Production  Problems 
Told  By  KGO-TV  Producer 

By   DAVID   CRANDELL 

S/iulio  Telecasts  Proil/,cei~KGOT]' 
"Television  production  "  is  basically  the 
difference  between  "televising"  and  "tele- 
vision." In  "televising"  a  program,  the 
director's  problem  is  that  of  adequately 
covering  a  given  situation  with  the  best 
camera  woi'k  and  editing  of  camera  output 
possible.  It  usually  means  that  the  given 
p.ogram  is  of  a  type  that  cannot  be  re- 
hearsed. 

There  are  remote  programs  and  tliere 
arc  studio  programs  that  must  hit  the  air 
viithout  rehearsal.  The  programs  are  good, 
they  have  a  .spontaneity  and  a  freshness 
that  is  sometimes  lost  in  rehearsed  p.o- 
grams.  But  effective  p.-esentation  of  such  a 
program  depends  on  experienced  camera- 
men and  a  capable  director. 

KGO-TV  has  produced  two  programs 
that  are  basically  production,  each  with  a 
"gimmick."  The  "gimmick"  in  TVignettes, 
a  15-minute  musical  show  with  a  singer  and 
accompaniment,  is  in  the  presentation  of 
the  numbers  of  the  show  by  the  device  of  a 
screen  of  bubbles  in  water. 

Scenes,  moods  and  melodies  are  erased 
in  water  that  also  serves  as  a  titling  device 
in  the  sequence  of  numbers,  the  titling  of 
the  songs  being  superimposed  on  the  bub- 
bles between  numbers. 

Another  "gimmick"  of  the  program  is  the 
start  of  almost  all  number  with  a  clost-up 
of  a  prop  that  is  "thematic,"  or  suggestive 
of  the  number  being  done. 

The  format  of  the  show  flows  from  bub- 
bles and  titles  to  props  and  talent,  closing 
in  on  props  again  as  the  number  ends- 
snuffed  candle,  a  closed  diary,  clasped 
hands.  Sets  are  reduced  to  a  minimum  sug- 
gesting the  entire  production  of  the  num- 
ber. Capitalizing  on  this,  and  utilizing  it  to 
advantage,  is  the  essence  of  "production." 
"Talent  Prospector,"  another  KGO-TV 
program  also  has  a  "gimmick" — reflected 
water  into  which  names  of  performing  tal- 
ent appears. 

The  title  of  the  show  was  taken  from  the 
California  Centennial  celebration,  suggest- 
ing a  search  for  ".gold  nuggets"  in  Bay  Area 
talent.  The  MC  became  the  "prospector" 
and  the  gold  pan  the  device.  The  water  in 
the  gold  pan  and  the  clo!:e-up  of  the  hands 
selecting  the  nuggets  not  only  provides 
studio  time  for  the  performer  to  get  from 
the  interview  area  to  the  set  provided  for 
him,  but  provides  a  transition  curtain  be- 
tween the  interview  and  the  performance. 
Unlike  TVignettes,  Talent  Prospector  re- 
lies on  scenery  rather  than  props  for  its 
staging.  Sometimes  scenery  is  not  used  at 
all  because  often  more  can  be  achieved  with 
light,  or  with  the  absence  of  light.  Proper 
lighting  of  any  number  is  a  vital  part  of 
"production"  technique. 

The  director's  greatest  asset,  as  well  as 
his  most  vulnerable  temptation,  is  the  "su- 
perimp"  which  is  the  output  of  one  camera 
superimposed  over  the  output  of  another. 
It  is  a  technical  device  with  tremendous 
possibilities.  Used  with  good  taste  and  im- 
agination, it  can  be  tremendously  eTective. 
The  essence  of  production  lies  in  being 
creative  in  the  presentation  of  the  com- 
monplace to  make  it  unusual  and  effective 
for  the  audience  through  imagination  and 
ingenuity.

DIGEST  OF  THE  DEFENSE  PROCUREMENT 
ACT  OF  1930 
(U.K.  91  "G — SijJtni'tl  IJ.V  the  President, 
September  8.  1930) 
POLICY:  The  nation  supports  collective  ac- 
tion through  the  United  Nations  against 
aggression:  the  nation  is  determined  lo 
de\elop  whatever  military  and  economic 
strength  is  necessary;  diversion  of  mate- 
rials and  facilities  to  military  purposes  is 
required:  production  facilities  must  be  ex- 
panded: the  President  must  have  authority 
to  adjust  the  national  economy  to  promote 
I  he  national  defense — all  within  the  frame- 
work of  our  competitive  enterprise  system. 
PRIORITIES-ALLOCATIONS:  Authorizes  the 
President  to  establish  priorities,  require 
performance  of  defense  contracts  and  to 
allocate  materials  and  facilities.  Fines  and 
imprisonment  to  be  provided  for  hoarding. 
REQUISITIONING:  Authorizes  the  President, 
when  all  other  methods  fail,  to  requisition 
supplies,  materials  and  facilities  —  with 
ample  recompense  to  owners. 
EXPANSION  OF  PRODUCTION:  Authorizes 
\  arious  government  departments  and  agen- 
cies, operating  through  the  Board  of  Gov- 
ernors of  the  Federal  Reserve  System,  to 
guarantee  public  or  private  loans  to  expe- 
dite production  and  deliveries.  The  Presi- 
dent could  make  direct  loans  to  business  to 
expedite  production  and  deliveries  under 
national  defense  contracts.  He  could  pur- 
chase metals,  minerals  and  other  raw  ma- 
terials. There  would  be  a  $600  million  limit 
on  such  direct  loans.  The  President  could 
install  additional  equipment  in  government 
facilities  and  could  install  government 
equipment  in  private  plants. 
WAGES-PRICES:  Authorizes  the  President  to 
encourage  voluntary  action  by  business, 
agriculture,  labor  and  consumers  to  bring 
about  wage  and  price  stabilization.  To  the 
extent  that  this  fails,  he  MAY  establish 
individual  or  general  price  ceilings,  and  if 
he  does  so  he  SHALL  stabilize  wages.  If  he 
Ihus  stabilizes  wages,  the  President  SHALL 
pi'ohibit  wage  increases  which  he  deems 
would  require  an  increase  in  the  price  ceil- 
ing or  impose  hardships  or  inequities  on 
sellers. 

Completely  exempted  from  the  wage  and 
price  provisions  are  (1)  prices  or  rentals 
for  real  property;  (2)  rates  or  fees  for  pro- 
fessional services;  (3)  prices  or  rentals  for 


materials  for  certain  general  publication 
services  and  for  books,  newspapers,  radio, 
television,  motion  picture  and  outdoor  ad- 
\ertising  facilities:  (4)  selling  or  under- 
writing insurance:  (5)  common  carrier  or 
other  public  utility  rates;  (6)  margin  re- 
quirements on  any  commodity  exchange. 
LABOR  DISPUTES:  Declares  that  effective 
procedures  for  settlement  of  labor  disputes 
affecting  the  national  defense  must  be 
established.  The  national  policy  would  be 
to  rel.\-  primarily  on  negotiation,  collective 
bargaining,  mediation  and  conciliation. 
CONSUMER  CREDIT:  Authorizes  the  Board 
of  Goicrnors  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Sys- 
tem to  impose  consumer  credit  controls. 
REAL  ESTATE  CONSTRUCTION  CREDIT:  Au- 
thorizes the  President  to  regulate  real 
estate  construction  credit  on  structures  be- 
gun after  noon  August  3,  1950. 
SMALL  BUSINESS:  Declares  that  because 
small  business  enterprises  must  be  encour- 
aged to  make  the  greatest  possible  con- 
tribution, the  President  shall  provide  them 
with  full  information  concerning  the  Act; 
special  provision  shall  be  made  for  expe- 
ditious handling  of  business  with  them;  and 
business  advisory  committees  could  be 
established. 

BUSINESS  ALLOCATIONS:  Whenever  the 
President  allocates  materials  and  he  finds 
that  such  action  "will  result  in  a  significant 
dislocation  of  the  normal  distribution  in  the 
cvilian  market,"  each  segment  shall  receive 
a  fair  share  of  such  material. 
ANTI-TRUST  LAWS:  E.xemptions  from  pro- 
hibition of  the  anti-trust  laws  are  provided 
for  actions  taken  under  voluntary  programs 
at  the  request  of  the  President.  Emphasis 
is  placed  upon  consultation  by  the  President 
with  representatives  of  industry,  business, 
finance,  agriculture,  labor  and  other  inter- 
ested groups. 

SPECULATION:  Fines  and  imprisonment  are 
provided  for  any  employee  of  the  United 
States  who  uses  confidential  information  in 
commodity  speculation  or  discloses  such  in- 
formation to  others  who  speculate. 
WATCH-DOG  COMMITTEE:  A  committee  of 
five  members  from  the  Senate  Banking 
Committee  would  be  created  to  make  a  con- 
tinuous study  of  the  operation  of  the  act. 
TERMINATION  DATES:  The  provisions  for 
priorities  and  allocations,  requisitioning  and 
expansion  of  production  capacity  would  ex- 
pire on  June  30.  1952.  But  the  provisions  for 
price  and  wage  stabilization,  settlement  of 
labor  disputes  and  credit  controls  would 
expire  on  June  30,  1950.

"Employee  Benefit  Plan"     f^air  Business   Dealings 
Survey  Now  Available        Assured  Servicemen  In  S.  F. 


A  limited  supply  of  "Employee  Benefit 
Plans" — a  nation-wide  survey  of  12  metro- 
politan areas  by  the  Research  Council  for 
Economic  Security  in  Chicago — has  been 
received  for  distribution  by  the  Chamber's 
Industrial  Department  which  assisted  in  the 
survey  for  San  Francisco. 

In  this  survey  are  shown  percentages  of 
employees  covered  by  life  insurance,  pen- 
sions and  retirement,  prepaid  hospitaliza- 
tion, prepaid  surgical  benefits,  organized 
cash  sickness  and  paid  sick  leave.  Compara- 
tive status  of  each  of  these  employee  bene- 
fit plans  is  shown  for  each  of  the  12  cities 
covered. 

Findings  were  based  on  6,845  replies  to 
19,751  questionnaires  sent  out  in  12  leading 
U.  S.  cities.  The  survey,  conducted  by  a 
non-profit,  educational  organization,  was 
designed  to  provide  management  and  labor 
with  factual  information  in  the  field  of  em-

The  Armed  Forces  Committee  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  has 
pledged  its  support  to  the  Armed  Forces 
Assistance  Committee,  recently  reactivated 
to  insure  Armed  Forces  personnel  satisfac- 
tory business  dealings  in  San  Francisco. 

The  group  was  first  established  during 
World  War  II  by  local  businessmen  under 
the  leadership  of  Alvin  C.  Lowenbein,  vice- 
president  of  Colorbac,  Incorporated,  and  a 
member  of  the  Armed  Forces  Committee 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber. 

Armed  Forces  personnel  are  educated  to 
the  services  of  the  committee  through  va- 
rious publicity  media  and  asked  to  report 
any  unsatisfactory  dealings  to  the  commit- 
tee so  that  investigations  can  be  started. 

"It's  the  old  story,"  said  Lowenbein,  "of 
the  minority  making  a  bad  name  for  the 
majority.  San  Francisco's  businessmen  wel- 
come servicemen  and  want  to  do  everything 
possible  to  serve  them  fairly  and  make  their 
stay  in  our  city  a  most  pleasurable  one." 


Zellerbach  Talks  On 
Marshall  Plan  In  Italy 

"Americans  and  World  Revolution,"  sub- 
ject of  J.  D.  Zellerbach,  former  Chief  of  the 
Economic  Cooperation  Administration  Mis- 
sion to  Italy,  does  not  carry  the  widely- 
accepted  connotation  of  world  revolution 
appropriated  by  Soviet  Russia. 

Rather,  it  is  a  form  of  world  revolution, 
spearheaded  by  a  small  group  of  people 
going  forward  as  a  vanguard  to  show  people 
in  other  nations  a  better  way  of  life,  de- 
clared Mr.  Zellerbach  at  a  luncheon  yester- 
day in  the  Peacock  Court  of  Hotel  Mark 
Hopkins. 

The  luncheon  was  sponsored  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
World  Trade  Association  and  the  World 
Affairs  Council  of  Northern  California. 

"During  the  last  two  years  in  Europe," 
said  Mr.  Zellerbacli,  "I've  iiad  the  oppor- 
tunity to  see  what  American  revolutionary 
ideas  are  doing  there.  I've  seen  how  Amer- 
ican engineers,  economists,  labor  leaders, 
agricultural  experts  and  businessmen  have 
helped  the  dispirited,  inert,  war-devastated 
lands  of  Europe  burn  with  a  new  spirit . . . 
all  because  of  the  quiet  but  world-stirring 
American  revolution  called  the  Marshall 
Plan. 

"The  Italy  I  left  three  months  ago,"  he 
continued,  "is  a  far  different  country  from 
the  one  I  saw  on  my  arrival  in  1948.  And 
the  people  are  more  confident  that  they 
will  be  able  to  move  ahead  on  their  own 
steam  when  Marshall  aid  ends  in  1952." 

ITALY  ONLY  ONE  FIELD 

Italy,  Mr.  Zellerbach  pointed  out,  is  only 
one  of  the  fields  of  action,  and  the  Marshall 
Plan  is  only  one  of  the  methods  of  action. 
Everywhere  in  Europe,  on  the  free  side  of 
the  Iron  Curtain,  he  reported  similar  stories 
of  this  revolutionary  ferment  at  work. 

The  greatest  danger  to  the  Communist 
counter-revolutionaries,  he  declared,  is  at 
the  places  where  the  two  philosophies  exist 
side  by  side.  However,  he  continued,  Amer- 
ica must  maintain  armed  forces  on  a  basis 
which  bears  a  reasonable  relationship  to 
the  world  responsibilities  which  have  been 
assumed. 

America  must  continue  to  build  up  the 
countries  that  are  of  vital  interest,  he 
stated,  but  it  is  useless  to  act  in  the  eco- 
nomic field — unless  prepared  to  act  in  the 
military  field  as  well. 

The  American  kind  of  revolution,  Mr. 
Zellerbach  concluded,  can  be  accomplished 
only  if  a  decision  is  reached  now  to  face  the 
issues  of  the  present  world  crisis  and  make 
the  sacrifices  and  exercise  the  self-discipline 
which  is  the  price  of  eventual  victory  in  a 
peaceful  world.

INTRODUCTION — In  an  effort  to  assist  San  Francisco  businessmen  in  converting  their  operations  to 
partial  or  complete  defense  activity,  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  presents  the  following 
brief  resume  of  vital  data  on  expediting  your  business  to  the  government.  This  digest  is  in  no  way  in- 
tended as  a  complete  survey  of  the  complexities  of  government  procurement  procedures.  It  is  hoped 
that  as  a  guide  to  "who,"  "where,"  "when,"  and  "how,"  it  will  enable  you  to  avoid  spending  valuable  time 
and  effort  in  seeking  the  proper  agencies  for  assistance  and  information. 


GENERAL     PROCUREMENT     PROCEDURES 


The  Munitions  Board,  under  the  Secre- 
tary of  Defense,  is  responsible  for  the  as- 
signment of  procurement  responsibilities 
among  the  several  militarx  departments. 
Under  the  Armed  Ser\ices  Procurement 
Act  of  1947,  small  businesses  (those  em- 
ploying fewer  than  500  persons)  are  declared 
to  be  entitled  to  a  fair  proportion  of  the 
total  purchases  by  the  government.  In 
order  to  elTect  this  policy,  the  government 
h.is  1 1  >  p.5tahlishcd  thf  policy  of  awarding 
to  firms  in  the  small  business  category  any 
tie  contract;  (2)  established  170  small  busi- 
ness liaison  officers  to  assist  businessmen  in 


their  relations  with  the  procurement  agen- 
cies; and  (3)  offered  through  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  wide  dissemination  of 
procurement  and  contract  award  informa- 
tion. 

Under  the  National  Security  Act  of  1947, 
the  Munitions  Board  has  in  many  cases  as- 
signed to  a  single  agency  the  responsibility 
of  purchasing  common  requirements  for 
two  or  more  departments  or  agencies  ex- 
cept in  cases  of  lit  emergency,  ( 2 )  small 
purchases,  (31  highly  specialized  equip- 
ment; i.e.,  paints  for  all  branches  of  the 
military  are  purchased  through  the  Bureau 


of  Supply  and  Accounts  of  the  U.  S.  Navy. 
The  assigned  agency  handles  all  purchas- 
ing, administration  of  contracts,  arrange- 
ments for  inspection,  development  of  speci- 
fications and  promotes  standardization. 

All  purchases  by  the  General  Services 
Administration  and  the  military  agencies 
are  made  by  advertised  bids  except  (li 
where  the  value  of  the  contract  is  less  than 
$1000;  or  (2)  where  because  of  some  un- 
u.sual  circumstances  the  public  interest 
requires  negotiation.  Each  negotiated  con- 
tract under  such  conditions  requires  ap- 
proval by  high  authorit.^■.

If  >(iur  firm  produces  or  is  a  regular 
dealer  handling  a  product  or  products  fre- 
quently purchased  by  a  given  agency  or 
agencies,  you  will  wish  to  get  on  their  bid 
list.  Request  through  the  buying  office  hav- 
ing procurement  responsibility  for  the  type 
of  items  you  offer  to  be  put  on  its  list  to 
receive  invitations  to  bid.  Include  specific 
information  as  to  your  type  of  product,  re- 


ferring if  possible  to  government  specifica- 
tions. In  order  to  remain  on  agency  bid 
lists,  it  is  essential  that  you  acknowledge 
each  invitation  received  whether  or  not  you 
choose  to  bid  on  that  particular  invitation. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  your  production  or 
sales  to  the  government  are  limited  in  fre- 
quency or  quantity,  it  may  be  more  practi- 
cal for  you  to  make  use  of  the  Consolidated 
Daily  Procurement  Synopsis.  In  this  event, 
the  following  procedure  is  suggested:

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Television  Industry  Is 
'Big  Business"

In  the  last  two  years,  television  has  rap- 
idly passed  through  the  infancy  stage  and 
is  now  well  on  its  way  to  full  maturity.  Two 
years  ago  not  one  television  receiver  was  in 
use  here.  Today,  television  has  developed 
from  an  idea  to  an  integral  part  of  the  life 
and  economy  of  the  community  with  over 
78.000  installations  within  the  service  area 
of  KPIX.  KGO-TV  and  KRON-TV. 

Television  is  "big  business"  with  105  sta- 
tions operating  in  the  United  States.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  local  set  sales  this  year 
will  represent  an  expenditure  in  excess  of 
$17,000,000.  Added  to  that  is  the  investment 
in  ti-.insiiiis.sion  stations  and  the  sets  sold 
last  year,  aggregating  another  six  to  seven 
million  dollars. 

The  fall  season  of  1950  will  see  an  unin- 
hibited increa.se  of  TV  homes  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  by  the  end  of  the  year  it  is  ex- 
pected that  125.000  homes  will  be  enjoying 
the  Rose  Bowl  Game  from  Pasadena  and  a 
selection  of  fine  programs  from  the  three 
San  Francisco  stations. 

On  September  1.5.  the  long-awaited  open- 
ing of  the  telephone  company's  television 
connection  between  Los  Angeles  and  San 
Francisco  marked  another  milestone  in  this 
fast-growing  industry.  Operating  through 
means  of  the  complicated  micro-wave  sys- 
tem, this  service  receives  programs  from 
Southern  California  to  be  released  over  San 
Francisco  stations  and  sends  local  television 
features  to  the  southern  city. 

The  fact  that  all  three  local  stations  have 
expanded  programming  hours  into  the  late 
evening,  early  afternoon  and  to  a  full 
seven-day  week  to  accommodate  local  ad- 
vertisers, offers  a  clear  indication  that  tele- 
vision in  San  Francisco  is  on  the  steep- 
climbing  curve.  Already  the  local  stations 
have  outgrown  their  studio  quarters.  KRON 
recent  b'  added  a  second  studio,  and  KPIX 
is  now  laying  plans  for  an  entire  new 
studio  plant. 

The  television  audience  is  unusually  re- 
r.porsive.  not  on!;'  to  advertising  anneals 
but  lisic  pleas  as  well.

As  the  fastest  growing  industry  in  Amer- 
ica, the  managements  of  all  three  stations 
are  ever  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  televi- 
sion— one  of  the  greatest  mediums  of  mass 
communication — is  created  for  the  enter- 
tainment, education  and  cultural  welfare  of 
the  public. 

With  this  in  mind,  it  is  the  stations'  pri- 
mary objective  to  best  serve  the  public 
interest .  and  in  so  doing,  to  build  television 
in  San  Francisco  strongly  and  securely  as 
a  fine  and  proud  institution. 


S.  F.  Exhibit  At  State  Fair

The  Standard  Oil  building  with  the  new 
annex  is  the  largest  office  building  west  of 
Chicago  in  terms  of  floor  space.

Scores  of  San  Franciscans  have  been  in- 
terested "sidewalk  superintendents"  since 
construction  of  the  22-story  skyscraper  be- 
gan in  February,  1948.

BACKGROUND 


This  is  a  report  of  the  findings,  conclusions  and  recommendations 
of  a  special  committee  ol  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
appointed  October  13,  1949  by  Henry  E.  North,  Chamber  President. 
Appointment  of  the  Committee  was  in  accordance  with  action  taken 
by  the  Chamber's  Board  of  Directors  on  October  6.  1949  on  a  recom- 
mendation from  the  Chamber's  World  Trade  Committee  "that  the 
Board  of  Directors  approve  and  initiate  establishment  of  a  top-level 
group  under  direct  sponsorship  of  the  Chamber,  representing  shippers, 
rail,  ocean  and  air  carriers,  manufacturers,  the  city,  labor  and  civic 
groups,  to  initiate  a  program  for  the  coordination  of  Port  improve- 
ment and  promotion." 

In  planning  to  give  effect  to  the  Board's  action,  and  in  view  of 
the  complexities  of  Port  improvement  and  promotion,  the  Committee 
determined  that  it  should  make  a  cai-eful  and  objective  inquiry  into 
matters  pertaining  to  the  improvement,  operation  and  promotion  of 
the  Port  of  San  Francisco  in  order  to  determine  the  views  of  all  pos- 
sible interested  groups  and  to  formulate  a  more  detailed  plan  of 
procedure  than  that  contained  in  the  report  made  by  the  World 
Trade  Committee. 

Therefore,  this  report  is  not  so  much  a  description  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's Port  facilities,  traffic  and  operations,  as  it  is  a  statement  of 
facts,  observations,  conclusions,  and  recommendations  with  reference 
to  a  program  of  utmost  importance  to  the  entire  community. 

Procedure:  In  order  to  become  fully  informed  about  subjects 
pertaining  to  the  Port  from  different  viewpoints,  the  Committee 
invited  representatives  of  a  wide  number  of  groups  to  meet  with  it. 
At  each  of  the  Committee's  meetings,  a  great  variety  of  subjects  was 
discussed  and  points  were  made  respecting  harbor  management,  the 
Port's  facilities,  steamship  services,  facilities  and  rates,  land  carrier 
facilities,  services  and  rates,  and  labor-management  relations. 

Meetings  were  held  with  the  following  agencies  and  persons: 
Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners;  Chamber  Merchant  Marine 
and  Harbor  Committee;  Sub-Committee  on  Merchant  Marine  and 
Maritime  Matters  of  U.  S.  Senate  Committee  on  Interstate  and  For- 
eign Commerce;  Maritime  Committee  of  the  Bay  Area  Council;  City 
Officials;  local  newspaper  publishers;  traffic  managers  of  large  manu- 
facturing firms;  representatives  of  the  city's  draying  companies; 
representatives  of  contract  truck  operators;  warehouse  representa- 
tives; steamship  company  officials — Pacific  Westbound  Conference; 
members  of  the  European  and  Latin  American  Conferences;  union 
representatives;  railroad  traffic  managers;  exporters;  coastwise  and 
intercoastal  traffic  representatives. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS:  The  Committee  desires  to  express  its 
appreciation  for  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  the  Port  and  the  community  evidenced  by  all  of  the  per- 
sons who  met  with  it.  Without  the  cooperation  of  these  many 
witnesses,  the  Committee  could  not  have  functioned.

STATEMENTS 


LEGAL  CONTROL  OF  PORT:  The  Committpc  believes  questions  of 
legal  control  in  the  operation  of  the  Port  are  of  secondary  importance 
and  that  the  primary  concern  is  the  active  development  of  the  Port 
through  improvement,  promotion,  expansion  of  service,  and  the  like, 
regardless  of  what  the  controlling  entity  may  be, 

LEAUERSHIP:  San  Francisco  must  provide  the  leadership  to  attract 
additional  commerce  to  San  Francisco  Bay,  it  being  the  objective  of 
San  Francisco  interests  to  sell  shippers  on  using  those  port  facilities 
in  the  Bay  Area  which  meet  the  requirements  most  efficiently  and 
economically  with  the  expectation  that  San  Francisco  will  get  that 
share  of  the  business  to  which  it  is  entitled.  Increased  business  for 
rail,  truck  and  air  carriers  serving  San  Francisco  will  result  from 
overall  increases  in  traffic  which  may  be  developed  through  the  Port. 
FACILITIES:  While  a  number  of  new  piers  and  commodity  terminals 
have  been  built  in  the  last  two  decades,  and  several  of  the  older  piers 
are  adequate  for  the  types  of  business  they  are  handling,  others  are 
antiquated  and  inadequate  for  the  economical  handling  of  large  ffar- 
goes,  and  should  be  improved. 

IMPORTS:  The  decline  in  imports  is  partially  accounted  for  by  world 
conditions,  including  loss  of  production  in  war-devastated  countries 
and  by  economic  disturbances  in  those  and  other  countries.  The 
greatest  loss  is  found  in  imports  from  Continental  Europe,  but  sub- 
stantial declines  are  also  noted  in  the  tonnage  from  the  United  King- 
dom, Japan,  China,  India  and  Indonesia. 

EXPORTS:  San  Francisco's  tonnage  of  outbound  foreign  and  off- 
shore cargo  for  the  year  1949  is  only  80,000  tons  below  that  of  1929 
which  was  the  peak  year  prior  to  the  war  years,  when  the  tonnage 
mounted  to  an  all-time  high  of  5,355,897  in  1945.  It  declined  to 
2,513„541  in  1946,  rose  again  to  3,178,823  in  1947  and  fell  back  to 
2,043,968  in  1948.  While,  as  stated  in  connection  with  imports,  the 
tonnage  at  all  ports  may  fluctuate  widely  in  different  years,  the  above 
fluctuations  in  San  Francisco's  tonnage  are  largely  due  to  falling  off 
of  wartime  traffic  and  to  labor  disturbances. 

TRAFFIC  PROSPECTS:  Because  of  the  conflict  which  has  developed 
in  Korea,  there  has  been  an  immediate  increase  in  the  volume  of 
traffic  moving  through  San  Franci.sco.  But,  entirely  aside  from  emer- 
gency conditions,  large  volumes  of  freight  may  be  attracted  for  move- 
ment through  San  Francisco  by  a  better  coordinated  and  broader 
program  of  advertising,  publicity  and  solicitation  than  that  conducted 
in  the  past. 

F'REIGHT  HANDLING:  The  increasing  costs  of  handling  freight  be- 
tween wharves  and  ships  have  grown  in  importance  with  respect  to 
the  mfluencing  of  freight  routings.  Such  costs  have  been  at  the  root 
of  inland  waterway  and  coastwise  traffic  shrinkages.  Therefore,  the 
subject  must  be  one  of  constant  research  and  observation  in  order 
that  the  Port  will  have  the  benefits  of  technological  and  other  freight- 
handling  developments. 

FINANCING:  Since  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners  is 
literally  compelled  to  operate  within  its  income,  and  since  its  charges 
are  not  only  held  down  by  competition  but  are  now  as  high  as  the 
traffic  will  bear,  it  is  clear  that  only  substantial  increases  in  traffic 
and  resultmg  increases  in  revenue  or  additional  bonds  will  provide 
the  capital  necessary  to  make  vital  large-scale  improvements  in  the 
Port's  facilities. 

CARRIER  AND  TERMINAL  RATES  AND  CHANGES:  Probably  no 
other  single  factor  has  as  much  influence  on  the  routing  of  passenger 
and  freight  movements  as  their  COST.  While  definite  efforts  should 
be  made  to  attract  the  movement  of  passengers  to  and  from  and 
through  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  by  water,  freight  traffic  must  be 
given  major  attention. 

According  to  statements  made  to  the  Committee,  levels  and 
methods  of  billing  terminal  charges— wharfage,  handling,  carloading 
and  unloading,  etc.— have  diverted  cargoes  from  San  F"rancisco  and 
other  Pacific  Coast  ports.  Consequently,  many  refinements  in  the 
level  of  the  rates  and  the  methods  of  assessing  them  can  be  accom- 
plished and  would  result  in  more  business  for  the  Port. 
IMPROVEMENTS:  Recent  improvements  effected  by  the  Harbor 
Board  mclude:  establishment  of  the  Foreign  Trade  Zone-  ship-side 
refrigeration  facilities;  the  Islais  Creek  grain  terminal  with  its  bulk- 
handling  equipment;  work  which  is  under  way  for  the  Matson  Navi- 
gation Co.  on  piers  30,  32  and  35;  the  Mission  Rock  Terminal  which 
is  leased  to  the  American  President  Lines;  preliminary  work  on  the 
site  of  the  first  unit  of  the  World  Trade  Center,  and  negotiations 
which  recently  have  been  concluded  with  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and 
Santa  Fe  Railway  for  the  long-range  relocation  of  its  San  Francisco 
ferry,  yard  and  related  facilities. 

Greater  efforts  should  be  made  to  inform  the  public  about  the  con- 
stant improvement  of  San  Francisco's  waterfront  facilities  berause 
it  seems  to  be  more  diflieult  to  malje  good  news  travel  than  reports 
of  less  favorable  happenings.

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Hormel,  Monsanto  Open 
New  Plants  In  Bay  Area 

Two  new  plants  began  operations  on  the 
San  Francisco  Peninsula  last  week — a  Mon- 
santo Chemical  plant  in  Santa  Clara  and  a 
George  A.  Hormel  &  Co.  meat  processing 
plant  in  San  Francisco  at  Army  and  Evans 
Streets. 

Monsanto  Chemical  Company  directors 
headed  b>'  Edgar  Monsanto  Queeny,  chair- 
man, dedicated  their  new  plant  early  last 
week,  then  came  to  San  Francisco  for  a 
Monday  night  dinner  at  the  Pacific  Union 
Club  before  leasing  for  Seattle. 

George  A.  Hormel  &  Co.,  announced 
opening  of  its  new  meat  processing  plant 
last  Saturday  and  said  the  new  facility  was 
a  result  of  "a  modern  business  keeping 
abreast  of  the  times"  and  planning  for 
future  needs. 

The  plant  combines  modern  construction 
with  what  the  company  terms  the  "finest 
meat  processing  equipment  available."

Proper  ventilation  and 
lighting  are  provided  by  large  windows  and 
ceilings  14  feet  high. 


Atkins  To  Build  New  Store 
In  Stonestown  Development 

A  lease  involving  approximately  one-half 
million  dollars  has  been  signed  by  the  Rob- 
ert S.  Atkins  Company,  150  Sutter  Street, 
for  erection  of  a  modern  clothing  store  in 
the  Stonestown  development  project.

£ijL&msidLiu  in  DEFENSE 

Frequent  inquiries  have  been  directed  to  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  regarding  the  im- 
pact of  current  industrial  mobilization  on  the  local 
economy.  Several  factors  make  it  difficult  to  do 
more  than  generalize  on  the  present  effect  of  in- 
creased military  expenditures.  Except  in  certain 
industries  such  as  aircraft  and  ordnance,  actual  ex- 
penditures arising  from  rearmament  represent  a 
relatively  small  part  of  the  national  income.  In- 
creased output  with  existing  plant  capacity,  rather 
than  displacement  of  civilian  production  by  the 
needs   of  the   military,  has  been   the  trend. 

Much  of  the  current  military  procurement  is 
being  accomplished  through  negotiated  contracts 
because  of  emergency  needs  or  the  highly  techni- 
cal nature  of  the  equipment  purchased.  A  tabula- 
tion of  recent  contracts  awarded  through  Bay  Area 
manufacturers  and  suppliers,  as  indicated  by  the 
Weekly  Award  Synopsis,  published  by  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Commerce,    indicates  the  following:

Employers  Reminded  Of 
Physically  Handicapped 

Throughout  this  week,  designated  na- 
tionally and  locally  as  "Employ  the  Handi- 
capped Week,"  employers  everywhere  are 
being  reminded  of  a  valuable  source  of  la- 
bor supply  in  the  million  people  who  are 
not  at  present  included  in  the  national 
labor  force  because  of  physical  impair- 
ments. 

In  San  Francisco,  Mayor  Elmer  E.  Rob- 
inson has  proclaimed  the  special  observ- 
ance, and  Paul  A.  Bissinger,  Chamber  pres- 
ident, urged  local  employers  to  make  per- 
sonnel inventories  of  their  plants.  Such 
surveys,  Mr.  Bissinger  said,  will  reveal  that 
the  physically  handicapped  already  em- 
ployed are  good  and  faithful  workers  and 
that  there  is  room  for  more  of  them. 

"In  spite  of  physical  disabilities,"  he 
pointed  out,  "experience  has  proved  that 
rather  than  being  a  barrier  to  efficient 
production,  handicaps  more  frequently  pro- 
vide an  incentive  to  better  individual  per- 
formance."

Petersen  Hits  Trust  Suits 
in   Lunciieon  Address 


Anti-trust  suits  directed  at  breaking  up 
"bigness"  in  business  were  criticized  by 
T.  S.  Petersen,  president  of  Standard  Oil 
Company  of  California,  in  an  address 
Thursday,  September  28,  before  members 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce  and   the  Commercial  Club. 

At  a  luncheon  arranged  as  a  "salute"  to 
Standard  Oil  on  completion  of  its  $8,000,000 
annex,  Mr.  Petersen  cited  military  de- 
mands for  a  flood  of  petroleum  products 
which  could  be  supplied  by  Standard  and 
other  companies  because  of  their  size  and 
extensive  facilities.  Yet,  he  declared,  these 
very  characteristics  are  called  wrong  by 
the  anti-trust  suits. 


port  on  the  Promotion  and  Improvement 
of  the  Port  of  San  Francisco,"  released  last 
week  by  the  Chamber's  14-man  Port  Pro- 
motion Program  Committee,  the  Mayor 
said  he  could  not  commend  the  Chamber 
too  highly  for  the  common  sense,  the  prac- 
tical and  realistic  approach  applied  to  the 
problem  of  restoring  the  port  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  Committee's  recommendations 
call  for  specific  goals  in  port  betterment 
and  creation  of  a  single  agency  for  a  hard- 
hitting program  of  improvement. 

Mayor  Robinson  addressed  his  remarks 
to  top  civic  and  military  leaders  of  the  Bay 
Region  at  a  luncheon  in  the  St.  Francis 
Hotel,  Tuesday,  September  26,  honoring 
revival  of  Japanese-San  Francisco  trade. 

San  Francisco's  port  is  a  community 
problem,  he  said,  and  the  Chamber's  effort 
in  spearheading  a  drive  to  put  new  life, 
energy  and  vitality  into  the  local  water- 
front has  won  wide-spread  interest  and  the 
ready  and  active  cooperation  of  labor. 

"I  have  every  confidence,"  he  concluded, 
"that  together  we  shall  restore  San  Fran- 
cisco to  her  proper  place  among  the  ports 
of  the  world." 
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TREND 

General  business  activity  in  San  Fran- 
cisco moved  into  a  new  high  area  for  Au- 
gust with  strong  gains  in  all  major  fields. 
Building  permits,  financial  transactions,  re- 
tail trade,  freight  car  movements,  shipping 
and  employment  soared;  and  financial 
transactions  and  Bay  Bridge  traffic  made 
new  all  time  monthly  highs.  Our  August 
Index  at  270.0  was  10.1  °o  above  July  and 
ig.T^o  above  last  August.  The  8  months  av- 
erage of  246.9  was  up  4.2°o  above  year  ago. 
CONSTRUCTION   AND   REAL  ESTATE 

August  building  permits  soared  to  1.009 
valued  at  $15,373,897.  The  number  has 
been  exceeded  only  a  few  times  in  the  mid- 
twenties  when  the  all-time  high  in  March 
1925  was  1,125  permits,  and  the  amount 
has  been  exceeded  only  once,  in  May  1933, 
when  permits  for  erection  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Bay  Bridge  were  recorded. 

New  residential  construction,  reported  at 
329  permits  valued  at  $3,090,585.  provided 
for  429  dwelling  units,  305  of  which  were 
single-family.  26  two-family  and  98  multi- 
family  units.  There  were  38  non-residential 
permits  amounting  1o  $9,835,677.  Additions, 
alterations  and  repairs  accounted  for  641 
permits  amounting  to  $2,147,635. 

August  real  estate  deeds  recorded  in  San 
Francisco  amounted  to  1,926  and  were  26% 
above  last  August:  there  were  1,766  mort- 
gages amounting  to  $13,826,897:  the  num- 
ber was  up  36'/   and  the  amount  469r. 

Home  builders  in  the  San  Francisco- 
Oakland  Metropolitan  Area  started  3.700 
new  permanent  dwelling  units  in  July,  ex- 
ceeding all  previous  monthly  records  and 
bringing  the  7  months  cumulative  starts  to 
18,800. 

EMPLOYMENT 

Employment  in  San  Francisco  during 
August  rose  sharply  with  all  major  indus- 
try groups  reporting  increasing  employ- 
ment and  at  the  same  time  anticipating 
further  hiring  until  the  end  of  1950,  ac- 
cording to  the  C.S.E.S.  August  unemploy- 
ment insurance  claims  filed  in  San  Fran- 
cisco offices  were  55 '>  under  a  year  ago. 
Claims  paid  each  week  during  August  a\- 
eraged  9,347  compared  to  21,068  during 
August  last  year. 

In  August  3.645  workers  were  placed  on 
jobs  by  the  C.S.E.S.  offices  compared  to 
3,014  in  July.  At  the  end  of  August,  1,372 
job  openings  remained  unfilled  with  two- 
thirds  concentrated  in  the  commercial  field. 

Estimated  employment  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Area  (6  Counties)  in  August  rose 
to  945,300  or  S-Ji  higher  than  in  July.  Gov- 
ernment establishments  and  manufacturing 
plants  accounted  for  most  of  the  increase. 
FINANCE 

Financial  transactions  in  San  Francisco 
during  August,  based  on  bank  debits,  es- 
tablished a  new  all-time  monthly  high  and 
amounted  to  $2,714,983,000  or  23.9"r  above 
last  August.  Bank  clearings  for  August 
amounted  to  $1,981,114,000,  up  26.6%  above 
last  August.  Postal  receipts  of  $1,872,357 
were  down  7.8%  from  a  year  ago.  San 
Francisco  Stock  Exchange  transactions 
amounting  to  908,273  shares  with  market 
value  of  ,$22,032,411  were  up  15.2%  in 
number  and  10.47c  in  value  above  last  Au- 


gust. At  the  end  of  the  8-month  cumulative 
period  bank  debits  were  up  4.7%  compared 
to  similar  period  last  year:  bank  clearings 
9.4%;  postal  receipts  5.2%  :  Stock  Exchange 
transactions  46.3%  in  number  and  93.7% 
in  market  value. 

There  were  12  commercial  failures  in 
August  with  liabilities  of  $178,462  and  as- 
sets of  $106,335. 

TRADE 

August  department  store  sales  in  San 
Francisco  were  15%.  above  last  August  with 
the  8-month  cumulative  period  up  6%  and 
both  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  and 
Northern  California  were  identical  with 
San  Francisco.  California  sales  were  up 
11%  and  the  cumulative  5%  while  the 
Twelfth  Federal  Reserve  District  sales  were 
up  12%  and  5%  respectively. 

San  Francisco  independent  retail  store 
sales  in  July,  compared  to  July  last  year, 
were  up  28%,  according  to  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  report. 

Pacific  Coast  wholesale  dollar  sales  in 
July  led  all  other  Regions  and  the  Nation 
as  a  whole  in  gains.  July  sales  were  57% 
above  last  July  and  23%  above  June  with 
the  7-month  cumulative  period  up  11% 
compared  to  national  trends  of  40%  and 
16%  and  8%  respectively.  At  the  end  of 
the  7  months,  automotive  supply  sales  were 
identical  to  a  year  ago;  electrical  group 
sales  up  15%;  furnitui-e  and  housing  fur- 
nishings 18%;  hardware  11%;  lumber  and 
building  materials  35%  ;  machinery  equip- 
ment 14%;  refrigeration  equipment  9%; 
beer  7%;  drugs  3%;  dry  goods  18%;  gi-o- 
ceries  (full  line)  3%;  leather  3%  ;  and  wines 
and  spirits  16%..  Sales  of  jewelry  were  off 
5%;  fruit  and  vegetables  5%;  paper  and 
paper  products  10%  and  tobacco  3%,  ac- 
cording to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census. 

INDUSTRY 

The  manufacturing  industry  in  the  San 
Francisco-Oakland  Metropolitan  Area  em- 
ployed 167,100  wage  and  salary  workers  in 
July  compared  to  159,400  in  June  and  154,- 
500  in  July  last  year,  according  to  the  Cali- 
fornia Division  of  Labor  Statistics  and  Re- 
search. The  non-durable  manufacturing 
group  accounted  to  94,800  and  the  durable 
group  for  72,300  of  the  total  July  employ- 
ment. Food  and  kindred  products  indus- 
tries ranked  first  with  38,800,  followed  by 
fabricated  metal  products  with  16.000,  and 
printing  and  publishing  with  15,000.  Av- 
erage weekly  earnings  in  all  manufacturing 
amounted  to  $68.09  in  July  compared  to 
$64.46  in  June  and  $62.92  last  July;  and 
the  average  hours  worked  weekly  in  July 
w^ere  39.5  compared  to  39.3  in  June  and 
38.2  last  July. 

In  the  non-manufacturing  industries,  av- 
erage weekly  earnings  in  the  wholesale 
trade  group  amounted  to  $68.16;  retail  trade 
$55.84;  laundry,  cleaning  and  dyeing  $48.52; 
and  hotels  $41.39.  The  sharpest  rise  in 
weekly  earnings  in  non-manufacturing 
compared  to  a  year  ago  was  in  the  retail 
trade  group,  up  10.7%;  wholesale  trade 
group  3.3%,  while  hotels  group  showed 
only  0.2  %i  rise. 
TRANSPORTATION 

Both  freight  car  movements  and  ship  ar- 
rivals and  departures  rose  sharply  in  Au- 


gust compared  to  similar  period  a  year  ago. 
Freight  car  movements  amounting  to  18,- 
344  were  up  39%;  and  ship  arrivals  at  410 
compared  to  311  last  year  were  up  31.8%. 
Imports  amounting  to  $18,800,000  for  June 
(latest  available)  were  up  24.5%  over  a 
year  ago  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland 
Customs  District.  San  Francisco  Airport 
traffic  lor  July  (latest  available)  reveal  al- 
though number  of  planes  in  and  out  was 
off  7.1%-,  passengers  off  gained  26.4%  and 
passengers  on  rose  21%.  Air  mail  loaded 
and  unloaded  was  up  13.7%c;  air  express 
30.4%;  and  air  freight  up  78.8%.  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Bay  Bridge  vehicle  cross- 
ings in  August  established  a  new  all-time 
monthly  high  of  2,644,621  and  was  102,- 
758  above  July  the  previous  all-time 
monthly  high,  and  7.4°o  above  August  a 
year  ago.  Daily  average  crossings  amounted 
to  85,310  with  the  maximum  for  a  single 
day  93,417  but  were  below  the  July  level 
which  was  an  all-time  monthly  high  for 
that  Bridge. 

Passengers  entering  Northern  California 
highway  stations  during  August  soared  to 
575,744  or  60.4%  of  the  State  total.  Pas- 
sengers entering  in  out-of-state  cars  num- 
bered 225,293  or  56.7%  of  the  State  total, 
and  those  entering  in  stages  numbered 
47.090  or  50.4%  of  the  State  total.  Cali- 
fornians  returning  amounted  to  303,361  or 
65.5%  of  the  State  total. 
UTILITIES 

August  sales  of  electrical  energy  in  San 
Francisco  rose  3.4%  over  July  and  7.4% 
over  last  August.  Gas  sales  were  up  9.6% 
over  July  and  8.1%  over  last  August.  The 
8  months  cumulative  sales  of  electrical  en- 
ergy were  up  1.4%  and  industrial  and  com- 
mercial gas  sales  0.1%..  Residential  water 
consumption  in  San  Francisco  during  Au- 
gust was  practically  identical  to  last 
August  but  industrial  and  commercial  gas 
sales  were  up  12.2%  over  similar  period  a 
year  ago. 
COST  OF  LIVING 

Retail  food  prices  in  San  Francisco  in 
August  were  1.3%  above  July  and  4.8% 
above  last  August  but  the  8-month  average 
was  1.1%  below  similar  period  last  year. 
The  latest  Index  for  consumer  goods  in 
San  Francisco  is  for  June  and  amounted 
to  173.1  according  to  the  U.  S.  Dept.  of 
Labor.  This  was  0.4  7o  below  June  last  year.

Capital  invested  in  industrial  de\  ukip- 
ments  in  San  Francisco  for  the  month  of 
August  amounted  to  $1,404,000,  according 
to  the  latest  sur\'ey  prepared  by  the  In- 
dustrial Department  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  Of  this  total,  $410.- 
000  represented  expenditures  in  two  new 
industries  and  S994.000  was  invested  in 
twelve  expansions.

NATIONAL  PRODUCTION   AUTHORITY 

A  recent  important  dcvelopmont  in  the 
nation's  defense  planning  is  the  establish- 
ment of  the  National  Production  Authority. 
The  NPA  is  authorized  to  perform  the 
functions  and  exercise  the  powers  \ested 
in  the  Secretar.\-  of  Commerce  as  provided 
in  the  Defense  Act  of  1950.  Under  Adminis- 
trator William  H.  Harrison,  the  Authority 
is  responsible  for  (a)  determination  of  re- 
quirements for  materials  and  commodities 
needed  for  defense,  civilian,  foreign  and  all 
other  purposes;  and  (b)  formulation  and 
execution  of  the  policies  and  programs 
nece.ssary  for  the  fulfillment  of  such  re- 
quirements. 

Within  the  NPA,  an  Advisory  Committee 
on  Priorities  Administration  has  been  estab- 
lished with  authority  to  (a)  consider  all 
factors  relative  to  the  determination  of  the 
direct  and  indirect  military,  civilian  and 
foreign  requirements  for  essential  and  criti- 
cal raw  materials  and  industrial  products; 
(b)  recommend  programs  for  the  produc- 
tion and  allocation  of  such  materials  and 
products;  and  (c)  review  proposed  orders 
and  regulations  and  perform  such  other 
functions  as  the  Chairman  may  assign. 

PRIORITIES 

On  October  2,  Mr.  Harrison  announced 
Regulation  2,  establishing  a  Defense  Order 
rating  system  which  provides  that  the  pur- 
chasing departments  of  the  Department  of 
Defense  and  the  Atomic  Energy  Commis- 
sion may  issue  Defense  Order  (DO)  ratings 
on  contracts  connected  with  direct  defense; 
such  ratings  to  have  precedence  over  all 
non-priority  production.  Prime  contractors 
may  in  turn  pass  on  the  ratings  to  sub- 
contractors and  suppliers  as  necessary  to 
fulfillment  of  the  contract.  No  degree  of 
rating  is  provided,  as  yet. 

There  are  several  excluded  products  and 
orders  in  the  regulation,  and  firms  engaged 
in  defense  production  should  familiarize 
themselves  with  the  entire  rating  system. 
Discussions  with  various  industry  groups 
are  under  vvaj'  to  determine  production 
maximums,  if  any,  above  which  firms  would 
not  he  required  to  accept  defense  contracts. 

Administrator  Harrison  also  indicated 
that  the  National  Production  Authority 
may  act  this  week  toward  allocation  of 
scarce  materials  in  certain  fields. 

INVENTORY    CONTROL 

An  important  regulation  under  the  NPA 
of  particular  interest  to  local  firms  is  that 
providing  for  inventory  control  (NPA  Reg- 
ulation 1).  This  regulation  proposes  to  pre- 
vent the  accumulation  of  excessive  inven- 
tories of  those  materials  in  short  supply.  It 
does  this  by  limiting  the  quantities  of  such 
materials  that  can  be  ordered,  received  or 
delivered.  Complete  reprints  of  this  regula- 
tion are  available  through  the  United  States 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 
PLANT    PROTECTION 

The  Munitions  Board  has  announced  pub- 
lication of  a  booklet  entitled  "Principles  of 
Plant  Protection,"  which  outlines  what  ac- 
tions might  be  expected  from  an  enemy  and 
what  measures  can  be  taken  by  industrial

Truman  Delivers  Major  Foreign  Policy  Address  Here 

The  President  of  the  United  States  came  to  call  on  San  Franciso  this  week, 
and  from  the  City's  now-historic  War  Memorial  Opera  House,  reiterated  to 
the  world  important  principles  of  the  nation's  foreign  policy. 

He  ended  a  whirlwind,  ten  thousand-mile 

air  trip  to  a  Wake  Island  conference  with 
General  Douglas  MacArthur  by  landing  at 
the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Airport  a  few 
minutes  after  5  p.m..  Monday,  October  16. 
There  he  was  met  by  a  reception  com- 
mittee composed  of  Mayor  Elmer  E.  Rob- 
inson. Vice  President  Albcn  Barkley.  George 
Killion,  president  of  American  President 
Lines  and  Paul  A.  Bissinger,  Chamber  presi- 
dent. He  was  dri\en  through  downtown 
streets  to  the  Fairmont  Hotel,  where  he 
stayed  until  Tuesday  night  when  he  made 
his  address  at  the  Opera  House. 

It  was  President  Truman's  first  visit  to 
San  Francisco  since  1948.  It  was  also  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  .San  Francisco 
that  both  a  President  and  a  Vice  President 
have  been  here  at  the  same  time.  Mr. 
Barkley  was  in  town  to  addre.ss  the  con- 
vention of  the  International  Air  Transport 
Association. 

Directly  following  his  foreign-policy 
speech  Tuesday  night,  the  President  was 
taken  back  to  the  airport  where  he  cm- 
barked  for  a  return  flight  to  Washington. 
Mr.  Bissinger  was  selected  by  Mayor 
Robinson  to  serve  on  the  City's  Presidential 
Reception  Committee  which  made  all  ar- 
rangements for  the  airport  welcome  and 
the  ensuing  28-hour  historic  visit.

The  assembly  determines  poli- 
cies, sets  budgets  and  approves  selection  of 
personnel  for  the  joint  activities  of  the  air- 
lines in  financial,  legal,  technical,  traffic, 
public  relations  and  other  fields. 

Hosts  to  the  international  delegates  are 
eleven  United  States  flag  airlines  who  are 
members  of  lATA.

Regulation  2  issued  by  the  National  Pro- 
duction Authority,  Department  of  Com- 
merce, contains  the  basic  rules  of  the 
priorities  system.  Because  of  that  fact,  and 
since  its  effects  will  be  increasingly  appar- 
ent to  many  of  our  members,  the  Chamber 
has  prepared  this  synopsis  of  all  the  Regu- 
lation's pertinent  provisions.  For  further- 
information  telephone  EXbrook  2-4511,  ex- 
tension 63.  The  Regulation  became  effective 
on  October  3,  1950. 

In  coverage  it  is  broad  applying  to 

1.  Any  person  or  group,  including  gov- 
ernmental; 

2.  Any  material  whether  raw,  in  process, 
or  manufactured,  except  those  ex- 
cluded. 

Ttie  only  rating  authorized  is  the  symbol 
"DO."  No  degree  of  priority  currently  is 
provided.  In  its  usage  "DO"  will  be  followed 
by  two  digits  (DO-39,  etc.)  identifying  the 
procurement  program  to  which  it  is  related. 

Ratings  are  "assigned,"  under  present 
circumstances,  practically  always  by  the 
procurement  officer  involved  to  the  prime 
contractor.  Later  on,  other  regulations  may 
be  issued  assigning  ratings  for  specific 
products  or  procurement  programs. 

Ratings  are  "applied"  when  the  person  to 
whom  "assigned"  passes  it  on  to  suppliers 
to  secure  materials  or  certain  services. 

Ratings  are  "extended"  when  going 
through  the  process  of  being  passed  along 
by  suppliers  to  sub-suppliers  in  order  to 
secure  delivery  of  needed  materials. 

Ratings  may  be  used  as  necessary  to 
secure  material  directly  related  to  a  de- 
fense order.  This  includes  not  only  the 
material  used  in  the  article,  but  also  physi- 
cally incorporated  and  consumed  items, 
packaging,  and  containers.  If  material  is 
used  out  of  in\'entory  to  fill  a  defense  order, 
1  he  rating  is  usable  to  replace  it,  providing 
inventory  and  time  limit  restrictions  are 
observed. 

Ratings  may  not  be  used  to  secure  more 
material  than  needed  for  the  defense  order 
involved;  nor  to  bring  inventory  above  a 
"practicable  working  minimum"  as  defined 
in  Regulation  One;  nor  to  secure  items  in 
List  A;  nor  "extended"  for  plant  improve- 
ment, expansion,  capital  equipment,  operat- 
ing supplies,  maintenance  or  repair;  nor  for 
services  except  as  mentioned  below. 

Services  may  be  secured  when  the  au- 
thorized rating  user  provides  material  to 
another  firm  for  processing;  or  when  NPA 
specifically  assigns  a  rating  to  get  services. 
Ratings  for  serxaces  may  not  be  "extended." 

Rating  application  or  extension  is  accom- 
plished by  writing  on  the  purchase  order  or 
attached  piece  of  paper  the  symbol  "DO" 
and  the  following  number,  the  words  "Cer- 
tified under  NPA  Regulation  2,"  and  signed 
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by  a  responsible  representative  of  the  firm 
placing  the  order.  Rubber  stamps  may  be 
used,  but  facsimile  signatures  must  be  spe- 
cifically authorized  by  the  firm  and  a  rec- 
ord kept  of  each  usage. 

When  rated  orders  are  placed  by  tele- 
gram, the  certification  must  be  included  in 
the  wire. 

When  rated  orders  require  shipment 
within  seven  days,  the  certification  may  be 
stated  verbally  or  by  phone,  provided  the 
buyer's  representative  is  authorized  to 
make  the  certification  and  buyer  and  seller 
subsequently  prepare  a  record  written  in 
the  normal  form. 

Certifications  are  legally  binding  upon 
the  firm  and  the  signer. 

Three  months  is  the  limit  within  which 
to  extend  a  rating  to  replace  inventory. 

Grouping  of  orders  is  allowable,  provid- 
ing each  applicable  rating  identification 
and  the  amounts  of  material  involved  are 
clearly  shown. 

In  the  case  of  firms  selling  common  com- 
ponents, shelf  items  and  similar  articles  for 
which  a  number  of  small  quantity  rated 
orders  have  been  received,  they  may  com- 
bine their  replacement  into  one  rated  order 
and  use  the  symbol  DO-99. 

Acceptance  and  rejection  of  rated  orders. 
Every  rated  order  must  be  accepted  and 
filled  except: 

A.  If  its  delivery  date  would  interfere  with 
delivery  of  rated  orders  already  ac- 
cepted; 

B.  If  a  seller,  when  receiving  a  rated  order, 
is  doubtful  it  can  be  filled  by  the  time 
requested,  he  must  either  reject  it  stat- 
ing when  he  could  fill  it,  or  accept  the 
order  for  delivery  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible date  and  so  inform  the  buyer. 

C.  A  supplier  may  reject  a  rated  order 

1.  If  the  buyer  is  unwilling  or  unable  to 
meet  regularly  established  prices, 
terms  of  sale,  or  payment; 

2.  If  the  order  concerns  a  product  or 
service  out  of  his  field  or  scope; 

3.  If  he  produces  the  product  for  his 
own  needs  only; 

4.  If  filling  the  order  would  seriously 
interfere  with  his  operations  during 
the  next  sixty  days; 

5.  If  the  buyer  makes  the  same  prod- 
uct; however,  a  specific  directive 
from  NPA  would  countermand  this. 


D.  A  buyer  must  be  furnished  written  rea- 
sons  for   a   rejection   if  he   so  requests. 

Improperly  rejected  orders  may  be  re- 
ported to  the  National  Production  Author- 
ity, Washington  25,  D.  C.  Ref :  Regulation  2. 

Cancellation  of  ratings.  When  a  rating  is 
revoked,  those  to  whom  it  has  been  applied 
or  extended  must  be  notified  immediately 
that  the  purchase  orders  involved  are  no 
longer  rated. 

Sequence  of  filling  rated  orders.  Opera- 
tions must  be  scheduled,  if  possible,  to  meet 
required  delivery  dates.  If  not  possible, 
precedence  goes  to  rated,  over  unrated 
orders. 

Rated  orders  first  received  get  preference 
in  case  of  delivery  conflicts.  The  earliest 
required  delivery  date  gets  preference  in 
case  of  same  date-of-order  receipt. 

However,  orders  received  before  October 
3,  1950,  and  receiving  ratings  before  Octo- 
ber 18,  get  preference  as  of  the  date  on 
which  orders  were  first  placed. 

A  rated  order  already  accepted  gets  pref- 
erence over  one  received  later  but  calling 
for  an  earlier  delivery  date. 

A  rated  order  is  considered  as  received 
on  the  date  the  supplier  has  been  furnished 
specifications  in  enough  detail  to  enable 
him  to  proceed. 

If  a  rated  order,  or  a  rating  is  cancelled 
while  the  supplier  has  that  material  in 
production,  he  may  continue  to  process  it 
to  a  stage  avoiding  substantial  loss  of  pro- 
duction, providing  other  rated  material  is 
not  used. 

Changes  in  customer's  orders.  Generally, 
should  any  change  in  a  customer's  rated 
order  interfere  with  production,  it  consti- 
tutes a  cancellation  and  becomes  a  new 
order  as  of  the  date  of  change.  The  inter- 
ference, however,  must  be  actual.  For  ex- 
ample, a  different  shipping  destination 
probably  would  not  interfere,  but  a  large 
increase  in  the  size  of  the  order  very  well 
could. 

If  the  nature  of  the  change  transforms  it 
into  a  new  rated  order,  the  supplier  is  to 
be  governed  by  the  conditions  and  sequence 
of  delivery  existing  at  the  time  of  the 
change.

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Eastern  Firms  Told 
Of  New  Port  Rates 

Four  hundred  twenty-six  of  the  nation's 
leading  manufacturers  between  Denver  and 
the  Atlantic  Coast  received  notice  last  week 
from  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce  that  from  now  on  they  may  ship 
through  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  under 
only  two  rates — rail  and  ocean — with  no 
further  port  and  terminal  charges. 

Part  of  the  Chamber's  program  to  in- 
crease port  traffic  here,  the  important  an- 
nouncement mailed  last  week  was  aimed  at 
shippers  in  the  vital  east-of-Denver  "trans- 
continental territory"  where  competition  is 
keen,  between  San  Francisco  and  the  At- 
lantic and  Gulf  Coast  ports,  for  export  and 
import  traffic. 

The  notice,  sent  additionally  to  74  cham- 
bers of  commerce  and  traffic  associations 
in  that  area,  was  in  the  form  of  a  personal 
letter  addressed  over  the  signature  of 
Chamber  President  Paul  A.  Bissinger  to 
heads  of  traffic  departments  and  export 
managers.  The  letter  said,  in  part: 

"This  is  the  final  consummation  of  agree- 
ments between  the  trans-continental  rail 
lines  serving  the  Pacific  Coast  and  the 
various  shipping  conferences  and  individual 
lines,  whereunder  port  and  terminal  charges 
will  be  absorbed  on  trans-continental  ex- 
port and  import  traffic  moving  under  the 
rates  and  provisions  of  Agent  Kipp's  Tariffs 
29-1  and  30-G,  except  Hawaiian  traffic  and 
freight  requiring  off-dock  loading."

Paul  A.  Bissinger,  Chamber  President,  is 
shown  above  extending  Chamber  congratulations 
to  Mrs.  NIcoli  who  began  her  $2,000,000  business 
with  hand-painted  handkerchiefs.  The  firm  now 
employs  300  people  and  supplies  clothes  to  lead- 
ing stores  throughout  the   nation. 

City's  Defense  IVIeasures 
Outlined  By  Director 

More  than  two-thirds  of  those  individuals 
who  died  in  the  atomic  bombing  of  Hiro- 
shima could  have  been  saved  if  proper 
civilian  defense  measures  had  been  in  effect 
at  the  time.  Admiral  Albert  G.  Cook,  Direc- 
tor of  Civilian  Defense  in  San  Francisco, 
declared  last  week. 

He  cited  the  example  by  way  of  pointing 
up  the  importance  of  this  country's  cur- 
rent defense  measures  to  a  joint  meeting 
of  the  Chamber's  Public  Health  and  Indus- 
trial Advisory  Committees  held  at  the  San 
Francisco  Commercial  Club.  Purpose  of  the 
meeting  was  to  better  prepare  these  com- 
mittees to  aid  civilian  defense  groups 
should  the  need  arise,  according  to  Hiram 
W.  Johnson,  III,  chairman  of  the  Chamber's 
Public  Health  committee. 

Admiral  Cook  told  the  group  that  San 
Francisco  is  now  in  a  position  to  utilize 
means  of  defense,  now  at  the  city's  disposal, 
should  an  attack  come  "today  or  tomor- 
row." He  emphasized  that  the  atomic  bomb, 
or  any  other  method  of  warfare,  should  be 
respected  but  not  feared. 

Further,  he  reported  that  the  city  is  now 
going  into  what  might  be  called  the  "future 
planning  stage"  where  funds  will  be  allo- 
cated for  new  and  improved  equipment. 

"Defense  drills  on  a  city-wide  basis  will 
be  held,"  Admiral  Cook  said,  "as  soon  as 
our  defense  leaders  have  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  run  through  their  own  'skull 
practice.'  " 


Local  Television  Industry 
'Out  Of  Swaddling  Clothes'

(Editor's  Note:  This  is  the  last  of  a  series 
of  articles  on  television  which  have  been 
especially  written  for  Bay  Region  Business 
by  local  leaders  in  the  industry.) 

The  "miracle  of  television"  in  San  Fran- 
cisco has  grown  from  swaddling  clothes  to 
maturity  in  less  than  two  years.  Program 
quality  has  improved  to  the  point  where 
the  rest  of  the  country  is  very  much  sur- 
prised. It  was  assumed  by  too  many  peo- 
ple in  the  industry  that  San  Francisco  was 
just  going  to  be  an  outlet,  rather  than  a 
production  center.  Instead,  we  have  pro- 
duced programs  that  compare  favorably 
with  many  productions  throughout  the 
country. 

On  October  21,  KRON-TV  began  a 
program  that  will  continue  for  26  weeks — 
•'Club  Roma."  The  budget  for  the  26-week 
period  is  one-half  million  dollars  and  the 
station  hookup  links  36  stations — one  of 
the  largest  station  coverages  in  the  nation. 

Another  misconception  that  should  be 
corrected  at  the  outset  is  that  San  Fran- 
cisco has  unusual  engineering  problems  be- 
cause of  its  picturesque  hills.  It  is  true 
that  television  waves  must  travel  in  a 
straight  line.  However,  the  excellent  trans- 
mitters of  KGO-TV,  KRON-TV  and  KPIX 
make  clear  reception  in  this  area  the  rule, 
rather  than  the  exception.  If  your  re- 
ception is  not  what  you  would  have  it,  a 
competent  serviceman  should  be  able  to 
put  the  matter  i-ight. 

San  Francisco  television  is  progressing 
because  of  (among  other  things)  a  friendly 
competitive  spirit  between  production  and 
engineering  staffs.  The  "ball"  is  constantly 
being  thrown  back  and  forth  with  the 
thought  "OK,  fellow,  here's  a  new  pro- 
duction problem — let's  see  what  you  can 
do  with  it." 

Examples  of  this  are  to  be  found  in  many 
San  Francisco  TV  shows  of  a  public  serv- 
ice type  such  as  "San  Francisco  Feature 
Story,"  beamed  by  KRON-TV  each  Mon- 
day night  at  7.  The  program  calls  for  a 
great  many  cut-ins  (a  shift  from  a  studio 
set  with  live  personalities  to  a  film  in- 
sert) and  set  changes. 

Many  individuals,  both  in  the  industry 
and  those  watching  their  television  screens, 
have  tried  to  simplify  techniques  by  say- 
ing that  television  is  nothing  but  radio,  the 
stage  or  the  motion  picture.  Actually  it  is 
none  of  these  ...  it  is  television.  We  incor- 
porate techniques  utilized  in  all  three  of 
the  mentioned  mediums  but  television  is  an 
industry  unto  itself. 

The  television  link  between  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Los  Angeles  has  been  a  subject 
of  much  discussion  within  the  past  few 
weeks.  Many  believe  that  the  cost  of  beam- 
ing a  program  to  San  Francisco  and  Los 
Angeles  audiences  at  the  same  time  is 
prohibitive.  However,  in  the  near  future, 
some  wise  advertiser  will  "beat"  the  rest 
of  the  advertising  industry  by  realizing 
the  potential  of  reaching  two  of  the  rich- 
est markets  in  the  nation  at  the  same 
instant  through  the  medium  of  television. 

Yes,  television  was  born  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  it  will  continue  to  grow  here. 
It  has  to  grow  .  .  .  San  Francisco  is  a 
show  town  and  television  is  show  business 
personified  .  .  .  with  a  few  "miracles" 
thrown  in!

SynopsLs  of  the  National  Production 
Authority's  'Regulation  2' 


(Concluded  from  last  week) 

NPA  special  directives  get  preference 
over  rated  orders  unless  they  state  other- 
wise. 

Use  or  disposition  of  rated  material.  Ma- 
terial acquired  by  rating  or  NPA  directive 
must,  if  possible,  be  used  for  the  purpose 
for  which  gotten.  Physical  segregation  is 
not  required  so  long  as  NPA  rules  are 
observed. 

If  rated  material  can  no  longer  be  used 
for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  acquired, 
it  may  be  used  otherwise  or  sold,  providing 
these  and  other  NPA  regulations  are  ob- 
served. 

Delivery  for  unlawful  purposes  is  pro- 
hibited. 

Intra-company  deliveries.  These  rules  ap- 
ply also  to  deliveries  of  rated  material  be- 
tween branches,  divisions,  subsidiaries,  and 
affiliates. 

Scope.  NPA  orders  and  regulations  "ap- 
ply to  all  subsequent  transactions  even 
though  they  are  covered  by  contracts  pre- 
viously entered  into."  They  apply  also  to 
transactions  in  the  territories  and  insular 
possessions  and  cover  all  types  of  sales  and 
deliveries. 

Defense  against  claims  for  damages.  No 
person  is  liable  for  damages  for  default 
under  any  contract  resulting  "directly  or 
indirectly"  from  compliance  with  an  NPA 
order,  regulation,  or  directive. 

Records  of  receipts,  deliveries,  invento- 
ries, and  use  of  rated  material  must  be 
kept  for  two  years.  Microfilm  or  photo- 
graphic copies  are  acceptable.  If  required, 
they  must  be  made  available  to  authorized 
NPA  representatives  for  inspection  and 
audit. 

NPA  is  empowered  to  require  such  re- 
ports as  it  deems  necessary. 

Violations  of  this  or  other  regulations  of 
NPA  are  punishable  by  fine,  or  imprison- 
ment, or  both,  or  by  withdrawal  of  further 
priorities  privileges. 

Adjustments  and  exceptions  are  possible 
upon  Application  Grounds  are  unreasonable 
hardship  not  suffered  by  others  in  the  same 
industry,  or,  enforcement  in  the  case  in- 
volved would  not  be  in  the  interest  of  na- 
tional defense. 

List  A.  Following  items  are  not  subject 
to  NPA  ratings,  but  are  under  the  control 
of  the  agency  specified: 

Electric  power,  solid  fuels,  gas,  and  petro- 
leum under  Department  of  the  Interior; 

Farm  equipment,  commercial  fertilizer, 
and  food  under  Department  of  Agriculture; 

Transportation  services,  domestic,  stor- 
age and  port  facilities,  under  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission; 

Source  and  fissionable  materials  under 
Atomic  Energy  Commission.

These  changes  will  become  effective 
November  6,  1950,  and  necessary  changes 
in  the  steamer  tariffs  are  also  being  made, 
according  to  Walter  A.  Rohde,  Manager  of 
the  Chamber's  Transportation  Department. 
Rohde  said  this  eliminates  one  of  the 
factors  which  long  ha\e  complicated  use  of 
the  Port  of  San  Francisco  by  exporters  and 
importers   in   the   east-of-Denver   area. 

Citing  that  labor  relations  have  become 
stabilized  and  long-term  contracts  with  the 
maritime  and  shoreside  unions  are  in  effect, 
the  notice  to  eastern  manufacturers  and 
shippers  paints  an  encouraging  picture  of 
the  future  in  regard  to  labor  here.

Industrial  Growth 
Shows  Big  Gains 

Development  of  new  and  expanded 
factories  in  the  12-County  Bay  Re- 
gion for  the  first  nine  months  of  this 
year  has  already  exceeded  totals  for 
the  entire  year  of  1949,  and  indica- 
tions are  that  1950  will  be  one  of  the 
most  outstanding  years  of  industrial 
development  here  since  the  end  of 
World  War  II. 

A  total  of  361  projects  in  the  Region 
have  brought  $80,299,305  in  plant  invest- 
ments through  September,  it  was  reported 
today  by  the  Chamber's  Industrial  Depart- 
ment. Compared  with  this,  Los  Angeles 
County  reports  $62,763,250  for  the  same 
period. 

Predictions  for  rounding  out,  December 
31,  one  of  the  Region's  biggest  industrial 
years  are  based  further  on  the  fact  that 
with  this  year's  nine-month  total  only 
shghtly  under  year-end  totals  for  1948,  still 
other  projects  are  anticipated. 

Of  this  year's  nine-month  total,  San 
Francisco  accounted  for  $443,.500  in  capital 
invested,  representing  seven  projects  com- 
prising two  new  developments  and  five  ex- 
pansions. Other  counties  of  the  Bay  Region, 
with  16  new  industries  and  29  expansions 
representing  $1,930,700  and  $39,764,185  re- 
spectively, contributed  the  bulk  of  area 
development— a  total  of  $41,694,885.

TREND 

Spurred  on  by  national  defense  develop- 
ments and  the  Korean  action,  September 
general  business  activity  in  San  Francisco 
continued  in  a  new  high  area  for  this  sea- 
son of  the  year — 4.3%  above  August  and 
23.0%  above  last  September.  Activity  dur- 
ing the  first  nine  months  averaged  6.2% 
above  the  similar  period  a  year  ago  based 
on  our  index  which  averaged  250.7  at  the 
end  of  the  third  quarter  after  climbing  to 
281.7  in  September  compared  to  270.0  in 
August  and  228.1  last  September. 

Most  manufacturing  industries,  the 
transportation,  trade  and  financial  fields  as 
well  as  construction  and  real  estate  re- 
flected these  trends.  San  Francisco  bank 
debits  and  air  freight  movements  (August 
latest)  established  new  all  time  monthly 
highs  and  department  store  retail  sales 
made  a  new  September  high.  In  the  cost 
of  living  field  house  furnishings  and  mis- 
cellaneous indexes  for  September  rose  to 
all  time  highs,  and  the  All  Item  index 
was  only  0.57%  below  September  1948 — 
all  time  record. 
CONSTRUCTION  AND   REAL  ESTATE 

Building  permits  in  San  Francisco  in 
September  amounted  to  831  valued  at  $5,- 
760,623.  New  residential  accounted  for  36% 
of  the  value  and  provided  for  254  dwelling 
units.  New  non-residential  for  39%  and 
additions,  alterations  and  repairs  for  25%. 
The  nine  months  cumulative  of  7583  per- 
mits amounting  to  $56,022,531  exceeded 
the  same  period  a  year  ago  by  28%  in 
permits,  but  only  by  $6,501  in  value,  re- 
sulting in  the  first  cumulative  total  this 
year  to  exceed  a  similar  period  a  year  ago. 
New  residential  permits  accounted  for  48% 
of  the  nine  months  cumulative  value  and 
provided  for  2,804  dwelling  units;  new 
non-residential  permits  accounted  for  32% 
and  additions,  alterations  and  repairs  for 
20°i.  September  real  estate  deeds  recorded 
in  San  Francisco  numbered  1,766  or  17.1% 
above  last  September  and  carried  the  nine 
months  cumulative  to  16,606  or  19.5% 
above  a  year  ago.  There  were  1,555  mort- 
gages amounting  to  12,946,902  during  Sep- 
tember, an  increase  of  17.2%  in  number 
and  43.9%  in  amount. 
EMPLOYMENT 

Employment  in  San  Francisco  was  higher 
for  all  major  industries  in  September  than 
the  preceding  month,  according  to  C.S.E.S. 
The  number  of  unemployed  in  San  Fran- 
cisc  in  September  amounted  to  14,900  or 
19%  below  August  and  63.4%  below  Sep- 
tember last  year.  Claims  for  unemployment 
msurance  in  all  San  Francisco  offices 
weekly  average  in  September  was  20% 
below  August.  Placements  by  the  C.S  E  S 
during  September  established  a  new  high 
of  4,274  in  the  post  war  period.  Job  shop- 
ping among  person;-:  at  work  is  reported  to 
be  coming  more  prevalent  as  the  number 
of  job  openings  in  the  city  increase.  During 
September  6477  job  openings  were  received 
by  the  local  offices  of  C.S.E.S.  At  the  end 
?,,  Fl^'"'^^'"  ^  ■'''"  openings  remained  un- 
lilled.  Total  employment  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco metropolitan  area  (6  county)  rose  to 
859,000  m  September  compared  to  948,300 
in    August.      App.-r!able     inrre;,ses    were 


reported  in  transportation,  government  de- 
fense establishments,  retail  trade  and  serv- 
ices. Unemployment  in  the  Bay  Area  was 
estimated  down  to  28,800  compared  to  76,- 
700  a  year  ago  in  September. 

FINANCE 

September  San  Francisco  bank  debits 
amounting  to  $2,871,191,000  set  another 
new  all  time  monthly  high  5.8%  above 
August  (the  former  record)  and  31.5% 
above  September  last  year.  The  nine 
months  cumulative  of  $22,314,250,000  was 
7.5%  above  the  same  period  last  year. 
The  nine  months  cumulative  of  bank  clear- 
ings was  up  11.1%.  Postal  receipts  4.2% 
and  stock  exchange  transactions  44.4%  in 
number  and  90.8%  in  market  value.  There 
were  five  commercial  failures  reported  by 
Dun  and  Bradstreet  with  liabilities  of 
$154,851  and  assets  of  $35,818. 
TRADE 

September  department  store  retail  sales 
in  San  Francisco  were  13%  above  last 
September  and  the  nine  months  cumulative 
up  7%.  The  Bay  Area,  Northern  Cali- 
fornia, and  the  Twelfth  District  sales  in 
September  were  up  15%  with  the  nine 
months  cumulative  up  7%.  California  Sep- 
tember sales  were  also  up  15%  but  the  nine 
months  cumulative  was  up  only  6%,  ac- 
cording to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  re- 
port. The  independent  retail  stores  sales 
in  San  Francisco  in  August,  latest  avail- 
able, were  up  19%  compared  to  last  Au- 
gust and  the  eight  months  cumulative  up 
10%.  Pacific  Coast  wholesalers  dollar  sales 
in  August  led  all  regions  of  the  country 
with  a  gain  of  47%  over  the  same  period 
last  year,  the  U.  S.  average  was  up  40%. 
Likewise,  the  eight  months  cumulative  was 
up  15%  compared  with  the  U.  S.  average 
gain  of  12%.  At  the  end  of  the  eight  months 
period  automotive  supplies  sales  were  up 
5%,  electrical  group  22%,  furniture  and 
house  furnishings  27%,  hardware  20%, 
lumber  and  building  materials  41%,  re- 
frigeration equipment  13%,  drugs  and  sun- 
dries 5%,  dry  goods  26%,  groceries,  meats 
and  meat  products  7%,  and  wines  and 
spirits  21%,  according  to  the  Bureau  of 
Census  latest  sample  report. 
INDUSTRY 

The  manufacturing  industry  in  the  San 
Francisco-Oakland  metropolitan  area  em- 
ployed 182,100  during  August,  compared 
with  167,100  in  July  and  165,300  in  Au- 
gust of  last  year  according  to  the  Cali- 
fornia Division  of  Labor's  Statistics  and 
Research.  The  food  group  employed  47.- 
300,  fabricated  metals  products  17,200, 
printing  and  publishing  15,000,  primary 
metals  industries  14,100,  transportation 
equipment  12,200,  pertoleum  products  12,- 
100,  chemical  and  allied  products  11,800, 
machinei-y  (except  electrical)  11,100,  ap- 
parel 9.000,   stone,  clay   and  glass   6,300. 

Average  weekly  earnings  of  production 
and  related  workers  in  All  Manufacturing 
in  the  Bay  Area  amounted  to  $67.62  in 
August  compared  to  $68.09  in  July  and 
$62.91  in  August  a  year  ago.

Compulsory  Health  Service 
Opposed   By  Chamber 

On  recommendation  of  the  Chamber's 
Public  Health  Committee,  the  Board  of 
Directors  has  announced  opposition  to  "any 
plan  for  health  service  that  compels  pri- 
vate citizens  to  pay  for  a  form  of  health 
service  whether  they  want  it  or  not." 

Following  this  Board  action,  the  Public 
Health  Committee  has  recommended  in- 
stead that  employees  interested  in  health 
insurance  subscribe  to  any  of  the  numer- 
ous voluntary  health  and  medical  care 
plans  now  available  to  either  groups  or 
individuals. 

In  further  opposition  to  compulsory 
health  insurance  plans,  the  Committee  this 
week  issued  a  supplementary  statement  to 
its  recommendation  to  the  Board,  pointing 
out  in  part:  '1)  Deterioration  of  health 
service  in  nearly  every  country  which  has 
adopted  similar  plans:  12)  Failure  of  .so- 
cialized medical  care  to  attract  the  needed 
calibre  in  the  health  service  profession; 
and  13)  Severe  reduction  in  number  and 
quality  of  candidates  for  admission  to 
medical   .schools  under  such   a  system. 

Hiram  W.  Johnson,  3rd,  Chairman  of  the 
Chamber's  Public  Health  Committee,  re- 
ported the  success  of  the  voluntary  health 
insurance  plans  is  evidenced  by  an  esti- 
mated 61  million  Americans  who  subscribed 
to  this  type  of  plan  in  1949. 

He  stressed  the  "American  Way"  of  free 
choice  under  these  plans,  stating  that  no 
one  need  participate  unless  he  chooses.

The  San  Francisco  Foundation --Philanthropic  Enterprise 

One  of  the  many  community  activities  to  which  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  has  devoted  attention  in  recent  years  is  a  philanthropic  enter- 
prise that  engages  in  placing  charitable  trusts— the  San  Francisco  Foundation. 

Not  a  charity  in  itself,  the  Foundation  is 

a  method  of  trust  fund  management  for 
charities — a  plan  for  putting  philanthropic 
gifts  to  maximum  public  use. 

The  Chamber's  contribution  to  this  im- 
portant community  service  lies  in  its  ap- 
pointment of  one  of  the  seven  individuals 
to  the  Foundation's  governing  board  which 
supervises  administration  and  allocation  of 
available  charitable  funds. 

Daniel  E.  Koshland,  member  of  the 
Chamber's  National  Affairs  Committee  and 
vice  president  of  Levi  Strauss  and  Com- 
pany, was  appointed  to  the  Foundation  by 
Carl  J.  Eastman — Chamber  President  in 
1947  —  and  reappointed  by  Henry  North, 
1949  Chamber  President.  Koshland  has 
been  chairman  of  the  Foundation's  Dis- 
tribution Committee  since  its  organization. 

John  May  is  executive  director  of  the 
organization  which  has  offices  at  351  Cali- 
fornia Street. 

Necessity  for  such  a  service  is  evidenced 
by  the  fact  that  in  the  United  States  alone, 
thousands  of  philanthropic  gifts  totaling 
many  millions  of  dollars  have  failed  of 
their  purpose  because  instructions  of  the 
donors  have  become  obsolete. 

For  example,  the  rigid  control  of  "the 
dead  hand  of  the  past"  is  shown  in  a  fund 
established  by  a  mayor  of  St.  Louis  to 
relieve  distress  of  covered  wagon  emigrants 
during  the  California  Gold  Rush,  Transpor- 
tation methods  soon  out-moded  the  purpose 
for  which  the  fund  was  created,  but  the 
money  was  held  in  litigation  for  35  years. 

Hundreds  of  such  funds  are  frozen  by 
specifications  of  the  donors.  It  is  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  San  Francisco  Founda- 
tion and  its  counterparts  throughout  the 
nation  to  give  interpretation  in  such  cases, 
as  well  as  offer  their  facilities  to  individuals 
or  corporations  desiring  skilled  administra- 
tion of  funds  for  philanthropy. 


New  Mount  Zion  Hospital 
Holds  Open  House 

Open  house  at  Mount  Zion  Hospital 
throughout  this  week,  between  12  and  6 
p.m.,  offers  the  public  an  opportunity  to 
see  achievements  in  design  and  facilities 
that  have  combined  to  make  this  one  of 
San    Francisco's  most   modern   hospitals. 

Completion  of  the  $4,500,000  building  at 
1600  Divisidero  Street  adds  150  beds  to  the 
hospital's  capacity,  making  a  total  of  325. 
All  basic  units  of  the  hospital  were  built 
and  equipped  for  long-term  economy  and 
an  additional  275  beds  will  be  added  in 
future  expansions. 

Milton  Pflueger  and  Skidmore,  Owing 
and  Merrill,  associated  architects,  designed 
the  project;  general  contracting  was  han- 
dled by  Swinerton  and  Walberg.  Mrs. 
Frances  Elkins  was  decorative  consultant. 

The  design  of  the  present  hospital  grew 
out  of  an  intensive  study  of  patient,  com- 
munity and  medical  needs  recognized  by  its 
medical  staff  during  World  War  II. 

In  addition  to  regular  hospital  facilities. 
Mount  Zion  engages  in  medical  research  of 
cancer,  heart  disease,  tuberculosis,  high 
blood  pressure,  stomach  ulcers  and  intes- 
tinal disorders.

Golden  Gate  OfFers  Course 
For  Business  Executives 


For  the  first  time  on  the  Pacific  Coast, 
practical  training  by  engineers  experienced 
in  the  new  techniques  of  methods-time 
measurement  will  be  offered  by  the  School 
of  Management  at  Golden  Gate  College. 
This  recently  perfected  tool  of  industrial 
engineering  is  now  being  used  by  several 
firms  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and  by  over  150 
well-known  concerns  throughout  the  United 
States. 

Beginning  November  27,  the  special 
course  will  be  another  in  a  series  of  man- 
agement-training institutes  for  key  em- 
ployees and  executives  designed  to  aid 
many  western  industrial  enterprises  in 
solving  the  critical  manpower  problems  of 
national  emergency  mobilization. 

Originated  primarily  as  a  motion-analysis 
device  for  setting  standards,  methods-time 
measurement  has  been  gradually  developed 
to  a  point  where  it  can  solve  production 
problems,  according  to  its  many  users. 
Among  its  applications  are  changing  prod- 
uct designs,  planning  new  layouts,  improv- 
ing or  simplifying  methods,  estimating 
labor  requirements  or  costs,  and  aiding  in 
the  selection  of  new  equipment.

Industrial  Activity  Records 
$443,500  For  September 

According  to  the  regular  monthly  survey 
compiled  by  the  Chamber's  Industrial  De- 
partment, September  industrial  activity  in 
San  Francisco  accounted  for  $443,500  in 
capital  invested,  representing  seven  proj- 
ects comprising  two  new  developments  and 
five  expansions. 

Other  counties  of  the  Bay  Region  ac- 
counted, during  September,  for  $1,930,700 
in  16  new  industries  and  $39,764,185  in  29 
expansions— a   total   of  $41,694,885. 

Among  many  large  developments  con- 
tributing to  this  year's  impressive  Bay 
Area  industrial  expansion  are  the  following 
recent  actions; 

Columbia  Steel  is  presently  letting  bids 
on  its  proposed  new  development  at  Pitts- 
burg in  Contra  Costa  County.  The  new 
rolhng  mill  and  tin  plate  facilities  will  be 
similar  to  the  existing  plant  and  will  in- 
crease the  company's  output  by  215,000 
tons  yearly.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  facili- 
ties can  be  in  operation  by  late  1951. 

Standard  Oil  Company  of  CaUfornia  has 
begun  work  on  conversion  of  its  TCC  unit 
plus  construction  of  a  new  vacuum  tower 
at  Richmond.  The  company's  expansion 
program  is  designed  to  increase  the  output 
of  lighter  fractions  and  relieve  a  growing 
over-production  of  heavy  fuel  oils.  Comple- 
tion of  the  two  projects  is  scheduled  for 
May  and  December,  1951,  respectively. 

The  Ford  Motor  Company  will  begin  an 
expansion  and  conversion  program  at  its 
Richmond  plant,  about  the  first  of  1951, 
designed  to  increase  assembly  line  produc- 
tion'from  350  to  550  units  per  day. 

The  Grinnell  Company  of  the  Pacific  has 
purchased  the  80,000  square  foot  plant  in 
Emeryville  formerly  occupied  by  Westing- 
house  Electric  Corporation.  Full  operation 
at  the  new  location  is  expected  by  the  first 
of  the  year.

Three  recent  orders  under  the  National 
Production  Authority  provide  for  restric- 
tions on  defense  usage  of  certain  critical 
materials.  They  are  briefly  summarized 
below  in  order  to  familiarize  members  with 
their  content.

Industrial  Department. 

STEEL— NPA  ORDER  M-1, 
DATED  OCTOBER  26: 

Provides  that  unless  specifically  directed 
by  the  NPA,  no  steel  producer  shall  be 
required  to  accept  rated  orders  in  excess 
of  certain  specific  percentages  varying 
from  5  to  259r  of  his  average  monthly 
shipments. 

No  producer  shall  be  required  to  accept 
rated  orders  for  shipment  in  any  one  month 
exceeding  (in  terms  of  total  ingot  tonnage 
for  such  month)  159;  of  his  scheduled  car- 
bon steel,  production  and  25%  of  his  sched- 
uled alloy  steel  production. 

Any  person  unable  to  place  rated  orders 
because  of  such  limitations  may  obtain 
assistance  in  locating  other  sources  of  sup- 
ply through  NPA,  Iron  and  Steel  Division, 
Reference  Order  M-1. 

RUBBER— NPA  ORDER  M-2, 
DATED  NOVEMBER  1: 

Provides  for  certain  conservation  meas- 
ures with  regard  to  natural  rubber.  Estab- 
lishes specified  minimums  of  synthetic  rub- 
ber to  be  used  in  tire  and  tube  manufacture 
and  further  provides  for  the  allocation  of 
synthetic  rubber  by  the  NPA  on  a  pro  rata 
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A  petition  for  an  Examiner^s  proposed 
report  in  the  class  rate  phase  of  Case 
Number  4808,  involving  revision  of  mini- 
mum class  rates  of  both  railroads  and 
trucks  throughout  California,  has  been 
granted  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Walter  A.  Rohde,  Manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Transportation  Department,  filed  the 
petition  on  October  10.  At  that  time  he 
pointed  out  that  because  these  proceedings 
were  instituted  more  than  five  years  ago, 
an  exceedingl.N'  large  and  complex  record 
has  been  built  up  in  the  class  rate  phase. 
Therefore,  he  petitioned  that  a  proposed 
report  is  necessary  to  clarify  and  bring  into 
focus  the  issues  and  problems  and  to  allow 
the  parties  a  reasonable  opportunity  to 
take  exception  to  proposed  findings  that 
may  be  inimical  to  them.

Closely  tied  in  with  the  growth  of  San

F.  T.  Zone  Cargoes  Exceed 
$3  Million  in  3rd  Quarter 

Merchandise  received  at  San  Francisco's 
Foreign  Trade  Zone  in  the  three-month 
period,  July  1 — September  30,  amounted 
to  $3,086,332,  according  to  a  recent  survey 
compiled  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

James  Campbell,  superintendent  of  the 
"free"  zone  at  Pier  45B,  reported  4,106  tons 
of  cargo  and  a  total  of  eight  vessels  moved 
into  the  zone  during  the  third  quarter. 

In  the  same  period,  customs  duties  and 
internal  revenue  taxes  amounting  to  $363,- 
304  were  paid  on  merchandise  cleared  from 
the  zone  for  entry  into  United  States 
markets. 

Among  the  various  shipments  received 
at  the  zone  were  589  sheep  and  a  polo 
pony  from  Australia;  a  dozen  horses  and 
a  "jenny"  mule  from  Arabia;  and  several 
bleeding  heart  doves  from  the  Philippines. 
Scotch  whisky  made  up  the  major  part 
of  sizeable  liquor  consignments  to  the  zone, 
but  quantities  of  Canadian  whiskies,  Chi- 
nese wines,  Dutch  gin  and  beer  and  Italian 
vermouth  were  also  handled. 

In  addition  to  large  quantities  of  canned 
foodstuffs  and  dry  goods,  many  wood 
products  were  included  in  zone  cargoes.  In 
this  category  were:  Swedish  skis,  furniture 
and  pre-fabricated  houses,  large  amounts 
of  Chinese  rattan  furniture,  bamboo  ware, 
fishing  rods,  polo  sticks,  plywood,  lawn 
mower  handles,  badminton  frames  and 
firecrackers. 

Many  metal  products  were  handled,  In- 
cluding portable  typewriters,  copper  sheets 
tor  engraving,  optical  instruments  and 
American,  British  and  French  automobiles.

EGA  Emergency  Program 
Offers  Sales  To  Far  East 

Opportunity  for  San  Francisco  shippers 
to  participate  in  immediate  sales  ot  equip- 
ment, supplies  and  fertilizer  to  Korea  and 
Indo-China  is  offered  under  the  Far  East- 
ern Program  of  the  Economic  Cooperation 
Administration. 

Information  received  from  the  Emerg- 
ency Procurement  Service  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  outlines 
the  plans  for  immediate  purchase  of 
$9,000,000  worth  of  nitrogenous  fertilizer 
and  tungsten  mine  equipment  for  Korea 
plus  industrial  and  other  supplies  for 
Indo-China.  All  purchases  are  for  delivery 
as  soon  as  possible. 

Included  in  the  supplies  authorized  for 
Indo-China  are:  40  multi-mold  hand-op- 
erated concrete  block  machines;  300  in- 
secticide sprayers;  40  Diesel  electric  gen- 
erator sets,  capacity  33-37  KW  each;  pre- 
fabricated steel  or  aluminum  sections  for 
four  60-bed  hospital  buildings  plus  four 
Diesel  generating  sets;  six  motor  graders 
and  spare  parts;  four  mobile  hospital  units; 
75,000  decalcomanias;  two  three-quarter 
cubic  yard  draglines;  two  jeeps  and  two 
four-ton  dump  trucks. 

The  fertilizer  for  Korea  must  be  priced 
on  the  basis  of  a  short  ton  of  nitrogen,  FAS 
port  of  shipment,  with  delivery  to  port  on 
or  before  February  1,  1951.  Minimum 
nitrogen  content  is  16  percent,  and  not 
less  than  30  percent  of  the  shipment  will 
be   ammonium   sulphate   fertilizer.

Bay  Area  Homebuilders  Set 
Record  in  First  9  Months 

Homebuilders  set  a  new  record  for  the 
San  Francisco-Oakland  Metropolitan  Area 
by  starting  24.110  new  permanent  non- 
farm  dwelling  units  during  the  first  nine 
months  of  1950.  according  to  Max  D.  Kos- 
soris.  Director  of  the  Western  Region  of 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor's  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics. 

Housing  starts  for  1950  are  now  certain 
to  exceed  the  30,000-unit  mark  to  make 
the  greatest  year  in  the  history  of  house- 
building in  the  area,  Kossoris  said. 

This  activity  is  expected  to  continue  at 
high  levels  for  at  least  the  next  two 
months,  he  reported,  with  curtailments  re- 
sulting from  credit  curbs  partially  offset 
by  increases  in  housing  at  military  instal- 
lations, public  housing  and  apartment 
house  construction. 

Early  reports  from  building  officials 
show  that  permits  were  issued  for  nearly 
3,000  units  during  October. 

One-family  homes  continued  to  dominate 
the  local  homebuilding  picture,  accounting 
for  more  than  85  percent  of  all  units 
started.  Units  in  multi-family  structures 
are.  however,  expected  to  increase  during 
the  next  few  months.

The  Atomic  Bomb  and  Community  Safety 

(Editor's  Note:  Because  panic  is  the  cliief  personal  enemy  of  people  caught  in  an  atomic  bomb  raid,  the 
instructions  below,  from  the  Disaster  Council  and  Corps,  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  are  repro- 
duced to  illustrate  to  Chamber  members  how  lives  and  safety  may  be  preserved  should  San  Francisco 
ever  become  the  subject  of  an  atomic  attack.  Officers  of  the  Disaster  Council  and  Corps  are;  Mayor 
ulimer  K.  Robinson,  Commander;  Albert  G.  Cook,  Director;  John  D.  Sullivan,  Executive  Director.) 


The  introduction  of  the  atomic  bomb 
into  warfare  represented  a  great  and  un- 
paralleled jump  in  the  power  of  a  single 
offensive  weapon.  It  is  the  business  of  de- 
fense to  catch  up,  as  it  has  always  caught 
up;  and  great  efforts  have  been  and  are 
being  directed  to  this  end. 

No  complete  defense  can  be  provided 
against  any  weapon  of  war,  but  just  as  it 
proved  possible  to  devise  means  of  miti- 
gatmg  the  consequences  of  other  forms  of 
attack  in  the  last  war,  so  it  is  certain  that 
means  can  be  found  of  mitigating  the  con- 
sequences of  atomic  war. 

There  are  today  a  great  many  practical 
steps  that  will  greatly  reduce  the  casualty- 
producing  power  of  this  bomb.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  as  our  knowledge  increases,  the 
defense  can  be  steadily  improved. 

All  plans  for  limiting  the  damage  caused 
by  an  atomic  bomb  or  by  the  conventional 
type  of  explosion,  or  for  that  matter,  a 
major  national  catastrophe,  must  be  based 
on  the  individual  doing  as  much  as  pos- 
sible for  himself.  This  is  essential  because 
all  resources  will  be  severly  taxed  in  a 
disaster,  and  we  must  reduce  the  load  on 
them  or  they  will  break  down. 

This  holds  true  in  an  ascending  scale 
from  the  individual  to  the  family,  to  the 
community,  to  the  municipality,  to  the 
state,  and  finally,  when  necessary,  to  the 
Federal  Government.  What  is  needed  is  a 
strong  revival  of  the  American  pioneer 
spirit  of  doing  for  yourself  and  lending  a 
helping  hand  to  the  neighbor  when  he 
needed  it.  You  can  begin  this  preparation 
for  helping  yourself  as  an  individual  by 
taking  steps   along  the   following  lines; 

Join  some  emprcfnr.v  unit,  take  the  training  serl- 
oiiNl.v  and  worii  at  It.  Most  important  of  all.  take  a 
course  In  First  Aid. 

Learn  where  the  cut-off  valves  are  lo- 
cated for  the  water  and  gas  in  your  home, 
and  for  the  electric  switches.  You  are  ad- 
vised not  to  turn  these  off  unless  the  threat 
of  danger  is  immediate.  If  they  are  turned 
off  for  any  reason,  do  not  turn  them  on 


again   until   you   have   consulted   the   P.G. 
and  E. 

Clean  up  all  trash  and  inflammable  ma- 
terial inside  and  outside  the  house.  Sec- 
ondary fii-es  will  cause  tremendous  damage 
if  they  get  out  of  control. 

If  warnings  of  Immediate  danger  are  sounded,  take 
cover  at  once.  Do  not  try  to  get  home  or  to  any 
other  location.  Get  into  any  basement,  or  the  center 
of  a  well-constructed   building,  and  stay  there. 

There  are  many  other  things  along  these 
lines  that  you  can  do  now.  If  an  atom 
bomb  should  drop,  you  will  know  it  be- 
cause of  the  blinding  flash  and  persistence 
of  the  light.   Do  not  let  this  panic  you. 

Remember,  particularly  at  night,  all  ex- 
plosives give  off  an  immediate  blinding 
flash.  The  atomic  flash  is  much  more  in- 
tense and  it  will  persist  for  an  appreciable 
time. 

If  you  are  in  a  building,  get  to  the  cen- 
ter of  the  building.  Stay  away  from  win- 
dows or  other  sources  of  flying  glass.  If 
in  the  open,  drop  to  the  ground.  Cover  the 
head  and  face.  Roll  into  a  ditch  or  gutter, 
if  available.  Hug  the  side  of  a  building, 
but  avoid  falling  masonry. 

The  most  destructive  elements  in  an 
atom  bomb  travel  in  straight  lines.  If  you 
can  get  sufficient  material  between  you 
and  the  origin  of  the  blast,  you  are  safe 
from  the  direct  effects. 

There  are  many  things  that  the  family 
can  do  to  become  a  self-sustaining  unit. 
Practically  all  of  these  require  a  little 
planning  and  a  thorough  understanding  by 
all  members  of  the  family  of  their  part. 
Some  of  these  things  are: 

Be    sure     the     children    are    taught    to  take    cover. 

Courses    of    instruction    will    be    given    in  the    schools. 

Do     your    part     to     make     ,vour     children  take     these 
seriously. 

Store  a  small  reserve  of  food,  preferably 
canned  goods,  also  some  water,  a  flashlight, 
and  a  first-aid  kit. 

I'lan  for  the  care  of  any  sick  or  physically  handi- 
capped persons  in  your  household.  Get  an  arrhlterl. 
an  engineer,  a  fireman,  or  a  cari'enter  to  help  you 
select  the  safest  spot  in  your  home.  Go  there  at  the 
first  warning. 


The  next  echelon  should  be  the  neigh- 
borhood or  block.  The  following  are  sug- 
gested as  some  of  the  things  that  the  block 
or  neighborhood  can  do  to  become  self- 
sufficient: 

First,  know  the  people  that  live  In  your  block  and 
neighborhood.  Know  what  skill  they  have.  Knowing 
that  one  of  your  neighbors  is  a  competent  pipe-fitter 
may  save  the  lives  of  your  entire  family. 

Hold  a  meeting  on  one  of  the  homes  and 
plan  for  one  or  two  block  first-aid  stations. 
You  probably  have  competent  people  for 
that  right  in  your  block.  Plan  for  the  care 
of  the  sick  and  physically  disabled.  If 
there  happens  to  be  one  or  more  specially 
suitable  basements  or  underground  shelter, 
plan  for  its  use. 

Perhaps  the  most  damaging  effect  the 
atom  bomb  can  have  to  the  nation  as  a 
whole  is  the  fear  it  can  create.  Man  is  by 
nature  afraid  of  the  unknown  and  will, 
with  a  slight  change  of  the  poets'  words, 
die  a  thousand  atomic  deaths,  whereas  the 
man  with  knowledge  dies  but  once. 

Fear  induces  fear  in  others  who  are 
doubtful,  and  soon  a  panic  develops.  There 
was  plenty  of  time  for  the  poor  victims  of 
the  Boston  night  club  disaster  to  get  out, 
but  they  became  panic-stricken  and  prac- 
tically all  of  them  were  injured. 

Respect  the  atom  bomb,  but  do  not  fear 
it.  Above  all,  do  not  confuse  an  attack  by 
a  conventional  bomb,  or  an  explosion  of 
gas  or  oil,  with  an  atomic  attack.  There 
is  more  probability  of  an  attack  by  con- 
ventional explosives  in  the  event  of  hos- 
tilities than  there  is  of  an  atomic  attack, 
but  if  people  become  panic-stricken,  more 
damage  will  be  done  than  would  have 
occurred  in  an  atomic  attack. 

The  same  methods  of  protecting  yourself 
apply  in  all  cases.  Therefore,  unless  proven 
otherwise,  assume  that  any  observed  ex- 
plosion was  not  an  atomic  attack.  In  any 
and  all  events,  remain  calm.

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General  Business  Activity 
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TREND 

General  business  activity  in  San  Fran- 
cisco in  October  attained  a  new  all-time 
high  for  that  month — 10.5%  above  a  year 
ago,  and  it  is  anticipated  the  higher  activ- 
ity will  continue  during  the  balance  of  the 
year.  Our  Business  Activity  Index  reached 
273.3  in  October  compared  to  281.7  in  Sep- 
tember and  247.4  last  October,  with  the  10 
months  average  at  253.0  or  6.7%  above 
similar  period  last  year. 

Practically  all  the  major  fields  of  activity 
reflected  the  general  trend  during  October 
and  for  the  cumulative  period.  The  10 
months  cumulative  compared  to  the  similar 
period  last  year  revealed  construction  per- 
mits value  up  1%;  real  estate  deeds  re- 
corded 20%;  retail  department  store  sales 
7%;  bank  debits  8%;  value  of  Stock  Ex- 
change transactions  86%  ;  placements  16%  ; 
freight  car  movements  9% ;  ship  arrivals 
6%;  electrical  energy  sales  2%;  gas  sales 
'1%;  and  Bridge  vehicular  crossings  6%. 
Airport  traffic  for  the  first  9  months  was 
up  5%  in  number  of  planes  and  14%  in 
passengers  and  23%  in  air  freight. 
CONSTRUCTION   AND    REAL    ESTATE 

October  building  permits  in  San  Fran- 
cisco amounted  to  776  valued  at  $6,684,619. 
New  residential  permits  provided  for  172 
dwelling  units.  There  were  25  new  non- 
residential permits  valued  at  $3,654,313: 
606  additions,  alterations  and  repairs  val- 
ued at  $1,388,206.  The  10  months  cumula- 
tive of  8.359  permits  valued  at  $62,707,150 
is  on  the  way  to  a  new  all-time  annual 
high.  New  residential  permits  numbered 
2,429  valued  at  $28,572,438  and  provided 
for  2,976  dwelling  units  of  which  2,044 
were  single-family  units,  252  two-family 
and  680  multi-family  units.  There  were 
also  208  new  non-residential  permits  val- 
ued at  $21,743,648,  and  alterations,  addi- 
tions and  repairs  accounted  for  5,902  per- 
mits valued  at  $12,391,064.  The  cumulative 
residential  value  was  off  28.5%  but  the 
single-family  units  were  up  100% ;  the  non- 
residential permits  value  was  up  78%  and 
the  additions,  alterations  and  repairs  value 
increased  35.4%. 

October  real  estate  deeds  recorded  in 
San  Francisco  numbered  1,838  or  25.3% 
above  a  year  ago  and  the  cumulative 
amounted  to  18,444  or  20%  above  last  year. 
Mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust  for  the  cu- 
mulative numbered  15,589  and  amounted 
to  $132,863,504— up  18.9%  and  29%  re- 
spectively. 
FINANCE 

October  bank  debits  in  San  Francisco 
amounted  to  $2,758,633,000  and  although 
slightly  below  the  preceding  month's  all- 
time  high,  were  12.1%  above  October  last 
year:  and  the  10  months  cumulative  of 
$25,072,833,000  was  up  8%.  Postal  receipts 
were  up  14.1%  in  October  and  the  cumula- 
tive 5.1%.

EMPLOYMENT 

San  Francisco  employment  decreased 
slightly  in  October  compared  to  September 
but  was  still  higher  than  usual  for  October 
and  it  was  expected  that  employment  in 
the  aggregate  would  continue  at  high  levels 
for  the  balance  of  1950,  according  to  the 
California  State  Employment  Service.  Dur- 
ing October  an  estimated  14,800  persons 
were  unemployed  in  San  Francisco  com- 
pared to  38,200  a  year  ago.  October  place- 
ments by  the  C.S.E.S.  offices  amounted  to 
3,895  compared  to  4,274  in  September  and 
2,406  last  October.  It  was  reported  how- 
ever that  2,000  job  openings  in  San  Fran- 
cisco remained  unfilled  in  October  on  ac- 
count of  lack  of  qualified  workers.  Job 
openings  are  excellent  for  engineers,  staff 
nurses,  scientists,  medical  laboratory  tech- 
nicians, stenographers,  journeyman  ship- 
^•ard  workers  and  mechanics  with  railroad 
maintenance  experience. 

Total  employment  in  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Area  estimated  at  963,000  by  the 
C.S.E.S.  was  a  decrease  of  5,000  from  Sep- 
tember. Unemployment  in  the  Area  was 
estimated  at  28,000  compared  to  74,000 
unemployed  a  year  ago.  Demand  for  pro- 
duction workers  slackened  but  it  was  re- 
ported there  were  opportunities  for  well 
qualified  workers  in  clerical  and  skilled 
occupations. 
TRADE 

October  retail  department  store  sales  in 
San  Francisco  were  6%  above  last  October 
and  the  10  months  cumulative  was  up 
7%  :  and  gains  in  the  San  Francisco-Oak- 
land Area  were  identical,  according  to  the 
San  Francisco  Federal  Reserve  Bank. 
Northern  California  October  sales  were  up 
4%  and  the  cumulative  7%  while  in  Cali- 
fornia sales  were  off  1%  and  up  5%  re- 
spectively. .Sales  in  the  Twelfth  District 
were  up  1%  and  6%   respectively. 

Independent  retail  store  sales  for  the 
first  9  months  (latest  available)  were  up 
11%  in  San  Francisco,  according  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census. 

Pacific  Coast  Wholesaler  dollar  sales  for 
the  9  months  cumulative  were  up  16%- 
compared  to  137f  in  the  nation,  outranking 
all  other  geographical  divisions  in  the 
country. 

INDUSTRY 

Manufacturing  industries  in  the  San 
Francisco-Oakland  Metropolitan  Area  em- 
ployed 182.800  persons  during  September 
compared  to  182,100  in  August  and  163,800 
in  September  last  year.  Average  weekly 
earnings  amounted  to  $68.13  in  September 
compared  to  $67.62  in  August  and  $64.84 
in  September  last  year.  Average  hours 
worked  per  week  amounted  to  39.7  com- 
pared to  39.8  in  August  and  39.9  a  year 
ago.  Food  and  kindred  line  manufacturing 
group  employed  45,500  in  September;  fabri- 
cated metals  17,400;  printing  and  publish- 
ing 15,100;   primary  metals  14,600;   petro- 
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leum  products  12,100;  chemical  and  allied 
12,000;  machinery  11,700;  transportation 
equipment  11,500;  furniture  and  fixtures 
6,400;  and  stone,  clay  and  glass  products 
group  6,400. 
TRANSPORTATION 

October  freight  car  movements  in  San 
Francisco  amounted  to  16,968  or  8.1% 
above  a  year  ago,  and  the  10  months  cumu- 
lative of  150,145  was  9%  above  same  period 
last  year.  There  were  335  ship  arrivals  in 
October  compared  to  300  a  year  ago.  The 
cumulative  amounted  to  3,275  compared  to 
3,097  last  year.  San  Francisco  Airport  traf- 
fic reported  for  September  (latest  avail- 
able) reveal  7,505  planes  in  and  out  with 
59,286  passengers  on  and  59,654  off.  Air 
mail  handled  amounted  to  1,475,011  lbs.; 
air  express  677,234  lbs.;  and  air  freight 
3,267,185  lbs.  San  Francisco-Oakland  Ba\ 
Bridge  vehicle  crossings  in  October  num- 
bered 2,509,380,  an  increase  of  5.7%  over 
last  October  and  the  10  months  cumulative 
number  24,080,315,  up  5.7%r.  Golden  Gate 
Bridge  vehicle  crossings  amounted  to  799,- 
926,  an  increase  of  5.3%  over  last  October 
and  carried  the  cumulative  to  8,067,343  or 
6.0%  above  last  year. 

Passengers  entering  Northern  California 
gatewavs  via  highway  during  October 
amounted  to  289,941  or  51.2%  of  the  State 
total;  of  these,  Californians  returning  ac- 
counted for  141,846  or  51.4%  of  the  State 
total:  those  in  out-of -State  cars  numbered 
117.455  or  52%  of  the  State  total,  while 
those  carried  in  stages  numbered  30,640 
and  accounted  for  only  47.6%  of  the  State 
total.

Business  in  Defense 


The  National  Production  Authority.  De- 
partment of  Commerce,  has  announced  two 
new  regulations  covering  tin  and  zinc  and 
a  supplement  to  its  recently  issued  order 
on  steel. 

A  limited  supply  of  these  orders  is  avail- 
able for  distribution  in  the  Industrial  De- 
partment of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. They  are  briefi.v  described  below: 
STEEL:  Supplement  2  to  NPA  Order  M-l 
provides  for  directives  to  be  issued  by  the 
Authority  for  certain  steel  producers  to 
accept  certified  orders  for  the  production 
and  distribution  of  steel  for  the  construc- 
tion of  vessels  as  part  of  the  Great  Lakes 
Vessels  Program. 

TIN:  NPA  Order  M-8,  dated  November  13, 
19.50,  sets  forth  limitations  on  inventories 
of  tin  alloys  and  other  materials  containing 
tin  not  covered  by  NPA  Regulation  1.  The 
order  also  explains  the  conditions  under 
which  reports  are  required  in  connection 
with  production,  distribution,  importation, 
use  and  inventories  of  pig  tin. 
ZINC:  NPA  Order  M-9,  dated  November  16, 
1950,  provides  for  equitable  distribution  of 
rated  oi'ders  among  all  zinc  producers  and 
fabricators  and  dealers  in  zinc  and  zinc 
products.  The  order  limits  acceptance  of 
rated  orders  to  stipulated  percentages 
based  on  (1)  scheduled  production  for  pro- 
ducers. (2)  average  monthly  shipments  for 
fabricators — first  eight  months  of  1950.  and 
13)  supply  available  for  dealers.

New  ICC  Ruling  Will  Benefit 
Port's  Trade  and  Shipping 

A  decision  recently  announced  by  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  on  per- 
centage increases  in  freight  rates  will  bene- 
fit domestic  shippers  to  and  from  the  West 
Coast  and  will  favorably  influence  export 
and  import  traffic  through  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco,  according  to  Walter  A.  Rohde, 
Manager  of  the  Chamber's  Transportation 
Department. 

The  decision,  which  sustains  objections 
by  the  Chamber  and  other  interested  or- 
ganizations, rules  that  percentage  increases 
published  by  the  railroads  between  Cali- 
fornia and  border  points  of  Western  Trunk 
Line  Zone  1  are  not  in  conformity  with 
earlier  decisions  in  the  general  increase 
cases.

A  27-foot  mural  graces  most  of  the  wall 
facing  the  entrance  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce's  remodeled  build- 
ing at  333  Pine  Street.  The  work  of  George 
Harris,  Art  Association  member  and  alum- 
nus of  the  California  School  of  Fine  Arts, 
portrays  A  Century 
of  Progress  which  is 
the  history  of  San 
Francisco. 

Executed  in  a  har- 
monious arrange- 
ment of  oil  colors, 
the  mural  reflects 
the  saga  of  the  city. 
II  suggests  through 
symbols  and  designs 
the  technical  hall- 
marks of  metropoli- 
tan development  and  mirrors  in  geometric 
patterns  the  stages  of  history,  which  begin 
v'.ith  the  clipper  ship  and  the  stage  coach 
.tnd  continue  through  the  era  of  the  giant 
living  boat  into  a  future  which  cannot  be 
charled.  Science  and  industry  provide  the 
frame  of  reference  of  the  work,  but  the 


city's  cultural  life  and  the  charms  which 
beguile  the  tourist  are  suggested  in  the 
vared  designs  which  are  worked  into  a 
harmonious  whole. 

The  artist  has  behind  him  a  distinguished 
career.  He  has  traveled  and  studied  in  the 


country  of  the  modern  mural  masters — 
Mexico.  He  has  worked  in  the  art  centers 
of  Europe  and  the  United  States,  taught  at 
Stanford  University,  San  Francisco  State 
College,  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Art, 
and  the  California  College  of  Arts  and 
Crafts.  For  the  past  two  years  he  hcis  in- 


structed in  one  of  the  most  unique  rehabili- 
tation programs — that  on  Alcatraz  Island. 
Works  produced  by  the  prisoners  under  his 
tutelage  were  exhibited  in  the  city's  Open 
Air  Art  Show  in  1949.  The  critical  acclaim 
won  b\'  the  Century  of  Progress  comes  to 
Mr.  Harris  after  his 
works  have  achieved 
high  honors  in  many 
world-wide  exhibits. 
The  mural  embod- 
ies elements  of  the 
abstract  and  repre- 
sentational forms  of 
painting,  and  it  does 
so  by  achieving  a 
novel  synthesis  of 
the  two.  The  story 
is  told  in  lines,  fig- 
ures and  designs,  but  the  imagination  is 
subtly  influenced  to  dwell  upon  the  sweep 
of  events,  the  continuity  of  which  is  sug- 
gested by  the  juxtaposition  of  figures  and 
the  interplay  of  color.  In  this  way,  a  sig- 
nificant chapter  of  the  City's  history  has 
passed  into  the  domain  of  art.

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Construction  Bids  Asked  On 
$300  Million  Alaska  Project 

A  second  Alaskan  "gold"  rush  is  in  the 
making,  according  to  Harry  R.  Smith, 
Chairman,  Alaskan  Affairs  Section  of  the 
Chamber,  who  has  announced  that  San 
Francisco  construction  contractors  and 
suppliers  of  construction  materials  will 
have  the  opportunity  to  bid  on  $300,00,000 
worth  of  business  in  Alaska  in  the  next 
18  months. 

Details  of  the  construction  opportunity 
were  made  known  here  by  Col.  L.  E.  See- 
man,  Corps  of  Engineers — District  Engi- 
neer for  the  Alaska  District. 

Other  details  disclosed  by  the  Alaska 
Army  Engineer  were  that  since  1948,  con- 
tracts, with  few  exceptions,  have  been  let 
on  the  basis  of  competitive  bids,  and  that 
most  construction  of  building  is  of  the 
frame  type,  with  some  concrete  block  work. 

In  most  instances,  he  said,  the  govern- 
ment furnishes  concrete,  without  cost  to 
tlie  contractor.  The  District  Engineers  have 
over  2,000  pieces  of  construction  equip- 
ment, including  caterpillars,  graders, 
turnapuUs,  etc.,  which  are  made  available 
to  contracting  firms. 

Fifty  representatives  of  interested  local 
contracting  firms,  construction  trade  asso- 
ciations and  steamship  lines  have  been  ad- 
vised of  the  Alaska  construction  situation. 
They  have  also  been  apprised  by  B.  H. 
Parkingson,  executive  vice-president  of 
Coastwise  Line,  that  San  Francisco  sup- 
pliers of  materials  for  contract  in  Alaska 
have  "certain  advantages"  in  transporta- 
tion because  the  Coastwise  Line  offers 
direct  shipment  from  the  city  to  the  ex- 
isting terminals  in  Alaska.

Business  in  Defense 


The   National    Production   Authority  has 
recently  issued  the  following  orders: 
COBALT:  NPA  Order  M-10,  dated  Novem- 
ber 30. 

Section  30.3.  Limitation  on  inventory: 
No  person  may  receive  delivery  of  cobalt  if 
his  inventory  exceeds,  or  by  such  receipt 
would  be  made  to  exceed,  his  minimum  re- 
quirements for  the  succeeding  20  days  at 
his  then  scheduled  method  and  rate  of 
operation. 

COPPER:  NPA  Order  M-11,  dated  Novem- 
ber 29.  Subpart  A:  General. 

Provides  rules  for  placing,  accepting  and 
scheduling  rated  orders  for  copper  and  cop- 
per-base allo\'. 

COPPER:  NP.\  Order  M-12,  dated  Novem- 
ber 29.  Subpart  B:  Use  of  Copper  and 
Copper  base  Alloy. 

Describes  how  the  copper,  remaining 
after  allowances  for  the  requirements  of 
national  defense,  may  be  distributed  and 
used  in  the  civilian  economy. 

Complete    reprints    of    these    orders    are 
available    at     the    Industrial     Department, 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce.

$1,500,000  Contract  Given 
S.  F.  Construction  Firm 

A  million-and-a-half  dollar  contract  for 
construction  of  an  annex  to  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works  building  in 
Sacramento  has  been  awarded  to  Haas  & 
Rothschild,  San  Francisco  contractors. 

The  contract  was  awarded  earlier  this 
month  through  the  Bureau  of  Architecture, 
Department  of  Public  Works,  according  to 
an  announcement  received  this  week  b.\- 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber. 

Total  costs  for  the  six-story  annex,  which 
will  provide  an  additional  141,000  square 
feet  of  floor  space,  will  be  $2,500,000.  Con- 
struction will  begin  immediately,  according 
to  compan\-  spokesmen,  and  completion  is 
expected  within  ten  months. 


csted  in  seeing  that  the  island  remains  in 
the  hands  of  the  Federal  Government  until 
arrangements  can  be  made  for  its  perma- 
nent administration  by  a  public  agency. 

Administration  and  development  of  An- 
gel Island  by  the  National  Park  Service — 
which  contemplates  holding  the  island 
under  cooperative  agreement  with  the  Bu- 
reau of  Land  Management,  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior — is  expected  to  be 
provided  for  by  funds  to  be  appropriated 
by  Congress.  But  such  funds  will  not  be 
available,  Winslow  said,  until  July  1,  1951. 
Meanwhile,  the  Angel  Island  Foundation 
is  raising  funds  to  donate  to  the  National 
Park  Service  for  immediate  maintenance 
and  protection  of  the  island. 

Winslow  said  that  donations  thus  passed 
on  to  tile  Park  Service  would  be  used  as 
far  as  possible  for  a  general  program  of 
greater  development  and  use  of  cer- 
tain projects  than  might  be  possible 
under  congressional  appropriations 
alone:  reforestation  projects,  play 
fields,  youth  centers,  yachting  facili- 
ties and  a  historical  museum. 

The  Foundation  points  out  that 
Angel  Island,  situated  in  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  and  immediately  surround- 
ed by  a  metropolitan  area  of  over 
2,500,000  people,  can  become  a  "lead- 
ing influence  in  the  well-being  of  this 
region  and  its  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  annual  visitors." 

It  consists  of  700  "unspoiled  nat- 
ural acres,"  has  six  miles  of  shoreline 
and  rises  to  a  height  of  770  feet  at 
Mt.  Ida.  The  island  now  contains  300 
buildings  erected  by  the  armed  serv- 
ices during  recent  years  at  a  cost  of  ap- 
proximately $2,500,000.  Ninety  per  cent  of 
these  buildings  are  appropriate  for  imme- 
diate use  as  recreational  quarters,  accord- 
ing to  Winslow. 

The  island  is  equipped  with  electric,  tele- 
phone, water,  fuel  and  sewage  facilities  and 
boasts  a  practically  "fog-free  climate  — 
finest  in  the  Bay  Area."

Chamber  Proposes  Traffic 
Coordinating   Committee 

Seeking  a  solution  to  the  city's  current 
traffic  plan  problems,  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  recommended,  in  a 
letter  last  week  to  Mayor  Elmer  E.  Robin- 
son, the  creation  of  a  single  "Traffic  and 
Transportation  Coordinating  Committee" 
to  be  composed  of  representatives  of  the 
Police  Department,  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission, Department  of  Public  Works  and 
the  Planning  Commission. 

This  committee,  according  to  the  Cham- 
ber suggestion  approved  by  its  Board  of 
Directors,  would  consider  all  traffic  plans 
emanating  from  any  department  or  munici- 
pal government. 

"There  is  a  definite  need  for  a  system  of 
better  coordination  between  the  various 
departments  of  the  city  government  to 
bring  about  the  development  and  imple- 
mentation of  immediate  and  long-range 
traffic  and  transportation  plans,"  said  Bel- 
ford  Brown,  Chairman  of  the  Chamber's 
Traffic  and  Highway  Committee  which  in- 
itiated the  proposal. 

"We  believe,"  he  continued,  "that  a  cen- 
tral committee  composed  of  representatives 
of  all  interested  departments,  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  and  meeting  once  a  month — or 
more  often  if  necessary,  would  be  the  ini- 
tial step  toward  dissolving  confusion  and 
inaction. 

"If  such  a  committee  had  been  function- 
ing," he  added,  "the  controversy  over  adop- 
tion of  a  one-way  street  pattern  could  pos- 
sibly have  been  averted." 

Any  traffic  plan  emanating  from  any  city 
department.  Brown,  said,  would  be  pre- 
sented to  the  coordinating  committee,  and 
each  member  in  turn  would  carry  the  pro- 
posal to  his  respective  group.  Then,  if  the 
plan  is  acceptable  to  a  majority  of  the 
departments  involved,  a  public  hearing  on 
the  issues  would  be  held  in  appropriate 
cases.  Following  the  public  hearing,  the 
coordinating  committee  would  make  a  rec- 
ommendation, with  all  available  facts,  to 
the  Mayor's  cabinet  for  decision  and  final 
action.

NPA  Order  M-14.  NICKEL. 

This  order  provides  for  distribution  of 
nickel  to  the  civilian  economy  above  na- 
tional defense  requirements.  It  is  the  intent 
of  this  order  to  substitute  materials  which 
are  not  scarce  for  nickel,  wherever  possible. 

Subject  to  certain  e.xemptions,  no  person 
shall  consume  in  manufacture,  processing 
or  construction,  during  the  first  calendar 
quarter  of  1951,  a  quantit.v  of  nickel  by 
weight  in  excess  of  65  per  cent  of  his  aver- 
age quarterly  consumption  of  nickel  for 
such  purposes  during  the  base  period — six 
months'  period  ending  June  30,  1950.  This 
is  provided  that  his  consumption  of  nickel 
in  any  one  month  shall  not  exceed  40  per 
cent  of  the  permitted  use  during  said  quar- 
ter. 
NPA  Order   M-1 5.   USE  OF  ZINC. 

This  order  provides  for  distribution  and 
use  of  zinc  in  the  civilian  economy  after 
allowance  for  national  defense  require- 
ments. It  is  the  intent  of  this  part  that 
other  materials  which  are  not  in  short 
supply  will  be  substituted  for  zinc  and 
zinc  products  wherever  possible.

A  new  "audio-visual"  method  of  teaching 
music,  employing  illustrated  lessons  and

cisco firm  with  studios  at  718  Mission  Street. 

Courses,  for  which  the  firm  reports  no 
previous  musical  knowledge  is  necessary, 
include  instruction  in  piano,  guitar,  accor- 
dion, Hawaian  guitar  and  ukulele.

Nov.BuildingHitsNewHigh 
In  Calif  and  Western  States 

Building  permit  registrations  in  California 
reached  a  new  high  of  $122,902,541  for  the 
month  of  November — eght  per  cent  greater 
than  October  and  40.7  per  cent  ahead  of 
November  last  year — according  to  a  survey 
by  Daily  Pacific  Builder. 

A  new  record  was  at  the  same  time 
established  for  the  seven  Western  states, 
with  a  November  building  permit  total  2.3 
per  cent  greater  than  October  and  42.3  per 
cent  greater  than  November,  1949. 

In  the  first  11  months  of  19.50,  all  West- 
ern states  not  only  exceeded  their  complete 
1949  totals  but  also  eclipsed  the  record 
year  of  1948.  To  date,  California  has  regis- 
tered ,$1,421,500,573,  45  per  cent  more  than 
the  same  period  last  year  and  32.8  per  cent 
ahead  of  all  of  1949.  Comparative  figures 
for  the  West  dilfer  by  only  a  few  percent- 
age points. 

In  November,  only  Arizona  failed  to  ex- 
ceed its  building  permit  registration  of 
November  1949,  according  to  G.  E.  McGav- 
ran,  editor  of  the  construction  newspaper/ 
Oregon  and  Utah  were  the  sole  states  not 
showing  improvement  over  October,  he 
added. 

In  November,  average  permit  value  in 
California  was  $6450  compared  to  $6700  for 
the  entire  region,   McGavran  pointed  out.

The  di\ision  is  clear-cut.  Our  world  today  is  divided  sliarpl>' 
into  two  camps.  On  the  standard  of  one  is  unmistakabl>'  written 
the  will  to  destro.v  that  way  of  life  and  work  for  which  all  decent 
men  and  women  have  long  strivcd.  Standing  apart  in  hopeful 
opposition  are  the  forces  of  the  free  world. 

Out  of  this  division  we  have  witnessed  the  development  of  a 
dual  conflict;  one  phase  is  military,  the  other  involves  the  objec- 
tive of  promulgating  those  truths  which  underlie  the  %ery  prin- 
ciples for  which  we  are  fighting.  In  this  struggle  the  people  of 
the  free  world  have  assigned  the  role  of  leadership  to  America. 
We  would  do  well  to  determine  whj'  and  how  this  responsibility 
came  to  us. 

America  stands  today  singularly  rich  in  terms  of  moral  fiber 
of  its  people,  of  its  economic  wealth  and  in  its  capacity  to  out- 
produce industriallj'  any  nation  or  combination  of  nations  in  the 
world.  Our  people  have  created  for  themselves  a  standard  of 
living  unmatched  in  all  history.  The  superior  products  of  Amer- 
ican craftsmanship,  engineers,  scientists,  and  farmers  are  in 
demand  the  world  over.  Tools  and  machiner.v  in  the  hands  of 
American  labor  have  built  and  sustained  prosperity  at  home  and 
the  means  to  finance  better  nations  abroad.  In  short,  the  United 
States  has  the  virile  qualities  for  leadership. 

Behind  all  these  accomplishments  is  the  American  enterprise 
system.  Because  of  its  fundamental  principles  of  individual  re- 
sponsibility and  initiative — the  vitality,  wisdom,  and  courage  of 
our  people  have  been  successfully  combined  with  the  savings  of 
millions  of  our  citizens  to  produce  those  things  which  make  a 
nation  healthy  and  prosperous. 

The  private  enterprise  system  with  its  competitive  rewards 
has  performed  brilliantly.  Yet,  this  very  "secret"  of  our  success 
is  in  grave  danger.  It  is  under  blatant  and  insidious  attack  by 
those  who  would  substitute  its  producing  qualites  of  self-interest, 
self-advancement,  and  even  self-pride  for  the  cancerous  effects 
of  the  all-out  government  planning,  government  thinking,  and 
government  providing  of  Socialism. 

No  one  ma>'  deny  that  the  efforts  of  those  who  would  make 
th;s  substitution  have  made  their  mark.  Witness  today  the  mis- 
guided clamor  for  security  at  the  hand  of  the  government.  Wit- 
ness today  the  indorsement  of  many  for  the  illusory  protection 
of  government  through  subsidy,  redistribution  of  wealth,  burden- 
some taxation  and  deficit  spending.  If  the  knife  is  to  be  kept 
away  from  the  heart  of  our  American  enterprise  system,  there 
must  be  a  rededication  to  old-fashioned  initiative,  inventiveness 
and  hard  work,  which  are  the  only  genuine  guarantees  of  security 
and  material  well-being. 

We  can  aid  in  this  rededication  by  making  clear  the  perform- 
ance record  of  yesterday's  and  today's  Socialist,  who  with  the 
promise  of  cradle-to-the-grave  security  usurped  the  liberties  of 
their  people. 

In  1949,  Socialist  rule  in  New  Zealand  ended  in  dismal  failure 
after  fourteen  years  of  trial  and  error.  Today  with  a  keener 
appreciation  of  the  advantages  of  a  free  econom.v,  the  people 
of  the  Dominion  are  back  at  the  happy  task  of  directing  their 
own  way  of  life  and  work.  It  took  less  time — eight  years  to  be 
specific — for  the  friendly  people  of  Australia  to  learn  that  the 
empty  promises  of  their  Socialist  government  meant  in  reality 
exorbitant  taxes,  strict  regimentation,  and  a  denial  of  oppor- 
tunities. In  England,  after  four  years  of  Socialist  rule,  a  near 
political  stalemate  exists  and  that  great  nation  stands  precar- 
iously in  the  middle  of  the  road,  unable  for  the  moment  to  rid 
itself  completely  of  its  Socialist  theorists  and  start  back  to  the 
freedom  it  once  knew.  In  England's  plight  we  can  find  strong 
object  lessons  for  ourselves. 


In  the  judgment  of  the  most  impartial  analysts,  Britain's 
nation-wide  compulsory  health  plan — always  the  "first  pet"  ot 
the  Socialist-  -has  not  improved  the  quality  of  medical  care  for 
the  people  of  England.  In  truth,  it  has  placed  an  unnecessary 
and  unproductive  burden  on  doctors  and  hospitals.  Mass  treat- 
ment of  patients  has  promoted  the  damaging  guesswork  of  in- 
adequate diagnoses.  Understandably,  many  sincere  aspirants  to 
(he  medical  profession  have  changed  their  minds  and  are  now 
seeking  other  vocational  objectives;  fewer  women  are  today 
showing  interest  in  the  nursing  profession.  The  number  of  hos- 
pitals has  not  increased  nor  has  the  quality  of  their  equipment 
impro\ed  under  the  government  system.  And  in  the  face  of  these 
glaring  defects,  many  a  British  citizen  is  beginning  to  realize 
that  the  "free"  in  his  free  medical  and  hospital  service  is  a 
misnomer;  that  in  reality  he  is  paying  top  prices  for  inferior, 
regimented  treatment  in  the  form  of  pay-roll  deductions  and 
excessive  taxes. 

If  by  actual  experience  the  average  man  and  woman  in  Eng- 
land are  not  yet  convinced  of  the  inadequacy  and  fallacy  of  their 
"free"  medical  service,  they  are  aware  by  now  that  Socialism 
does  mean  a  life  of  one  personal  economic  crisis  after  another. 
They  have  found  out,  for  example,  that  four  years  of  a  planned 
economy  has  not  improved  their  eating  habits.  The  ab.sence  of 
food  from  their  table  is  graphic  evidence  of  their  theorists'  in- 
abiUty  to  provide  basic  needs  at  home.  Today,  with  one  million 
more  inhabitants  on  the  British  Isle  than  there  were  when 
Socialism  took  over,  there  is  12  per  cent  less  fresh  meat,  60  per 
cent  less  canned  meat,  9  per  cent  less  cheese,  and  6  per  cent  less 
tea  available  to  the  total  population. 

This  meagerness  does  not  stop  at  the  table.  Clothing  of  fine 
quality  and  style  are  displayed  but  certainly  not  tagged  for 
England's  workingman  or  his  family.  Necessities  of  a  quality 
nature  have  been  taxed  completely  out  of  his  reach  and  as  an 
alternate  he  is  left  with  the  "utility"  suits,  dresses  and  footwear, 
which  have  been  designed  to  fit  the  austerity  program  of  his 
social  planners.  Radios,  appliances,  new  automobiles  and  many 
more  desirable  products  are  on  the  "luxury"  list  and  totally 
una\-ailable. 

The  material  well-being  and  happiness  of  the  men  and  women 
of  England  is,  as  in  any  nation,  directly  or  indirectly  dependent 
to  large  degree  upon  the  efficient  and  profitable  operation  of 
industry.  The  record  shows  that  in  almost  ever\-  major  industry 
in  Britain  where  government  control  i.-s  supplanted  private  con- 
trol, profitable  operations  were  transformed  to  deficit  operations. 
For  the  people  of  England  this  transformation  has  meant  higher 
taxes  and  higher  prices. 

This  record  of  inefficiency  is  clear  for  all  to  read.  England's 
vital  coal  industry  has  been  under  state  control  for  more  than 
three  years.  Durir.,.;  this  period  administrative  personnel  has 
grown  in  numhers  from  16,000  to  22,000;  yearly  administrative 
costs  ha\e  raised  34  per  cent.  Profit  of  the  industry  in  1948.  its 
second  year  under  government  operation,  was  approximately  six 
million  dollars  as  compared  with  the  prewar,  private  operation 
profit  of  approximately  fifty  million  in  1938.  Under  government 
control  in  1948,  coal  production  amounted  to  208,400,000  tons, 
compared  with  the  227,000,000  tons  pulled  out  of  the  earth  under 
private  operation  in  19.38.  In  1949  coal  output  was  around 
70,000,000  Ions  less  than  that  produced  in  1913. 

Other  nationalized  industries  have  followed  this  unhappy  pat- 
tern. Government  operation  of  Civil  Aviation  has  cost  the  people 
of  England  $120,000,000  in  taxes.  Government  operation  of  rail- 
roads, buses,  and  other  transportation  systems  resulted  in  an 
operating  loss  of  .$19,000,000  in  1948.

And  in  the  wake  of  all  this  mismanage- 
ment are  increasing  taxes  and  stricter  regi- 
mentation of  British  men  and  women.  A 
workman  earning  the  equivalent  of  S21  per 
week,  pajs  a  tax  of  16  cents  per  week.  If 
his  wage  is  increased  to  $27  per  week,  his 
tax  is  hiked  to  $1.20  per  week.  If  earnings 
to  $32  per  week,  his  tax  is  raised  to  $2.50 
per  week.  At  $54  per  week,  the  tax  rate 
forces  a  return  of  $10  to  the  government 
out  of  the  weekly  pay  checks.  Higher  earn- 
ings bring  crushing  tax  responsibilities.  For 
example,  one-third  of  a  married  man's 
S8.400  yearly  income  goes  to  the  govern- 
ment. Listing  two  children  as  dependents 
does  nothing  to  reduce  this  government 
take.  When  and  if  this  breadwinner  reaches 
the  $14,000  yearly  income  bracket,  he  will

ernment controlled  enterprise.  All  this  we 
can  clearly  compare  with  the  performance 
of  our  American  enterprise  system.  The  de- 
cision is  still  ours.  If  we  are  to  remain  as 
leaders  in  a  world  sorely  in  need  of  lead- 
ership, we  must  now  acti\ely  reaffirm  our 
confidence  and  rededicate  ourselves  to  the 
sNslcrn  which  h;is  made  America  strong.

ONE  HUNCHED  YEARS  OF  ACHIEVEMENT 


1950 
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General  Business  Activity 
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ANNUAL  TREND— 

1930  San  Francisco  business  activity  ap- 
parently will  close  midst  a  burst  of  new 
long-range  highs  after  experiencing  star- 
tling contrasts  in  this  greatest  of  years. 
During  the  early  months,  business  strug- 
gled to  meet  the  breathtaking  pace  of  the 
big  years  of  1948  and  1949.  Then  late  in 
June  an  aggressor,  full-armed,  appeared  in 
Korea  to  startle  a  world  with  memories  of 
Pearl  Harbor  still  fresh.  The  rumblings  of 
war  set  off  a  wave  of  individual  buying  in 
the  durable  goods  fields  and  in  the  real 
estate  and  home  ownership  markets.  In 
turn,  production  and  credit  gushed  forth 
uncontrolled  until  mid-September  and 
October  wlien  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank 
Board  brought  out  Regulations  "W"  and 
"X."  The  powerful  effect  of  these  imper- 
sonal tools  has  been  scarcely  visible  above 
the  vast  activities  previously  under  way 
and  the  mass  of  defense  regulations  and 
the  Yuletide  spending.  But  there  is  sub- 
stantial evidence  to  support  the  belief  that 
when  the  air  clears  from  these  and  other 
regulatory  controls  and  new  tax  measures 
to  support  the  billions  for  rearmament,  it 
will  not  be  surprising  to  find  important 
inroads  have  been  made  on  the  civilian 
economy  as  we  have  come  to  know  it  in 
the  postwar  years. 
ELEVEN    MONTHS    CUMULATIVE 

Actual  reports  for  the  11  months  of  1950 
in  San  Francisco  compared  to  the  similar 
period  last  year  reveal  substantial  growth 
in  volume  as  well  as  values,  with  possible 
new  long-range  annual  highs  in  several  of 
these  fields:  General  business  7%;  total 
construction  permits  21%;  real  estate 
(Iccils  recorded  17%;  department  store 
sales  6:5%;  financial  transactions  based  on 
hank  debits  9%;  Stock  Exchange  transac- 
tions— shares  40%;  postal  receipts  7%; 
employment  placements  21%;  freight  car 
movements  8.5%:  Airport  traffic  (10 
monttis)  14%;  Bridge  traffic  6%;  water- 
borne  commerce  arrivals  6% ;  and  electrical 
energy  sales  3%. 
CONSTRUCTION    AND    REAL  ESTATE 

Building  permits  for  the  11  months 
amounting  to  8,980  and  valued  at  $68,123,- 
677  were  21%  in  number  and  4.7%  in 
amount  above  a  year  ago  and  on  the  way 
to  a  new  annual  high.  Residential  permits 
of  2,366  valued  at  $3,007,310  were  up  7.8% 
in  number  but  off  27%  in  value  and  ac- 
counted for  44',;  of  all  permit  value;  they 
provided  for  3,149  dwelling  units,  of  which 
2.145  were  in  single-family,  268  in  two- 
family,  and  736  in  multi-family  dwellings. 
Non-residential  permits  numbering  232  and 
amounting  to  $24,621,714  wore  94%  above 
last  year  and  accounted  for  36%  of  all  per- 
mit value.  Additions,  alterations  and  re- 
pairs accounted  for  20%  of  all  permit  value 
and  numbered  6,382  permits  valued  at 
$13,425,653,  an  increase  of  7%  and  32.7% 
respectively. 

Real  estate  deeds  recorded  during  the 
'':'>t  11  months  numbered  20,184,  up  18.6% 
r:  ;l  ;;ossii;iy  will  establish  a  new  high. 
"  'rtgages  and  deeds  of  trust  of  17,106 
amounting  tc  $156,729,724  increased  17.6% 
and  32.4%  respectively. 


FINANCE 

Financial  transactions,  measured  by  bank 
debits  amounting  to  $27,689,954,000  during 
the  first  11  months  were  on  the  way  to  a 
new  high,  and  8.8Cr  above  the  correspond- 
ing period  last  year.  Bank  clearings 
amounted  to  $19,865,022,000  and  were  up 
12.5%.  Postal  receipts  amounted  to  $21,- 
713,648,  an  increase  of  7.1%.  San  Francisco 
Stock  Exchange  transactions  for  the  11 
months  amounted  to  13.016,474  shares  with 
a  market  value  of  $234,080,853  and  repre- 
sented the  greatest  volume  in  the  last  20 
years. 

Credit  controls  at  consumer  levels  in  the 
form  of  Regulation  "W"  effective  Septem- 
ber 18  and  October  16,  1950,  and  residen- 
tial real  estate  mortgage  credit  Regulation 
"X"  effective  October  12,  are  reported  to 
be  accomplishing  about  what  the  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  Board  want,  according  to 
latest  reports  but  it  is  still  quite  early  to 
know  the  net  effect  on  many  sections  of 
the  economy.  Prior  to  these  Regulations, 
consumer  credit  was  much  like  the  proverb- 
ial rain — available  to  everyone — but  now  it 
will  be  more  like  water  stored  in  a  reser- 
voir some  distance  from  the  source  of  ac- 
tual use  and  regulated  enroute  to  serve 
those  fields  judged  more  necessary  under 
the  stricter  rearmament  program. 

EMPLOYMENT 

San  Francisco  employment  at  the  end  of 
November  remained  relatively  unchanged 
from  the  previous  month.  Increased  mate- 
rial shortages  and  credit  restrictions  may 
become  factors  in  readjustments  in  the  em- 
ployment schedules  during  the  early  part 
of  next  year,  according  to  the  C.S.E.S. 
There  are  still  demands  in  the  professional 
fields  including  engineers  in  highly  special- 
ized fields  such  as  structural  design,  radi- 
ology, petroleum,  chemical  and  power  engi- 
neering; also  doctors  and  nurses  are  needed 
in  military  installations,  and  laboratory 
technicians  with  California  licenses  have 
been  in  demand  for  several  months.  A 
shortage  of  young  clerical  workers  is  also 
reported.  During  the  first  11  months  29,183 
placements  were  reported  in  San  Francisco; 
8,432  by  commercial  offices  and  20,751  by 
the  other  offices  of  C.S.E.S. 

San  Francisco  Bay  Area  total  November 
employment  was  estimated  at  955,800  and 
was  6.2%  above  the  level  of  the  same 
month  a  year  ago.  Unemployment  was  less 
than  one-half  of  that  during  the  same 
month  a  year  ago,  and  the  supply  of  work- 
ers is  reported  adequate  to  meet  current 
labor  demands  in  almost  all  occupations 
except  the  technical  skilled  field  previously 
referred  to. 

TRADE 

Department  store  sales  in  both  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Oakland,  based  on  49  weeks  of 
the  year,  were  up  7.6%;  Los  Angeles  and 
Portland  both  4%;  Seattle  9%;  Salt  Lake 
City  7%;  Twelfth  District  6%;  and  5%  in 
the  United  States  as  a  whole. 

Independent  retail  store  sales  for  the  10 
months  cumulative  (latest  available)  were 
up  10%,  according  to  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census. 

Wholesalers   sales   on   the  Pacific   Coast 
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for  the  first  10  months  led  all  United  States 
regional  divisions  with  a  gain  of  17%  com- 
pared to  an  average  of  14%  in  the  United 
States. 

INDUSTRY 

The  manufacturing  industries  in  the  San 
Francisco  Metropolitan  Area  (6  Counties) 
in  October  were  employing  177,000  produc- 
tion workers  compared  to  157,000  in  corre- 
sponding period  last  year.  Average  weekly 
earnings  during  October  were  $68.52  com- 
pared to  $64.52  a  year  ago.  Average  hours 
worked  per  week  amounted  to  39.6  com- 
pared to  39.2  last  October.  The  food  and 
kindred  lines  manufacturing  group  em- 
ployed 39,200;  fabricated  metals  products 
17,200:  printing  and  publishing  15,100;  pri- 
mary metals  15,100;  machinery  except  elec- 
trical 12,400;  petroleum  products  12,100; 
chemical  and  allied  11,900;  transportation 
equipment  11.200;  apparel  industry  8,900; 
and  furniture-fixtures  6.500. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Freight  car  movements  in  San  Francisco 
during  the  first  11  months  amounting  to 
167,302  represented  an  increase  of  8.5% 
over  a  year  ago.  Ship  arrivals  for  the  11 
months  "of  3,624  were  6.4 9^  above  last  year. 
San  Francisco  Airport  traffic  for  the  first 
10  months  included  68,369  planes  in  and 
out;  1,006,292  passengers  on  and  off;  air 
mail  loaded  and  unloaded  13.039,317  lbs.; 
air  freight  24,250,345  lbs.  San  Francisco- 
Oakland  Bay  Bridge  vehicle  crossings  dur- 
ing the  first  11  months  amounted  to  26,481,- 
136,  a  growth  of  5.7%  over  corresponding 
period  last  year  and  Golden  Gate  Bridge 
traffic   of  8,807,497   vehicles  was   up  5.9%. 

Passengers  entering  Northern  California 
gateways  via  highway  during  November 
amounted  to  204,087  or  43.7%  of  the  State 
total.  Out-of-state  automobiles  numbered 
39,652  or  49.5%  of  the  State  total.  Out-of- 
State  passengers  amounted  to  97,315  or 
48.3%  of  the  State  total.  Stages  brought 
in  26,859  persons  into  Northern  California 
or  45.3%. 
COST    OF   LIVING 

Consumer  Price  Index  for  San  Francisco 
for  September  (latest  quarterly  report  for 
San  Francisco)  was  176.0  for  All  Items, 
reported  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor. 
The  March-June-September  quarterly  aver- 
age of  173.8  was  only  0.1%  above  the  cor- 
responding period  for  the  year  previous.

New  Railroad  Facilities 
Benefit  Bay  Shippers 

J.  E.  Little,  district  freight  agent  for  tho 
Pennsylvania  Railroad,  has  stressed  the 
significance  to  shippers  and  receivers  in 
tiie  Bay  Area  of  a  vast  construction  pro- 
gram just  completed  on  his  road. 

The  job,  described  this  week  to  Chamber 
officials,  consisted  of  the  removal  of  four 
outmoded  tunnels  and  modernization  of  a 
fifth  tunnel  on  the  Pennsylvania's  Panhan- 
dle Division  between  Columbus,  Ohio  and 
Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania.  Total  cost  was 
nine  million  dollars. 

The  project,  which  took  a  year  and  a 
half  to  complete,  will  speed  shipments  over 
the  Pennsylvania  System  as  much  as  two 
days.  Prior  to  these  improvements,  delays 
resulting  from  necessary  re-routing  of  traf- 
fic amounted  to  186,000  car  days  annually. 
There  will  be  significant  speed-ups  for  Cali- 
fornia shippers  and  receivers,  now  that 
there  is  no  need  to  screen  eastbound  and 
westbound  trains  at  Columbus  and  Pitts- 
burgli  for  clearance  purposes,  according  to 
Little. 

The  many  Bay  Area  shippers  and  re- 
ceivers of  commodities  in  large  box  cars 
and  big  open  loads  are  now  assured  of  a 
clear  track  for  all  types  of  rolling  stock, 
Little  said.
